t’s hard to believe that a decade has 

passed since the Bicentennial. This 

year marks the 210th anniversary of 

these United States. Quietly, and 
without fireworks, there couldn’t be a 
better time to offer a salute to the rich- 
ness and vitality of our design traditions. 
Because the American decorating we’re 
seeing now—and that we bring you in 
this issue—marks the flowering of a new, 
very assured American style. 

Less flashy than Memphis, more liv- 
able than Eurostyle, this new American 
decorating is very reflective of who we 
are. There’s an emphasis on comfort, 
character and, of course, an expression of 
pride in the beauty of our native folk art 
and traditional furniture design. What’s 
so different and exciting about American 
style now, versus 10 years ago, is confi- 
dence. We’re breaking rules, mixing the 


unexpected, and truly expressing our- 
selves through our homes. 

Take, for instance, the American coun- 
try look that has been so popular ever 
since the Bicentennial offered us a first, 


intoxicating whiff of it. Today, we are no 
longer wearing rustic style like a three- 
piece suit, but are personalizing it by se- 
lecting out the elements we love best. 

We may mix a Shaker trestle table and 
an apothecary chest with folk pieces from 
Scandinavia or Austria. Or, as in the con- 
temporary penthouse on pages 48 to 53, 
we may pair carefully edited American 
folk art reproductions with lots of white, 
overstuffed upholstery. Whatever the 
combinations, we’re coming up with our 
own, individual mix and letting charac- 
ter-filled American pieces stand assured- 
ly side by side with the best contempo- 
rary or European country furniture. And 
in doing so, we’re taking American coun- 
try decorating to the next step. 

This confidence to forge a new person- 
al style has much to do with a deepening 
knowledge of our heritage. Before the 
Bicentennial, broken-star quilts, slip- 
glazed redware and the humble objects of 
our past were treasures to rediscover. 
Now they’re an integral part of our de- 
sign vocabulary. And their definitions are 
becoming even more precise and individ- 
ual as we steep ourselves in the nuances 
of regional styles and learn, for instance, 
the way grain-painting would be done in 
Maine versus Pennsylvania. As a result 
of this refined knowledge, we’re execut- 
ing our personal versions of American 
style with mature strokes, like a seasoned 
Georgia O’Keeffe who is digging down 
into her inner feelings and shaping a new, 
very individual style. 

The assimilation of American motifs 
into our design vocabulary, combined 
with our interest in personal expression, 
is one of the strongest influences on the 
marketplace. Manufacturers are respond- 
ing by searching out very unique pieces 
to reproduce. Instead of copying the uni- 
versal, most representative highboy, as 
was done in the past, they’re seeking out 
the one-of-a-kind. One laudatory exam- 


ple is the Windsor settee on page 50. As 
the original was handed down through 
the generations, it acquired a red, then a 
blue coat of paint. Reproduced, the red 
still peeps through “‘worn” areas of blue. 
Today, we’re offered access not just to its — 
shape but its soul. 

The 1986 penchant for searching out 
evocative images from our past isn’t | 
something that’s only happening inside 
our homes. On the architectural fore-_ 
front, we’re reacquainting ourselves with 
our native idioms—front porches, gabled — 
roofs, picket fences. And, in another — 
heartening development, we’re seeing an 
attempt to bring back the old-time charm © 
of small-town life. For example, Seaside, © 
Fla. (see pages 78 to 85), is a town that 
could have been just another condomini- 
um complex or suburban subdivision. 
However, a savvy group of planners care- 
fully researched the elements that gave 
vitality to the villages our grandparents 
grew up in. And they designed neighbor- 
hoods around traditional gathering 
places—the post office, food market and 
shops, all within easy walking distance. 

The small villages of our past, the sim- 
ply lined designs of our country furniture 
and, indeed, our rich American design 
heritage couldn’t offer a greater wealth of 
inspiration for decorating and architec- 
ture today. I’m proud that we’re tapping 
into our unique traditions. My hope is 
that we’ll continue to refine and person- 
alize this new American style. If we keep 
stretching our horizons and bring the 
best of the past with us into the future, 
then the next 10 years, from here to the 
220th anniversary of the United States, 
will offer even more to celebrate. @

THE EVER-INNOVATIVE AMERICAN SPIRIT 
BREATHES NEW LIFE INTO THE OLD-WORLD TRADITION 
OF TROMPE L’OEIL PAINTING AND FAUX FINISHES 


By PAULA RICE JACKSON 
ime and again the innovative 
American spirit has revitalized 
decorating traditions inherited 
from the Old World. And now is 
an especially exciting time to observe 
such a rebirth. Through the skill and 
vision of our best decorators and design- 
ers a whole new style of expression is 
being found in the time-honored art of 
painted decoration—the murals, the vis- 


| tas, the trompe l’oeil surprises, the luxu- 


rious faux finishes being applied to prac- 
tically everything say that ornament is 


1 making a big comeback. And it’s never 


been more welcome! Examples of hand- 


_ marbleized cornices and moldings, sten- 


ciled walls and floors, hand-painted fur- 
niture and fabrics could fill an additional 
catalog at many a decorator show house 
these past few years. Historic restorations 
are also contributing their share to our 


| understanding and appreciation for the 
_ American flair for taking the fresh ap- 


proach to centuties-old techniques. 

A case in point—the 1754 Peter Wenz 
Farmstead, a 1970s restoration carried 
out in Worcester, Pa., and now open to 
the public. The hand-painted walls in the 
kitchen, living room and one upstairs 
bedroom look so stylish to our eye today 
it seems incredible that the patterns are 
more than 200 years old. The spunk and 
gaiety of curlicues inside bold diamonds, 
executed with the expert ease of a callig- 
rapher, the freehand “pounced” polka 
dots, both big and small, on hues of fresh 
sky-blue, creamy white and elegant choc- 
olate-brown are Pennsylvania German 
expressions of old-world cottage paint- 
ing. But they hardly look Old World. 

One decorator, Richard Lowell Neas 
of New York City, delights in looking 
back to the great strength of the rural 
expression of painted decoration. Were 
you to visit him at his country home (see 
“Provencal Luncheon,” HB, August ’85) 
you'd find a variety of decorative hand- 
painted effects: a wood floor that resem- 
bles old, pitted flagstones complete with 
age cracks; a paneled wall in faux bois

with moldings casting convincing shad- 
ows; window frames and a tabletop 
painted as blue and white Dutch tiles. 
His New York City apartment has been 
featured in magazines the world over for 
the clever trompe |’oeil bookcases he exe- 
cuted himself in order to camouflage bi- 
fold doors through which a large bed 
pulls down into the living room. 

The variety of uses to which painted 
decoration can be put suggests that the 
“less is more” credo of the 1970s is well 
behind us. The merely white wall no 
longer satisfies. The joy is that almost 
anyone with a flair for a paintbrush can 
learn the techniques required to turn or- 
dinary spaces into one-of-a-kind works of 
art. The repertoire of these techniques is 
huge: freehand murals, grisaille (mono- 
chrome painting in grays that yields a 
modeled effect like sculpting), faux fin- 
ishes of the Italian Renaissance, stencil- 
ing, decoupage (as in 18th-century print 
rooms) and all the traditional wall appli- 
cations of paint such as stippling, spong- 
ing, dragging, pouncing and glazing. 

Tourists throng the stately homes of 
England, the chateaux of France and the 


splendid Palladian villas along the Brenta 
to view rooms whose painted decor rivals 
fine art. Not only do they experience the 
grandeur and beauty of this great classic 
painting, but they see where it can be 
applied to their own houses. This is a 
great challenge to today’s decorators—to 
find those points of contact where it 
makes sense to resort to the lyricism of a 
paintbrush instead of working with fab- 
ric, wallcovering or carpeting. 

Here are some examples: Wanting to 
disguise plain pantry doors a decorator 
paints on them instead the contents of 
the pantry. The effect is totally charming. 
Wanting to dress up a plain sisal carpet 
used to cover up a badly patched floor, 
Vivian Strickland paints the borders free- 
hand with red and orange geraniums. 
Wanting to live in a bower of flowers, 
textiles designer Tanya Vartan freehand- 
edly covered her walls with bunches of 
iris and then painted all the bed-hang- 
ings, bed linens and adjoining bathroom 
to match! Decorator Paul Leonard loves 
to transform humble pieces of wood into 
treasures. His painted footstools adorned 
with wildflowers simply make a hearth 
one of the most romantic places to be. 

New York artist Luis Molina may be 
the best-known practitioner of the art of 
painted decoration. ‘My clients appreci- 
ate that certain tricks of stagecraft will 
solve problems that fabrics and furniture 
can’t,” he says. “Low ceilings, uneven 
floors, badly positioned windows require 
different decorating measures. The dra- 
matic impact of hand-painted decoration 
tends to impress the eye so strongly that 
obvious faults disappear in the illusion of 
scale, light and color.” 

“T also think there’s a hint of escapism 
inherent in the appeal of painted decora- 
tion,” says Mr. Molina. “Why, after all, 
does everything have to be so real? It 
doesn’t. So we’ll paint sunlit clouds on a 
ceiling to maximize a gorgeous view of a 
sunset or, better yet, no sunset at all. Or 
we'll paint a twist of English ivy where 
no sunlight could ever reach. That’s the 
joy of the painted imagination.” @

e went to the islands to run 
away from winter.

FOR ANYONE WHO LOVES 20TH-CENTURY AMERICAN WATERCOLORS, 
THERE ARE “GLORIOUS BARGAINS” TO BE FOUND 


By JIM POWELL 

n the world of fine art 

there may be nothing as 

cheerful as a watercolor— 

or as radiant. What makes 
watercolor uniquely luminous 
is light passing through a thin, 
water-based pigment, reflect- 
ed by white paper underneath. 
Moreover, while oil painting 
has the appeal of sophisticat- 
ed finished work, watercolor 
is more sketchy and spontane- 
ous, giving you a tantalizing 
view of the creative process. 
This is because watercolor 
cannot be erased or covered 
over. As each brush stroke, in 
effect, is final, watercolor demands an 
extraordinarily clear vision and an art- 
ist’s sure hand. 

Curiously, the translucent beauty of 
watercolor was not appreciated among 
American artists until the late 19th cen- 
tury. Before then it was viewed mainly as 
a method of note-taking. But attitudes 
changed when masters like Winslow 
Homer and John Singer Sargent began 
applying their artistry to watercolor. 

During the 20th century just about ev- 
ery major American artist has done some 
fine work in watercolor. Though prices 
have climbed—sometimes steeply—wa- 
tercolor still offers collectors some good 
values. Says Elaine Banks, American art 
specialist at New York’s William Doyle 
Galleries, “In my opinion there really 
isn’t much aesthetic distance between an 
oil painting and a watercolor, yet a fine 
watercolor can be bought for much less 
than an oil of comparable quality.” 

Happily for collectors, watercolors of 
excellent quality are available for $1,000 
or less. Landscapes are the most plenti- 
ful. For instance, Samuel Colman 
(1832-1920), an artist associated with 
the American West, is a terrific buy now. 
He did luminous panoramas, very much 
in the 19th-century spirit, which may sell 
for $2,000. He traveled through Europe, 


“Revere Beach,’ 
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too, and his charming European scenes 
sell for as little as $500. 

William Trost Richards (1833-1905) 
was wonderful at conveying the nuances 
of atmosphere in the splendid beach 
scenes and marine views he created. Only 
when the subject is well-known do his 
prices exceed $1,000. As with Colman 
and other American artists, Richards’s 
least expensive work is probably a Euro- 
pean subject. So if that’s what you hap- 
pen to like, you are sure to find some 
glorious bargains. 

Though he lived in New York, Alfred 
Thompson Bricher (1837-1908) did most 
of his seascapes around Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts and Maine. He favored 
panoramic views and cool colors, accent- 
ing his work with boats and, occasional- 
ly, figures. Henry Farrer of Boston 
(1844-1903) also loved the water, and he 
ranged around New England shores, 
lakes and rivers. His best-known subjects 
may be harbors. There is tremendous de- 
tail; the closer you look, the more you 
are likely to see. 

Working in the Impressionist mode 
was the “Old Lyme School” comprising 
more than a dozen Connecticut artists 
who tackled just about any decorative 
subject—flowers, woods, water, you- 
name-it. Among the best: Wilson Irvine 


a watercolor by American painter Maurice Prendergast 


(1869-1936) and Chauncey 
Foster Ryder (1868-1949). 

Lafayette Maynard Dixon 
(1875-1946) was a successful 
illustrator of the American 
West whose paintings have 
been accepted as fine art. Dix- 
on’s style varied somewhat 
with his subject—deserts, roll- 
ing hills, mountain country, 
Indian scenes. His prices are 
low, in part, because more 
flamboyant stylists are fash- 
ionable now. 

If you like portraits, you 
may want to consider Philip 
Evergood (1901-1973). Born 
in New York, he was educat- 
ed in England, and his work matured in 
the 1930s: a sympathetic rather than 
preachy social realism expressed in a 
modern mode. He painted a lot of charm- 
ing domestic scenes that you can still find 
for under $1,000. 

If you prefer lighter fare, you should 
consider watercolors by noted American 
illustrators. About five years ago, collec- 
tors bid prices to record highs, but except 
for legendary names like Norman Rock- 
well, most prices have plunged more than 
50 percent since then. The main reason is 
that a lot of illustration lacks lasting in- 
terest. If you look carefully, however, 
you will find many worthwhile details. 

The most sought-after illustrators did 
magazine covers. Joseph Christian 
Leyendeker (1874-1951) created more 
than 300 of them for the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, inspiring Norman Rockwell. A 
Leyendeker cover painting may sell for 
several thousand dollars today; an ap- 
pealing study of his can be obtained for a 
fraction of that amount. 

Bradshaw Crandell (1896-1966) de- 
picted stylish women for the covers of 
Vogue and Cosmopolitan, among others. 
His best images evoke romance and fash- 
ion. Coles Phillips (1880-1927) por- 
trayed beautiful women in a memorable

That’s all right. There isn’t room for ev- 
erybody in St. Paul at one time. Part of 
its appeal as a city is its modest size: a 
population of about 270,000. It is a de- 
lightful piace to visit before the Carnival, 
or even in April or October when there 
isn’t likely to be any ice or snow. 

At all times, however, you need to be 
careful about one thing. St. Paul is half of 
an entity called the Twin Cities, and it is 
a common mistake among the uninitiated 
to imagine that one half is pretty much 
like the other. The remarkable truth is 
that while Minneapolis and St. Paul are 
the closest of geographical neighbors, 
they might just as well be 1,000 miles 
apart in most ethnocentric ways. 

Garrison Keillor, whose famous Prai- 
rie Home Companion radio program is 
broadcast from St. Paul, has succinctly

characterized the Twin 
Cities’ basic dissimilarity. 
“Minneapolis is to Won- 
der Bread,” he says, “as 
St. Paul is to pumper- 
nickel.”” Others describe 
Minneapolis as_ being 
Scandinavian and Ger- 
man, Lutheran and ner- 
vous; where St. Paul is 
Irish, Slavic, Catholic 
and contented. 
Contented may not be 
quite the right word. 
George Latimer, St. 
Paul’s five-term mayor 
and, at 49, a virtual insti- 
tution, once wisecracked 
publicly, ““One of the 
great unheralded, really 
superior gifts of the peo- 
ple of St. Paul is their 
fundamental lethargy.” 
He soon made it clear 
that he was paying his 
townspeople the compli- 
ment of exercising un- 
common restraint by not 
knocking down splendid 
old houses on St. Paul’s 
renowned Summit Ave. “By doing noth- 
ing,’ he explained, “they nurtured a five- 
mile-long architectural treasure that is 
not exceeded by any city in America.” 
The mayor is right, up to a point. It is 
incontestable, for example, that no city in 
the country has done a better job of not 
only saving old buildings but also of 
adapting them in creative ways to new 
and better uses. You can see for yourself, 
whenever you visit St. Paul, how the once 
obsolete white elephants in two areas less 
than five minutes from downtown—the 
Selby-Dale and Summit-University resi- 
dential districts—have been transformed. 
Let’s start where I would recommend 
that any visitor start, by checking in as 
my wife and I did recently at the Saint 
Paul Hotel, which embodies much of the 
old, the new and the exciting downtown. 


From a corner room of the Saint Paul 
you may peer down on a symbolic micro- 
| cosm of a vibrant city that has revived 
‘itself in its own way. Immediately across 
from the hotel entrance is Rice Park, a 
|block-square open space that predates 
New York City’s Central Park. On the 
right side of Rice Park stands one of the 
| nation’s most celebrated symbols of pas- 
sionately fought preservationist trench 
| warfare: the Landmark Center, once the 
Federal Courts Building and now a home 
for arts groups and a segment of the 
Minnesota Museum of Art. 

Facing the Saint Paul on the far side of 
the park is the gleaming Ordway Music 
Theatre, just a year old. Ben Thompson, 
its designer, is well known for such ‘“‘peo- 
ple places” as Boston’s Faneuil Hall and 
Baltimore’s Harborplace. 

If I seem to dwell on Rice Park and the 

surrounding buildings, it is for good rea- 
son. You don’t have to be an architect to 

see that here is one of the most successful 

little cultural enclaves in the country. All 
you have to do is try it, as we did during 
our weekend in St. Paul. 

We had an early dinner at the hotel, if 
only to confirm its airport ads proclaim- 
ing the Saint Paul both the best place to 
stay and eat in town. It was “blueberry 
month” at L’Etoile, an immaculate room 
where the byword is nouvelle. I tried the 
blueberry soup, my wife the green salad 
and vinagrette dressing that delivered a 
raspberry message. We both had the 
fresh coho salmon laced with a very ber- 
ry-based sauce. All was so pleasant to the 
palate that we vowed to return the fol- 
lowing, or “game,” month. 

Five minutes before show time, we am- 
bled across Rice Park to the Ordway, 
where we found ourselves among a ca- 
pacity crowd that had come for the eve- 
ning’s ““Guitarjam.” Another night it 
would have been the St. Paul Chamber 
Orchestra, the Minnesota Opera, a ‘“‘flute 
extravaganza” or Ella Fitzgerald. 

I can tell you categorically, after our 
guitar-jamming evening, that getting 
from hotel to theater in St. Paul is the 
world’s easiest culture trek. Admittedly, 
patronizing the Ordway requires you to 
go outdoors. But go anywhere else and 
you may take the coward’s way—the 
world’s largest, and doubtless most skill- 
fully designed, skyway system. Indeed, 
virtually all of downtown St. Paul is 
linked by see-through skyways above 
street level: three miles worth. 

We picked up the skyway in Amhoist 
Tower, a sleek new mixed-use glass sky-

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FALLING IN LOVE 
WITH AN ABANDONED

ou have to be something of a roman- 
tic to adopt an abandoned farm; that 
is, you must be largely blind to the 
consequences of such an impulsive 

act. Take our situation, for example. 

When my wife and I left the city that 
August day six years ago, our destination 
was a Vermont farm that belonged to an 
odd assortment of folk who had gone 
“back to the land” during the hectic “60s. 
Like generations of New 
Yorkers past and present, 
we saw our annual romp in 
the country as an antidote to 
the wilting “dog days” that 
plague the metropolis each 
summer. Neither Carol nor 
I were conscious, however, 
that this time we were look- 
ing for more than a breath 
of fresh air... .— 

The simple act of arrival 
at Packer’s Corners, where 
our Vermont friends live, is 
instantly salutary. Layers of 
city-bred anxiety can be 
stripped away there merely 
by participating in the chore 
or project of the moment. 
We always feel physically 
underutilized in the city, 
and both of us enjoy country 
labor. (Perhaps there is 
some truth to what my lob- 
sterman friend, Jack, always 
tells me only half jokingly: 
“Busy hands are happy 
hands.”’)

our toddler son, Simon, waddling happily 
behind. Along the road we passed an 
empty and very ordinary summer cottage 
posted with a “For Sale” sign.

search of God-knows-what. Recalling 
that scene, I now realize it was our first 
step toward owning a house in the coun- 
try. Little did we know then how many 
more steps were to follow. 

At that moment, though, we were un- 
encumbered by such cares. After a few 
days in Vermont we decided to extend 
our adventure and head east across the 
White Mountains to a coastal village in 
Maine where one branch of Carol’s fam- 
ily had its roots. Fine old 
New England resort towns 
passed in sleepy succession. 
Carol drove while I flipped 
casually through a real es- 
tate magazine we had picked 
up on crossing into Maine. 

One ad caught my eye (at 
left). It wasn’t just the photo 
that appealed to me—of a 
charming Georgian farm- 
house with a shingled barn 
just visible in the back- 
ground. The copy was also 
convincing; it described a 
pristine homestead un- 
spoiled by modern conve- 
niences, located on the 
Maine coast. I showed the 
photo to Carol. 

‘‘Beautiful,’’ she said.

I read her the name, then 
glanced at the road map. 
The old farm was near 
Round Pound, where we 
were headed. We joked 
about going to see the place,

had, on occasion, discussed the possibili- 
ty of buying land an hour or two from 
the city but had never spoken about New 
England, much less Maine—350 miles 
from New York. Then a coincidence oc- 
curred that makes me wonder if some 
things aren’t genuinely predestined: The 
route to Round Pound led right past the 
office of the real estate bro- 
ker who was handling the 
property. 

“Well, why not?” I smiled. 

“OK,” said Carol, “but 
we're really not serious, you 
know.” 

We made an appointment to see the 
place the following afternoon, then went 
off to explore Carol’s village. Later we 
spread our picnic lunch before the cluster 
of gravestones where her people were 
buried. I stretched out on the grass to 
read a local newspaper but found myself 
looking at the new cooler we had bought 
while traveling through New Hampshire. 
In all the years of living in the city, 
neither of us had ever owned a cooler. 
The idea of this mundane purchase 
brought to mind a Beat poem in which a 
women promises never to move to the 
suburbs, buy a station wagon or let Cub 
Scouts meet in her basement. It was an 
odd presentiment that evaporated quick- 
ly amid the sweet breezes and ample 
shade of the Maple Grove Cemetery. 

The next day we followed the broker’s 
car along roads we were already begin- 
ning to fall in love with: country lanes 
running down a long peninsula that jut- 
ted into the ocean. Many of the old farms 
we saw were still intact; each in its pecu- 
liar way was stunning. These homesteads 
uniformly possessed a quiet dignity, rep- 
resenting a way of life that was foreign to 
us but that we were drawn to by feelings 
which went beyond our appetite for land. 
Wheels of change were turning in our 
heads; our emotions raced in advance of 
reason. 

As we neared the farm we shared a 
strange, almost giddy excitement. At first 
sight we agreed that the composition and 
setting of this homestead were just a 
shade more perfect than those of other 
farms we had been admiring. The house 
overlooked a hill that sloped gently down 
through an open field into a network of 
meadows overgrown with scrub pine and 
alder. Two lines of giant hardwood trees 


gave the front yard old-fashioned 


look, preserving a hint of the era when 
that old square house must have seemed 
almost elegant. After 25 years of standing 
empty, however, it now seemed neglect- 
ed, weathered and gray, its many paned 
windows, if glazed at all, filled with loose 
and broken glass. We agreed to buy it on 
the spot. 

It amuses (shocks?) me now to remem- 
ber that at the time we made this monu- 
mental commitment we didn’t have mon- 
ey, good credit or any of the skills

necessary to make the house livable, 
much less restore it to its former glory. 
We had both spent years in service to our 
ideals and were now, at least numerical- 
ly, entering middle age with new careers 
and two children: Carol’s eight-year-old 
daughter, Sarabinh, and our son barely 
out of infancy. 

Competition for the house was brisk. 
Many people who had grown up with 
this farm had been waiting a generation 
for it to go on the market. But the other 
interested parties moved more slowly 
than we did, though one local squire is 
said to have followed up our bid with a 
cash offer. The sense of fair play that still 
motivates social relations in Maine dic- 
tated that we should be given a fair 
chance to close the deal, inasmuch as we 
were first in line. But this code of Yankee 
ethics doesn’t begin to explain why so 
many people, from the bank manager to 
the brokers to the owners themselves, 
tolerated the ragtag process that fol- 
lowed. 

Twice our mortgage application was 
denied because of credit indiscretions of 
the past. Our scramble to get up the 
closing cash was supported by generous 
friends and relatives, but even at that we 
only barely raised the needed amount. 
And just as it seemed we had truly lost 
the dream, events began to reverse them- 
selves. We ate some humble pie in the 
world of collection agencies and paid our 
outstanding debt. With the touch of a 
button on some computer somewhere, 
our credit was restored. The bank, unex- 
pectedly our staunchest supporter, ap- 
proved the loan. Stumbling all the way, 
we emerged in the winner’s circle. 

Our prize consisted of the main house 
with its seven smallish rooms, an at- 
tached shed with loft, an almost dilapi- 


dated, unattached shed, a middle-size 
barn and an outhouse that had long gone 
horizontal. This motley ensemble graced 
the middle 20 acres of a once 100-acre 
saltwater farm. The north branch of a 
nearby tidal river touches the edge of the 
original property, but no water can be 
seen from the house, which is virtually 
surrounded by woods. 

The plan we devised was to come to 
Maine in the summers and work the 
house into shape for year-round dwelling. 
After five summers it is still 
not quite ready to receive us. 
The process of changing 
over from city to country 
living has not been as simple 
as those self-indulgent emo- 
tions we felt so strongly 
when we adopted the old relic. 

The notion “unimproved” had sound- 
ed at first aesthetically pleasing as well as 
affordable. What it meant in fact was a 
house dating from 1800 (possibly earlier) 
with surprisingly many of its original de- 
tails, but badly in need of major renova- 
tion. There were successive layers of 
wallpaper and paint to be stripped away, 
certain key structural timbers in need of 
immediate attention. And with the ex- 
ception of the three unusable chimneys, 
the basic systems of modern life were 
missing. 

Till the mid-’50s, when he died, Carl 
Z. Bailey lived his whole life on this farm 
as if the 20th century had never hap- 
pened. He hauled his water uphill from a 
spring-fed well 400 feet from the kitchen 
door. For light he used lanterns and for 
privacy, the outhouse. During our first 
month in the house, we lived the same 
way, substituting a GI trench for the 
defunct privy. Slowly we allowed civiliza- 
tion to enter. 

First we had power brought in, and 
each summer we have wired another 
room or two. Plumbing was beyond our 
means. We built a new outhouse and 
pumped our spring water above ground 
into a single kitchen tap. Three years ago 
we had one chimney relined so we can 
now depend on two heated rooms for late 
fall and winter visits. Yard sales and auc- 
tions have been our principal source of 
furnishings—a lot of cast-off odds and 
ends, some quite functional, but there’s 
still not a comfortable chair in the house. 

Our summers became a time of vigor- 
ous labor, and we are often joined by city 
friends who enjoy sharing the work. But 
circumstances—usually financial pres- 
sures resulting from resources that are

With furniture made by Eldred 
Wheeler, wallpapers and fabrics by 
Schumacher, rag rugs by Thos. K. 
Woodard and woven coverlets by Field- 
crest (plus handcrafted decorative ob- 
jects by other licensees) the new collec- 
tion makes its debut. To celebrate the 
occasion House Beautiful and interior 
designer Gary Crain joined forces with 
Williamsburg to show—and show off— 
the beautifully crafted pieces in a New 
York penthouse apartment (opposite). 
“It’s exciting to see that the furniture 
works in rooms just the way we had 
hoped,” says Mrs. Burger.

furniture necessary for the new collec- 
tion. ‘‘We wanted to offer furniture for 
every room in the house,” says Gail 
Burger, “but there simply are no beds 
in the folk art collection and all the 
chairs and tables are so lavishly deco- 
rated that to reproduce them would be 
difficult.

AN ANTIQUE COLONIAL 


IN THE PINK 


How one dwelling in Providence, R.I., became an 


hen Roger Williams founded 
Providence in the 1600s, he 
knew the town had promise. As 
soon as the first wharf opened 
the sea trade in 1679, a ‘‘gateway to the 
world” resulted. Ships brought wares 
from the British West Indies; vast for- 
tunes were made. What was once a tiny 
Indian trail along the shoreline became 
Providence’s Town Street, a pulsing ar-

tery of shops, warehouses and dwell- 
ings. In the mid-1800s industries re- 
placed the dying sea trade, and the 
wharfs and adjacent streets went to 
ruin. Almost a century later, the Pres- 
ervation Society was founded to en- 
courage restoration of the district. Fol- 
lowing decades brought waves of new 
“settlers,” dedicated to saving their old- 
est neighorhood. 


The asymmetrical facade 
(left) is not unusual for 
18th-century architecture. 
In the living room 
(below and opposite) the 
cornice and wainscot are 
old; the mantel is new. The 
“| muted reds and blues of the 
antiques and import china 
are amplified by the

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his house, bought in 1960, is lo- 
cated on what is now known as 
Providence’s ‘Mile of History”; 
however, 25 years ago the street 
hardly looked as if it concealed such an 
illustrious past. Along with other build- 
ings, the house was slated to be bull- 
dozed by the city only to be spared by a 
generous benefactor who bought 14 of 
the residences and fixed their facades. 

Originally built for James Burr in 
1786, this house is a typical center- 
chimney two-and-a-half-story design 
popular in late- 18th-century Provi- 
dence. Even the color of the exterior—a 
muted pink—is authentic. 

Although the interior retains many 
original features, the owners made 
some changes to suit their lifestyle. For 
example, they converted the front par- 
lor to a kitchen so they could ‘see the 
hustle-bustle on the street while cook- 
ing. Late-18th-century paneling was 
added to dress the walls in authenticity. 

The original kitchen was converted 
to a formal dining room. During can-

aglow outside their windows. Because 
the dining room is in the rear of the 
house, it’s ideally located—with an in- 
terior panorama as well. Its mural was 
painted by Maxwell Mays, a local art- 
ist, and depicts Providence and parts of 
Rhode Island in the 18th century. AI- 
though the mural is not original to the Spi 
house, the folk painting typifies that of == 
the 1700s created by itinerant artists. 

Restored to its former grandeur, this 
home was outfitted with period an- 
tiques, thanks to the help of interior 
decorator Ruby B. Davis, a friend of 
the owners. Although their acquisitions See 
look as if they have always been here, 
only one is original to the house: a 
kitchen cupboard built by James Burr 
in 1806 when he ordered dishes from 
China. “We found it in Maine by acci- 
dent,” says the owner, who discovered 
Burr’s name inscribed with the date in- 
side the door. “We had to buy it!” B

With such a subtle color scheme, tex- 
ture naturally plays a vital role in mak- 
ing the room sensually 
appealing.

ottery made in the southwestern Pennsylvania workshop of 

Lester Breininger has a long history. This ninth-generation 

Berks County Dutchman models his wares in a century- 

old tradition, using native clay. and antique molds. To 
perfect his methods, Lester studies past work of local potters, 
conducting research through old newspapers, assessment re- 
_cords and even cemetery records. 

The procedure for making a redware plate, for instance, 
consists of. first mixing the clay to an even consistency and 
smoothing it out like pie dough with a rolling pin. To achieve 
the desired texture, he allows the clay to freeze and thaw during 
winter, storing it in bathtubs for that purpose. He cuts disks 
from the weathered clay, then slams them onto molds ‘for 
drying. Slip decoration is done at this stage. The process is a 
quick one that involves pouring liquid clay (slip) through goose 
quills so that it leaves a trail of color in a free pattern. This 
spontaneity. produces free-form designs; a more restrained tech- 
nique called sgraffito produces incised designs.

From real life to folk art:

odeling clay was Nancy Gardner 

Thomas’s first medium. She re- 

calls her childhood years in post- 

war Germany when clay was 
doled out to “keep the children quiet.” 
Although Nancy was adept at molding 
miniature animals and produce, it 
wasn’t until she reached age 40 that her 
handcraft developed into what is now 
highly regarded folk art. Her sculpture, 
in fact, reached the White House—in 
the form of ornaments designated for a 
folk-style Christmas tree. 

Nancy’s commercial involvement 
with crafts began as a risk-taking ven- 
ture upon leaving her secretarial job in 
Virgina, “to do what I wanted to do.” 
Encouraged by a friend who commis- 
sioned a carved bird, Nancy experi- 
mented with a variety of materials such 
as wood putty (“like molding clay”), 
tin, rope and straw, plus stains and 
acrylics for original markings. 

Nancy’s métier, she points out, 1s not 
duplicating old folk art. “I don’t want 
to emulate it, but to make my own 
designs from ideas in my head.” 

She favors soft woods for carving, 
specifically pine and poplar. And to 
maintain the personal quality of her 
artwork, Nancy produces certain pieces 
in limited editions. Because of the de- 
mand for her ornaments, the artist has 
increased production with the assis- 
tance of other woodcutters. She is now 
working with metal, also. @ 


Imaginative folk art is Nancy 
Gardner Thomas’s forte. To 
keep up with the demand for 
her carvings, Nancy has turned 
a hobby into a full-time 
endeavor. Here she’s at work 
in her Virginia studio making 
limited editions and mass- 
produced crafts.

SMALL-TOWN 


AMERICA BY THE SEA 


A budding community on Florida’s gulf coast, Seaside 


has the qualities of small-town America—with its 
picket fences, front porches and marketplace 


n 80 acres of Florida’s gulf coast, 

25 miles from Panama City, a 

new town is slowly taking shape. 

Seaside stands in contrast to the 
get-rich-quick condominiums that now 
line much of Florida’s panhandle. 

Before the first house was built at 
Seaside, developer Robert Davis and 
his wife, Daryl, spent a year searching 
out Florida’s vernacular architecture in 
the small towns of the South. He and 
his architects, Andres Duany and Eliz- 
abeth Plater-Zyberk, carefully analyzed 
what makes these small towns charm- 
ing and effective. Then they drew up a 
master plan for Seaside that was based 
on their conclusions. 

The plan calls for 350 to 400 houses 
to be built over a period of 15 to 20 
years. It is essential to the idea of Sea- 
side that these houses not exist in a 
vacuum but be integrated with the ame- 
nities that once typified America’s 
small towns. 

Consequently a market was estab- 
lished at Seaside during its very first 
year. “This was a conscious attempt to 
condense the natural development of a 
town,” says Mr. Davis, ‘as towns have 
historically grown from the establish- 
ment of a marketplace.” 

To enhance the community’s civic 
character, the master plan provides for 
a retail center conceived as a downtown 
commercial district, plus a conference 
center that will double as a town hall, 


and assigns a portion of the recreation 
budget to create more amenities 
throughout the town. Sites are reserved 
for public buildings such as a chapel, 
schoolhouse and fire station. A post of- 
fice has already been completed. 

The concentric layout of the streets 
increases the number of buildings with 
an ocean view and allows most of the 
streets to end at the shore. A beach 
pavilion will be built perpendicular to 
each street, to be shared by the street’s 
residents. “Rather than create a social 
split with only the wealthier residents 
having a place right on the shore,” says 
Elizabeth Plater-Zyberk, ‘“‘we decided 
that each street should have its own 
pavilion so everyone could have a bit of 
the beach.” 

All of Seaside’s private buildings are 
subject to a building code created to 
provide the town with a consistent ur- 
ban fabric. For example, buildings must 
be made of wood and topped by pitched 
metal roofs; to preserve the street line, 
picket fences and porches are required. 

However, the architects feel very 
strongly that variety is vital to an inter- 
esting town. Says Andres Duany, “The 
hand of the designer can always be 
seen; an architect attempting variety re- 
mains the same architect.” So rather 
than proceeding to design most of the 
buildings themselves, Mr. Duany and 
Ms. Plater-Zyberk wanted many archi- 
tects to participate. >

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SMALL-TOWN AMERICA BY THE SEA 


Independent in spirit, but proportioned to be kind to its neighbors, 
this house was designed by architect Deborah Berke to be a good citizen 
of Seaside, respectful of the town in which it stands 


eveloper Robert Davis calls this 

“a tough little house,” and in- 

deed, its 1,098 square feet do a 

lot. Designed by Deborah Berke 
entirely within Seaside’s building code, 
the house stands witness to the success 
of Andres Duany and Elizabeth Plater- 
Zyberk’s efforts to compose a building 
code that would not prevent interesting 
things from happening, but would re- 
sult in a stylistic thread that would im- 
bue the development with a definite 
sense of community. 

“Tt is a strong, individualistic house 
but still respectful of the street,” Ms. 
Plater-Zyberk says. “Its proportions are 
kind to its neighbors.” 

The house was designed to succeed 
on many levels. Ms. Berke explains: 
“To make the house appropriate for its 
young bachelor owner and to reflect my 
own New York background of sleek 


loft architecture, I wanted the house to 
be stripped down. Yet to comply with 
the building code and to respect the 
new town of which it is a part, it had to 
be in the vernacular of the small South- 
ern town.” While the house’s clean, 
crisp lines are contemporary, it is still 
very much a wood house, true to the 
indigenous materials of the region. 
Carefully composed to fit within its 
narrow 35-foot lot, the house manages 
to comfortably contain three bedrooms, 
and to owner Richard Gray’s delight it 
has room to handle a party for 30. 
Though the rooms are all necessarily 
small, they are skillfully juxtaposed 
with the house’s outside areas to give 
the impression of more generous space. 
Two of the bedrooms open directly 
onto the second-floor deck. Though the 
living room measures only 12 by 12 
feet, its space flows freely into the din- 


ing area and out the entrance door to 
the front pavilion below the deck 
(which qualifies as the porch required 
by Seaside’s building code). 

“Although the house is tiny, one rea- 
son it feels big is that it has many differ- 
ent kinds of space—inside and out,” 
Ms. Berke says. 

A lover of sunsets, owner Richard 
Gray says one of his prime require- 
ments for the house was to maximize 
the view. Therefore a tower-topped 
deck reaches toward the sea. It stands 
to one side so a tree in the front yard 
could be preserved. 

Twin hammocks on the deck face 
directly into the sun setting above the 
ocean. Though there’s only one sunset 
per day, even from this special vantage 
point, Mr. Gray is as delighted with his 
tower and deck as was the legendary 
little prince with his planet. 


To clearly define the street, Seaside’s zoning code requires a specified portion 
of the front lot to be built out, and all lots with front yards must have picket fences—each of a different design 
on any given block (opposite). The free flow of space and a clear view through the windows on the main 
floor (below, left and right) lend the illusion of much more space to the tiny living area. The cheerful interiors 
were done on a shoestring budget, about $10,000 from top to bottom, by Daryl Rose Davis and Mary Patton. 
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SMALL-TOWN AMERICA DY THE SHA 


A charming little world within Seaside, 
Rosewalk’s houses, garden structures and foot- 
paths form their own neighborhood 


ow in its fourth year of 

existence, Seaside already 

has a_ subdivision— 

Rosewalk. Eleven little 
houses, garden structures, 
gates and footpaths form their 
own little neighborhood. 

Located on an _ oddly 
shaped piece of land, none of 
Rosewalk’s property fronted 
any of Seaside’s main streets 
designated in the master plan, 
and it’s the only part of Sea- 
side that’s adjacent to another 
community. Developer Rob- 
ert Davis recognized that this 
portion of Seaside would have 
to be treated differently. He 
therefore turned the entire site 
over to architects Melanie 
Taylor and Robert Orr to de- 
sign as a separate entity. 

“To arrive at the variega- 
tion that time usually infuses 
into a community, we seized 
upon every eccentricity Sea- 
side’s site offered to do something differ- 
ent,” says Elizabeth Plater-Zyberk. 

Rather than despair of this site, which, 
Ms. Taylor says, “had about as much 
shape as an amoeba,” she and her partner 
used its eccentricities to advantage, creat- 
ing a distinct neighborhood with its own 
special flavor. 

Rosewalk’s design was influenced by 
the architect’s decision to work with the 
landscape. ‘“We measured all existing 


vegetation and because of the fragile na- 
ture of the plants, positioned the houses 
to augment the natural landscape,” Mr. 
Orr explains. “Therefore things do not 
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Several garden structures, placed among the carefully 
preserved oaks, provide a pleasant central focus for 
Rosewalk’s houses. The gazebo (above) is an 
inviting setting for afternoon tea alfresco. 





line up perfectly, but we developed a type 
of picturesque formalism so that things 
appear to be on an axis, even though they 
may not line up perfectly.” 

The houses, garden structures and gar- 
dens themselves were conceived of as a 
total experience. A network of footpaths 
links the houses, which face inward to- 
ward a central area. Here, the architects 
explain, “a series of outdoor rooms have 
been carved out of the shoulder-height 
oaks that grow in the central area. With- 
in them, a sauna, pergola, rose trellis and 
garden seat connect the upper and lower 
parts of Rosewalk.” These facilities are

shared by the residents of the 
surrounding houses. 

Taller houses were built at 
Rosewalk’s northernmost end 
to give them an ocean view 
over the tall scrub oaks on 
this part of the site. These 
houses have their main living 
spaces on the second floor; 
bedrooms on the first floor 
are kept private by being be- 
low the tree line. 

Ranging in size from 800 to 
1,100 square feet, the houses 
are small and carefully scaled 
so that, like dollhouses, their 
tininess—according to the ar- 
chitects—is their outstanding 
element. A number of meth- 
ods were skillfully used to 
give the houses the feeling of 
greater space: Rooms flow 
freely into one another, 
porches serve as outdoor 
rooms, trim is skillfully ap- 
plied for proportion and scale. 

Drawing on favorite houses from their 
past, the architects have based each of 
Rosewalk’s houses on an “ideal” type. 
Both of the houses shown here were in- 
spired by houses in the Bahamas where 
Ms. Taylor spent her childhood. 

Each of the houses in Rosewalk is giv- 
en a particular personality through a spe- 
cial feature—such as the tiny octagonal 
rooms in the cottage houses or the wid- 
ow’s walks of the tall houses. 

The success of Rosewalk’s house types 
is apparent in that they are now being 
emulated in other parts of the Seaside 
community. —SUSAN ZEVON 
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Elizabeth Keith’s Connecticut garden is 
rooted in the colonial tradition of mix- 
ing herbs, vegetables and flowers. “My 
house has been evolving since the eigh- 
teenth century,” she says. “I want my 
garden to have the feeling of that time.” 

The colonial tradition that infuses 
her garden does indeed echo that of her 
home. A circle of culinary herbs marks

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HARLY AMERICAN ROOTS 


Love’s labor found in 
a garden inspired by Shakespeare 
on the isle of Nantucket 


t Fair Gardens, a charming bed 

and breakfast guesthouse on 

Nantucket, vacationers enjoy 

their morning coffee overlooking 
the fragrant herbs and flowers of the 
aromatic “Shakespeare Garden.” The 
outdoor tribute was conceived of by the 
homeowner, Claire Murray, who want- 
ed a garden composed mainly of vegeta- 
tion represented in Shakespeare’s plays. 
An able gardener, she expanded upon 
that basic theme to include personal 
favorites. (When choosing plants for 
your own project, remember to consid- 
er the climate in your area.) In this 
instance, the selection incorporates lav- 
ender, rue, several varieties of thyme, 
wormwood, parsley, calendula, pinks 
(clove carnations) and, of course, roses. 
To create the design, Ms. Murray en- 
listed the help of 
Betsy Williams, an 
herbalist. 

Ms. Williams be- 
gan by researching, 
then listing, all the 
herbs and flowers 
that might be plant- 
ed. Ms. Murray then 
selected the ones she 
liked best among 
those that seemed 
likely to flourish on 
the island. It was de- 
cided that the layout 
would be based on a 
classic Elizabethan 
design. Raised beds 
were chosen instead 
of care-intensive 
boxwood edgings in 
order to avoid a 





heavy maintenance regimen. As in all 
gardens, the composition of the “‘Shake- 
speare Garden”’ is subject to change, as 
plants die out and are replaced. This, in 
part, accounts for its ongoing interest. 
When weather permits, a periodic re- 
furbishing by its tender caretakers guar- 
antees the garden is kept at its most 
beautiful. 

Ms. Williams, whose herb business 
specializes in wedding decorations, has 
learned through experience that a for- 
mal garden such as this one requires a 
great deal of research before laying out 
the final plan and starting to dig. She 
believes that an informal layout is the 
preferred route to success for first-time 
herb gardeners. 

For anyone inspired by the two wom- 
en’s success, Ms. Williams had some 
advice: “‘Keep it 
simple. You can ap- 
preciate the individ- 
ual plants more that 
way and you won't 
be overwhelmed by 
the maintenance. 
Don’t worry too 
much about the 
plan. I find an infor- 
mal garden seems to 
evolve naturally. Af- 
ter I get the plants, 
then check their cul- 
tural needs, I place 
them where they 
will do best. Next I 
look for companion 
plants that like the 
same conditions. 
And suddenly I 
have a new bed.” @

Is this 7-inch-high, red and white painted wooden bird a 
good piece of folk art? I saw it and liked it, but I can’t 
] decide how to tell a good quality piece from a bad one. What is it 
_ worth? 






—L.C., Medford, Ma. 


A. The phrase “‘beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” 
applies more to folk art 
than to many other types 
of antiques. The museum 
experts continue arguing 
about what should be 
called folk art; how old 
must it be, and how does 
one judge quality. Some 
prefer the very primitive 
look, some are attracted to 
the bizarre, some praise 
the most realistic pieces. Your bird, perhaps part of an early toy, 
is a pleasing, stylized form, that was made by an untrained or 
folk artist. The wire legs are unusual. Birds have been popular 
subjects for whittlers. They have simple shapes that are easy to 
| reproduce. The experts look for vigor, honesty and grace, all 
present in your carved bird. It appears to be a good piece, probably 
a 19th-century American piece. It is worth at least $500. 





When was this style of table popular? It is walnut and is 29 
inches high. 
—M.R., Tacoma, Wash. 


A. Your table is in 
the American Victori- 
an style called Gothic. 
In the 1830s the En- 
glish designers started 
making furniture with 
designs borrowed 
from the Gothic ca- 
thedrals. The pointed 
spires, arch-shaped 
windows and shaped 
pediments were dupli- 
cated in sizes that 
were small enough to 
become parts of tables or chairs. Alexander Davis and associate 
Andrew Jackson Downing were two important Gothic designers 
in America. Your table is similar to a table designed by Davis 
and pictured in a book by Downing. It dates about 1845. If it is 
all original it is worth from $3,000 to $4,500.

What can you tell me about my boxes? They are about 16 
inches high and have a slotted partition inside. Value? 
—C.P., Durham, N.C. 


A. Your English 
knife boxes are in 
the style of George 
III (1760-1820). 
Dinner knives 
were stored in the 
dining room in this 
type of box. Your 
box has an inlaid 
design, slanted top 
and overall shape 
that was typical of 
the period. Later 
knife boxes were often urn-shaped. Most knife boxes were made 
with a lock and key. If your boxes are veneered, as they appear 
from the picture, do not display them in a very cold or very 
sunny place. Extreme temperature and humidity changes will 
loosen the veneer. Boxes as well designed as yours sell for about 
$3,000 a pair. 





My cast iron bench is designed to look like molded leaves 
and grapes. It measures about 4 feet in length. When was 

this sort of furniture popular? 
—P.G., Urbana, Ill. 


A. One popular Victorian style was known as “rustic.’’ The 
1820s romantic notions of decaying ruins and thatched cottages 
were continued into the 1840s with furniture made of twigs, 
leaves and vines. Many magazines promoted handiwork in the 
rustic style. Picture frames of leaves, moss or spruce twigs, 
furniture of bark-covered branches, and vines twisted into useful 
shapes were described. The manufacturers made cast iron furni- 
ture in the same rustic style. Your grapevine bench was offered 
for sale by a New York maker in an 1857 catalog. It was copied 
from an earlier En- r 

glish design. The 
style has remained 
popular, and even 
today the same 
style is being made 
of cast aluminum. 
An iron bench that 
was made during 
the 19th century 
would be worth 
about $700.

repertoire. 

Happily, there is also a new apprecia- 
tion for some of our more humble dish- 
es. And when meat loaf, chicken cro- 
quettes and macaroni and cheese are 
made with the finest possible ingredi- 
ents, the results are a far cry from what 
most of our mothers used to make. 

The salmon, pasta, soup, sandwich 
and catfish are ready in almost no time. 
All other dishes may be prepared par- 
tially in advance, making winter enter- 
taining as easy as apple pie.

But when 
you're having a four-course 
dinner party for eight with 
several different wines, ques- 
tions arise. Do the bottles be- 
long on the table, or would de- 
canters be more appropriate? 
Do you need a separate glass 
for each wine? Should guests 
help themselves? It all can 
seem complicated. 

Here are some tips on how I 
serve several different wines at a din- 
ner without making it seem over- 
fussy and time-consuming. 
© Prepare everything ahead. Let’s 
say you're going to serve white with 
the first course, a red with the main 
dish and a sweet wine with dessert. I 
keep the white waiting in an ice buck- 
et on the table (it makes an inviting 
centerpiece), the red standing on a

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nearby sideboard and the dessert 
wine in the refrigerator for later use. 
To save fussing during dinner, I open 
all the wines before the guests arrive, 
but replace the corks so they can be 
removed by hand. 

@ Always use a different glass for 
different wines. It looks lovely to see 
lots of glassware on the table, and 
putting out all the glasses tells guests 


how much wine to expect. 
Most important, it allows them 
to move on to the next wine 
without having to finish the 
one before. (Glasses can be the 
same style.) 

®@ Jn most cases, put bottles 
on the table. Except for very 
formal dinners, bottles look 
handsome on tables (use coast- 
ers to protect your tablecloth). 
On the other hand, decanters 
are less likely to drip and are 
necessary when serving an old 
red that has sediment. 

®@ Let guests serve themselves. 
I usually pour out the first glass of 
white wine just before guests come te 
the table, but after that I pour a glass 
for the guest to my left, and ask them 
to please pass the wine. 

®@ Avoid wine clutter. 1 clear off the 
previous bottle before serving the 
next wine. Before serving the dessert 
wine, I clear off the red and white 
wineglasses as well. 
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NORTHWEST WINES COME OF AGE 


t’s no secret that fine wine is being 

made in the states of Washington, 

Oregon and Idaho, but the remark- 

able strides in quality in the past 
few years have made it clear that 
many of the most exciting wines in 
America are now being made in the 
Northwest. 

There’s a reason for this. The cool- 
climate grape-growing regions there 
typically produce lighter, crisper and 
often more elegant wines than Cali- 
fornia’s sunny valleys. The success of 
the pioneering wineries in the North- 
west has encouraged others. Now 
there are some 55 producers in Wash- 
ington, 36 in Oregon and even five in 


Idaho. Happily, many of these wines 


_ can now be found countrywide. 


From Washington, look for crisp, 
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stylish 1984 Rieslings and Fumé 
Blanes from Chateau Ste. Michelle 
and The Hogue Cellars ($6 to $8) as 


well as Chateau Ste. Michelle’s won- 
derful Chardonnay (the ’82 is $10). 
From Idaho, look for Chateau Ste. 
Chappelle’s Chardonnay, too ($11). 
Chateau Ste. Michelle’s best red is the 
marvelous Merlot. (The ’81 is $7.) 

From Oregon, look for Chardon- 
nays from Sokol Blosser and Eyrie 
Vineyards ($11). The Pinot Noirs from 
Oregon have rightly been widely ac- 
claimed: they have the delicacy, silky 
texture and enticing perfume of 
France’s best red Burgundies.

His work graced the cov- 
ers of the Saturday Evening Post, Good 
Housekeeping and the original Life. 

What about the most famous names of 
early 20th-century American art? Well, if 
you have a healthy checkbook, there is a 
lot of work available. While few pieces 
could be considered bargains, they re- 
main less costly than oil paintings by the 
same artists. 

Where can you find good American 
watercolors? The biggest auction 
houses—Sotheby’s, Christie’s and 
Doyle’s—each conduct periodic Ameri- 
can art sales that include watercolors. 
Auction catalogs will give you an idea of 
the price range for particular artists, sub- 
jects and sizes. Many of the best buys are 
at regional auction houses, but because 
they tend to mix American watercolors 
with antiques and other items in a sale, 
tracking important watercolor auctions 
can be difficult.

Still heeling and toeing, we pressed for. 
ward to Town Square. Some attribute tc 
this massive retail and commercial pro.

whole downtown revitalization. You 
could spend the better part of a day at 
Town Square, especially if shopping is < 
passion, for the Twin Cities’ two great 
department stores are to be found here. 

Remember, we haven’t stepped out 
doors since we left the hotel, and we've 
still got to amble the skyway equivalent 
of some six blocks to reach one of the 
most interesting parts of town.

BF chet so thin—have forced on Carol 
and me a traditional, and often disagree- 
E division of work. We both work 
prodigiously, but mostly in separate 
jrealms. Alone, Carol has plastered, paint- 
led and papered half the house, while I 
‘have taken on repair of the buildings and 
jtended to the grounds. To the degree that 
we can or will not work together, we go 
Peoueh periods of terrible tension. 

( Each year, though, we do accom- 
/plish—together—perhaps the most im- 
portant task of all, planting the garden 
‘that will supply our summer diet. On 
‘Memorial Day weekend we head north 
and for three days, typically in the rain, 
dig our rows and lay our vegetables, 
herbs and flowers. Then we leave, and 
‘the garden remains unattended until we 
return in July. Miraculously it survives 
every year and never fails to produce. 

After Labor Day, we return to our city 
lives. We’ve made the trip enough times 
now to realize that there is more than a 
sentimental basis to the feelings of melan- 
choly that always accompany our depar- 
ture from Maine. The old buildings, still 
in a state of semi-repair, must face the 
harsh winter alone. A phone call from 
the country can bring bad news. 

““A section of your barn roof caved in 
during the snow storm,” our neighbor 
Bill told Carol on the phone. Our barn is 
a venerable structure that we are particu- 
larly anxious to save. We all use and de- 
pend on the barn for work and play. Now 
it needed us and we were hundreds of 
miles away. We had feelings of helpless- 
ness to add to those of loss. Fortunately, 
we were able to restore it to health when 
we came back that summer. Watching 
Simon at six running around the lawn 
reminded me of our first visit. He was 
small then; the uncut grass towered over 
his head. You had to watch for the sway- 
ing of the tops to keep an eye on him. 

On an afternoon when Carol and Sara- 
binh were off visiting neighbors, I raked 
the leaves—not to burn them but to use 
as mulch for the garden. Some winter 
day in the future I’ll sit by a warm fire 
and ponder all the summers and visits it 
took to make this abandoned farm a per- 
manent home again. In the meantime the 
process of getting there is becoming a 
satisfying end in itself.

CROCHET A CANOPY 
As shown on pages 76 to 77 


Instructions for the fishnet canopy were taken from 
Simplicity’s pattern #126, which is no longer avail- 
able. Canopy for Twin Size measures 69” x 106” from 
point to point; for Double Size 84” x 106”; for Queen 
Size 91" x 111"; for King Size 103” x 111”. 
Materials: 350-yard balls of No.1 white J. & P. 
Coats “Knit-Cro-Sheen” Mercerized Cotton: 30 balls 
for Twin, 34 balls for Double, 38 balls for Queen, 42 
balls for King. Steel crochet hook, size 7. 

Gauge: 1 space = 1 inch; 1 row = 1 inch. Be sure to 
check your gauge. Use any size hook that will obtain 
gauge given. 

Top: Starting at narrow edge, make a chain 50” [65’, 
70", 85"] long having 9 chain stitches to 1". Make 
each triple treble (a treble stitch using three yarns) 
throughout to measure 1” high. 

Foundation Row: Triple treble in 23rd chain from 
hook. Chain 8, skip 8 chain, triple treble in next 
chain, and repeat across until there are 42 [57, 64, 
76] spaces in all. Cut off any remaining chain. Chain 
stitch 14; turn. 

Next Row: Triple treble in next triple treble. Chain 8, 
triple treble in next triple treble, and repeat to last 
space; chain 8, skip next 8 chain, triple treble in next 
chain. Chain 14; turn. Repeat last row until total 
length is 79” [79", 84”, 84”]. Fasten off. 

Border: Starting at narrow edge, chain 140 having 9 
chain stitches to 1”. 

Foundation Row: Triple treble in 23rd chain from 
hook. Chain 8, skip 8 chain, triple treble in next 
chain 13 times. Chain 14; turn. Row 1: Triple treble 
in next triple treble. Chain 8, triple treble in next 
triple treble 12 times; chain 8, skip 8 chain, triple 
treble in next chain. Chain 14; turn. Rows 2 to 3: 
Repeat Row | twice. Row 4: Work as for Row 1 until 
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times, skip 8 chain, draw up a loop in next chain. 
Thread over and draw through 2 loops 7 times. A 
long stitch will be made; mark end stitch. Chain 8; 
turn. Row 5: Skip first 8 chain, triple treble in next 
triple treble; complete as for Row 1. Mark beginning 
of row. Chain 14; turn. Row 6: Work as for Row 1 
until the 11th space has been completed; make a long 
stitch in top of chain 8. Mark end of row. Turn. Row 
7: Slip stitch in each stitch across first 4 spaces, slip 
stitch in next triple treble, chain 14, triple treble in 
next triple treble. Chain 8, triple treble in next triple 
treble 5 times; chain 8, skip 8 chain, triple treble in 
next chain; drop loop from hook, join a separate 
strand to last stitch used, chain 63, fasten off; pick up 
dropped loop. Chain 8, skip 8 chain, triple treble in 
next chain 7 times. Chain 14; turn. Rows 8 to 10: 
Repeat Row 1. At end of Row 10 chain 8; turn. Row 
11; Repeat Row 5. Row 12: Work as for Row 1 until 
the 12th space has been completed; make a long 
stitch in top of chain 8. Mark end stitch. Chain 8; 
turn. Row 13: Skip first 8 chain, triple treble in next 
triple treble; complete row as before, then chain 76. 
Mark beginning of row. Row 14: Triple treble in 23rd 
chain from hook. Chain 8, skip 8 chain, triple treble 
in next chain 5 times; chain 8, triple treble in next 
triple treble 8 times; do not work over remaining 
spaces. Chain 14; turn. Repeat Rows | through 14 
until length (measured across center of border) will 
fit entire outer edge of top; end with Row 13; do not 
chain 76. Fasten off. Being careful not to twist bor- 
der, sew narrow edges of border together matching 
pattern. Pin marked spaces of border along edge of 
top, leaving the same distance free on edge of top as 
the distance between each set of 3 marked spaces of 
border.

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NEW TO THE GENRE OF COUNTRY STYLE IN AMERICA: 
SWEDISH FURNITURE WITH HAND-PAINTED FINISHES THAT 
REFLECT 18TH- AND 19TH-CENTURY DESIGNS

n the upper reaches of New 
York’s Madison Avenue, a 
delightful surprise is in store 
for treasure hunters: Swed- 
ish Cottage. It is a pleasant shop, 
not too big, not too small, with a 
wintertime fire crackling in one of 
its two fireplaces and smaller 
glows emanating from kerosene 
lamps and candles scattered about. 
It has a homey atmosphere that 
illuminates a sense of discovery as 
you uncover the delights within: 
dozens and dozens of pieces of 
Swedish country furniture. 
Simple-looking furniture, it is 
sturdy and straightforward, paint- 
ed in misty colors, and adorned 
here and there with more color— 
borders, flowers, fanciful bows. 
There is something comfortably familiar 
about this furniture. Those among us who 
have spent the past decade uncovering the 
honest pieces that served our American 
ancestors and enthusiastically embracing 
bourgeois recipes of the European country- 
side recognize it immediately. It is simple 
and utilitarian, appealing precisely for 
those reasons, not the fare of city elite but 
of farmers and the broad middle classes. 
Yet there is something about it that is so 
fresh, exciting—and unexpected. We know 
some of the colors well—the wonderfully 
murky blues and greens, the red that has 
the patina of aged brick. But there are 
others we have not seen before—the palest 
gray, a wash of yellow, off-white, a blush 
of pink as delicate as face powder. And the 
embellishments! Painted vines that dance 
around tabletops, strokes of color outlining 
moldings, brilliant bouquets centered on 
cabinet doors (and sometimes, for the 
sheer whimsy of it, on the inside instead— 
a wonderful surprise). 
What we’re seeing has its roots in Swe- 
den, where King Gustavus III, a great fan 


= of French rococo, inspired a whole style of

furniture now known as Gustavian. Usual- 
ly country pieces, Gustavian-style furnish- 
ings are by nature much plainer than 
rococo, but the colors and sometimes elab- 
orate motifs and finishes—perfect for 
dressing up ordinary pine and austere inte- 
riors—are part of their legacy. 

Swedish Cottage is the brainchild of Ag- 
neta Gruss and Madeleine Chapman, who 
were raised in Stockholm and met in New 
York. (Ms. Gruss guided us to the Swedish 
houses shown on pages 41 to 53.) 

The furniture the women decided to 
bring here is very special: It is not entirely 
old, but rather once-stripped antiques that 
have been found and repainted in the old 
manner. 

“If we bought only original painted fur- 
niture, it would be terribly expensive be- 
cause so little exists,” explains Ms. Gruss. 
“From about 1790 until the end of the 
19th century, farmers had furniture paint- 
ed by itinerant painters to cover the irregu- 
larities of the inexpensive pine and to 
decorate it. By the 20th century there were 
so many layers of paint on it that most of it 
was stripped” (anticipating, perhaps, the 





stripped-pine craze of recent 
years). 

This, then, is the source of their 
wares. “We are not antiques deal- 
ers,” she explains carefully, ‘but 
these pieces have value because 
they are antiques. We have made 
them back into what they used to 
bev? 

In Sweden, where there is a 
great tradition of painted furni- 
ture, they searched for restorers 
and eventually, by word of mouth, 
found craftsmen “‘who are the best 
in their trade.”’ The restorers work 
as others have for hundreds of 
years before them, each man re- 
sponsible for all the stages of a 
given piece. Starting with sanding 
and a dark stain, and then using 
paint based on linseed oil, egg and 
water (for details see page 13), they give 
each piece about seven layers, allowing 
each coat a week to dry. The result is a 
beautiful glazed surface that lets the grain 
of the wood show through. 

There are fancy finishes such as mar- 
bleizing and combing as well as plain ones, 
and the colors are those of the Gustavian 
period, technically 1775 to 1810, a time 
when the middle class flourished and 
adapted the more sophisticated, Louis 
XVI-inspired city styles of the Continent 
for their own. 

What you find here, then, are chairs and 
tables with stately heritages (Queen Anne, 
Sheffield), their lines pared down and 
stripped of more citified gilding, much like 
French and Italian country furniture. 

The great appeal of Swedish country 
pieces has to do with their antiquity and 
adaptability today. They marry so well 
with modern pieces—a fact already discov- 
ered by Swedish Cottage customers mov- 
ing into new-style lofts as well as 
traditional spaces, city apartments as well 
as country houses. They mix well, too,

with Swedish stripped pine and with coun- 
try pieces of other provenances. 

Says Mark Hampton, one of the many 
decorators who have been finding their 
way to Swedish Cottage, “From the time I 
was ten years old, I have admired the taste 
of the Swedish artist Carl Larsson and the 
genius of Scandinavian decoration. So to 
me, the arrival in New York of this shop 
was like some kind of magic carpet from 
Larsson’s world.” 

Also enamored of Swedish style is Eliza- 
beth Gaynor, who is now examining the 
country’s design heritage for a forthcom- 
ing book. Says the author of the recent 
Finland: Living Design (Rizzoli, $35), 
“Tmagine a typical dining set, somehow 
related to Louis XVI, but all whitewashed 
and set on a pine fioor—it’s spectacular.” 

Most Swedish Cottage colors and de- 
signs are true to the Gustavian period—the 
ice cream pales and murky primaries, the 
florals and borders—but a few are pure 
flights of fancy: turquoise for a bedroom- 
sized desk and chair, a butterfly lighting 
on a chair frame. 

Chairs are plentiful here, most without 
upholstery. And there are tables, desks and 
cupboards of many sizes, the latter falling 
typically into three categories: Closed 
ones, frequently used in kitchens for dish 
storage (many with spoon notches), those 
with glass doors (and either a bent or 
straight top), and those with open shelves, 
known as baldachin cupboards when there 
is an overhang at the top. Swedish cup- 
boards were usually built in two pieces so 
they were easier to handle. 

Since this furniture was originally built, 
in fact, for cottages, its size and practical- 
ity make it just right for the way we live 
today: gateleg tables that fold to narrow 
dimensions, small-scale cupboards and 
desks intended for low-ceilinged spaces, 
hanging cupboards to hold dishes and 
utensils. Low cupboards, a popular item 
here, have been bought by customers to 
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Agneta Gruss on a trip to Sweden

ing—and can be again. “It took a long 
time to find what we love,” says Ms. 
Gruss. ‘“‘Every piece has to be very 
special.” 

What makes Swedish country furniture 
and interiors so appealing today? Our re- 


1900s. And even more, perhaps, the charm 
of the painted finish and its power to glori- 
fy a simple piece and turn it into a work of 
art: It is the 1980s antidote to mass pro- 
duction, a way of bringing home a sense of 
history and a touch of humanity.

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INSTALLING AN ANTIQUE MANTELPIECE WILL “BRING HOME 
A WONDERFUL EXAMPLE OF SALVAGED AMERICANA” 


By AMBER COOK - 
merging as one of today’s 
top treasures of architectur- 
al salvage is the antique 
mantelpiece, born of our Eu- 

ropean heritage and the wood- 

carver’s creative art. Big, bold and 
curiously beautiful, the mantel is 
among the most sought-after, 
bought and commissioned pieces— 
and for the same practical archi- 
tectural and decorative reasons 
that originated it in the first place. 

People everywhere are rediscov- 
ering 19th- and early-20th-century 
building elements—cornices, col- 
umns and fanlight windows as well 
as mantels—and incorporating 
these finds into a new-old ambience that 
fits the mood, the fancies and the tone of 
contemporary life. 

In cities and towns across America a 
new breed of antiques retailer is creating a 
presence: the architectural salvager. In his 
or her shop you're likely to find perhaps 40 
or more antique mantelpieces—stripped, 
crowded together, sometimes facing the 
wails as if to shun visitors, in period 
styles—shoulder to shoulder—that may 
add up to an anthology of examples from 
each of the major styles in recent history. 

The history of antique mantelpieces is 
fascinating because it stretches back so far 
and symbolizes the overlapping worlds of 
artist and architect in a single dramatic 
object. There has hardly been a moment 
when they were out of fashion, for in the 
16th, 17th and 18th centuries they were as 
necessary in a home as chairs and beds. 

Nevertheless, each mantel, from Ro- 
manesque to Victorian, has basic markings 
that are easily recognizable—and a vocab- 
ulary that covers the history of fireplace 
design from the 18th century to the early 
20th, from neoclassical austerity through 
the baroque excesses of Victorian revival. 

“It’s not just the antique mantelpiece 


hat has this effect on you,” says Jamie

Bahr, a Seattle, Wash., collector. “It’s the 
integrity of the pieces themselves. Most 
antique mantelpieces have survived with 
their original carving and molding for 
more than a hundred years.’”’ Ms. Bahr’s 
fascination with fireplace mantels was born 
when she studied the architecture of some 
of Philadelphia’s finest old homes. But her 
favorite example is the French-style piece 
from 1904 that she installed in her large 
open living room at home. 

“It was this Victorian mantel that 
prompted such enthusiastic response from 
neighbors, and from builders and decora- 
tors in the area. That’s when I began mak- 
ing trips east, and to the Midwest, for 
more mantelpieces. I knew then that I 
wanted to have a mantelpiece business.”’ 
Ms. Bahr named her firm Old Flames and 
opened it just two years ago. 

“My first antique mantelpiece buy was 
actually fragments and pieces. I found a 
lintel in the Adam style with three intri- 
cately hand-carved frieze pieces. I bought 
it, then searched for the appropriate man- 
tel shelf and side pilasters. I still like to 
design mantelpieces for some of my clients 
from salvaged pieces, but most of the man- 
telpieces J collect are authentic turn-of- 
the-century.” 


From early on, the mantel shelf 
was evident, not yet the mantel- 
piece most of us think of today. 
Then came the overmantel with 
wood panels that gave way to mir- 
rors at a time when mirrors from 
France had become important dec- 
orative elements. Fluted columns 
and the Doric columnette stamped 
a design of Greek character while 
the post-and-lintel vertical and 
horizontal parts suggested the 
framework for a building. 

Easiest for buyers to find today 
is the style that became transition- 
al between Greek revival and Vic- 
torian in the second half of the 
19th century. Making it more ex- 
citing is a style mix that’s open to broad 
interpretation. The result can be a blend of 
formal and informal elements that gives 
new meaning to that label ‘‘classical.” 

“Don’t let the size of your fireplace 
Opening stop you,” advises Jamie Bahr. 
“Find a builder or carpenter with know- 
how who will work with you. One tried- 
and-true installation method is to hang a 
mantelpiece by securing two or three flat 
hooks to the wall and to the rear of the 
mantel. Be sure to position the hooks so 
the mantel just touches the floor. A mantel 
can also be attached to hooks in the wall 
with heavy picture wire.” 

Of utmost importance when planning 
your installation is the fire code regulation 
prescribing that fireproof material must 
extend six inches out from the interior pe- 
rimeter of your original fireplace opening. 
The fireproof facing can be made of tile, 
marble, brick or asbestos fireboard. 

When shopping for an antique mantel- 
piece, make sure the moldings are in good 
shape; some may be irreplaceable if flawed 
or damaged. Make sure that boards are not 
warped or cracked, and carefully scruti- 
nize that special piece of ornamentation— 
it may be chipped or cracked. Expect to

pay from $150 for a simple pine mantel to 
$2,000 and up for an intricately designed 
scroll- and shell-motif work of gesso. 

Architecturally designed motifs and 
styles managed to filter down into the 
American vernacular over the centuries. 
The Georgian style was the first wooden 
mantel with architectural authenticity. 
French style introduced the classic French 
curve in the 18th century, with contoured 
pillars and similarly curved mantel plus 
accents of shell motif and fine scrollwork. 

Adam-style designs by the famous Scot- 
tish architect Robert Adam, considered 
the most classically beautiful, were seen in 
fine homes of the Victorian period. Highly 
decorative, they often showed a strong 
Greek influence with the use of fire, lamp 
and scroll motifs. Often carved ribbons, 
bows and swags were included. 

Greek revival style was prevalent in 
19th-century homes built east of the Mis- 
sissippi. Post-and-lintel was evident, due to 
the influence of archaeological finds being 
made in Greece then. Mantels frequently 
had decorated recessed panels, a molded 
central section and Doric columns on each 
side to support a projecting frieze. 

Victorian style was the last important 
one in which fireplaces and mantelpieces 
were essential components. Thus it’s the 
Victorian-era mantelpiece, architecturally 
shaped and ornately decorated, that’s re- 
ceiving more than a casual glance from 
today’s homeowners and decorators. 

A good point to remember: You can 
dismantle your mantel. Should you find 
the perfect example far from home, simply 
buy it and take it. Break it down into the 
basic four pieces: mantel shelf, mantel face, 
mantel skirt (two sides). Stack and wrap 
the pieces into a one-by-five-foot pack, 
wrap with cardboard and band. 

Whether shipped or bought from a near- 
by dealer, your antique mantelpiece will 
probably be ready to be wiped down with 
benzine. Then sand and wipe down once 
more. If you paint, apply your prime coat, 
sand again lightly, then paint with semi- 
gloss. If you plan to stain your piece, try 
out stain colors on the underside of your 
shelf or on the back of a board. 

An antique mantelpiece will create a 
special mood in your home. If you find a 
piece you love, that’s reason enough to buy 
it. You’ll bring home a wonderful example 
of salvaged Americana.

SWEDEN'S FOLK ART TREASURES ARE EXHIBITED IN MUSEUMS, 
DECORATIVE ARTS COLLECTIONS AND AUTHENTICALLY PRESERVED COUNTRY 
HOUSES—SOME RECENTLY OPENED TO OVERNIGHT GUESTS

here are many reasons to visit 
Sweden, of course—magnifi- 
cent countryside and beguil- 
ing villages; Stockholm, 
which is built on islands; the exotic, 
long summer days. But for anyone pas- 
sionately interested in the arts of the 
home the most compelling reason is 
Sweden’s rich decorative arts heritage. 
And luckily for visitors, the Swedes’ 
pride in their ancient handcrafts, their 
folk art and painted furniture means 
that these riches are displayed in hun- 
dreds of easily accessible places: in city 
museums filled with furniture and 
crafts, in regional museums where 
rooms and restored houses exhibit tra- 
ditional interior design, in manor 
houses furnished with family treasures 
from generations back (see the 15-page 
feature on Sweden beginning on page 
41), in restaurants and country inns 
decorated according to past traditions. 
For a delightful cram course in the 
history of Swedish country buildings 
and furniture there can be no better 
place to begin than at Skansen in 
Stockholm. Located on Djurgarden, 
one of the city’s many islands, this 
enormous (75 acres) open-air museum has 
old buildings that have been brought from 
all over the country. Begun in 1891, Skan- 
sen was the first such museum in Europe 
and became the prototype for subsequent 
museums like our own Sturbridge Village 
in Massachusetts and Shelburne in Ver- 
mont. At last count there were 125 build- 
ings, all furnished or equipped 
authentically. Of special interest is Skoga- 
holm Manor, c. 1680, because it served as 
the model for many manor houses that 
followed. 





Skogaholm Manor originally stood in 
the province of Narke, in central Sweden, 
and was transported to Skansen in the 
1930s. This classic Swedish house was built 
in rustic style with timbered walls painted 
ed and small-paned windows, popular in 
he latter part of the 17th century, but was

of Stockholm, 


the complex are decorated with folk 
art, painted by Gustaf Reuter in the 
mid-18th century, which was taken 
from a much older house. 

Also on the island of Djurgarden is 
the Nordiska Museet, which offers the 
most extensive collection of peasant 
costumes, painted furniture and folk 
art from all over Scandinavia (hence 
the name Nordic Museum). This cul- 
tural history museum contains perma- 
nent exhibitions documenting the 
Swedish home from the Middle Ages 
until modern times. Still another fine 
collection of furnishings from various 
periods in Sweden’s history can be 
found at the Hallwyl Museum (Hamn- 
gatan 4). Housed in a palatial town 
house the museum’s eclectic collec- 
tions range from dinnerware pieces 
thought to be among the oldest in 
Stockholm (a bow] dates from 1558) to 
Swedish 18th-century counterparts of 
Meissen, Sevres and Wedgwood—Ror- 
strand, Marieberg, Gustavsberg. 

The National Museum (Blasieholm- 
skajen), which also has a good collec- 
tion of decorative arts, is of special 
interest because of the frescoes painted 





redecorated in 1793-94 to reflect the gentle 
Gustavian style of the day with plastered 
walls painted yellow and large windows. 
Pearl-gray oil paint on the doors, wainscot- 
ing and painted cloth panels with borders 
of bows and garlands on the walls typify 
this style. Only a few pieces of furniture 
original to the house remain, but inven- 
tories were preserved by subsequent own- 
ers, and the entire house is furnished with 
pieces authentic to the Gustavian period 
plus a couple of rococo objects that records 
indicate were added later. 

Delsbo Farm, also at Skansen, offers an- 
other revealing view of Swedish architec- 
ture and design of the past. The farm dates 
from the 19th century and is a collection of 
seven buildings from various parts of the 
country, all built with hand-hewn timbers 
and all painted red. Walls and ceilings in

Located near many museums, the 
Strand Hotel (Nybrokajen 9) is one of the 
most convenient places to stay in Stock- 
holm. The hotel’s 134 spacious rooms are 
furnished in traditional style, have private 
baths and many rooms afford views of the 
city. 

Several restaurants in Stockholm offer 
the double delight of a sampling of Swed- 
ish culinary specialities plus some of the 
best in Swedish design. Clas Pa Hornet 
(Surbrunnsgatan 20), an inn built in 1731, 
uses period reproductions in both its high- 
ly acclaimed restaurant and in the few 
rooms it rents out for overnight stays. 
Stallmastaregarden (on the highway to 
Uppsala) became an inn around 1660, but 
was built 40 years before as part of a royal 
manor. And Lidingobro Vardshus (Kak-

nasvagen 62) is an airy, sunny inn from the 
last century, painted bright yellow and 
looking as if it had leapt right off a Carl 
Larsson canvas. 

After steeping yourself in Swedish de- 
sign history in the museums of Stockholm, 
you will be ready for trips outside the city, 
to see where this folk art and country fur- 
niture came from. Probably the first trip 
any devotee of the decorative arts will 
want to take is to Carl Larsson’s house in 
Sundborn in the province of Dalarna (fea- 
tured in HB, December ’85). The province 
itself is so well known throughout Sweden 
for its preservation of folk customs and 
costumes (as well as for its red-painted 
wood horses) that guided tours go regular- 
ly from Stockholm. Larsson’s house, stu- 
dio and workshop are part of these tours. 

The house of another famous Swedish 
painter, Anders Zorn, a friend and con- 
temporary of Larsson’s, is also in Dalarna 
in the town of Mora. Both Zorn and Lars- 
son were part of a late-19th-century move- 
ment devoted to preserving crafts and 
handwork of the past, and Zorn’s house 
reflects this commitment. It has red-paint- 
ed timbers on the outside, and its interior 
is filled with folk art, woven pieces, rugs 
and painted furniture. 

A second delightful excursion outside 
Stockholm would take you to Skane, in the 
southernmost tip of Sweden. Famous for 
its gentle climate, white farmhouses, cas- 
tles and manor houses, Skane also boasts a 
fine museum of cultural history in Lund. 
Kulturen is modeled after Skansen, but on 
a smaller scale, with carefully preserved 
houses, rooms and artifacts taken from the 
villages and countryside of the south. The 
policy here, as at Skansen, is to show how 
all layers of society lived—from farm la- 
borers and industrial workers to master 
craftsmen and landed gentry. Of special 
interest is the vicarage, which shows a 
French influence on a charmingly modest 
scale. 

Of the many castles and manor houses 
in Skane, one of the most fascinating is 
Bosjokloster, the 900-year-old home of the 
Count Thord Bonde. Parts of the building, 
which was built as a Benedictine convent, 
are open to the public, and the count him- 
self often greets visitors. In the small café 
simple Swedish fare is served on brightly 
painted dishes, and with swimming, boat- 
ing, fishing and a playground for children, 
Bosjokloster is a place the whole family 
can enjoy together. Overnight accommo-

dations are not available at the castle, but 
country inns nearby take up the slack. 
Hoors Inn, c. 1700, is a perfect early Gus- 
tavian period piece with 23 rooms. Span- 
gen Inn is famous throughout southern 
Sweden for serving one of the finest smor- 
gasbords in the region. 

Staying in one of Sweden’s numerous 
and charming country inns is a very good 
way to get a real taste of the countryside, 
but for visitors who want to experience 
even more of the country’s cultural and 
design history, a new program has recently 
been instituted. Called Sweden Exclusive, 
it is similar to plans in Great Britain that 
offer tourists a chance to stay in privately 
owned country houses, but is the first of its 
kind in Sweden. The program currently 
includes about 15 manor houses and cha- 
teaux, which have never before been open 
to the public. “These are places that have 
been kept a secret until now,” says Sverker 
Littorin, the director of the program. “The 
groups for each house will be small—only 
six to eight people—because we do not 
want to turn them into hotels.” Special 
arrangements can be made for spending a 
Swedish Christmas, midsummer’s eve or 
other national holiday at one of these 
houses, and will be custom-tailored for 
each group. Anna Lena Sharivae (212-661- 
0530) is the New York-based representa- 
tive of Sweden Exclusive.

never really wonder what I’m doing 
in the country when it’s June because 
I’m too busy. And it’s so beautiful. 
February is when one has cold doubts. 

In the morning I throw down hay for the 

sheep; in the afternoon, some grain. But 

there’s little else to do, as our countryside 
is asleep under the rough tweed of winter. 

And so, when in doubt, I write. But this 
is the first February in two years that I 
haven’t been writing a book, a book that 
was published last fall, a “memoir” of 
Thornhill Farm. It was a long haul. 

This column, however, is a romp, my 
pleasure, my joy. Sometimes I must admit, 
a bit of a torture. But once I’ve finished 
I’m exhilarated, sometimes exhausted, of- 
ten surprised. Surprised that I really did it. 
That may sound naive, but when I sit 
down to the typewriter I’m not quite sure 
how it’s going to come out. And unlike 
going on stage, I’m not too sure of my 
lines. 

But writing this book helped me under- 
stand much more about Thornhill and my- 
self.

he open horizon, sky and rolling 

cornfields join Skane and the com- 

pletely distinct Osterlen. In from the 

coastline with its picturesque fishing 
villages lies a forested area with many old 
estates given up by the original farming 
population. It is considered a cultural 
achievement if someone with feeling and 
understanding, knowledge and interest, re- 
stores one of these. 

When the Fahlstens took over this farm, 
all that remained was one uninhabitable 
family residence and a ruined workers’ 
quarters. Their goal was to restore the 
place to its former condition, recapturing 
the look of the land as well as the original 
condition of the house. While it now ap- 
pears that two centuries have been kind, 
this is an illusion. Actually the owners 
combined their landscaping and architec- 
tural backgrounds to bring the farm back 
to working condition. Old materials were 
salvaged for their authenticity, with vin- 
tage beams used for the ceilings and tradi- 
tional wide planks for floors. Further vali- 
dating the farm’s heritage are its typical 
country furnishings, many of which are 
painted freehand in the old manner. Such 
is the case with the high-gloss floors whose 
painted borders are of a darker shade to 
differentiate them from the walls. Many of 
the painted floors have the same lyrical 
quality as the rooms’ contents. An example 
is the bedroom (left) with a crisscrossed 
pattern achieved by Kerstin in fairly sim- 
ple fashion. After deciding on the pattern, 
she pulled threads across the floor, apply- 
ing masking tape on either side of the 
thread lines to ensure even paint applica- 
tion. She then painted the floors with two 
coats of semigloss white, then with one 
layer of pale green. The floors were al- 
lowed to dry for three days, after which 
the tape was removed. The diamond pat- 
tern established, she applied two coats of 
polyurethane, allowing one day in between 
coats. Thus, the glossy finish that is both 
practical and a decorative feature. & 15

uilt for summer enjoyment, Lidings- 
berg’s three houses have thin wooden 
walls, most of which are decorated in 
the same manner as they were 200 
years ago. The old “baking cabin,” howev- 
er, was rebuilt in the 1830s, its bottom 
floor divided into a row of delicate rooms 
with a fine view of the Vartan River. The 
top floor consists of two parlors seen on 
these pages and a grand banquet hall. New 
rugs, hand-woven according to an old pat- 


tern, expose the glossy, wide-planked 
floors so typical of Sweden’s country 
houses. Two centuries of life are chroni- 
cled here, through the painted furnishings 
and diary on a parlor desk. It was an 
earlier resident, Birger Wedberg, who first 
wrote the history of the town, Lidingo.

he exterior, with its skylights and 

large half-round window, offers one 

of the few clues that this New York 
country house was recently remod- 

eled. You would certainly never know it 
from the interior. White-painted wood 
paneling appears to have the patina of age, 
old-fashioned fans hang from the high ceil- 
ing, and the floor is painted in a pattern 
reminiscent of Early American floorcloths. 
“We wanted the house to look as if it 
had never been renovated,” says interior 





designer William Diamond, who explains 
that the original “beach cottage charm” of 
the tiny place was completely lost during 
renovation. ‘““‘When the living room was 
enlarged it became an awkward space with 
an L shape and ceilings of three different 
heights. And the rough-sawn paneling that 
had given the original room such a pleas- 
ant barnlike feeling was not carried 
through.” Mr. Diamond’s first step was to 
divide the L into separate living and dining 
rooms and to replace missing paneling. >

f it is difficult to imagine that this Long 

Island weekend house was recently re- 

modeled, it is equally difficult to imag- 

ine that a year ago the two owners had 
only two beds to furnish it. The fact that 
the tables, chairs, armoires—even por- 
traits—look as if they have been accumu- 
lating for years is a triumph for William 
Diamond and his partner, Pauline Feld- 
man, who wanted to avoid what they so 
often see in country houses: rooms that 
look stiff and “decorated” with lots of up- 
holstered pieces covered in the same pat- 
tern. “We like everything to look as if it 
were already in the family, and is now 
being used in a different way,’’ emphasizes 
their associate Anthony Baratta. 





“Used in a different way” explains the 
enormously fresh appeal of the decorating, 
which could be loosely classified as Ameri- 
can country, but is much bolder and more 
graphic than usual. “I think that the 
strong graphic look that country interiors 
used to have—like that of Shaker rooms— 
has been lost,” says Mr. Diamond. 

The dramatic scale of the floor, hand- 
painted by Barry Canter, is a case in point, 
as is the dining room where each piece of 
furniture is shown off to its best sculptural 
advantage. ‘‘We started seeing it as big and 
rather empty, and kept it that way,” says 
Mr. Diamond, who looked for the longest 
table he could find, then hung chairs on 
wall pegs, Shaker style. >

n summer mornings I take a cup of 

coffee and move around from chair 

to chair in the living room,” says the 

owner of this vastly remodeled 
house, a mother of two young boys. “I love 
the light from each angle, and every chair 
is comfortable! I also like the fact that the 
coffee tables (be/ow) are old blanket boxes, 
so you can put your feet up casually.” 

The atmosphere may be casual, but the 
process of making the room look the way it 
does was hardly that. Mr. Diamond was 
not willing to get a three-seater sofa with 
ruffled skirt. “I’m a bit tired of upholstered 
sofas and chairs,” he says. ““They’re so 
easy.’ The chairs here are a collection of 
old wicker and rattan, but the designer 
couldn’t find the sofas he wanted—“‘old 
porch sofas with arms wide enough to put 
a drink down on”’—so he and Mr. Baratta 
designed their own. Made of wood with 
wide solid arms, the sofas are quite deep— 
44 inches—and upholstered in gray and 
white striped awning canvas. The awning 
stripe is but one of more than a dozen 


patterns in the living room, all in different 
colors. ““No color is missing,” says Mr. 
Diamond, “but the effect is never over- 
whelming because the rugs are strictly red 
and white, the floors strictly turquoise and 
white, and the sofas gray and white.”

An antique runner extends the living 
room’s color scheme into the guest room 
(opposite), and the designers even tried pale 
yellow walls there because they work so 
well in the multicolored living room. Yel- 
low simply made the room look even 
smaller than its 8 by 10 feet and “dumpy— 
like a converted garage.” Realizing that 
bold measures were needed to give the 
room charm, the designers covered the 
walls here, in the adjoining bath and tiny 
hall with black and white toile. Even the 
bedspreads and shower curtains are in the 
same pattern.

EXAN-STYLE 
VILLA 


Venetian villas provided the inspiration 
Jor this house set above a Texas bayou 


aving spent a lot of time in Italy, the 
owners of this house envisioned a 
Mediterranean villa on a private 
lake as their dream house. However, 
their property was in Texas and had a 
bayou instead of a lake; what’s more, flood 
regulations required the habitable part of 
the house to be 12 feet above the ground. 
Realizing that it would take great skill 
to create their ideal villa in harmony with 
that site, the owners selected Charles 
Tapley as their architect. They believed that 
his proven sensitivity to landscape (Mr. 
Tapley has designed several parks) would 
enable him to succeed in designing a house 


to reflect their love of Italian villas but still 
look like it belongs in Texas. 

Adapting some of the ideas he observed 
in Venetian villas, Mr. Tapley made the 
building compact in plan, so that it could 
be raised, and designed the first floor to be 
floodable. The ground floor that houses 
the entry and garage is built largely of steel 
and marble to survive an inundation. 

The main living spaces are raised to the 
treetops. To create the feeling of living in a 
tree house, all the rooms have generous 
windows, and balconies and porches are 
sculpted into the elevated floors so that 
each room has its own outdoor space. 
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Balconies, porches and windows bring the outdoors inside (above). 
The house’s romantic staircase (opposite), the inspiration for which the 
owners found in a perfume ad, is sheathed in glass to act as a light shaft. 
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An antique carved mirror from David Sutherland above the 
fireplace in the living room reflects a great bay window that 
catches the morning light. In the afternoon, light fills the room 
through twin steel-framed glass doors that flank the fireplace. 
The coffered ceiling recalls in painted plaster the beamed ceilings 
of Italian villas. A white antique cotton dhurrie rug from 
Doris Leslie Blau covers the marble floor. The down-upholstered 
furniture was custom designed by Beverly Jacomini for 
maximum comfort in a room truly meant to be lived in. & 
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This living area commands the kind 
Of lofty view that could only be achieved by 
raising its floor to treetop level 


ecause the owners wanted the out- 
doors to prevail inside the house, de- 
signer Beverly Jacomini kept the fur- 
nishings subtle to complement rather 
than overwhelm the views in this Texas 
house. “Also,” she says, “I wanted to cre- 
ate interiors that would welcome changes 
and additions as the owners bring home 
mementos from their extensive travels.” 
The pale pastel colors used throughout 
recall the gentle colors they admire in the 
Mediterranean and act as a backdrop for 
the outdoors, which are apparent through 
generous expanses of glass in all the rooms. 
Windows are left bare, and in summer the 
leaves filter the sun’s intense heat. 
A half circle of glass lends the dining 
room the illusion of being perched in a tree 
house (right). This rarefied view and com- 


fortable upholstered armchairs surround- 
ing the 17th-century gateleg table make the 
dining room an enjoyable place to linger. 

“The one thing we insisted on was that 
the furniture be comfortable,” one of the 
owners says. ‘Nothing should be so pre- 
cious that it gives you worry. Furnishings 
should give pleasure.” 

Because the owners both love to cook, 
they wanted a kitchen that would welcome 
guests and invite conversation rather than 
leaving them in isolation while preparing 
meals. So the kitchen is filled with com- 
fortable seating as well as good functional 
equipment. “Although lots of good food 
comes out of that kitchen,’ Charles 
Tapley, the architect, says, ‘““even when it’s 
in full operation, it doesn’t look or feel like 
a kitchen.” FEa/tor KATRIN TOLLESON

Friends of ours had decided to give 
up on hectic New York and retire to this 
tiny village. Knowing we were in France, 
they had invited us to take the train down 
for a meal. Lunch consisted of homemade 
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Twilight descends on the Gottliebs and the Nissensons en famille in their shared Pontlevoy house. 


paté, braised endive grown in the garden, 
and a chicken so springy to the touch and 
Juicy to the bite that my tongue and brain 
registered it as an entirely new species, 
having nothing to do with its stringy New 
York cousin. Local wine at 80 cents a liter 
freely accompanied the amazing bird. The 
talk at lunch was of the pleasures of life in 
this small town. ‘““What do you do here all 
day?” we asked our host. “I garden, I read 
books, I talk to my neighbors,”’ he said as 
he sipped wine. “My /ife is my career.” 





For two people gripped by the 
pace of New York, this was heady 
stuff. By dessert, in a haze of wine 
and French sunlight, I heard us 
inquiring about houses for sale. 
Soon we were wandering 
through the village with a French 
broker. There, right in the middle 
of town, bordered on three sides by 
a thick wall and protected in front 
by a lacy iron fence, was our 
house—a classically proportioned 
beauty surrounded by a two-acre 
garden gloriously in bloom. On the 
mansard roof, an iron weather 
vane in the shape of an ancient 
hermit looked out over the nearby 
13th-century abbey. “The hermit 
he gives the house its name,” the 
broker told us, “l’Hermitage.”” We 
had never had a house with a one- 
word name before, and I had a 
quick vision of how it would look 
on stationery. The sound of that 
name, the wine cellar, the original 
mosaic floors, a sweeping spiral 
staircase leading to eight bed- 
rooms, the golden memory of 
lunch—all conspired. “I want that 
house,”’ my husband announced. 


onsieur, madame,’’ the 

French broker beamed, 

“you are very, very lucky.

The electricity, 
it marches; the water, it runs; the 
heating, she functions.’ We sat on 
a stone bench under the espaliered 
fruit trees, opened a bottle of Vouvray, and 
toasted each other, Franco-American 
goodwill, and Ja bonne chance that had 
brought us to this village. ““You know,” he 
said, bending closer to us, “not always in 
these houses does the functioning function 
so well.” 

Intoxicated, we returned to America and 
promptly panicked.

Close friends of ours, the Nissensons, agree- 
ing that it was a mad idea, nevertheless 
visited the village. There they tasted the 
same wine, the same chicken, the same 
endive, and a month later all of our four

names were on the deed. Each couple would 
have the house for six months a year, begin- 
ning July 15, so that we each had part of the 
summer as well as either spring or fall. For 
our six months we could either use it, rent it 
or leave it empty. 

I returned to France with my partner, 
armed now with a budget that included a 
sum for a new kitchen, an amount for 
decorating, and the rest for a shimmering 
swimming pool at the end of the garden. 
Just to be on the safe side, we asked the 
electrician, M. Meunier, to check the house 
wiring. ‘““You are sure,” I asked, “there is 





sufficient electricity for a child to 
read in bed and listen to the radio at 
the same time?” “‘Ah, oui,” he re- 
plied. “And for another child to 
have a lamp on in the next room at 
the same time?” I asked, belaboring 
the obvious. M. Meunier paused, 
pursing his lips. “‘Peut-étre . . .”” he 
replied. Perhaps? What did he 
mean, perhaps? “Suppose some- 
body were in the bathroom at the 
same time running a hair dryer,” I 
asked nervously. “Ah, non, ga, c’est 
impossible,” he said, laughing at 
the mere thought of so much simul- 
taneous electrical use. ““What exact- 
ly is the danger?” I continued. “A 
short-circuit?” ““Non, madame,” he 
replied pleasantly, ‘‘un incendie to- 
tal.” Our house, it turned out, had 
electricity, but only in one room at a 
time. 

After we contracted for the com- 
plete rewiring of the house, we 
thought it prudent to check the 
water pressure. M. Gilet, the 
plumber, with his blue smock, trim 
moustache and ruddy cheeks, was 
the perfect picture of a French 
workman. I got right to the point. 
“Could a person take a ten-minute 
shower on the third floor and have 
continuous hot water?” ‘“Absolu- 
ment,”’ he nodded. ‘Now suppose 
two people were taking long hot 
showers on the second floor at the 
same time,” I said, pressing, “there 
is enough hot water?” A look of 
incredulity crossed M. Gilet’s face. 
“Three people showering at the same 
time—mais pourquoi?” he asked. “Why 
would three people want to shower at the 
same time?’’ He stared at me unblinking. 
Cartesian logic failed. I looked at the exist- 
ing master bathroom with its bidet, toilet 
and sink. It had no shower at all, I realized. 
Whoever lived in this house probably 
splashed a little water from the bidet on 
their privates, munched a clove of garlic, 
and hit the streets. We faced a serious 
cultural gap. 


y the end of the afternoon M. Gilet 

had taught me such niceties of 

French phrasing as “non-corroding- 

wastepipe-leading-from-the-toilet.”’ 
He complimented me on my accent as we 
signed the contract for the complete re- 
plumbing of the house. 

By now the swimming pool had been 
absorbed into the walls, and we still had 
the kitchen to do. We asked M. Mahy, 
owner of Studio Claude Kitchens in Blois,

With an octagonal island and 16 feet | 
of counter space, this kitchen has ample | 
area for hosts and guests to cook 


n the hills above Cannes, France, de- 
signer Robert K. Lewis spied a huge 
dovecote, home to hundreds of cooing 
birds, and thought “kitchen.” It was an 
unexpected leap of imagination, but the 
dovecote’s octagonal shape proved to be 
perfect for this self-contained addition 
(right). Its eight sides house everything 
from KitchenAid cooktop to trash com- 
pactor; all storage is under the counter. 
The result: efficiency without sacrificing 


the strong lines of the architecture. The 
two potential visual problems—a double 
oven and refrigerator that would break the 
sweep of the butcher-block counter—were 
cleverly positioned on either side of the 
door (below). Major appliances, Kitchen- 
Aid; refrigerator, Sub-Zero; cabinetry, 
StarMark; beams, Olde Colonial Wood- 
craft; vinyl floor tile, Kentile; sink, Elkay; 
lighting, Progress; armoire, Mike Bell An- 
tiques; table and chairs, Bridgeford. 





Open to the dining room yet 
visually distinct, this octagonal 
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kitchen boasts 14 under-the- 
counter cabinets. Their special 
features include pull-out 
shelves, bins for vegetables 
and racks for canned foods.

The tiled floor is typically 
French as are the doors that open out onto 
a terrace and herb garden. Faience hand- 
made in the town of Moustiers is used for 
the dining table; curtains and armchairs 
are covered in a reproduction of an 18th- 
century toile that naively depicts Lafayette 
and the Americas who bear a star-spangled

ost people take flowers too serious- 

ly,” says Tom Pritchard. It’s a sur- 

prising statement to hear from one 

of the owners of Madderlake, a 
trend-setting floral design shop in New 
York City, but Mr. Pritchard goes on to 
explain: ‘““Compared to other more perma- 
nent things you buy for your house, flow- 
ers don’t really cost nearly as much and 
don’t carry the same weight of decision as 
choosing a sofa. If the tulips clash with the 
walls or you cut the stems too short, so 
what? You can try something else next 
time, but it’s not a serious mistake. What I 
mean is that flowers offer a great deal of 
freedom to be inventive.” 

Inventive is the word most often associ- 
ated with Madderlake and its owners— 
Mr. Pritchard, Billy Jarecki and Alan 
Boehmer. Famous for their exotic flowers 
and the way they use fruits, vegetables, 
weeds and flowering vines, they are most 
famous for their large, airy bouquets of 
different kinds of blossoms. The hallmark 
of these mixtures is their casual arrange- 
ment (where the natural inclination of the 
flowers suggests how they are used) and a 
light touch. Although many floral species 
are often in the same vase, each flower is so 
delicate and small-scale, and so much 
space is left within the arrangement, that 
the whole has an airy look. ‘‘A lot of peo- 
ple tend to crowd flowers together,” says 
Mr. Pritchard. “It’s nice to be able to see 
the shape of a stem or a branch.” 

Gifted as they are with mixed arrange- 
ments, the owners of Madderlake are also 
enthusiastic about simple things: nut grass 
in a small pot, lilies of the valley in a tiny 
vase. As Mr. Pritchard points out, it is not 
always necessary to make an elaborate ar- 
rangement of flowers. “If the tulips are 
absolutely gorgeous, use only tulips. The 
beautiful shapes and stems of some flow- 
ers—like freesias—can be seen best when 
you have only a few. With some things like 
peonies, the more the better, but with deli- 
cate, linear flowers the stems are as grace- 


ful as the blossoms.’ &

Ithough the owners of Madderlake 
would be the last people to lay down 
strict rules about arranging flowers 
(they have written a book, Flowers 
Rediscovered, which they hope will inspire 
its readers to be more inventive), they do 
offer guidelines for creating mixed ar- 
rangements: Start with at least four or five 
different kinds of flowers; don’t allow one 
flower to dominate, as it will upset the 
harmony of the bouquet; use flowers with 
subtle dispositions because they mix better. 
“Some flowers—like gladiolus—are so 
strong they often don’t mix well with oth- 
ers,” explains Mr. Pritchard. ‘““Any flower 
that is assertive in size, like an amaryllis, 
or in color, like an electric blue delphini- 
um, is harder to combine with others.” 

The floral designers also like a good mix 
of straight stems and curved ones. As they 
write in their book: “Flowers with straight 
stems—roses, snapdragons, stock, vibur- 
num, larkspur, lilies, daffodils, tuberoses— 
form the backbone of the arrangement, 
and flowers with curved and bent stems— 
tulips, ranunculuses, poppies, freesias—fill 
out an arrangement, keeping it from be- 
coming too upright or rigid, lending full- 
ness and grace.” 

As for vases, the Madderlake team is 
partial to the ginger jar shape because the 
narrow mouth keeps flowers from flopping 
to the side. To make a firm base that will 
keep flowers from falling out of the vase, 
they suggest using a flower like a tulip with 
a firm pliable leaf that can be pierced by 
another stem inserted from the other side 
of the vase. This X forms a cradle into 
which the remaining flowers can be locked. 
A small branch wedged into the vase will 
serve the same purpose. @

‘oderation, not deprivation,”’ says 
Edward Safdie, former owner of 
California’s Sonoma Mission Inn 
als and Spa and author of Spa Food 
(Clarkson Potter), “explains why this regi- 
men succeeds when so many others fail.” 
Indeed, when ingredients are chosen and 
prepared with care, then beautifully pre- 
sented, one leaves the table satisfied. The 
















































dishes here are from the carefully planned, 
calorie-controlled menus at the inn, which 
is located near Boyes Hot Springs in Cali- 
fornia’s wine country. Those guests follow- 
ing the spa plan begin their stay with an 
optional cleansing day (500 calories worth 
of vitamin- and mineral-rich drinks made 
from fruit juices, vegetable purées and 
broths). An 850-calorie regimen (950 for 





men) follows for five days, succeeded by a 
1,200-calorie-a-day maintenance plan. 
However, we think these dishes are so 
appealing that even if you aren’t on a strict 
diet you'll want to work them into your 
own meal planning. They’re the light, easy- 
to-digest kinds of meals that one inevitably 
craves after a holiday feast, a birthday cele- 
bration or simply a lapse in will power. 


Breakfast with style: 
Fruit-filled crepes with 
fresh strawberry purée 

and orange-yogurt sauce 
(far left). Chilled 
grapefruit and mint 
coupe, whole-grain toast 
with cashew-date butter 
(near left).

The spa’s philosophy of healthful eating is 
composed of four key principles. The first 
is quality. Only the very best ingredients— 
cold-pressed oils, organic chickens and the 
freshest fruits and vegetables, for exam- 
ple—are used in the spa kitchen. (Pure, 
unadulterated ingredients tend to be more 
flavorful and therefore result in a better- 
tasting dish.) The second concern is with 
quantity. Portions are carefully controlled 
at the spa to stay within caloric require- 
ments. However, because much of the food 
is fiber-rich and filling, one doesn’t leave 
the table hungry. The third key principle is 
variety. Eating a broad range of foods is 
not only more interesting and enjoyable, it 
makes for a more healthful way of eating, 
as one benefits from a wider range of vita- 
mins and minerals. Finally, spa experts are 
very much concerned with the visual ap- 
peal of meals. They not only present the 
food with an artistic eye, but they set the 
stage for a pleasurable dining experience 
with a beautifully laid table. We “eat” with 
our eyes first! 

All of these principles are easy to adapt 
in your own home by choosing top-quality 
ingredients, weighing food on kitchen 
scales (to prevent cheating) and including 
a wide variety of foods in your diet. And as 
for creating “‘visuals,’’ do set a proper ta- 
ble—even if it is just for one—with pretty 
plates, polished silver, pressed linens and 
your favorite flowers. Such props create a 
pleasurable sense of well-being. 
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Honey-vanilla heart 
with raspberry purée (top left), 
tropical fruit soup 
(center left), spa custard with maple 
syrup sauce garnished with 
a maple leaf-shaped slice of apple peel 
(left), mango Champagne 
ice cream soda (fop), coffee-rum 
zabaglione (above).

Custards and creams: 
Just desserts 
to follow healthy meals 


he recipes in Spa Food are the result 

of a collaboration between a classi- 

cally trained chef and a certified nu- 

tritionist. The recipes conform to the 
dietary guidelines set by the USDA as well 
as those from the American Cancer Soci- 
ety and the American Heart Association. 
They also reflect the inspiration of the cui- 
sine minceur movement. 

The Sonoma Mission Inn kitchen em- 
phasizes grilling, broiling, roasting, steam- 
ing and poaching. Vegetables are served 
raw as hors d’oeuvres or salads or they are 
steamed or blanched just until crisp- 
tender. (Shorter cooking time preserves vi- 
tamins and minerals.) Food is well sea- 
soned, but without salt or refined sugar. 
Fresh herbs, spices, peppers and garlic, 
lemon and lime juice reductions and dou- 
ble-rich stocks are used to enhance the 
natural flavor of foods. Sauces are thick- 
ened with arrowroot or vegetable purées 
instead of flour, cream, butter or egg yolks. 
Natural sweeteners such as maple syrup 
and barley sugar are used instead of re- 
fined white sugar and corn syrup. 

Since many of these dishes can be made 
in advance—some actually improve as 
they stand because flavors blend and inten- 
sify—spa cooking is practical for entertain- 
ing. Indeed, these dishes need not be limit- 
ed to everyday family meals; they are so 
satisfying that guests will probably be un- 
aware they° are eating low-calorie food. 
And remember, many luxury foods are low 
in calories. Very few guests will be dissatis- 
fied with a dish that includes fresh oysters, 
succulent crab legs, pencil-thin asparagus, 
wild mushrooms or plump red raspberries! 
For non-dieting or extra-hungry guests, 
simply increase portions and add an extra 
vegetable side dish or salad and crusty 
French bread. 

Think of low-calorie cooking as a chal- 
lenge. Plan your meal as if it were an event 
for all the senses and we bet you'll enjoy 
every last morsel of this deliciously healthy 
cuisine. —SARAH BELK

_ WINE & GOOD SPIRITS 





By PETER QUIMME 
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recently dined with a friend at 

a restaurant where we drank 

six different wines with din- 

ner. No, we didn’t leave a half- 
dozen partially consumed bottles 
on the table, running up a huge 
bill. We were at Cafe 43 in New 
York, one of a number of restau- 
rants across the country that of- 
fer a remarkable range of fine 
wines by the glass. Making our 
own choices of aperitif, dinner 
and dessert wines, we had a mod- 
est three glasses of wine apiece 
during the meal. 

Until recently, all that most 
restaurants offered someone who 
just wanted a simple glass of red 
or white was an overpriced house 
wine poured from a jug kept be- 
hind the bar. For anything better, 
you had to turn to the wine list—an 
expensive solution if you didn’t want a 
whole bottle or wanted some variety. 





That all changed in 1980, with the 
introduction of the Cruvinet (pictured 
above at Tastings in New York), a 


French invention that permits 
wines to be dispensed by the 
glass without risking spoilage of 
the remaining wine in the bottle. 
The Cruvinet and similar ma- 
chines have now revolutionized 
wine service in restaurants na- 
tionwide. 

In many fine dining rooms it’s 
now possible to have a variety of 
wines in modest quantities, and 
for modest cost. You can start 
with a glass of Champagne, sam- 
ple an unfamiliar red you’ve al- 
ways wanted to try with the main 
course, and end the meal with a 
sweet wine flourish. Some restau- 
rants offer an affordable two- or 
three-ounce taste of rare, expen- 
sive old wines, or two different 
vintages of the same wine for 
comparison. Good wine by the glass—it 
isn’t available in every restaurant yet, 
but it may soon be.

At a Parisian bistro, if you ask for a 
glass of vin rouge, you'll get the quint- 
essential light, stylish red: Beaujolais. 
It won’t be an extra-light weeks-old 
nouveau, or an expensive Burgundy- 
like Moulin-a-Vent or Morgon. It will be 


a straightforward Beaujolais or Beaujo- 
lais-Villages that can be enjoyed young 
and served cool to emphasize its fresh-

or cheese. The ’85 vintage is the one to 
look for now, from reliable shippers 
such as Georges Duboeuf, Louis Jadot 
and Louis Latour (all about $6). 

The American equivalent to Beaujo- 
lais are the wines labeled Gamay or 
Gamay Beaujolais, after the grape 
grown in the Beaujolais district. Recent- 
ly it’s been discovered that the Califor- 
nia Gamay isn’t the same as the French 
Gamay—but you’d never guess it from 
the taste of the wines made from them. 
The California versions have the same 
bright, fruity taste and affinity for food 
that good Beaujolais does. Look for the 
most recent vintages from producers 
such as Charles Shaw, Robert Pecota, 
Stag’s Leap Wine Cellars and Almaden. 


NONALCOHOLIC BREWS 


You’ve just finished a round of tennis, 
and feel like a beer, or even two. But 
you can’t nap the afternoon away—you 
have an important meeting. The an- 
swer? A nonalcoholic malt 
beverage. To my surprise, ‘se 
the best of these new brews 
are remarkably close in 
quality to’some of the 
better beers. 

Of the ones I’ve tried 
so far, Kaliber, brewed 
by Arthur Guinness & 
Sons (best known for its 
dark Guinness Stout) is 
the best of the bunch

This strange enamel and silver clock measures only 9 inches 
in height. It is French according to the jeweler who fixed the 
clock mechanism. When were decorative clocks like this 
one popular? 

—P.B., Tacoma, Wash. 


A. The elaborate clock is a 
design concept dating back 
to the 17th century. By the 
1750s designers were creat- 
ing clock cases of bronze, 
silver or gold ormolu, often 
used with exotic wood ve- 
neers, jewels, marble or 
enamels. The rococo de- 
signs encouraged fantasy 
and clocks on the backs of 
elephants, dogs, birds, cam- 
els, horses or cupids were 
made for the centers of 
» mantels. Your clock is in a 
19th-century style. Al- 
though the clock move- 
ment was made in France the case could have been produced in any 
of the major European cities. If your clock is working and the 
enamel and metal is in good condition it is worth at least $5,000. 





The words “Sterling, hand wrought at the Kalo Shop” are 
on my silver tea set. What is the style and age of the set? 
What is the Kalo shop? —M.S., Minneapolis, Minn. 





A. Clara Barck opened a metalworking shop in Chicago, IIl., in 
1900. She named it Kalo, from the Greek word for beautiful. She 
and several other women made burnt leather, woven textiles and 
other crafts. Clara married a metalworker, George Welles, in 1905, 
and they started the Kalo Art-Craft Community. The shop grew 
until there were over 25 silversmiths. Kalo silver tea sets were 
usually made by hand from sheets of silver. They had rounded 
sides and handles. All the Kalo shops were closed by 1936. Your 
set dates from about 1925. There has been a renewed interest in 
crafts of the Chicago area. Your tea set just five years ago was 
worth about $1,500. Today it should retail for over $3,000. 


How were this leather and mahogany chair and scale used? 
—R.M., Alexandria, Va. 


A. You own a jockey 
scale. Riding and rac- 
ing were popular in 
19th-century England, 
and many of the coun- 
try homes were com- 
pletely equipped with 
all of the requirements 
of the hunt. Some 
scales resembled large 
chairs, others looked 
like benches. The rider 
or jockey sat on the 
leather cushion and the 
scale was adjusted to show his weight. Your scale

Your 
screen is in the style favored in England during the late 18th 
century. Ask a local appraiser to examine your screen to determine 
the age. If it was made before 1850 it is worth over $7,000. If it is a 
20th-century copy it might be valued at $3,000.

Some Tips for Care of Pewter 

1. Never put a pewter pot or other vessel 
on a heated surface. Old pewter, mostly 
tin, is soft, and bends or melts easily. 

2. Antique pewter, unlike newer, shinier 
pewter, does not need a bright, silvery fin- 
ish. It should be carefully cleaned by using 
a warm, soapy fine-grade steel wool pad 
and rubbing with the contours of the piece. 
Never use an abrasive polish. 

3. Do not leave living flowers in water in 
pewter pot or mug for more than a few 
days. (The acid produced by flowers will 
discolor pewter.) Dried or silk flowers are 
all right. 

4. After 1850, Britannia was used as the 
base metal for silver-plating. Have impor- 
tant or treasured pieces resilvered.

to design a simple country kitchen, charm- 
ing and functional. Days later he revealed 
his drawings. The kitchen resembled a 
19th-century drawing room. Every appli- 
ance was carefully hidden behind a facade 
of massive French furniture. Something 
rather simpler was what we had in mind, I 
explained, perhaps just a plain white por- 
celain refrigerator standing against the 
wall. “Naked?” he gasped. ‘““Undressed?” 
Finally we compromised on oak cabinets 
that he would order from Germany. 

I then tackled the question of beds for a 
husband and sons respectively six foot five, 
six three and six two. The French, it turns 
out, either rarely grow this tall or sleep 
curled up in a fetal position. “My husband 
is like DeGaulle,” I would explain, gestur- 
ing high above my head. “Ah, but you 
know,” the salesperson would say, “le 
grand Charlie had the beds made special- 
ly.” In the end, so did I. M. Poirot, carpen- 
ter of Pontlevoy, got the commission. 

Now I only had the task of finding ex- 
tra-long mattresses, which did not exist in 
Pontlevoy nor in nearby Blois or Tours. I 
headed for Paris, mattress capital of 
France. While other American tourists 
were taking a boat ride on the Seine, I was 
at a store called ““Mag Mousse” (rough 
translation, Paramus, N.J.), ordering 10 
foam rubber mattresses from an Arab. 

At this point I had been in Pontlevoy for 
several days. We were staying at the local 
Hotel de L’Ecole—$18 a night for two, 
and the proprietor cautioned us to lock our 
rooms against gypsies. We ate wonderful 
meals here or at the next door truckers’ 
diner, where a five-course lunch cost $6.50 
and all the truckers looked like Gerard 
Depardieu. Nearby were the great castles 
of the Loire Valley. The local notary’s of- 
fice was already making plans for the sum- 
mer Festival of the Mutton, to be celebrat- 
ed on the green near our house. By the 
fourth day, the region began to work its 
spell on me. I felt myself slowing down, 
shedding my desire to control events. The 
town, the castles, the village—everything 
had been here so long, a few more days or 
weeks scarcely mattered. A different 
rhythm applied from that of New York. 

So by the fifth day, when M. Bourdin 
the mason told us we needed to knock 
down the chimney wall on the third floor 
and rebuild it brick by brick, I was quite 
relaxed. He had invited us to have coffee at 
his mother’s, where he breakfasted every 
day. Here was a grown man breakfasting 
daily with his mother. Set against this tra- 


dition (Would my teenagers learn filial loy- 
alty in Pontlevoy?) the cost of a new chim- 
ney seemed petty indeed. We took the 
same mellow view when estimates came in 
from the roof repairer, the window replac- 
er and the floor restorer. 

At the moment, the kitchen we ordered 
from M. Mahy is lost somewhere between 
Germany and Pontlevoy; the linens I air- 
shipped from New York seem to have been 
dropped in Poland, though the shipper as- 
sures me they are being traced. But in the 
back of the house the watercress grows in 
the trough as it has for the last 130 years, 
the roses are in bloom, and there are /raises 
des bois in the garden. I have my bike, a 
basket for my fresh baguette, and a string 
bag for groceries. I am for at least one 
month a year just another housewife in 
France. 

Our sons recently became the first visi- 
tors. Along with five friends, they camped 
out in the bare rooms. My husband and I, 
somewhat apprehensive about the impact 
of seven boisterous Americans on a sleepy 
French village, were relieved to get a call 
from our eldest son. The morning after 
their arrival, he told us, the boys awakened 
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to find a welcoming basket of cheese and 
wine left on the doorstep by the next door 
neighbors. Our sons immediately went 
over to thank the couple, introduce them- 
selves and apologize for the noise they and 
their friends must have made cavorting 
around the garden picking raspberries. 
“Ah, non,” the young couple assured 
them, “these are the sounds of joy! We 
used to fear for the future of this village, 
but now that les Americains are here, we 
feel a new vigor!” 

Recently another couple we know 
bought a house in Tuscany and suggested 
we swap. This has inspired a sybaritic 
dream. We envision a string of houses 
bought by friends in spots such as the 
Florida Keys, the Cotswolds, the Italian 
Riviera and the Vale of Kashmir. All of us 
will move around, sharing in other peo- 
ple’s cultures, and thereby enriching our 
own, with each house in a different won- 
derful setting, linked only by a worldwide 
network of superb American plumbing. @

A garden for all seasons 
can be yours by 
carefully choosing 


winter-flowering plants 


By KEN) DRUS 5 
It is said that the true test of a successful 
garden is how it looks in the dead of win- 
ter. I think this refers to those plants— 
beyond the evergreens—that contribute to 
garden beauty in winter (even when bare of 
foliage) by displaying the “‘bones” of a gar- 
den’s design. Because in my garden the 
growing season (days free from frost) lasts 
only from May to October, I’m always 
searching for plants that will extend the 
short season in their own unique ways. 

In February, the tracery skeletons of the 
deciduous trees and shrubs make a kind of 
garden art. Coated in ice after a freezing 
rain, the frosted twigs glisten like jewels. 
I’ve added red- and yellow-twig dogwoods, 
shrubs whose bark turns bright colors 
when frost claims their leaves. Red-berried 
plants—hollies and skimmias, for exam- 
ple—hold their fruits through winter to 
provide color. Dried ornamental grasses 
turn to spun gold in the February sunlight. 
And certain perennial flowers are left to 
stand out against the snow. Black-eyed Su- 
sans look like soldiers with coffee-brown 
caps formed by the dried seed heads. Now 
I’m searching for the very early flowering 
plants to complete the garden year. 

Witch hazel is one of the earliest-flower- 
ing shrubs. In my garden it’s often in 
bloom by January. Chimonanthus praecox, 
winter sweet, produces forsythialike flow- 
ers in winter. Oregon grape or holly-grape 
(Mahonia species) is a low-growing shrub 
with leaves similar to holly. In winter, yel- 
low flowers top the leaf clusters. Eventual- 
ly, blue-black berries form. 

One of my favorite winter-flowering 
plants is Jasminum nudiflorum, winter jas- 
min. Small yellow flowers appear before 

«the leaves on arching stems. This shrub’s 
Svinelike stems are magnificent cascading 
~ over a wall, but can also be trained to grow 
* up a wall. It blooms in November in Geor- 





gia, January in my garden and early April 
in southern Massachusetts. 

Later in the winter, more shrubs bloom: 
quince, daphne, pussy willow, and more 
unusual, flowering currant (Ribes sanguin- 
eum) and Garrya elliptica with long pen- 
dent catkins. Winter turns into spring with 
the familiar forsythia and the spectacular 
tree peony flowers. 

In the South and West, fortunate gar- 
deners can grow the queen of all the win- 
ter-flowering shrubs: camellias. Depending 
on variety and location, they will bloom 
from November to April, producing huge, 
roselike flowers in abundance. 

The greatest contributions. to early 
spring color are made by bulbs, or more 
precisely, tubers, corms, rhizomes and 
bulbs. You may be familiar with the yel- 
low, buttercup flowers of winter aconite or 
the delightful white snowdrops, and surely 
everyone knows the last to bloom of the 
group, the crocus. But there are many oth- 
er, lesser-known, winter bloomers. One 
species, Helleborus niger, rarely lives up to 
its common name of “Christmas rose,”’ but 
it’s nearly always in bloom in February. @

decorator show house is like a 
grand bazaar—its rooms surprise 
you with treasures and ideas you 
can’t wait to bring home. Show 


houses are the perfect places to view the 
last word in decorating from first-rate de- 
signers invited to show off their talents. 
Since show houses are always open to the 
public, anyone can take advantage of these 
unique “house tours.” 

Last winter, when I had a sneak preview 
of the Southampton, N.Y., show house be- 
fore it was even decorated, I immediately 
thought of your letters. The once-gracious 
old house had clearly seen better days. It 
was a rabbit warren of awkward spaces— 
the kind of rooms you’re always writing 
about, saying “Dear House Beautiful ... 
help!” When you see these rooms in our 
story (pages 72 to 81) you might not see the 
similarity. That’s because they’ve been 
transformed with the creative talent of the 
best decorators. However, I want to assure 


you, they’re just the kind of ordinary, run- 
down, tiny Victorian spaces many of you 
may well be facing. 

When I returned to see it finished and 
beautifully decorated, I could hardly be- 
lieve my eyes. Could this be the same 
house? Light, airy and filled with summery 
chintzes, this old house clearly signaled a 
return to romantic decorating. I asked sev- 
eral of the decorators their opinions. ‘“This 
look is cozy and allows you to collect 
things. Since they’re not strictly stylized, 
the rooms allow for changes,’ Mark 
Hampton explained. Parkin Saunders had 
a more psychological theory: “Everyone 
wants to be happy. People feel up when 
around bright colors and flowers.” This 
burst of romanticism is perfectly defined 
by Richard Neas’s “more is more” deco- 
rating philosophy. He feels “Most people 
like to be surrounded by the past—family 
collections and heirlooms. They’re often 
more comfortable buying old things even if 
they’re not handed down.” From what I 
hear in your letters, you too prefer rooms 
with a sense of the past. 

It was easy to linger and pore over the 
show house as though it were a favorite 
book, leafing through rooms, gathering 
ideas, trying them on—or just imagining. 
Here’s what caught my eye. In Gary 
Crain’s breakfast room (originally the 
laundry room) my favorite touch—and his, 
too—was the laundry troughs filled with a 
profusion of flowers from the adjacent gar- 
den. I asked Gary why he didn’t just save 
time and remove the tubs altogether. He 
explained, ‘I saw them as an integral part 
of what was once there and what could be 
there today.” 

I could have sat for hours in Richard 
Neas’s elegant room, tucked upstairs under 
a vaulted ceiling. Despite the fantasy of 
trellicework painted overhead, chintz-cov- 
ered walls and black papier-maché furni- 


ture, it was reassuring to see old-fashioned 
American ingenuity at work, too ... 
Neas’s wonderful slipcovered lampshades. 
“T didn’t have time to make chintz 
shades,” the designer told me, “so we sim- 
ply covered inexpensive lampshades with 
slipcovers. They fit like skirts!”’ 

It was inspiring to see Michael de Santis 
set a romantic yet thoroughly modern tone 
with paint. What was his technique? “To 
give the dining room a special warm glow, 
I striated, sponged, rubbed and glazed the 
walls with different shades of cream and 
white paint and treated the contemporary 
furniture to match.” 

The fact is, innovative wall treatments 
are today’s most exciting decorating trend 
and the show house designers pulled out 
all stops. I agree with Gary Crain—‘‘The 
mid-eighties should be dubbed the age of 
the decorative finish!” As it happens, his 
breakfast room is an outstanding example 
of this applied art. Why this penchant for 
the decorative finish? Perhaps it’s that 
more and more of us live in architecturally 
bland houses and yearn for a little more 
embellishment with a special painted finish 
or border on our walls. 

Having seen the “before” and “after,” I 
felt something magical took place at the 
show house, though walls weren’t knocked 
down and the integrity of the house was 
maintained. I’ve seen many showcases that 
are grandiose and even ostentatious. Here, 
it was refreshing to see rooms that were 
whimsical, sweet and most of all, very liv- 
able. These were not flights of fancy, but 
rooms everyone could call home.

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MACKINTOSH'’S STYLE WAS IN DIRECT CONTRAST TO THE FUSSY, 
OVERCROWDED VICTORIAN INTERIORS POPULAR AT THE TIME

reat designers of interiors, objects 
and buildings have an impact not 
only upon the environment of 
their own generation, but also 
upon that of succeeding generations. Scot- 
land’s Charles Rennie Mackintosh 
(1868-1928) was such a designer. 

I’m not an architect or a designer. Yet 
when I first saw the work of Mackintosh, I 
was immediately and irresistibly drawn to 
it. My initial exposure to the remarkable 
power of his unorthodox furniture designs 
and light, spare interiors occurred during a 
slide lecture at the Maryland Institute, 
College of Art. Tony Jones, current direc- 
tor of the Glasgow School of Art in Scot- 
land, projected wonderful examples of 
Mackintosh’s work enlivened by tales of 
Mackintosh and his friends, all told with 
Welsh charm. Then and there I decided 
that if I was ever in Glasgow, I would try 
to see as much of Mackintosh’s work as I 
possibly could. 

Of personal interest to me was Mackin- 
tosh’s artistic philosophy, which is similar 
to that of my artist husband, Doug, and 
which is expressed in this motto: “There is 
hope in honest error, none in the icy per- 
fection of the mere stylist.” A ceramic 
sculptor and teacher of ceramics at the 
Maryland Institute, Doug has always felt 
that to create truly exciting art one must 
be willing to take a chance, to make a 
mistake. It seems that Mackintosh felt that 
way too, which makes me peculiarly sym- 
pathetic to him as an artist and as a per- 
son—and thus very interested in exploring 
his work. 

The opportunity to do just that came 
sooner than I’d anticipated. Doug was of- 
fered a residency as a visiting artist in the 
Glasgow School of Art’s ceramic depart- 
ment for two weeks in October 1984. Dur- 
ing this period we were to reside in the 
“Mackintosh apartment” located within 
the school itself. Dominated by soft beige, 
off-white and touches of dark, rich colors, 
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Straight lines predominate in furniture design

it was a charming apartment with large 
casement windows. 

Our bedroom had several pieces of furni- 
ture designed in Glasgow around 1900, al! 
so reminiscent of Mackintosh that I felt 


momentarily intimidated by the idea of 


actually using what seemed to me to be 
museum-quality furniture. I then managed 
to remind myself that Mackintosh consid- 





ered practicality of utmost importance and 
would therefore expect that even the most 
exquisite pieces of furniture should certain- 
ly be used. 

In the days after our arrival in Glasgow, 
I scrambled from one place to another, 
anxious to take advantage of the opportu- 
nities to see Mackintosh’s works, which 
are much more accessible to the public 
today than they were even 10 years ago. 
Hill House has passed into the hands of 
the National Trust for Scotland; the Wil- 
low Tea Rooms have been beautifully re- 
stored; and the Mackintosh home at 78 
Southpark Ave. has been incorporated into 
the new Hunterian Art Gallery. 

As I visited these and other locations, I 
began to get an overall sense of why Mack- 
intosh design has such a strong, immediate 
and universal appeal. The most striking 
characteristic of his interior design is his 
insistence on the complete unity of the 
room and its contents. Mackintosh was not 
content just to design the walls, rugs and 
curtains along with the major pieces of 
furniture. Rather, he wanted to control 
every detail. This meant that for his tea 
rooms, he designed even the menu and the 
cutlery; for a drawing room, he designed 
everything right down to the gray cordu- 
roy fireside cushions for the Persian cats 
and the poker and tongs in the fireplace; 
for a dining room, he even designed the 
runner on the table; and for a hall, he 
designed a particular clock for the wall. 
The effect of this enormous attention to 
detail is overwhelming—the entire room 
becomes a work of art and a sublime ex- 
pression of Mackintosh’s unique and inno- 
vative style. 

Characterized by white, light, sparsely 
furnished rooms and a parsimonious use of 
color, Mackintosh’s style was in direct 
contrast to the fussy, overcrowded Victori- 
an interiors popular at the time. To a large 
extent, the popularity of his furniture de- 
signs reflects the observer’s interest in aes-

thetics rather than bodily comfort. 
His chairs, usually either very 
high-backed or very low backed, 
look rather uncomfortable and uti- 
lize an absolute minimum amount 
of upholstery. 

A tireless experimenter, Mack- 
intosh utilized an extraordinarily 
wide range of materials to express 
his style. Among the woods he 
used were pine, oak, sycamore and 
cypress, which he either painted or 
stained. Other materials he worked 
with include zinc, canvas, horse- 
hair, nickel plate, mother-of-pearl, 
glass, pewter, fabric and polished 
brass. In his later period (around 
1917), he even began experiment- 
ing with a new type of plastic. 
Mackintosh always had a strong 
sensitivity toward the problems en- 
countered by the craftsmen he 
asked to use these materials, and 
his willingness to work with them 
on the job earned him their re- 
spect. Often he varied his designs, 
adding touches of color here and 
there as the scheme materialized. 

A number of themes recur re- 
peatedly in Mackintosh’s work— 
the contrast between light and 
dark, as evidenced by his use of 
black and white furniture in a 
room, or dark woodwork and natural light 
in a space; the frequent use of forms such 
as the rose (Mackintosh was the son of a 
passionate gardener from whom he inherit- 
ed a great regard for growing things); and 
the reliance on geometric forms. Squares 
and rectangles emerge in his windows, 
rugs, lattice-backed chairs, wallpaper and 
inlaid glass patterns. 

One cannot discuss Mackintosh’s style 
without mentioning the stylistic influence 
of “The Four,” a remarkable group of 
young artists consisting of Mackintosh, 
Herbert MacNair and two sisters who 
studied at the Glasgow School of Art, 
Frances and Margaret MacDonald. ‘The 
Four” worked on artistic projects together

MacDonald; shortly thereafter, Mackin- 
tosh married Margaret, who over the years 
collaborated with him on much of his dec- 
orative work. The two devoted their lives 
to art, expressing themselves in watercol- 
ors or textiles when other opportunities 
were not available. 

Despite his genius and great originality, 
Mackintosh was not widely appreciated in 
Scotland during his lifetime. Were it not 
for a few faithful patrons, there would be 
little of his work to see there today. The 
most important of these patrons is proba- 
bly Francis H. Newbery, who as director 
of the Glasgow School of Art persuaded 
the governors to accept Mackintosh’s de- 
sign for the school. This is Mackintosh’s 
masterpiece and one of his most important 
contributions to the Art Nouveau move- 
ment. The building has soaring glass win- 
dows that provide marvelous light for the 
studios, all of them located on the north 


side. The building’s stunning fa- 
cade has large, clean-cut surfaces 
of a local sandy-brown stone and 
an abundance of decorative metal- 
work. It is possible to tour the 
building by making arrangements 
with Mackintosh curator Jocelyn 
Grigg. She took me to the board- 
room, the library and the furniture 
gallery. The latter is particularly 
interesting, as it contains examples 
of Mackintosh’s later period in 
which he made bolder use of bright 
colors, geometrical patterns and 
line. 

One cool, rainy afternoon I visit- 
ed the Willow Tea Rooms at 217 
Sauchiehall St. It’s all restored to- 
day, with reproductions of Mack- 
intosh furniture and designs. One 
can sit in a high-backed chair, or- 
der tea and crumpets and gaze at 
the stenciled walls, the stained 
glass roses in the windows and the 
tables with stained glass insets. 
The pinks, grays and lavenders of 
the 1903 scheme make it a very 
pleasant spot to be, especially on a 
somewhat gloomy afternoon. 

Mackintosh’s patron for this tea 
room as well as for several others 
was Kate Cranston. These tea 
rooms provided the designer with 
an outlet for his creative energy and com- 
pensated for the greater restraints imposed 
upon him by office practice. They also 
gave him valuable exposure to the public. 

Other important patrons were William 
Davidson, who commissioned Mackintosh 
to do Windyhill, a residence in Kilmacolm 
(which is not open to the public), and Wal- 
ter Blackie, a publisher who in 1902 com- 
missioned Mackintosh to design Hill 
House in Helensburgh. I took the train 
from Queen Street Station, Glasgow, out 
to the pleasant Loch Lommond suburb of 
Helensburgh to see this house, which was 
acquired by the National Trust for Scot- 
land in 1982. As I jostled along in the 
commuter train surrounded by Scottish 
schoolchildren who shouted, laughed, 
fought and smoked an occasional surrepti- 
tious cigarette, I tried to imagine the lofty 
site implied by the name “Hill House.” My

imaginings proved accurate. From the He- 
lensburgh train station it was a 30-minute 
hike, straight uphill, to the house, with 
breathtaking views of Loch Lommond and 
the peculiarly bare hills of Scotland en 
route. 

During my chat with the hostess at Hill 
House, I learned, among other things, that 
the bathroom there housed a shower de- 
signed by Mackintosh that was very likely 
the first one installed in a Scottish house! 
It’s a circular affair, and water comes out 
not from just the top, but also from all 
sides and at all heights. The hostess also 
told me that many non-Scottish visitors to 
Hill House were Japanese, which surprised 
me although I knew that Mackintosh had 
been much influenced by Japanese domes- 
tic architecture and decorative art. 

At this point I realized that my passion 
for the work of Mackintosh was hardly a 
solitary one. Museum personnel comment- 
ed to me on the extraordinarily large num- 
bers of Americans visiting each site, 
second in volume only to the Scottish peo- 
ple themselves. With the increased accessi- 
bility of Mackintosh’s work more 
Americans than ever before are interested 
enough in Mackintosh to make the same 
pilgrimages that I did. 

At the Scotland Street School, however, 
most of the visitors were not Americans, 
but rather Scottish schoolchildren who 
came less to see Mackintosh’s design of the 
building and its interior than to experience 
a few hours in a Victorian classroom. A 
“Victorian” class was in session during my 
visit. Girls had been given white smocks to 
wear, and all the children listened to their 
“Victorian” teacher in awe, taking their 
slates in hand as they were instructed to 
write down some letters. The young man 
who took me through the school told me 
that the children were sometimes unaware 
that she was a contemporary person, not a 
Victorian! 

The Scotland Street School today has 
been taken over by the Glasgow Depart- 
ment of Education and is used as a muse- 
um of the history of education. Although 
the school has been modified considerably 
from Mackintosh’s original—the wooden 
parquet floor is no longer in the gym, and 
areas that were once glass are now solid 
walls—it is still fun to visit. This was a 
building for which Mackintosh had to 


make compromises. He wanted to use 
white stone for the exterior, but had to use 
red sandstone instead because it was 
cheaper and would not become soiled so 
quickly. He also wanted all windows to be 
small-paned, but his request was rejected 
for all of the back windows because of cost. 
Mackintosh even made a special arched 
gateway for the school bell, but when it 
arrived it was too big to put where Mack- 
intosh wanted it. Compromises such as 
these were a recurring theme during Mack- 
intosh’s lifetime. Too often those for whom 
he designed did not fully appreciate his 
artistic ability. 

Mackintosh’s genius in taking design be- 
yond the traditional parameters of his time 
reflected his Scottish background. He often 
used materials indigenous to Scotland; the 
Scottish baronial and Celtic influences 
were evident in his work; and the originali- 
ty of his work indicated an independence 
that was characteristically Scottish. 

Toward the end of our stay, I went to 
see the reconstruction of the principal inte- 
riors of Mackintosh’s 78 Southpark Ave. 
residence at the Hunterian Art Gallery. To 
get there, I walked through neighborhoods 
surrounding Glasgow University. Every 
other building seemed to house an Indian 
restaurant or grocery store, or a student- 
related service such as a student union or a 
Chinese laundry. Like university environs 
everywhere, there were dozens of students 
of all nationalities bustling about on the 
streets, lending the picturesque, hilly area 
a special air of sophistication and vitality. 

On our last night in Glasgow, as we 
shared a final drink in the director’s office, 
Tony Jones showed me some lovely selec- 
tions of cotton cloth that had just been 
hand screen-printed with some of Mackin- 
tosh’s designs. He believes in the designer’s 
tremendous popular appeal and hopes to 
bring the work of Mackintosh to the Unit- 
ed States within the next few years in a 
traveling exhibition. “The work is so vi- 
tal—and through exposure it could reach a 
much broader audience than it has so far,” 
he said. I agree—and I plan to be the first 
in line when Mackintosh design does reach 
this country. @

Ithough Tom has often made the 
suggestion, thinking it would add 
some spice to our dinner table, I 
don’t really have to go to cooking 

classes. I have Mr. Ryan’s. 

Mr. Ryan’s is a rather unusual source 
for culinary ideas as it is a beauty parlor, 
not a cooking school, but recipes pour 
forth every Thursday, the day I go for my 
weekly restoration. I merely have to say 
“What shall I have for supper?” and con- 
tributions come in from every side. These 
country women know what they are talk- 
ing about. Most are the chief chefs of their 
churches’ covered-dish suppers. 

Mr. Ryan’s is in a third of an 1841 stone 
bank barn.

Since I’ve been going to Mr. Ryan’s for 
20 years, I feel very much at home. But 
recently I had to be in New York, and my 
friend Mary Jane decided my hair needed 
help. She made me an appointment at her 
hairdresser, and there J was at Kenneth’s, 
where the likes of Jackie Onassis have their 
heads turned, where glamour reigns. It was 
all very intimidating. 

Whereas Mr. Ryan’s shop is done in 
gray, the shades of most of his customers’ 


hair, Kenneth’s was ablaze with flowers, 
showered with chintz, chaise longues un- 
der the dryers, every room a bouquet. 

I was instantly put into a smock, which 
made me feel a little more at ease as it was 
the color of a grain bag.

AN ANTIQUE GILDED-FRAME MIRROR CAN PERFORM WONDERS. IN THE WORDS 
OF BILLY BALDWIN, “NOTHING MAKES A ROOM SPARKLE LIKE MIRROR.”’ 


By CLINTON HOWELL 
remember the first time I saw the 
Norfolk House music room in 
London’s Victoria and Albert 
Museum. All the moldings, mir- 
ror frames, ceiling motifs and over- 
doors were gilded; I felt oppressed by 
their opulence. That was years ago. 
Ultimately I realized that the decora- 
tive use of gold was never meant as a 
garish exhibition but as a subtle high- 
light. Gilding presents a depth and tex- 
ture that no other decorative surface 
can match. 

The art of gilding was developed by 
the ancient Egyptians to make carved 
wood resemble gold. Technologically 
advanced, today’s gilders lay leaves of 
gold, microscopically thin (about 
1/250,000 of an inch), on specially pre- 
pared surfaces of gesso, a plasterlike 
substance, and variously colored clays. 
The only way the gilder’s work can be 
imitated is by using solid gold. 

More dazzling, even, than gilded 
frames are the glass mirrors frequently 
mounted inside them. Looking glasses, 
first crafted in Venice in the 14th cen- 
tury, reached their decorative apogee 
in the 17th and early 18th centuries. Louis 
XIV’s Hall of Mirrors at Versailles, com- 
pleted in 1689, was a tour de force not only 
for glassmakers, but also for the royal trea- 
sury that could afford such lavishness. 

Imagine standing in that splendid gal- 
lery surrounded by mirrors—18 in each of 
17 huge gilded archways. You might find 
the effect bedazzling, as disturbing in its 
excess as I found the Norfolk House music 
room, but imagine such a room in the 
1600s! It must have seemed magical. 

As looking glasses became more com- 
monplace, the mirror frame—specifically 
the work of the designer-carver—became 
more significant, and much of the work of 
early gilders is still available today. Any- 
one eager to own an antique mirror will 
find a vast legacy of gilded frames in varied

styles and shapes to choose from. Though 
you may have no desire to create a latter- 
day Hall of Mirrors or Norfolk House mu- 
sic room, you'll find that an antique 
gilded-frame mirror can be an important 
enhancement whether your home is tradi- 
tional or contemporary. 

Part of the appeal of antique mirrors is 
that designers no longer feel a need to 
adhere strictly to a single fashionable line. 
I recall seeing an advertisement showing a 
gilded rococo framed mirror hanging in- 
side a simple whitewashed beach cottage. 
Incongruous? Not at all. To me it pointed 
up the fact that today’s designers are icon- 
oclastic enough to draw on traditional ele- 
ments to realize their particular vision. It 
also provided an excellent example of the 
impact a gilded object can have in a room. 


“Framed mirrors, of course, are 
beautiful anywhere,” wrote the late in- 
terior designer Billy Baldwin. And 
they needn’t always be the focus of a 
room. The Victorians used large mir- 
rors with simple molded and gilded 
edges in hallways or wherever the illu- 
sion of space or light was needed. In 
such situations the gilding was subor- 
dinate to the mirror, though important 
nonetheless in making the mirror deco- 
rative. 

No matter how you plan to use an 
antique gilded-frame mirror in your 
home, before purchasing one you 
should be aware—and steer clear—of 
two imitations that are often passed off 
as gold leaf: gold paint and Dutch met- 
al. Gold paint is easy to spot; it looks 
grainy and, if it’s at all old, will have 
turned a moldy gray-green. Dutch 
metal, laid in the same way as gold 
leaf, is more difficult to identify, but it 
too becomes tarnished with age and 
has a slightly green hue when freshly 
applied. Brand-new Dutch metal, 
more recognizable, has a copperlike 
gleam that is not characteristic of gold. 

You should also be aware that two 
entirely different gilding processes are tra- 
ditional. One involves water; the other, oil. 
Most antique mirror frames are water gild- 
ed, which means gold leaf was applied to 
the gesso and clay with water. The surface 
could then be burnished to a high degree, 
virtually to the point where it very closely 
resembled gold. But an artful craftsman 
could tone water gilding so that only the 
highlights have a brilliant sheen. 

In oil gilding—used on furniture, on ob- 
jects exposed to weather and only rarely on 
mirror frames—a varnish is applied to the 
surface, which is allowed to become tacky 
and then gilded. The effect is less attrac- 
tive, because it cannot be burnished, but 
the gilding is just as valuable.

an antiques shop are carved wood; occa- 
sionally, however, they are made of 
compo, a material developed in the 1770s 
that is an amalgam of resin, putty and 
glue. It is easy to mold and rarely cracks. 
With compo, an infinite number of frames 
could be fashioned from a single mold. 
Mirror frames made of compo (in good 
condition as valuable as wooden ones) 
should be avoided if they are damaged 
severely. To repair a compo frame, a new 
mold must be struck and new pieces then 
cast—or damaged portions of a frame 
must be removed and replaced with carved 
wood. Either process is tricky. 

Make sure you don’t mistake compo 
mirror frames for cast plaster, which tends 
to be heavy, with patterns that are large- 
scale and undefined. Plaster mirror frames 
are a 20th-century invention with a limited 
life span due to the temporal nature of the 
material. They are less important and less 
valuable as collectibles. 

Buying an authentic antique gilded- 
frame mirror could mean a substantial in- 
vestment, but it’s always possible to 
discover a bargain. An antiques dealer will 
often turn over goods to make a quick 
profit rather than hold out for market val- 
ue. Similarly you might spot a “find” at an 
auction. Attending one recently, I saw a 
gilded, carved oak mirror sell for $950, far 
below its $4,000 market value.

DECORATING WITH MIRRORS 
“Mirror is mysterious,” the famed de- 
signer wrote in Billy Baldwin Decorates 
(Holt, Rinehart and Winston, 1972), 
his professional credo. “In large shim- 
mering sheets, it can change the shape 
and size of a room. In small flashes, it 
can catch the sparkle of light the way a 
jewel catches the sun.” He offers other 
reflections on using mirror: 

e “It [mirror] makes things bigger—or 
at least I’ve never known it to make 
things smaller.” 

e “Hallways were meant for mir- 
rors. ... Insidé halls, like the ones that 
lead to bedrooms or dressing rooms, are 
exciting if you wall them with mirror.” 
e “Sometimes the prettiest thing to do 
with a framed mirror is to hang it on a 
mirrored wall—far preferable to hang- 
ing a picture there.” 

e “You can never really be sure, until 
it’s finally in place, exactly what magic 
the mirror will make.”

HISTORIC HOMES OPEN THEIR DOORS FOR A WEEKEND FESTIVAL

nce discovered, Providence, 
R.I., tends to win people’s 
lasting affection. The reason 
may be as simple as the Portu- 
guese bread baked in its Fox Point 
neighborhood—sweet, slightly lemony 
and worth crossing state lines for. Or 
the lure may be an art scene where you 
can happen upon the Rhode Island 
School of Design’s next star graduate, a 
glassblower to rival Dale Chihuly or a 
fashion designer who’s the new Nicole 
Miller. For me, one of the most compel- 
ling reasons to visit Providence is its 
true-grit, rags-to-riches preservation 
story, a tale that’s still unfolding on its 
steep, narrow, colonial streets. 

Founded in 1636, Providence, at its 
historic heart, feels more like a New 
England village than a major urban 
center. If you roam its optimistically 
named streets—Benevolent, Benefit, 
Hope—all perched on College Hill with 
a view of the skyscrapered downtown, 
you won’t see the row houses and town 
houses native to Baltimore and Boston. 
Remarkably, almost all of Providence’s 
old houses are freestanding with gar- 
dens tucked in the back or on the side. 
Federal clapboards stand at attention on 
brick sidewalks, along with grand China 
trade mansions, turreted Victorians and re- 
strained Greek Revival homes. 

Though College Hill is largely restored, 
you'll still see an occasional early 1800s 
house disfigured by asphalt shingling, its 
stoop sagging, a remnant of the city’s trou- 
bled past. Beginning in the 1920s, Provi- 
dence was hit with hard times when the 
textile industry shifted from the north to 
the south. By 1950, College Hill had de- 
generated into a slum. ““That was the only 


word for it,” says Antoinette Downing, 


who, at 80, is still the grande dame of the 
city’s preservation movement. “Sometimes 


. a Single Federal clapboard had five tenants 
_ who shared one basement bathroom.” 


Ironically, the neighborhood’s decline 
proved a saving grace. Neglected, its

wealth of historic houses escaped demoli- 
tion. When the threat of bulldozers did 
come in 1955, Providence’s farsighted citi- 
zens, including Mrs. Downing, were quick 
to form one of the first preservation societ- 
ies in the country. In a landmark move, 
they procured funds to study the entire 
College Hill district. “Until then, preserva- 
tion was largely focused on saving a rare 
house or turning a historic site into a mu- 
seum. Rescuing a neighborhood was a new 
idea,”’ says William McKenzie Woodward, 
architectural historian for the Rhode Is- 
land Historical Preservation Commission. 


Historic house tours 

A key factor in the area’s turnaround 
was the house tours launched by the Provi- 
dence Preservation Society in 1958. Today 
a crowd-drawing tradition—3,000 old-

house lovers are expected to attend this 
year’s tours on May 2, 3 and 4—they 
were initially designed to coax people 
into a neighborhood considered danger- 
ous. If people could see the potential of 
the old houses, the theory ran, they 
might join the ranks of the urban pio- 
neers and take on a restoration. The 
theory worked—thanks to individual 
after individual, the neighborhood was 
revived. 

You can hear the details of its rescue 
firsthand from the homeowners you'll 
meet on the historic house tour. Some 
are still earning their preservation 
stripes as they rip up linoleum floors to 
expose wide wood planks and restore 
their houses room by room. Others, 
basking in their reincarnated homes, 
will gladly share with you the horrors 
of life in a “before.” Interestingly, pres- 
ervation extends outside, where old re- 
taining walls have been uncovered so 
period gardens can be planted. 

Though the house tours today. are 
primarily a celebration—a flinging 
open of doors in salute to Providence’s 
renaissance—they still retain their edu- 
cational thrust. Each year, the preser- 
vation society tries to include a 

lesser-known area such as Stimson Ave. 
with its grand Victorian houses that will be 
spotlighted this year. 

I think a day’s outing will suffice, but 
the house tours ($14 each) are spread out 
to offer an enticing excuse to spend a 
weekend getting to know Providence. They 
begin by candlelight on Friday, May 2 
from 6 to 10 P.M. when houses on Benefit, 
John and James Sts. are open to tour- 
goers. Saturday, May 3 from 10 A.M. to 4 
P.M., there’s a house and garden tour cov- 
ering part of the Benefit St. area plus Stim- 
son Ave., where some of the city’s most 
ornate Victorian homes attest to Provi- 
dence’s prosperity as a 19th-century textile 
center. On Saturday evening the candle- 
light tour is repeated. 

To tempt you into a weekend excursion,

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the preservation society is offering packages (from $125) that 
include both house tours, one or two nights at the just-re- 
renovated Biltmore Plaza Hotel, plus special events—a Friday 
night dinner with speakers including Mayor Joseph Paolino and 
Wendy Nicholas, executive director of the Providence Preserva- 
tion Society, and a Sunday brunch downtown at the 1828 
Arcade on 130 Westminster St. This glass-roofed, three-tiered 
shopping center, billed as the oldest in the United States, is one 
of Providence’s star restorations. For details write to the Provi- 
dence Preservation Society, 24 Meeting St., Providence, RI 
02903. If you prefer to arrange your own accommodations and 
perhaps stay in a historic house, contact Bed & Breakfast of 
Rhode Island Inc., PO Box 312, Barrington, RI 02806. Its 
directory ($1) includes 10 houses in the Providence area. 

Since 1986 is Rhode Island’s 350th anniversary and May 4 is 
the state’s Independence Day, parades, concerts, street and 
craft fairs make the house-tour weekend a good one to visit 
Providence. However, you can do as I did—plan your own 
sampling of the city’s architectural riches any time. 

On the simplest level, an afternoon spent wandering and 
house-watching is a pleasure in Providence. You can spot 
cobblestone alleys between houses and notice period fences that 
have been restored to match the house and gardens they en- 
close. You’ll never be at a loss as to the age of a house—most 
restored homes have preservation society plaques bearing such 
information as “built by Zachariah Carpenter, 1798.” 

To learn more about the houses you see, arm yourself with 
the preservation society’s walking-tour booklet about Benefit St. 
(It’s 75 cents at the society’s headquarters, a 1769 brick school- 
house at 24 Meeting St.) Or sign up for the society’s tour of 
Benefit St., which offers a short course in nearly every impor- 
tant building style from 1750 to the 1900s. The tours are held 
May through October on Monday, Wednesday and Friday at 
10 A.M.; Sunday at 2 p.M. The preservation society also offers a 
booklet (75 cents) and runs tours of the historic downtown on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays at 10 A.M. Each is $2.50 
for adults, $1 for children; $6 family maximum. 

Benefit St., dubbed the “‘Mile of History,” is obviously the 
showpiece of College Hill. One reason is that the corner of 
Benefit and Power Sts. was where the venerable John Brown 
decided to build his 1786 Georgian mansion. John Quincy 
Adams described it as ‘the most magnificent and elegant pri- 
vate mansion I have ever seen on this continent.’”’ Though rivals 
for such praise have appeared since, the home of Brown Univer- 
sity’s founder is not to be missed. Decorated to show how the 
family might have lived in the late 18th century, it has an 
excellent collection of early Newport furniture plus treasures 
from China, something one would expect from the man who 
sent the state’s first clipper ship into China. Admission, which 
includes a guided tour, is $2.50 for adults, $1 for students and 
seniors; $7 family maximum. Hours are Tuesday to Saturday, 
11 A.M. to 4 P.M.; Sunday, | to 4 P.M 


Arts and crafts 
A few blocks away is the other leading light of Benefit St.— 
the Museum of Art of the Rhode Island School of Design. Part 
of it is a stately, black-shuttered Georgian mansion, built in 
1906 to house Charles L. Pendleton’s superb decorative arts 
collections. Its attractive rooms showcase some of the best 
(Continued on page 54) 
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examples of Newport, Philadelphia and 
New York furniture in the Chippendale and 
Queen Anne styles. Pendleton House also 
has strong collections of Whieldon ware, 
Chinese export porcelain and silver—a 
Rhode Island specialty. 

The museum’s main building has a very 
fine art collection, from mummies to Mo- 
net. It’s open Tuesday to Saturday, 10 A.M. 
to 5 p.M.; Thursday, 12 to 8 P.M.; Sunday, 
2 to 5 p.M. Admission is $1, adults; 50 
cents, children. Special exhibits this spring 
include “The Eden of America: Rhode Is- 
land Landscapes, 1820-1920,” to April 27; 
“A Photographic Intimacy: The Portrai- 
ture of Rooms, 1865-1900” from February 
28 to May 4; “RISD Graduate Students,” 
May 16 to 31. 

To see what other new talents RISD is 
producing, stop in at the Woods-Gerry 
Mansion, 62 Prospect St. Its high-ceilinged 
rooms, which showcase student art 
throughout the year, will offer senior thesis 
work in May. Though you can usually 
purchase the glass, furniture, textiles and 
ceramics on view at Woods Gerry, some of 
the thesis work, since it is somewhat like a 
diploma, will not be for sale. However, you 
can contact the artists through the gallery 
to see what they’re working on. Woods 
Gerry is open Monday to Friday, 10 A.M. 
to 4 p.M.; Saturday, 11 A.M. to 4 P.M.; 
Sunday, 2 to 5 P.M. 

RISD-watchers in the know also look 
out for two key spring events: the glass and 
ceramics department student sale, usually 
held the second weekend in May in Market 
Square, and the apparel department’s fash- 
ion show, scheduled for May 13, 14 and 
15. Tickets, which go fast, are $30, orches- 
tra; $15, mezzanine. If you spy an outfit 
you'd like to own, set your alarm early on 
the morning of May 17, and bring your 
checkbook to the RISD Auditorium, 2 Ca- 
nal St. Though the lines are said to resem- 
ble those at Filene’s basement, the chance 
to buy one-of-a-kind clothing is worth the 
wait. For details, call the RISD apparel 
department: (401) 331-3511. 

Brown University also is a contributor 
to the Providence art scene. Its tiny Sarah 
Doyle Gallery. part of a women’s center, 
focuses on New England women artists, 
from painters to weavers. From May 16 to 
26 it will show works by graduating seniors.

Designer fabrics at retail 

One of Providence’s best art and design 
resources is Verlaine Inc. at 128 N. Main 
St. You can see through its windows that 
fabric is its forte. And indeed, Verlaine is 
one of the few national retail outposts 
where you can buy decorator fabrics— 
from Brunschwig & Fils to Schumacher— 
without going through an interior design- 
er. So if you’re longing for a certain chintz 
for your curtains, bring your window di- 
mensions with you to Providence. Verlaine 
also showcases furniture and crafts by 
Rhode Island artists. Though its selection 
varies, you can count on imaginative hand- 
painted side tables ($350) by artist Michael 
Guy, with bases that range from sailboats 
to Art Deco figures. As you might suspect, 
the one-of-a-kind motifs are generally cus- 
tom-ordered. 

Providence’s art scene also reflects its 
ethnic composition with the brilliantly col- 
ored appliqué work done by the Hmongs, 
refugees from Laos who have established a 
large community in Rhode Island. Their 
exquisite handiwork is available at the 
Peaceable Kingdom, a shop specializing in 
folk art from around the world. (It’s a 
good source for Turkish kilims and pot- 
tery.) Hmong appliquéd squares, overlays 
of the most tempting colors, are $4.50 to 
$600; vests and clothing are also available. 
On May 3, Hmong artist Chang Xiong will 
demonstrate pa ndau—her native appli- 
qué—from | to 5 P.M. at the shop, located 
at 436 Wickenden St. 


Ethnic food 

Walk down steep Wickenden St. and 
you'll notice old houses that, though well 
cared for, are still covered in asphalt shin- 
gling—another preservation horizon for 
Providence. But house-watching is not the 
reason most people roam Wickenden St.— 
its Portuguese bakeries are. At Faria, one 
of the best known (at 395 Wickenden), 
treat yourself to a sweet roll, 39 cents, as a 
teaser. Round loaves of Portuguese sweet 
bread, which you can smell baking, are 
$1.35 to $2.49; English muffin-shaped bo- 
los levedos, a heavier version of the bread, 
are $1.49 for six. More temptations include 
Portuguese cookies—meringues and biscoi- 
tos—plus an American standby, chocolate 
chip, for gringos. 

Another hilltop haven for ethnic food 
can be found on the opposite side of Provi- 
dence in Federal Hill. The red, white and 
green line painted down its main street, 


Atwells Ave., doesn’t clue you in to its 
Italian heritage, the names of the shops 
and restaurants—Grotta Azzurra, Piccolo 
Mondo—will. Bakeries are a must, of 
course. Treat yourself to sfigidelle, a cus- 


. tard-filled pastry, and cappuccino, or pick 


up some barely sweet red wine biscuits to 
take home. If it’s lunchtime, do not miss 
the pizza at Caserta’s on 121 Spruce St. (a 
block off Atwells). The decor is sort of 
early bowling alley but the pizza... great. 
Also try Caserta’s specialty, the oddly 
named Wimpy Skippy made with a folded- 
over crust stuffed with spinach, cheese and 
pepperoni, $2.75 and not dietetic. 

In Providence, there is very little chance 
of going hungry as good restaurants 
abound. On College Hill, try Al Forno at 7 
Steeple St., just off Benefit. Owned by 
RISD graduates and staffed by RISD stu- 
dents in artsy garb, it has just 10 tables. 
However, its interestingly prepared pastas 
and menu of grilled meats and vegetables 
are worth waiting for—especially since you 
can have a seat in the bar area and order 
the superb grilled pizza of your choice. 
Also on College Hill is the Bluepoint Oys- 
ter Bar at 99 N. Main St., known for its 
oyster bar and seafood specialties, and Pa- 
nache at 125 N. Main St., good for lunch- 
time quiches, homemade breads and soups. 
L’Elizabeth at 285 S. Main St. serves tea 
and pastries in a romantic setting with 
brown Victorian sofas, and lace-clothed ta- 
bles. The spot for locally made ice cream: 
Big Alice’s at 100 Hope St. 

Downtown near the Biltmore Plaza Ho- 
tel is yet another fine Italian restaurant, 
Anthony’s at 70 Washington St. And on 
the way from downtown towards the re- 
stored wharf area of Providence is Huri- 
cane at 1 Franklin Square. Decorated with 
spattered walls, a black and white floor 
and a stylish Miami Vice look, it’s known 
for its desserts—especially chocolate truffle 
cake—as well as an innovative menu. 

All around Huricane in the wharf area 
you'll see signs of Providence on the move. 
At Corliss Landing, a former waterfront 
factory has just been converted into condo- 
miniums. At Davol Square, a Quincy Mar- 
ket-like shopping center has been carved 
out of a factory. Its stores include Laura 
Ashley, Talbot’s, Renovator’s Supply Co., 
and across the street in another restored 
brick building at 10 Davol Square, Coun- 
try Curtains and Workbench. Despite such 
shopping lures, the neighborhood still has 
an industrial feel—active smokestacks tow- 
er behind Davol Square—because Provi- 
dence is very much a city in progress. 
Anyone who has not been there in several 
years will find it full of surprises. @

‘{ entral to the success of this house is the way its interior 1,500 square feet 
if were laid out. As can be seen in the floor plans (below), the architects 
VY favored curves and angles, creating an asymmetrical arrangement of 
spaces within a strict symmetrical form. In decorating the house, says 
Mrs. Gomez, “‘I tried to be sensitive to the architecture. Even in rooms that are 
very small I was able to create the illusion of expanded space by the way I 
worked with pattern, color and scale.’’ Walls throughout were painted white; 
mantels and wood trim, a rich vanilla. Fabrics are in soft colors and subtle 
patterns that add to the rooms’ free-flow feeling and also point up the classic 
shapes of the furniture. All but antiques are from Drexel Heritage. 
To link each room visually, the floors downstairs were hand-painted in a 
simple geometric by Kathryn Ronfor and Laurel Douglas, who also painted the 
border on the skirted table fabric in the dining room (right).

One reason the house works so well is 
that there is no wasted space, not in its 
design or in the way it was decorated. To 
add ambience and an overall patina, Mrs. 
Gomez embellished each room with a vari- 
ety of antiques—such as an actual family 
might have collected. All coordinate per- 
fectly with the contemporary furnishings. 
But most important, the designer makes 
clear, she “wanted to show that, with 
proper planning, it’s possible for rooms to 
appear almost double in size. And the 
spaces here flow easily and logically from 
one room to the next.” 

Arranged in 1,500 usable square feet are 
three bedrooms (one furnished as a sitting 
room), a living room with fireplace, a 
kitchen-dining room (also with fireplace), 
a library, a laundry area plus two full bath- 
rooms and a powder room. The master 
bathroom (not shown) has American Stan- 
jard’s new Lexington Soaking Bath in a 
creamy Blond color—a five-foot-long

whirlpool tub that is big enough for two. 

“The house is a masterpiece of versatili- 
ty and style,” says H. Charles McNally, 
president of Lanid Corporation. “And we 
went way beyond the ordinary in building 
it. Everything had to fit perfectly; not even 
the slightest error could be tolerated. No 
doubt about it: This prototype called for 
exceptional carpentry skills, which are 
costly. But if you eliminate some of the 
detailing, I think the house could be built 
on any suburban size lot in the country for 
about $70 a square foot—exclusive of land 
costs, of course. That figure will certainly 
vary, depending on where you plan to 
build.” A two-car garage, not shown, is 
included in the house plans.

because there are no creative 
restraints. Last year’s De- 
signer Show House (to bene- 
fit the Rogers Memorial Li- 
brary in Southampton, 
N.Y.) had particular cachet 
because of the setting: an 88- 
year-old summer estate 
owned by the late Cordelia 
Biddle Robertson, generous 
patron of the community 
and legendary hostess. Dur- 
ing her lifetime, 25-room 
Wyndecote bubbled with the 
comings and goings of Cor- 
delia’s family, friends and 
such notables as the Duke 
and Duchess of Windsor, 
Charlie Chaplin and John F. 
Kennedy. With Wynde- 
cote’s glorious past in mind, 
many of the designers invit- 
ed to participate in the show house hon- 
ored Cordelia the hostess while retaining 
or even challenging the quirks of the old 
house. As an example, this elegant break- 
fast room was once a combination laundry 
room. and maid’s dining area strewn with 
ld appliances and broken furniture. What 
tracted Gary Crain to this disaster? “I 
vas very interested in doing a breakfast

fect place.”” Mr. Crain’s resourceful sleight 
of hand extended the mood of the garden 
with floral fabrics and walls that are 
sponge-painted with cream and yellow, 
then stenciled with a design similar to the 
fabric. “The laundry tubs actually allowed 
me to bring the flowers of the garden in- 
side,’ explains Mr. Crain. Since some gar- 
dening is meant to take place indoors, the 
floor had to be easy to maintain. The solu- 


tion: trompe l'oeil painting 
and coats of polyurethane 
for durability. Chris Becker 
planted the garden and 
chose matching plants for 
the laundry tubs. The shelf 
above the tubs, once stocked 
with laundry detergents and 
cleaning supplies, now dis- 
plays botanicals, books and 
favorite knickknacks. Enter- 
taining idea: Instead of one 
large centerpiece for the din- 
ing table, individual sprays 
of flowers are placed at each 
setting. They can also serve 
as hostess gifts. 

Gary Crain’s breakfast 
room is highly representa- 
tive of what the rest of the 
house looked like after deco- 
ration. Artist-touched sur- 
faces, English-style chintzes 
and gracefully contoured 
furnishings predominated, 
‘capturing a spirit that’s En- 
glish in feeling but strictly American in 
interpretation. It was pure coincidence 
that each room in some way related to the 
next—as if the house were decorated by 
one person. Apparently Wyndecote’s ro- 
mantic spirit inspired the designers simi- 
larly. Many of them felt the result was 
particularly appropriate for Wyndecote. 
But in fact, its romantic style is translat- 
able to all houses great or small. > 
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Classical lines and feminine details blend together in this pristine 
show house bedroom by Mark Hampton and his associate, Dennis Rolland. 
Since the room is small, the furnishings.and fabrics were chosen in an 
appropriate scale; the genteel backdrop shown here is compatible with 
memorabilia collected-—and organized—on the mantel and dressing table.

ven though this room was the larg- 
est of Wyndecote’s servants’ quar- 
ters, it measured only nine feet 
wide and fourteen feet long, and 
with the chimney taking up one wall, space 
was even more restricted. Here’s how 
Douglas Rowe of Greenbaum Interior De- 
sign Center surmounted the problem. 
First, he made the room appear larger 
by suggesting height. Rowe covered the 
walls with green and white mattress tick- 
ing, and even upholstered the ceiling. The 
vertical stripes carry the eye upward, and 
“extending the wallcovering over the ceil- 
ing connected the room’s angles,” he ex- 
plains. Upholstered walls also make the 
room quieter by absorbing noise. Welting 
in the same fabric finishes the edges, and 
combing the paint on the window trim 
continues the stripe pattern. 
The window provides an illusion of big- 
ness, also because Rowe hung the curtains 


almost a foot above the window frame. 
Furthermore, antique Venetian prints lined 
up underneath the frame make the window 
appear larger...and certainly more gra- 
cious. A special bonus: Placed low, the 
prints can be seen more intimately, espe- 
cially for someone seated at the desk. The 
Regency mirror doubles as another ‘“‘win- 
dow,” and gives a sense of depth. 

The antiques—mostly English—punctu- 
ate this writing retreat. In fact, they are 
especially chosen for their substantial size, 
to balance out the print of the wallpaper. 
Rowe explains: “In a small room, I think 
it’s important not to make the furnishings 
too tiny. All the pieces I used have 
strength.’’ By strength, he also means 
character. For example, the reproduction 
pinwheel chair is particularly striking and 
on the other side of the room (not shown) 
he opted for a pair of tufted chairs with 
graceful sloping backs.

played-down contemporary look is what Michael de 

Santis wanted to achieve. Indeed, he was one of the 

few show house designers who did not choose florals 

as a predominant theme. Yet his dining room has a 
soft, light-filled romance in keeping with the rest of the house. 
Why? The reason lies in the golden, enveloping tones of aged 
ivory that wash over the furnishings and walls like spilt 
cream. The technique involves striating, sponging, rubbing 
and glazing the once-stark walls with different shades of 
cream and white. The chairs and leather-covered table were 
also treated to match. 

To highlight the windows, Mr. de Santis sandblasted indi- 
vidual glass panes with geometric designs and tacked them 
over the inside of the windows. The result is much more 
sophisticated and architectural than drapery. To shade the 
double-hung window, Mr. de Santis used a wood-framed 
raffia screen. 

The accessories, even the columnar light on the cabinet, 
were chosen to echo architectural solidarity and permanence. 
Ever so simple, a cotton dhurrie rug is the only pattern 
allowed to play in this dining sanctum. 
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Above: Sleek accessories and subtle borders sandblasted onto 
windows underscore the grace of the architecture. A cabinet 
by Carole Gratale replaces a built-in sideboard.

NEW LOOK 


The royal governor was the first with the latest 
from England—from new paint colors to silverware 


s stunning as the Governor’s Pal- 

ace was to Williamsburg resi- 

dents in the 1770s—when even 

many well-to-do Virginians lived 

in tiny two-or three-room houses—it is no 

less shocking to visitors today, although 

for different reasons. While the exterior 

looks reassuringly familiar (below), the in- 

terior, with its richly colored walls and 

rough, scrubbed-pine floors, bears little re- 

semblance to so-called ‘‘Williamsburg 

style.” And yet the recently redecorated 

rooms are an accurate re-creation of the 

palace from 1768 to 1770, when Norborne 

Berkeley, Baron de Botetourt, was the 
sixth governor of Virginia. 

The recent refurnishing was based on 


the inventory drawn up after Lord Bote- 
tourt’s death in 1770. Although this ex- 
traordinarily valuable document (describ- 
ing more than 16,500 items in the palace 
and outbuildings) has always been in the 
state archives, it was not used as a strict 
guideline for furnishing the palace when it 
was rebuilt between 1931 and 1934 (the 
original burned in 1781). John Davis, se- 
nior curator, explains, ‘““The curators who 
rebuilt the palace chose a general interpre- 
tation of an upper-class house during the 
18th century, but the recent emphasis in 
Williamsburg has been on showing how 
rooms were used by a particular person in 
a narrow time frame.”’ And that led to the 
overhaul of the palace in 1981.

basic evidence for refurnishing the palace 


f all the surprising rooms in the 
; recently refurnished Governor’s 

Palace, the one that conforms 

least to our notions of colonial 
grandeur is the butler’s pantry (right) to 
the left of the entrance hall. Here, in what 
is usually a formal room in a grand house, 
are shelves stocked with glasses and wine 
bottles, candles hanging from hooks and a 
daybed covered with casual red and white 
checks. And yet no room illustrates more 
dramatically Colonial Williamsburg’s new 
emphasis on social history. ‘‘For the last 
ten or fifteen years,’’ says John Davis, ‘‘the 
study of decorative arts here has been very 
closely tied to social history—to how 
spaces were used and how people lived. In 
the thirties re-creation, each room was fur- 
nished beautifully but separately. We, 
however, wanted to show how the rooms 
worked together because that, in turn, 
shows the very structured society of the 
time. A visitor would progress from hall to 
front parlor, and then perhaps to the up- 
stairs hall, depending on his rank.” In fact, 
it made a great deal of sense for Lord 
Botetourt’s butler (who came over from 
England with him) to be near the front 


door where he could see who was coming 
and going. And it was in this room that he 
kept the accounts, supervised the staff of 
25 and probably even slept so that he could 
keep an eye on all the silver. 

Most of the evidence for furnishing the 
butler’s pantry as it is now (rather than 
keeping it as the formal family dining 
room of the 1931 interpretation) came 
from Lord Botetourt’s inventory. Perhaps 
because Lord Botetourt’s heir was the 
Duke of Beaufort the inventory drawn up 
after his death was unusually detailed and 
precise, listing every item, from the por- 
traits of King George III and Queen Char- 
lotte (and their gauze covers for summer) 
in the ballroom to the ground glass stop- 
pers stored in the butler’s pantry. 

hile the 1770 inventory was 
the great inspiration for the 
recent refurnishing of the pal- 
ace, the curators and research 
staff sifted through hundreds of supporting 
documents—inventories of other royal 
governors, household account books, pri- 
vate papers and letters—comparing items 
from one account to the next, finding sec- 
ond references for every bit of evidence. >

he detective work that went into 

refurnishing the Governor’s Palace 

makes the sleuthing in an Agatha 

Christie mystery seem absurdly 
simple. From poring over the account 
books of Lord Botetourt’s butler (discov- 
ered at Badminton House, the ancestral 
country seat of the Dukes of Beaufort) to 
tracking down furniture reputed to have 
been in the palace when the Revolution 
began, the curators and research staff fol- 
lowed every lead, investigated every clue. 
When inventories, account books and let- 
ters proved insufficient, the staff turned to 
prints and paintings. 

“From studying pictures made at the 
time we know that furniture was generally 
lined up around the edges of the room— 
especially in a parlor or dining room,” says 
Liza Gusler, teaching curator. ‘Furniture 
grouped in the middle was a Victorian 
concept. We also know from the paintings 





and from housekeeping manuals that 
floors were scrubbed, usually with sand to 
get up dirt and mud, until they were very 
light. Because the light color showed off 
the lines of the walnut and mahogany fur- 
niture much more dramatically than a 
dark floor, people didn’t mind paying for 
elaborately carved claw and ball feet.” 
And always the sleuthing involved 
tracking down detail after detail. The wall- 
paper in the ballroom is a good example. 
“We knew that canvas was put on the 
masonry walls, and inexpensive cartridge 
paper over that,” says John Davis. “And 
we also knew the top layer was fine paper 
like that used in elephant-size folios. What 
we didn’t know was whether the sheets 
were staggered or hung in rows. We wrote 
to John Cornforth, a leading English archi- 
tectural historian, and he sent photos of a 
recent restoration in Denmark showing 
that the folio sheets were staggered.”

he second floor of Ryan Collier’s house is an 

example of designer Waldo Fernandez’s struc- 

tural ingenuity. A closet was transformed into 

the now sumptuous bathroom, and a small bal- 
cony became the much larger master bedroom. The 
cream-colored Italian travertine found in the bedroom 
is used throughout the bathroom, equipped with whirl- 
pool tub, steam shower, speakers and a telephone. 

The round, slatted wall design in the bathroom (in- 
set) is actually a one-way window with a view of the 
media room below; the same design is repeated in the 
bedroom, this time looking out to the Pacific Ocean. 
This sparing but essential use of curves helps break up 
the predominantly straight-line geometry of the rooms. 
Mirrors are another important element: They show off 
architectural lines. 

It would seem that Ryan Collier, still only in his mid- 
20s, has already achieved his dream house. “I suppose I 
could probably stay here the rest of my life,” he says. 
“With four bathrooms and so much unused space 
there’s a lot of room for growing.’ But for now, his 
main concern in this otherwise easy-care house is with 
remarks Mr. Collier jokingly, ‘“‘are 
the only things that need constant cleaning.”

THE GARDENER 
AS SCULPTOR 


The keeper of green animals, Barbara Gallup 


cultivates a new form of imaginative topiary 


he training of shrubs into orna- 

mental forms is an art whose roots 

can be traced back to ancient 

China, Egypt and Caesar’s Rome. 
Ars topiarii, in other words. One classical 
example, the Tuscan estate of Pliny the 
Younger, is described as having “dense 
evergreens trimmed into a variety of forms 
... divers animals in box ... a walk en- 
closed by tonsile evergreens.” However, 
you needn’t delve into history books to 
discover the many variations of topiary art. 
Perhaps your own yard is living proof of 
what steady clipping and patience can 
reap. And then there are the public places 
where landscape architects create elaborate 
forms: Green Animals in Portsmouth, 
R.I., and Ladew Topiary Gardens near 
Monkton, Md., for example. 

Sites of topiary feats are familiar ground 
to Barbara Gallup, a walking encyclopedia 
on the subject and an avid practitioner. In 
fact, she has more blue ribbons from major 
flower shows than room to display them. 
In between garnering prizes, Ms. Gallup 
repairs to her vintage Delaware Valley 
house with its trained plant life and green 
menagerie outdoors and inside. 

“Tm essentially a beast lover” is one 
explanation she gives for the many four- 
legged inhabitants who depend upon her 


green thumb for existence. And like hon- 


est-to-goodness pets, they have proper 
names. There’s Rupert, the kitchen dog, 
Oliver and Olivia, the living room foxes; 
Fiona and Daphne, the giraffe and deer,

nside the greenhouse you see more 

animals growing with coats of creep- 

ing fig or ivy—two plants Ms. Gallup 

finds most dependable. One horse, 
groomed for show, has another blue ribbon 
to his credit, while the mate to a jumping 
horse is still away at a photography session 
(last seen he was leaving for London with 
his new owner, Lord Snowden). It just so 
happens that Ms. Gallup’s creative garden- 
ing has become a business enterprise as 
well as a source of pleasure. 

Totally Topiary, Stockton, N.J., is her 
headquarters, otherwise known as home. 
During the mild months she devotes 
boundless energy to filling topiary orders 
for both public and private events. How 
did she develop such a thriving art? 
“Through trial and error,’ she exclaims 
with a hearty laugh. Yet the subject of 
topiary is not to be taken lightly. Jolly as 
she is about her “beasties and whimsies,”’ 
she’s a self-taught artist with a desire to 
document all she’s learned—that includes 
training herbal trees as well. To that end, 
Ms. Gallup is working on a book (to be 
published next year) on a type of gardening 
she likens to needlepoint. “You can get 
different ‘stitches’ with different plant ma- 
terials. That’s the creative part of these 
portable topiaries. The only trick is imagi- 
nation.”’ She goes on to say how important 
it is to pick a form you like, to have “rap- 
port” with whatever form you choose be- 
cause you must spend so much time 
pruning, misting and feeding. Indeed, Ms. 
Gallup is never far from her tools: wire 
forms (some prized antiques) that are the 
framework of her animals, seamstress scis- 
sors for pruning and plastic lazy Susans for 
revolving plants while clipping. 

Giving personality to these creatures of 
imagination is the ultimate goal. For exam- 
ple, when you look into the eyes of Barbara 
Gallup’s animals, you’d swear they were 
real. As it turns out, she discovered Tohi- 
kon Glass Eyes, a leading resource for taxi-

A HOUSE BEAUTIFUL BROWNIE RECIPE 


Brownie: 
3/4 cup unsalted butter, melted 
1 cup sugar 
1-1/2 teaspoons yanilla 
3 large eggs 
3/4 cup unsifted all-purpose flour 
1/2 cup unsweetened cocoa 
1/2 teaspoon baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/2 cup semisweet chocolate chips 


Frosting: 
1 square (1 ounce) unsweetened chocolate 
1/2 tablespoon unsalted butter 
3/4 cup confectioners’ sugar 
1 tablespoon hot water 


|_| In large mixing bowl, blend together 
butter, sugar and vanilla. Beat in eggs. 

_| In separate bowl, combine flour, cocoa, 
baking powder and salt. Add gradually to 


egg mixture and mix until thoroughly in- 
corporated. Fold in chocolate chips. 

[| Spread in buttered 8-by-8-inch square 
baking pan and bake in preheated 350° 
oven 40 to 45 minutes or until brownies 
just begin to pull away from edges of pan. 
Cool on rack. 

[_] Meanwhile, make frosting: In medium 
saucepan, melt chocolate with butter over 
low heat, stirring constantly. Beat in con- 
fectioners’ sugar and water until smooth. If 
necessary, stir in additional drops of hot 
water until frosting is of spreading consis- 
tency. Spread on slightly cooled brownies; 
cut into squares. Recipe makes 16 
two-inch brownies.

REDS AND WHITES 


ost wine lovers associate 

Italian wines with centuries- 

old classics like Chianti and 

Barolo or the ubiquitous 
Lambruscos and Soaves—but not with 
brilliant new bottlings. Yet today Italy 
is a hotbed of experimentation in wine- 
making, and as a result, a whole new 
group of wines has been created. In 
many cases, these new-wave wines are 
among the best Italy has to offer, rival- 
ing top bottlings from France and Cali- 
fornia, and well worth trying. 

The grandfather of this new genera- 
tion of wines is Tignanello, first offered 
by the well-known Tuscan firm of An- 
tinori in 1971. It’s a red blend that devi- 
ates from the region’s traditional 
Chianti recipe because it contains some 
Cabernet Sauvignon and is aged in new 
oak barrels, Bordeaux-style. The ’81 
vintage is deep and rich (about $18). 

Tignanello’s success has spurred oth- 
ers to create brilliant red wines incorpo- 
rating new grape varieties and oak 
aging. Among them are two well-bal- 
anced, flavorful Tuscan reds, Le Per- 
gole Torte from Monte Vertine (’81 is 
about $16) and the Grifi from Avignon- 
esi (81 is about $15). I’ve been even 
more impressed with the subtle, stylish 
Ornato of Pio Cesare in Piedmont (’82 is 
about $12) and the marvelously deep, 
rich San Giorgio of Lungarotti in Um- 
bria (the ’78 is about $15). There’s even 
a delightful, chillable nouveau-style 
light red called Santa Costanza from 
the Banfi estate in Tuscany that has the 
fruity appeal of Beaujolais (about $5). 

Whites have benefitted from all this 
experimentation, too. Three top whites 
I most enjoyed recently are the ’83 Po- 
mino Bianco of Frescobaldi in Tuscany 
(about $6), the elegant Luna dei Feldi 
from Santa Margarita in Veneto (’83 is 
about $10) and the rich Vintage Tunina 
from Jermann in Fruili (about $16).

MICROWAVE 
CORNER

Cooking winter squash and root vegeta- 
bles can be quick and easy—let the mi- 
crowave oven speed up the process! And 
although the aroma from a pot of home- 
made soup bubbling away on the back 
burner is comforting indeed, you can 
save time by using the microwave oven 
for such time-consuming dishes. 

Vegetables cooked in the microwave 
require less liquid than those cooked in a 
conventional manner and as a result, 
they retain more nutrients. 

Remember to pierce the winter squash 
through to the center for steam to escape 
and to prevent it from exploding. 

Choose beets that are as uniform in 
size as possible. If the beets vary greatly 
in size, check them during cooking and 
remove the smaller beets as they become 
tender. (This is a good rule to follow for 
all foods cooked in a microwave oven 
when size is not uniform.)

HERBS IN THE KITCHEN: 
COOKING AND PRESERVING 

e Fresh herbs lose some of their flavor 
when cooked, so it is best to add them 
the last few minutes of cooking or just 
before serving. 

e@ Dried herbs can be substituted for 
fresh herbs in most recipes. Remember 
that fresh herbs are not as strong as 
dried; the basic rule is 3 teaspoons fresh 
herbs for 1 teaspoon dried. 

@ Some dried herbs—thyme, rosemary, 
winter savory, sage and bay for exam- 
ple—seem to have almost as much fla- 
vor as fresh herbs. 

© Dried herbs tend to lose their pungen- 
cy when exposed to light and heat so 
store in a cool, dark place in tightly 
closed jars. Even properly stored, re- 
place dried herbs after one year. 

e Gather long-stemmed herbs into 
small bunches; tie the ends together 
with string and hang them upside down 
with space in between bunches for air to 
circulate in a dim, dry place. 

e@ To dry leaves and petals individual- 
ly—trose petals, scented geraniums or 
lemon verbena, for example—or whole 
flowerheads without the stems, scatter 
them in a drying tray. (Buy from an 
herb shop; make your own by stretch- 
ing muslin, nylon screening or netting 
tightly over a simple wooden frame; or 
use a shallow basket, or clean window 
screen propped up on bricks). 

e Drying time will vary from 2 to 10 
days, depending on the humidity in the 
air and the moisture in the leaves and 
flowers themselves. 

e If weather is very damp, spread herbs 
on a baking sheet and finish drying 
them in an oven set at the lowest tem- 
perature with the door ajar so moisture 
can escape. They are ready when crisp 
and brittle. The faster they dry, the 
more color and fragrance they'll retain.

As we feature the entries from our second 
Best Small House competition (see the win- 
ning entry on pages 6] to 71) and prepare to 
break ground for next year’s winning de- 
sign, we delight in the variety of solutions 
architects found for today’s living style 
within an economical 1,500 square feet. 

The architects we invite to participate 
receive a detailed set of guidelines devised 
to meet the needs of many of our readers. 
Fifteen hundred square feet is close to the 
national median and, moreover, these little 
houses contain space-saving ideas for 
dwellings of all sizes. 

We seek a house with the versatility to 
be an ideal home for a young family, a first 
home for a couple or a suitable retreat for 
“empty nesters” with visiting children. We 
therefore stipulate that the house contain 
three bedrooms, two baths plus powder 
room plus a multipurpose bonus room that 
could be a study, library, guest or hobby 
room. Moreover, the house should be suit- 
able to a medium-size lot (maximum 
width: 80 feet) in any suburb without re- 
gional limitations. 

While the house can have no more than 
1,500 square feet of livable space, we do 
not want a stripped-down home but rather 
encourage the contestants to design as 
many amenities as the space will allow. We 
ask, as an example, for a state-of-the-art 
kitchen that concedes nothing to its com- 
pact size. And we invite the unexpected: 
unusual windows, skylights and detailing, 
outdoor spaces that serve to extend the 
living space without adding to the interior 
footage. 

In accordance with the wishes of the 
American Wood Council, our co-sponsor 
in this venture, we require that wood be 
used for the frame, siding, trim and some 
of the interior applications (such as floor- 
ing, cabinets, built-ins, doors and wood 
paneling). However, we encourage the con- 
testants to infuse the familiar wood vocab- 
ulary with fresh ideas. 

The variety of entries we’ve received 
demonstrates both the extent of our con- 
testants’ imaginations and the versatility of 
wood as a building material.

In 
fact, over 250 plans have been ordered for 
our first Best Small House competition 
winner, designed by Lester R. Walker and 
published in our October 1984 issue.

pened on a mirror whose frame had very 
obviously been regilded. Moreover, after 
examining the way the surface layer was 
chipping, I felt instinctively that another 
layer of gilding lay under the late-19th- 
century carved gesso. Bidding was modest; 
I bought the mirror for $2,300. Once I got 
it home I subjected it to some 50 hours of 
“dry stripping,” a method of picking away 
the newer layer with dental tools. Millime- 
ter by millimeter I uncovered a finely 
carved c. 1735 frame whose gilded surface 
was virtually intact. The mirror was then 
worth more than twice what I paid for it. 
Finds like this one are infrequent. My 
advice is buy the very best you can afford. 
When shopping for an antique gilded mir- 
ror learn as much as you can about what’s 
available, look as much as you have to, 
then act decisively when you see what you 
like. As Billy Baldwin once wrote, ““Noth- 
ing makes a room sparkle like mirror.”

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YOUR COLLECTIBLES 








By RALPH and TERRY KOVEL 


These covered vases seem to be made of a painted metal. 
Each has a different seascape in the oval center. They are 
about 12 inches in height. What is their value? 

—J.G., Ann Arbor, Mich. 


A. You own a pair of 
chestnut urns. They were 
used to carry hot chestnuts 
from the open fireplace to 
the dining table. Most of 
these urns were made in 
pairs. They were produced 
in France, Holland and 
England from about 1770 
to 1820. Iron was plated 
with tin to avoid any rust 
and then it was painted for 
added beauty. In England 
this sort of painted metal 
was called “Pontipool ware’; it was called “‘japanned ware” in 
most other places. Your urns appear to be Continental and the 
shape suggests they are probably French. They have the popular 
lion handles and acorn finials. This type of urn was often repro- 
duced during the late 19th century and again in the 20th century. 
Original old urns in good condition are worth about $750. 





My firescreen is covered with a fabric that is disintegrat- 
ing. Should I replace the torn material or will that lower 
the value? —M.M., Savannah, Ga. 


A. Your firescreen is typical 
of American Renaissance 
Revival furniture made 
about 1870 to 1880. The 
wooden frame has been ‘‘eb- 
onized,” which is a more 
elaborate finish than just 
black paint. The decoration 
of incised lines has been em- 
bellished with gilt. Original 
condition always adds to the 
value of any antique. If the 
cloth is so damaged it is un- 
attractive, it can be replaced. 
The next owner might also 
want a usable piece of furni- 
ture. Try to find a fabric or j 

covering similar to one that would have been used in the 19th 
century. Screens like yours were often covered with needlepoint or 
beaded tapestries. Although they look like firescreens they were 
often just another type of ornament for the room. Your screen 
should sell at auction for about $600 to $800. 





My large white bust of a man is marked “Colin Camp- 
bell, E. W. Wyon” and has the impressed mark ‘“‘Wedg- 
wood.” How old is it? Is it valuable? 

—J.M., New York, N.Y. 


A. The bust is made of Carra- 
ra ware, a hard porcelain that 
was cast in a mold. It was 
named for the marble quar- 
ried at Carrara, Italy. A more 
common name today is “‘Pari- 
an.” The famous English fac- 
tory of Josiah Wedgwood 
started making Cararra ware 
in 1849. E. W. Wyon was the 
artist who made many of the 
pieces produced by Wedg- 
wood. General Sir Colin 
Campbell was a British mili- 
tary hero. A bust of Sir 
Campbell sold at auction in 1979 for only $225. The serious 
collectors of Wedgwood and the decorators who have recently 
rediscovered the ‘“‘Victorian look” would now pay up to $1,000. 





Where and when was my mahogany chair made? 
—R.T., Sacramento, Calif. 


A. Style and construction methods are the clues to the origin of 
any piece of furniture. Your chair’s back is a variation of a wheel 
spoke back, possibly an adaptation of one of the mid-18th-century 
“Chinese Chippendale” patterns. The square legs and front 
stretcher are also from the Chippendale period. The legs would 
have been curved, reeded or ta- 
pered by 1800, and there would 
have been no stretcher. The 
arms are joined to the center of 
the seat, a characteristic of the 
1750s design. By 1800 the chair 
arms were usually attached at 
the top of the front legs. Your 
chair seems to date from about 
1760. The cushion on the seat 
seems to be a recent addition. 
The chair is probably English, 
the dragonlike creature and the 
shape of the chair’s back are the 
clues. If it is in near-original 
condition and has an appropri- 
ate chair seat under the cush- 
ion, your chair is worth 
around $750.m@

THINKING ALOUD 





IN VERY-UP-TO-DATE JAPAN, OLD MINKA 
AND AGELESS CRAFTS ARE A MATTER OF THE HEART 


How much there is to learn from a cul- 
ture whose refinements predate by cen- 
turies those of the West! Japan is 
therefore a significant addition to our 
series, International Country Style. 
Planning our story involved months 
of careful study on the part of Mar- 
garet Kennedy, our executive edi- 
tor, who sought out the Japanese 
folk houses, or minka, on pages 80 
to 91, and returned with these be- 
hind-the-scenes impressions.

ne of the first lessons 

learned from looking at 

minka is simply to adopt a dif- 

ferent way of looking. We note 
the beauty of the wood, the grain brought 
out by years of polishing, the textures, the 
quality of the joinery, the patterns of fil- 
tered light, the framing of a garden view. 
All in what seems to be an empty room! 
But this orderly restraint forces a subtle 
approach, and we learn to seek out and 
appreciate the quiet details. 

Nine years ago when Bill Tingey, our 
architectural scholar and interpreter, came 
to Japan from England, he literally im- 
mersed himself in Japanese architecture. 
Faced with small living quarters, he and 
his wife adopted the clean tatami-mat 
style, just to keep some feeling of space. He 
loves it when Japanese friends who live 
with Western-type furnishings vow to 
throw them out after a visit to the Tingeys. 
They see the wisdom of their own tradi- 
tions through the example of a foreigner! 

The reality is that the old minka, in 
their original state as we photographed 
them, are no longer viable for living. Being 
in these beautiful old houses on a cool day 
revealed the easy way the wind found the 
cracks. Gathering around a fire in the irori 
was no solution as the smoke had nowhere 
to go except through a small opening near 
the roof. On a fair day though, with the 
shojis open and a view of the garden, a 
minka can be sublime. 

On just that kind of day, we found our- 












selves sitting around the /rori of the Tsu- 
bokawa house toasting ginkgo nuts and 
listening to kimono-clad Mrs. Tsubokawa 
tell us the family history—hundreds of 
years slipped away. The Tsubokawas came 
to the area in the 12th century after the 
head of the family, a samurai warrior, was 
defeated in battle and forced to commit 
seppuku (suicide). The house was built 
about 400 years ago, making it one of the 
oldest of its type. The minka is a historic 
treasure, but the family lives next door 
with 20th-century conveniences. 

Yoshihiro Takishita is in the forefront of 
a movement in Japan that recognizes the 
importance of these beautiful old houses. 
He has made a business of rescuing the old 
minka, moving them in pieces to a new site 
and working in all the practicalities, like 
electricity and a modern kitchen, in a way 
that does not disturb the harmony of the 
original. Mr. Takishita notices an increas- 
ing desire for old houses. The tide of tech- 
nology has produced a counter-demand for 
handmade things. 

We saw another manifestation of this 
when we visited Tsugno Odani, master 
weaver, at the suggestion of Jack Lenor 
Larsen. His immersion in his craft was 
complete. He raises a special silkworm 


y 


whose thread is flatter than the round 
thread of modern silkworms; it reflects 
light with greater variety, resulting in 

\\_ myriad shades of one color. The kimo- 
“ . no on page 89 took three months of 

m dyeing, two months of spinning 

thread and one month of weaving. 

The color was true purple—the 

most difficult color to achieve nat- 

urally. Odani uses cameras in his 
teaching because film can see the 
ultraviolet and infrared colors bet- 

ter than the human eye. We saw a 
purple kimono, but our camera at 

that moment saw rose. Age-old crafts 
and technology work together today in a 
new symbiotic relationship. 

In Japan, along with an understanding 
of the worth of handmade things, it is 
ironic that earnings from technology are 
what can finance the high costs of rebuild- 
ing one of Takishita’s minka, or buy the 
superb $15,000 kimono of Mr. Odani. It is 
someone like Konosuke Matsushita, 
founder of Panasonic, who can support the 
restoration and upkeep of the beautiful 
garden on page 91. Interestingly, he used it 
as a special place for meditation, which he 
has made an integral part of his life. 

Yuko Arai, the young woman who re- 
cruited our Tokyo team and helped make 
our story happen, also spans the high tech 
and craft worlds. One week she is in 
Cannes negotiating film rights, the next in 
New York producing videos for Japanese 
television. But she is also committed to 
beautiful old crafts, and she made our 
mail-order marketplace possible (page 22). 
Handmade beauty is at a premium in to- 
day’s fast-paced, modern life. It is still the 
materials of nature—wood, straw, clay, 
stone, silk, bamboo—which, when worked 
by man, bring us the greatest comfort pre- 
cisely because they are natural. @

whole generation grew 

up with the concept that 

“less is more’ while se- 

cretly yearning for just 
the opposite. This is architectural 
historian John R. Burrows’s view. 
Mr. Burrows started and runs The 
Victorian Revival Design Show- 
room on Copley Square, a Boston 
firm providing historical design 
consulting as well as Victorian-in- 
spired tiles, fabrics, wallcoverings, 
lace panels, museum reproductions 
and English carpets. He calls the 
1980s interest in Victorian style 
“High Victorian Revival’ and is 
one of a handful of artist-scholars 
who is moving the popular image 
of Victorian decorating away from 
the cliché of oak-with-stained- 
glass-windows-and-trailing-ferns 
or, worse, pizza parlors with red- 
flocked wallpaper! 

“Homeowners and apartment 
dwellers in their twenties and thirties have 
more hands-on experience with preserva- 
tion and restoration than any generation in 
American history,” says Mr. Burrows. 
“Economics forced it on them. So it comes 
as no surprise that young people, armed 
with their copies of The Old-House Jour- 
nal, are discovering a love for the dressed- 
up interiors that were originally intended 
to accompany Victorian architecture.” 

Some myths, however, will probably 
have to be destroyed, such as ‘Victorian 
decorating means clutter,” “Victorian dec- 
orating means dark and dreary,” and ‘“‘Vic- 
torian decorating means heavily ornate 
furnishings, dust-catching draperies and 
mawkisn art.” 

Mr. Burrows says that clutter certainly 
isn’t exclusive to the Victorians and that 
William Morris’s Arts and Crafts move- 
ment of the late 1800s shows a popular 
acceptance of the notion of precision acces- 
sorizing. As to heaviness, there’s the Belter

as for dark, the Victorians introduced a 
palette of pastels the world still admires.

Edward Zajac of Zajac & Callahan, a 
New York City decorating firm noted for 
its unabashed adoration of dressmaker de- 
tails, comments, “I loved the ‘less is more’ 
credo of the seventies but I have to say I 
always sensed a restlessness among the 
people who had to live with it. It’s tiring: 
the ‘one’ perfect porcelain or the ‘one’ 
stunning graphic on the wall. People like 
change... and people like to shop! They 
love to bring things back from their travels 
and they love to display them. It’s human 
nature.” 

Mr. Zajac sees in the emerging populari- 
ty of Victorian decorating a potential for 
reflecting personality, especially where the 
family is concerned ...something we 
haven't heard for a long time. 

The “cozy corner” is coming back too, 
according to Dennis Rolland of Mark 
Hampton Inc. “I think it’s far more accu- 
rate to say that a Victorian influence is 


emerging in 1980s decorating,” 
says Mr. Rolland. “Young people 
especially are giving over private 
little corners or nooks or areas of a 
room to Victorian’s romantic ap- 
peal. I don’t think that the look is 
taking over whole rooms or 
houses.” 

For a new house Mr. Rolland is 
helping design, one located in the 
posh Hamptons resort area of 
Long Island, an inglenook is being 
planned on a Staircase landing. It 
will feature banquette seating 
wrapped around a window, Turk- 
ish pillows with heavy cord trim- 
mings and tassels, and it will 
probably be done in jewel-tone 
“Turkey carpet’ colors. But it’s 
only one spot. Mr. Rolland also 
used Victorian-style “touches” in a 
decorator show house bedroom— 
lace tambours draped in swags at 
the windows and again at a pretty 
dressing table. 

Designer Arnold Copper of New York 
City has a fascinating challenge on his 
hands. He has undertaken to complete the 
19th-century-style decorating begun by the 
late Laura Ashley in Miss Dora Armis- 
tead’s house in Williamsburg, Va. 

“We’re interested in giving this house a 
feeling of family in the Victorian era, but it 
won't feel lifeless or arrested in time, we 
hope,” says Mr. Copper. “If anything, 
we'll show how decorating can imply a 
freer, a bit more flamboyant way of life, a 
loosening of the ‘rules’ Victorian decorat- 
ing was thought to be hidebound by. We’ll 
do it with color, ornamentation, all the 
glorious wallcoverings and the pretty femi- 
nine touches that characterize the style. 
We don’t want to see museum reproduc- 
tion programs being launched to bring 
more Victorian pieces into the market.” 

Why not? Because there’s a wealth of it 
already at hand and available at still-rea- 
sonable prices. Also, Victorian furniture is 
handed down generation to generation 
within living memory. That can’t be said of

the colonial or Georgian eras of American 
design. 

Mr. Copper explains: “Some of my 
wealthiest clients will show me a piece 
they’ve inherited from a grandparent or 
great-grandparent when the family wasn’t 
wealthy at all. I’m finding that the materi- 
al link between the generations rests far 
more solidly on Victorian pieces than it 
does on any other design era. It has to do 
with a burgeoning middle class able to buy; 
it has to do with the Industrial Revolution 
producing machine-made furnishings; it 
has to do with the American genius for 
mass-marketing products. The inherited 
Victorian cabinet or chair can be worked 
into a 1980s design scheme if it’s an object 
of family pride. Thank goodness we can 
reupholster a lot of it to make it more 
comfortable.” 

The image of a pendulum swinging back 
and forth between extremes of style helps 
us understand the significance of Mr. Bur- 
rows’s descriptive term “High Victorian 
Revival.’’ He sees the colonial revival of 
the ’40s and ’50s as a reaction to the mod- 
ernists of the ’30s. It may be that the 1980s 
attraction to Victorian style is a reaction to 
the post-modernists of the ’70s and early 
80s. Some even suggest that the “‘hearth- 
and-home” appeal of the Victorian era is a 
natural balancing response to the introduc- 
tion of technology into the home, a trend 
writer John Naisbitt calls “high tech/high 
touch”’ in his bestseller Megatrends. 

Where is Victorian decoration most ap- 
parent now? On the ceiling. In San Fran- 
cisco, home to that collection of brightly 
colored Victorian-era house fronts dubbed 
“The Painted Ladies,” artist Larry Boyce, 
a stenciler, and wallcoverings expert Bruce 
Bradbury, are producing extraordinary 
ceilings, the crowning feature of a design 
scheme in a room. 

While there are many firms specializing 
in restoring original stenciling and bring- 
ing back beautiful, old hand-painted deco- 
ration, firms such as Boyce’s and 
Bradbury’s are putting it all up anew ... 
selecting from history without being a 
slave to any period, absorbing the spirit of 
Victorian design principles without neces- 
sarily reproducing them literally. That’s 
the ’80s difference, and it takes a scholarly 
background, a knowing hand and eye to 
get it right. The work of architect David 
John Modell, also of San Francisco, plays 
the look of the 1880s against the eclecti- 
cism of the 1980s for some extraordinary 
neo-Victorian designs. The guesthouses of 











Cape May, N.J., are another such focus for 
ceiling splendor. John Burrows himself ex- 
ecuted the 19-pattern ceiling and cornice- 
frieze of the hallway at The Mainstay Inn. 
Writer Allison Leopold had a plasterwork 
medallion painted with 18 shades of violet 
and lavender installed in her living room in 
New York City. 

This fall The Metropolitan Museum of 
Art in New York will stage an exhibit, ‘‘In 
Pursuit of Beauty: Americans and the Aes- 
thetics Movement,” from October 22 to 
January 11, 1987. Says Margot Johnson of 
Margot Johnson Inc. in New York, “It 
should offer an opportunity to examine the 
furniture of the Victorians on a piece-by- 
piece basis, the way it’s being acquired, 
and not as the whole suites it was usually 
purchased in during the 19th century.” 
Ms. Johnson’s gallery features a broad 
range of 19th-century antiques. The gallery 
has things from celebrated designers like 
Alexander Roux and the Herter Brothers 
as well as items costing under $1,000 for 
young collectors and decorators. Ms. John- 
son’s taste reflects the graceful, light and 
uplifting examples of the genre. @

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THORNHILL FARM

s I was my father’s “son,” I 
learned about sports and exercise 
early on. He had two daughters, 
but it was I, as the older, who 
was taught how to broad jump because I 
had long legs, and who played “catch” in 
the evening. And when I was nine he be- 
gan taking me to ball games. I loved it, but 
the best part was just being with my father. 

When I was 12 he started me in golf. “If 
you play golf,’ he claimed, “you can do 
business and exercise anywhere.” I’m not 
sure what kind of business he thought I 
was going to do, and although he obviously 
made deals on the green, for me it was just 
another day of fun with my father. 

But a game of golf takes a long time, and 
these days I don’t have that kind of time. I 
still try to exercise by playing a little ten- 
nis, a lot of running after grandchildren 
and occasional aerobic classes, which I 
love because I think I’m Ginger Rogers. 
Even more, I walk. And walking in the 
country is both pleasure and exercise. I can 
do it anytime I want, and I don’t have to 
worry about making a point at the net! 

I usually walk through our woodlands, 
the 10 acres high above our farmhouse. I 
go to the woods because there is nothing 
like a good daydream, and among the trees 
it’s easy to dream and wonder. I wonder 
where the Quakers hid their two horses 
when the Northern troops came through 
on their march to Gettysburg. I wonder 
how many deer banded together this win- 
ter, and in the spring I also try to catch the 
opening season of the wildflowers. 

But this year lumbermen invaded my 
woods. Now they look ravaged, and I can’t 
go back for a while. Even now the toppings 
from fallen trees are being cut for fire- 


wood. It makes me sad, paths blocked by 
once tall, noble trees, but it is a necessity, a 
cycle of country life. By pruning the woods 
we make a small profit from the larger 
trees, as well as give space to the smaller 
ones. The old, as in all things, must make 
room for the young. 

I’ve adjusted though, and now I walk 
from Thornhill Farm, to the village of But- 
ler and back—a total of about three miles. 
But I don’t have much time to dream as 
I’m too busy picking up trash. 

It’s quite an archaeological study, what 
one tosses carelessly from a car. Going east 
my basket becomes filled with dark beer 
bottles, squashed Coke cans-and cigarette 
boxes, even car parts. Coming back to- 
wards the west the litter is one after anoth- 
er empty pint of vanished vodka. There’s a 
message there I can’t quite decipher. Are 
the Russians coming to Thornhill Farm? 

If so they may be coming by bicycle. 
The cars speed by, but the trim cyclists 
raise their hands in silent greeting. There is 
a certain camaraderie on the road. 

There’s also so much beauty, thanks to 
Northwest Farms, the farm neighboring 
Thornhill. This farm lines the road for 
almost my entire route. And in the spring- 
time it’s a nursery of country animals. In 
every pasture there is birth. Sitting in a 
field of buttercups is a herd of white Cha- 
rolais cattle, all pointing in the same direc- 
tion like sailboats in a harbor, their young 
beside them. Then there are Suffolk sheep 
and their nursery-tale lambs. And as I 
walk up our hill I see new fillies and colts 
teasing their elegant mares. 

Once home I have a cup of tea and 
realize my father was right again. “Legs 
are for walking.”’ Especially in a Maryland 
spring. @

“IF YOU'VE EVER HAD THE URGE TO OWN ORIGINAL ART . 
BEGIN BY PURCHASING CONTEMPORARY PRINTS”

t may not have supplanted 
baseball or football, but 
looking at art has certainly 
become a major American 
pastime. The more you do it, of 
course, the more you are tempted 
to have something for yourself. If 
you've ever had the urge to own 
original art and shied away from 
it, now is the time to think again. 
There is a sensible, satisfying and 
financially feasible way to get 
your feet wet. Begin by purchas- 
ing contemporary prints. 

Prints produced by American artists in 
the last 10 or 15 years pose none of the 
esoteric problems of condition and authen- 
ticity that occur with old-master prints or 
even with early-20th-century prints. Al- 
most without exception these prints are 
limited editions. That is, the number of 
images produced is specified ahead of time; 
when that number is reached, the plate, 
stone or block that produced the image is 
defaced—so no further production of the 
image is possible. 

Value can be determined easily in to- 
day’s print market. Even for the luminaries 
whose work has been scooped up by 
knowledgeable collectors and whose prices 
have skyrocketed, recent prices can be ob- 
tained by phoning print specialists at auc- 
tion houses, museums or art galleries. 
Also, new prints come into the market- 
place weekly; if you miss one edition by an 
artist you like, chances are good that an- 
other will be available in the near future. 

The prints I have in mind can be found 
at galleries that specialize in prints or that 


combine print rooms with other spaces 


where painting and sculpture are exhibit- 
ed. Print publishers—individuals or firms 
that finance the printing and distribution 
of print editions—usually have space for 
displaying their Prints are some- 
times available at museum shops, | cu 
larly the work of local and regional artists

Before purchasing a print, you’d do well 
to consult a good general book on the 
subject—to sort out the various printmak- 
ing media and learn the basic vocabulary 


of the printmaking process. Ran- 
dy Rosen’s Prints: The Facts, 
Fables, & Fun of Collecting 
(Dutton, 1978) covers the subject 
simply and concisely; its chapters 
are arranged for quick reference. 
Newly published, American Im- 
pressions: Prints Since Pollock by 
Riva Castleman (Knopf, 1985) 
gives an overview of the print ex- 
plosion that began in the ’60s and 
continues to the present. To stay 
abreast of the changing world of 
prints, The Print Collector’s 
Newsletter, a bimonthly pub- 


fioneds in New York City, is the bible. Each 


issue contains an international directory of 
print publishers, galleries and dealers to 
help direct you to reputable sources. 

The real fun of acquiring prints begins 
with research—the simple process of look- 
ing and comparing—to decide what images 
you like. Images run the gamut of artistic 
expression—in prints as in other art me- 
dia—from gentle pastorals to explosively 
colored abstraction. In this vast range 
there is truly something for everyone. 

In weighing the pros and cons of pur- 
chasing a print, keep in mind that a lower 
price tag doesn’t mean lesser work, nor 
does top dollar guarantee quality. Print 
prices are usually assigned on the basis of 
the artist’s price for drawings and the es- 
tablished market value of all his or her 
other work. The size of an edition—wheth- 
er it’s 5O prints or 250—and the actual size 
of the individual print rarely dictate price. 
Thus a small etching by a famous name 
may cost more than a large, hand-colored 
woodcut by an emerging artist. 

Notes Mary Ryan, whose gallery on 
Manhattan’s Upper West Side specializes 
in 20th-century prints, “Some collectors 
are reluctant to buy prints by emerging 
artists, but that work is much less expen- 
sive.” Ms. Ryan has no such prejudices 
and searches far and wide to find new 
talent to join the major artists in her inven-

At vanStraaten Gallery, located in Chi- 
cago’s Huron and Superior gallery district, 
a few prints are priced as low as $50. The 
gallery’s enormous spaces contain nearly 
8,000 prints, ali of which are contempo- 
rary. Some are shrink-wrapped and in 
open bins so that, as gallery director Lori 
Bartman puts it, “people who can’t articu- 
late what they’re looking for can handle, 
compare and learn what they like.’? Look- 
ing and comparing are important steps in 
educating a potential collector. 

Galleries with large inventories provide 
the broadest overview of availablity in the 
entire print market. Another resource is 
the print publishers themselves. Although 
their viewing spaces show only their own 
publications, they offer the only in-depth 
view of an entire publications list. Expan- 
sion of the print market has encouraged 
Gemini G.E.L. and Crown Point Press, 
two granddaddies of contemporary print 
publishing, to reach out from their home 
bases in Los Angeles and Oakland, Calif., 
respectively, and open facilities in New 
York City. Chicago’s Landfall Press has 
done the same. 

The growth of printmaking has also 
spawned a new generation of print publish- 
ers who are enabling a younger generation 
of artists to try their hand at printmaking. 
Diane Villani Editions, Fawbush Editions 
and Perma Press in New York City, Ver- 


million in Minneapolis, Echo Press in 
Bloomington, Ind., and Hudson River Edi- 
tions in South Nyack, N.Y., are happy to 
show their publications to the public by 
appointment. They also have a vast net- 
work that places their prints with far-flung 
dealers and galleries. 

Dealers and publishers alike agree that 
new collectors do well to seek the advice 
and assistance of reputable print experts 
who can offer direction and fill in informa- 
tion gaps. Their advice is free, its purpose 
to help you find a print you would enjoy 
owning. Sharon and Stan Cortell, who live 
in suburban New York, began collecting in 
1963 just as the print market began to 
accelerate. Living in various parts of the 
country during 20-plus years of collecting, 
they have sought out dealers who had 
work that interested them. “We kept going 
back to the same galleries if we found them 
helpful and accommodating,” says Mrs. 
Cortell, ‘and if we felt they took an inter- 
est in us as clients.” 

Both private collectors, who view prints 
as central to their home and an enrichment 
and extension of their family life, and insti- 
tutional collectors—who buy with an eye 
to posterity—know that prints will contin- 
ue to be a significant factor in the market- 
place. Unlike any other art medium, prints 
will be available readily countrywide. Per- 
haps the most amazing attribute of a limit- 
ed-edition print is that for a fraction of the 
cost of an artist’s painting or sculpture, 
and for substantially less than a drawing, 
you can own original work by an artist you 
admire. @ 





With few exceptions, contemporary art- 
ists sign and number their prints, usual- 
ly in pencil. The signature confirms the 
authenticity of the print and indicates 
that the artist has approved the printed 
image. Most often the signature appears 
in the lower-right-hand corner of the 
print, and the numbers appear lower 
left. But occasionally, because today’s 
printmakers experiment with media 
and images, the signature is elsewhere. 
That makes no difference; what’s essen- 
tial is to confirm the presence of a sig- 
nature. Be very wary if it appears that 
the signature is inscribed on the stone— 
| that is, on the plate that creates the 
| printed image—without an additional 
signature in pencil. There is a possibili- 
ty that the artist did not have control 
over the final image. 

The numbering of prints involves two 
sets of digits separated by a slash. The 
first digit indicates the number of the

print in the edition; the second, the size 
of the edition. For example, 10/50 indi- 
cates that the print is the 10th in an 
edition of 50; it does not mean that it 
was necessarily the 10th print to come 
off the press—more likely that it was 
the 10th in a group signed by the artist. 

Although numbered prints form the 
bulk of an edition, a small number of 
additional images are also pulled. One 
set is called artist’s proofs; the letters 
A.P. replace the digits that, traditional- 
ly, are in the lower left corner. Other 
letters may appear instead: P.P. (print- 
er’s proof); R.T.P. (right to print) and its 
French equivalent, B.A.T., are the most 
common. According to Joni Weyl, who 
represents the California print publish- 
er Gemini G.E.L. in New York, “All 
signed proofs are legitimate compo- 
nents of an edition, although artist 
proofs are the only ones that turn up 
regularly in the marketplace.”

FOLK HOUSES OF RUSTIC TEXTURES AND SCULPTURAL BEAUTY— 
LEADS A TRAVELER TO HOSPITABLE INNS AND OPEN-AIR MUSEUMS

photograph in our family 
album shows a packed 
dirt street stretching into 
the distance. Along its 

narrow sides lattices of bamboo 

appear to protect the fronts of 
small flimsy houses set back from 
the street, or chome, as we called 
it. Unruly plants stick their stems 
and leaves in clumps through the 
lattices. For several years in the 
1950s my home was on that little 
rural chome in Shinjuku, which is 
today one of the most populous 
areas in Tokyo. Recently I re- 
turned to Japan on assignment to 
research the conditions of the 
slowly disappearing minka, the 
great 17th- and 18th-century farm- 
houses produced in settings that 

looked as my chome once did. 

Fueled by years of memories I 

found the prospect of traveling 
through Japan to visit these minka 
very exciting. The surviving wood and pa- 
per houses in this issue represent the ef- 
forts of family and government to rescue 
and restore one of the world’s truly great 
and unique rural forms. The oldest and 
largest function as museums. The medium 
to large minka serve as charming ryokan 
or inns, minshuku (family-run bed and 
breakfast establishments) and the ac- 
claimed teahouses of Japan. Today there is 
a further development: Preservation-mind- 
ed Japanese are relocating valuable speci- 
mens of the genre and adapting them for 
20th-century living much as Spaniards are 
restoring their fincas, the French their mas 
and the English their barns. 


Craft Center Visit 

Because my focus was old, traditional 
Japan, I made my first visit where I hope 
you'll make yours—to Tokyo’s Japan Tra- 
ditional Craft Center whose wares House 
Beautiful is featuring in “HB Market- 
place’ (see pages 22 and 23). In a walk 
through the center’s spacious exhibition

and sales room a visitor can see lacquer- 
ware, porcelains, baskets, hand-painted 
textiles, classic-styled furniture, carved 
wood bowls, hand-tooled iron teapots, ex- 
pertly forged carving knives—the entire in- 
ventory of Japan’s crafts. On monitors, 
which are set up throughout, you can also 
see tapes of various procedures in the exe- 
cution of the objects. The center is the 
main distribution point for a large network 
of studios and workshops where the old 
techniques are passed on from generation 
to generation, from master to apprentice. 
Because of the absolute flood of things to 
buy in Japan I highly recommend that you 
get your bearings here first, using the best 
work you find as a gauge for judging the 
masses of “‘old-style” things you'll eventu- 
ally see. The center is located at Plaza 246 
Bldg., Minami Aoyama. 

While House Beautiful’s article, ‘Folk 
Houses of Japan” (pages 80 to 91), ranges 
far and wide to present the most impres- 
sive examples of the minka style, my re- 
search was in fact quite compact, 


consisting of day-trips from Tokyo 
and weekend visits into the moun- 
tains—all of which can be fit into 
even the tightest schedules. 

About 20 minutes from Shin- 
Juku station lies Nihon Minka-en 
in the Tama hills, west of Kawasa- 
ki. This museum consists of 13 
farmhouse structures brought to 
the Tokyo suburb from every part 
of Japan. Each house is fitted out 
with appropriate tools and furnish- 
ings. A fisherman’s house has nets 
and baskets; a weaver’s, looms and 
spinning wheels; a potter’s, kilns. 
Some houses show how shelters 
were combined for both people and 
animals—a tradition of rural ar- 
chitecture observed the world 
over. Arrangement of the houses is 
traditional: Merchants live in row- 
houses, and farmers are linked by 
dirt paths running through each 
other’s vegetable gardens. Hours: 9 
A.M. to 4:30 P.M., year-round. 
Adults, ¥300; children and students, ¥100 
(approximately 200 yen per dollar at this 
writing). 


Yokohama Farmhouse 

Another quick subway ride from Tokyo 
takes you to Yokohama’s Sankei-en, a park 
spread out over three valleys where, 
among formal gardens, pagodas and Bud- 
dhist shrines stands a 200-year-old farm- 
house, reassembled beam by beam after it 
was moved from Hida, the mountain coun- 
try from which Japan’s most famous car- 
penters hail. The Irimoya gasshozukuri— 
the pitched roof, startlingly tall in propor- 
tion to the square, squat house—is de- 
scribed as having a form that brings to 
mind hands at prayer. If this were the only 
example of the rural mountain form you 
saw, you’d have a good sense of these 
houses’ incredible visual drama. Hours: 9 
A.M. to 4 P.M. Open daily, except Dec. 29 
to 31. For farmhouse: adults, ¥100; chil- 
dren, ¥40. Garden: ¥200 and ¥40.

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Seeing the gasshozukuri inspired me to 
head for Hida itself to see where the origi- 
nals of these building forms came from. 
From Tokyo I took the bullet train, or 
shinkansen, to Nagoya, where I changed 
for another train to Hida, specifically Ta- 
kayama, the city nestled in Japan’s “Little 
Alps.’ How fortunate I was to be traveling 
in early November! Never have I seen such 
a pure, drenched richness of fall color. 
Scarlet, fuchsia, gold and tangerine blan- 
keted the mountains. 





Farmhouse inn 

There are moments when it feels as if 
20th-century Japan has bypassed Ta- 
kayama. Just as well. There’s enough of 
20th-century Japan to go around. I had the 
good fortune to stay at Tak Nakajima’s 
Minshuku Sosuke, a 150-year-old farm- 
house Mr. Nakajima and his wife restored 
themselves and now run as a business. I 
was grateful to stay in this unpretentious

little inn because it attracts groups of stu- 
dents and families with whom I could talk 
in their very good English and in my child- 


hood Japanese. Mrs. Nakajima met me at 
the train station, threw my bag into the 
back of the car and whisked me right up to 
Takayama’s main attraction, the 5O-struc- 
ture compound, Hida Minzokumura. This 
acres-large, outdoor museum (admission, 
¥300) is perched on the side of a steep 
mountain. The views are fabulous with 
houses, granaries, workshops, shrines—all 
fascinating in their rusticity. There was no 
guidebook available in English so I relied 
on Norman Carver’s Japanese Folkhouses 
(Documan Press, Ltd., 1984) to take me 
through the basics. Wood, thatch, paper, 
vines and occasionally plaster on a wall 
were the essential building materials. Here 
in Takayama the shells of a way of life 
have been preserved for study. In Shir- 
akawa, however, an hour or so bus ride 
west, the houses in the gassho style are 
lived in, and a functioning farming village 
carries on its old ways. Between the two 
museums you come away with a first-hand

show. Everything here is blue and white 
pottery, basketry, Hida lacquerware in a 
luscious honey color, irori hooks, toys and 
some good-looking yukatas, the dressing 
gowns worn for sleeping. I especially en- 
joyed the morning market held on the 
banks of the river that winds through the 
city. I was given a glass of mushroom tea, 
made from the slender, long-stemmed en- 
oki mushrooms so popular in salads. 

One of the very best folk art shops is 
here in Takayama—Komingei Kura Tsubo 
(Kamiichinomachi 8). Unlike other shops 
in Japan where wares are displayed sparely 
and with great discipline, this shop has 
piles of trays and baskets stacked alongside 
large tansu chests amid a profusion of lac- 
querware and pottery. 


Touring Kyoto 

The next stop on my Japanese journey 
was Kyoto—the religious heartbeat of the 
nation. It has that quality of spiritual beau- 
ty people went to India for in the ‘70s. 
Now they go to Kyoto. The words “rural” 
and “rustic” do not apply here, but there is 
reason enough to include Kyoto on a pil- 
grimage to the minka. No matter how rich 
or poor the builder, the minka plan is 
reflected in houses built for peasant and 
emperor alike. And because wood is the 
texture of Kyoto, there are splendid les- 
sons to learn about its application to 
minka regarding space, light, height and 
quality of materials. The Shoren-in (Awata 
Palace), where the retired emperors went 
to live out their days, is wholly consistent 
with the traditional minka layout seen ev- 
erywhere else in the countryside. That a 
pauper and a king should have anything in 
common is all but unthinkable in the West. 
Here it seems natural. 

Kyoto, to me, is an incredible example 
of a city successfully serving “both God 
and Mammon.” If you are pressed for time 
you can do obeisance to both by sticking to 
the Gion-Kiyomizu-dera section of the 
city. Go first to the Kyoto Handicraft Cen- 
ter on Gion where you'll get a sense of the 
flair for the modern. Then don your most 
comfortable walking shoes for a three-mile 
tour beginning on elegant, tree-lined Shin- 
monzen St. Your tour stretches all the way 
from the environs of the Miyako Hotel in 
the west through Maruyama Park to the 
temple called Kiyomizu-dera in the east. 
Your whole day will be consumed scouting 
the zillion little antiques shops, crafts-stu-

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dio workshops, teahouses, pocket gardens, 
food stalls, boutiques and meticulously un- 
derstated ryokan as well as shrines and 
monks’ retreats. 

Being a passionate lover of sea and 
mountains, I left Kyoto and took the train 
to Kashikojima, a tiny fishing village at the 
very tip of the Ise peninsula. The craggy 
inlets provide havens for the pearl farming 
carried on by the Mikimoto Co. Taking a 
ferry to Goza I went the long way around 
and rode a bus to Ise, where the famed 
Grand Shrine is a mecca for all Japanese. 
Rebuilt every 20 years going all the way 
back to the seventh century, the shrine 
shows minka materials and applications in 
their most austere and pure form. It is 
open everyday; admission is free. The Mi- 
kimoto Pearl Museum on Pearl Island in 
Toba is utterly fascinating, and there are 
plenty of beautiful pearls to buy. 


Heading south 

The kura, or storehouse, style of build- 
ing, slowly asserts itself as you travel far- 
ther south in Honshu. Whereas the 
carpenters of Takayama fashioned Kyoto 
of wood, stone masons and plasterers begin 
to dominate in the south. I went to Kura- 
shiki, appropriately named for its kura- 
style dwellings, to see the late-18th-century 
rice granaries that have been adapted for 
other uses owing to their insulating capaci- 
ties. Kurashiki, a medium-size city near 
Okayama on the Inland Sea, reflects a de- 
cision by its town council to preserve and 
restore its entire collection of Kura. Right 
in the heart of town you can stroll along a 
mile’s length of canal edged by beautiful 
old houses, fronted with elegant dark 
grills, built next to Aura structures. The 
kura have been recycled into art galleries, 
coffee shops, an archaeological museum, a 
folk art museum and a doll and toy muse- 
um of such quality it is worth a trip to 
Japan alone to see it! Kurashiki is also a 
source for the Bizen pottery, the smoky, 
rough-finished, earth-colored pieces popu- 
lar here. Ryokan Tsurugata is located here 
too, making it a great place to begin or end 
a visit to Kurashiki. 

While the interiors of ryokan are spare 
the food is not. Dinners, and usually 
breakfast, are brought to you in your room 
on beautifully laid out and very elaborate 
trays—12 to 15 dishes per meal! Of all I 
visited, my favorite for ““Genji-style’ (me- 
dieval) atmosphere was in Higashi-Hagi on 
the Sea of Japan, where I went for dramat-

ic rock and seascapes. Ryokan Tomoe is a 
handsome though relatively young minka, 
being a mere 61 years old, built around a 
large interior garden. Every footfall could 
be heard through the house; I attributed 
this to its medieval design and its fragile 
building materials. My room was spacious, 
austere, the futon sumptuously comfort- 
able, dinner beautifully decorated with fall 
leaves... I absolutely adored it. Hagi is 
known for a pastel variation of the Bizen 
pottery of southern Honshu. Delicate 
bowls, cups and trays on my lacquered 
serving table were products of the region. 


When you go 

The Japan National Tourist Organiza- 
tion (JNTO) keeps listings of ryokan and 
minshuku you'll enjoy staying in that re- 
create the style and flavor of old-fashioned 
living. The staff is well-versed in helping 
you decide on those places that you will 
find comfortable, but that still yield a ro- 
mantic sense of Japanese hospitality.

I found Japan Air Line’s booklet “Japan 
Unescorted” a great help in getting around 
on my own. It is filled with suggestions of 
where to stay, what to eat and what to buy. 
Maps are crucial to finding one’s way in 
labyrinthine networks of streets, and this 
handy little book helped shorten hours of 
trial and error. JAL’s nonstop flights to 
Narita leave from New York City, Los 
Angeles and San Francisco daily, and from 
Chicago and Seattle three times a week. 
My 14-hour direct flight from New York 
in first class was a relaxing and serene 
experience, preparing me for the pace and 
bustle of Tokyo. My return flight, 12 hours 
in executive class, was equally comfort- 
able, and quiet enough for me to go over 
notes, organize details ... and wish the 
plane were going the other way! Your trav- 
el agent can work with you to put together 
an itinerary of Japanese open-air museums 
similar to what has been described. There

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way places, where the heartbeat of Japan 
can be keenly felt. 

The Westin Akasaka Prince Hotel is a 
marvel of architecture combining futuristic 
and traditional Japanese design elements 
to produce an interior space that is truly 
out of this world. The aluminum-clad exte- 
rior reflects the sun, and its pullout fanlike 
corrugations give every room a gorgeous 
view of the city and Mount Fuji. Built on 
an inverted-V foundation that can absorb 
sharp stresses at any point, the hotel is 
earthquake-proof—something for which I 
was profoundly grateful when an earth- 
quake woke me on my first night in Tokyo! 
Later I observed that a number of new 
Tokyo high rises were designed with either 
a V, W or S shape to make them quake- 
proof. Architect Kenzo Tange used gray 
and white marble accented with periwinkle 
wool upholstery in the four-story atrium of 
the Akasaka Prince to bring light, air and 
majesty to the entry. And the service is 
superb. Of the 12 restaurants in the hotel, 
my favorite,. of course, was Shimizu with 
the traditional, tatami-matted style rooms 
in which I grew up. When the chef took 
down from his shelves precious Edo-period 
(Edo is a former name of Tokyo) serving 
pieces made of platinum, gold and silver- 
inlaid lacquerware, I was astonished that 
such treasures were actually used for din- 
ers’ special occasions. Rooms in the hotel 
begin at $110 for a single. 

A note about Japanese train travel: The 
entire system runs on computers; it’s best 
to make your reservations immediately 
upon arrival. The concierge of your hotel 
can make them or you can go to Tokyo 
station where the staff is trained to help 
non-Japanese-speaking travelers; they will 
explain the system and place reservations 
for you. The Japan Rail Pass is a must. To 
apply for the voucher—always before you 
enter Japan—you must have a tourist visa. 
Substantial savings are possible, and train 
travel is a necessary and pleasurable part 
of your trip. 


Japanese folk art and houses in America 
We define Japanese folk art as that 
which could have been found in a farm- 
house. But much of what the West consid- 
ers particular to a farm—bowls, baskets 
and textiles of a “rougher” quality—was, 
in 16th-century Japan, elevated to the level 
of fine art when it was incorporated into 
the tea ceremony. For this reason some of 
these objects are found today in American 





“fine arts’’ museums and collections. 

Mingei, although commonly translated 
as “folk art,” is a relatively modern term— 
the result of a 20th-century movement to 
revive crafts in an industrialized society. 
Therefore, in the strictest sense, mingei is 
craftwork produced in the 20th century. 
Excellent crafts of this century are readily 
available in commercial galleries, shops 
and department stores in major cities. In 
New York the Sugimoto Works of Art 
(398 West Broadway) is noted for the qual- 
ity of its folk art, and in San Francisco, the 
Kuromatsu gallery (722 Bay St.) special- 
izes in Japanese baskets. 


Museums 

Museums rich in Japanese folk art are 
numerous in America, although most do 
not exhibit more than a few objects at a 
time. An exception, the Peabody Museum 
of Salem, Mass., displays 300 to 500 pieces, 
all dating from the late Tokugawa and 
early Meiji periods (1850-1880). This per- 
manent exhibit, called “Practical Arts and 
Crafts from Pre-Industrial Japan,” in- 
cludes photographs of everyday life, kimo- 
nos, weapons and eating utensils. 

Other museums with strong folk art col- 
lections include the Craft and Folk Art 
Museum of Los Angeles, The Brooklyn 
Museum, the Museum of Fine Arts, Bos- 
ton, the Seattle Art Museum, the Asian 
Art Museum of San Francisco and the 
Honolulu Academy of Arts. These muse- 
ums display their folk art on a rotating 
basis and frequently have large exhibits 
they supplement with objects on loan from 
abroad. (All folk art museum information 
was supplied by Rand Castile, director of 
the Asian Art Museum of San Francisco.) 

While excellent examples of Japanese 
gardens and teahouses can be found all 
around the United States, houses built in 
authentic Japanese style are scarce. The 
Kyo no machiya at the Boston Children’s 
Museum is an actual Japanese house dis- 
mantled in Kyoto and reconstructed in a 
Boston warehouse. Built 80 years ago for a 
silk merchant’s family, it has a front room 
set up as a shop and a back room furnished 
for cooking and living. Traditional shoji 
screens function. as movable walls, and ta- 
tami mats cover the floor. 

Although not transported from Japan, 
The Morikami Museum of Japanese Cul- 
ture in Delray Beach, Fla., built in 1977, 
was inspired by the famous Katsura Villa 
outside Kyoto. The museum’s largest col- 
lection is devoted to folk toys; it also has 
permanent exhibits of folk crafts and 
household furnishings.

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Reminiscent of a sunset 
on the water, 
blush pink walls set

ou need only look out the win- 
dow to find the inspiration for 
this room’s colors—sky-blue, 
aquamarine, cloud-white—all set 
off by a pale pink that gives the walls a 
luminosity even at night. To draw still 
more attention to the view, windows were 
flanked with two tall, architectural cabi- 
nets—a Norwegian armoire and a rustic 
pine corner cabinet—set in an odd niche.

ith windows looking out onto 

sparkling water and gliding 

sailboats, the setting of this 

two-bedroom duplex on City 
Island, a stone’s throw from Manhattan, is 
clearly spectacular. However, the interior 
took limited advantage of the enviable site. 
The kitchen and living area, for example, 
kept their water views hidden from each 
other (see plan). The solution: Knock 
down the kitchen’s walls and turn the 
apartment into one window-to-window 
sunlit sweep of space (opposite). 

That one bold stroke also created a new 
challenge—how to infuse every corner of 
what was essentially a long railroad flat 
with the same visual liveliness as its views. 
A space-expanding white tile floor solved 
that dilemma. Furthermore, the whiteness 
underfoot makes the furniture, especially 
the white-legged dining table, seem to 
float. Lightening effects were carried up to 
another level with white Corian, used for 
the kitchen’s counters, work island and 
even its breakfast table, whose base, by the 
way, is a peeled and sanded tree trunk. In 
the dining area, white Corian is again 


paired with wood in the St. Charles cabi- 
nets which match the ones in the kitchen. 
Tucked into an odd niche, they create a 
buffet counter with space for china storage. 

While white serves to expand and link 
the spaces, it also allows for displays of 
color. A myriad of closely related hues— 
sky-blue on the dining chairs, aquamarine 
on the wicker chairs, dusky blues and 
greens on the armoire—are all set aglow by 
pink walls. The atmosphere is that of an 
impressionist painting with luminous col- 
ors dabbed-on freestyle. 

In harmony with the soft colors are 
rounded shapes, such as the kitchen’s 
curved island counter (echoed in the 
French-style dining chairs), the rounded 
edges of the staircase shelf unit and the 
arched back of the old-style wicker chairs. 
The plus of all these curves: They visually 
link the long, narrow room and also soften 
the streamlined contemporary space with- 
out diluting the crispness of its lines.

VICTORIAN 


n the winter of 1974, Fiona Allsopp 
was bedridden with the mumps, but 
that didn’t thwart her search for a 
house in the country. While her hus- 
band, Charles, was at work in London, she 
phoned him to announce rather sheepishly, 
“T’ve just done something awful. I’ve 
bought a house.” 
A grand house it was. Built in 1899, it is 
nestled in the downs of Berkshire, En- 
gland, in splendid isolation. “I fell in love 













with the house immediately because of its 
situation,” explains Mrs. Allsopp. Its ar- 
chitecture is quite typical of turn-of-the- 
century English homes. But instead of the 
weighty trappings of late Victoriana, the 
rooms are marked by fresh colors and 
flowers, art-punctuated walls and the pres- 
ence of light. From the moment you step 
into the spacious hall (right) you know 
you’re welcome, because the accent is on 
1980s comfort, English-style. >

“the Tsubokawa house is one of the 
oldest minka, having survived 
several earthquakes.

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t is never our differences that truly as- 

tonish us, but our similarities. It mat- 

ters little where we travel—in every 

country’s expression of the rustic farm- 
house you find the same materials of na- 
ture being applied to solve the same 
problems of living, reflecting a common 
understanding of the relationship between 
man, the elements and the function of shel- 
ter. Nowhere has this ‘‘folk house,’ how- 
ever humble, served its inhabitants with 
more economy, style and reverence than in 
Japan. Minka, the wood and paper folk 
houses of the countryside, continue to as- 
tonish modern architecis with their beauty 
of construction, their quality of materials 
and their complexity and diversity of ar- 
rangement within the governing confines 
of one, maybe two, essential blueprints. 

Here, you will encounter some of the 
largest and the oldest of these treasure 
houses, going back to the 17th century 
(previous pages) and forward to those 
minka being rescued and restored today by 
farsighted lovers of the genre. 

Precious woods, perishable papers, har- 
dy reed thatch, hard-packed dirt, decora- 
tive mortars, rare and costly plasters, and 
always, earth, are the construction materi- 
als the Japanese have worked with. Unlike 
the Italians with their genius for siting 
their dwellings to maximize nature as it is, 
the Japanese have exhibited a capacity for 
refining nature, making it over. Nothing is 
haphazard. Most houses were built where 
the land was least hospitable, thereby sav- 
ing the best portions for the meticulous 
cultivation inherent in Asian agricultural 
life. Issues of human comfort mattered lit- 
tle in the countryside, and through the 
centuries an ethic of physical stoicism de- 
veloped that perpetuated the traditional 
house plan. Twentieth-century Japanese 
are unwilling to forgo central heating, 
washing machines, privacy, TVs, electric 
ovens, so what minka remain today are 
possessions of the government preserved as 
museums or inns or the pride of ancient 
families who preserve the houses as is, but 
live comfortably nearby. 


The oe, or main room, is the 
dramatic focal point of the Nara 
farmhouse, named for the 
original locale of its owners who had 
moved to Akita. Three patterns of 
grillwork cover the delicate 
shoji screens.

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ne of the great pleasures of trav- 

eling through Japan, with an eye 

cast toward picking out the vari- 

ations among the minka, is the 
observation of changing rooflines. In the 
Hida district, Japan’s “Little Alps,’’ most 
homes have jutting, overhanging eaves or 
soar to three and four stories. In the south, 
however, the roofs tend to slim down and 
lengthen into graceful, sloping lines deco- 
rated with hokake, a finiallike tile decora- 
tion (opposite) based on a fish. It resembles 
the prow of a ship sailing on curving roof 
tiles that represent ocean waves. There’s 
even a “‘mast”’ inside the house, the sacred 
daikokubashira (big black column). 
Named after the god of good fortune, it is 
the main post of the house. (Japanese hus- 
bands are often referred to by this name 
because they are the mainstay of the fam- 
ily.) When a family gathers around the 
irori, the site of the tea kettle, the seat with 
its back to the daikokubashira is the place 
of honor. 

The earliest minka incorporated small 
stables under a generous, expansive roof. A 
hard-packed dirt floor is the official entry 
to most farmhouses where shoes, or gefa, 
raised wood clogs, are removed and tabi, 
the one-toed socks, are used for walking 
around the house. Floors are raised off the 
ground to protect good woods and the 
reed-covered rice straw tatami mats. No 
other floor covering is used in Japanese 
farmhouses. Walls exist to separate man 
from the animals. Sliding floor-to-ceiling 
screens give family members a degree of 
privacy; sometimes a folding, freestanding 
screen achieves the same effect. Elegant 
grillwork may be fitted over the exterior 
sliding panels. 

The bath is a wholly separate affair from 
the house and is often kept in an outbuild- 
ing where a soaking tub is maintained. A 
walkway to the furo, or bath, may pass 
through an engawa, or shaded veranda 
overlooking a garden. 


The Kura, or granary storehouse- 
style minka, predominates in 
southern Honshu and Kyushu. Their 
insulating capacity made them 
attractive dwelling places by the mid- 
19th century. The kura are made 
with plaster from local earth, 
bringing color to Japanese houses— 
from palest off-white to natural 
ochre (opposite). 

The distinctive kaidan-dansu, or 
storage chest (top left), is one of the 
precious few indigenous Japanese 
“furnishings.”

ilk, that mysterious, light-reflecting 

luxury, obsessed the traders of the 

West, fueling their journeys to Ca- 

thay and ultimately to “The Ja- 
pans,”’ as they were called by the Dutch 
and the Portuguese who arrived there first. 
Silk, and the cottage industry it produced, 
made an impact on the design of the 
minka, Using the well-known principle 
that heat rises, silkworms were “‘farmed”’ 
in the upper reaches of the multistoried 
roofs because the worms must be kept 
warm at all costs. And windows such as 
those in the Shibuya house in Tsuruoka 
(opposite, top left) let in the light, though 
filtered through shoji shades. The elegant 
kabuto-zukuri, or helmet-shaped roofline, 
actually contributes to the stability of the 
structure. Now designated a national trea- 
sure, the house served as an inn to pilgrims 
and has since been restored. 

The omee, or main room (opposite bot- 
tom), shows the traditional ame, a rack 
overhanging the irori where gourds, fish 
and straw snowshoes were placed to dry. 
At the New Year a branch decorated with 
little rice balls might be hung, symbolizing 
the blossoming of the rice grains and the 
ever-present hope for a prosperous harvest. 
The pot contains brine in which pickles are 
being soaked. Note the mats elegantly bor- 
dered with black cotton banding. A rolling 
horse, a favorite child’s toy, is a traditional 
form of Japanese folk art. Though its mane 
is bare, its horsehair tail still exists (left). 

A water pipe (opposite, top right) flows 
into a trough from viaducts by a system of 
hollow bamboo poles. Water is stored in 
large barrels to be later heated for baths or 
for washing clothes. A small room in 
which the children play stands between 
this watering room and the kitchen where 
all the family’s cooking was done. The 
oldest and most luxurious of the minka 
still testify to the hardy roots—so deep in 
the land—of the more humble and endur- 
ing folk houses. > :

antasy tiles can warm up every 

smooth surface. For example, this 

early American farm table (oppo- 

site) comes alive with a Mediterra- 
nean tile application. To arrive at this 
traditional inlaid look, Adele Bishop 
marked off squares with a yardstick and a 
pencil, leaving a margin around each 
space. She protected the margin with 
masking tape while applying two coats of 
flat white paint to the squares formed. She 
then stenciled each square and brushed on 
polyurethane for a characteristic glazed 
look and protective finish. “People have to 
touch the tiles to believe they’re not real!” 
Ms. Bishop exclaims. In this case she used 
one stencil pattern for each tile, the figures 
borrowed from other border patterns in 
her collection. 

There’s no limit to what surfaces you 
can stencil. For starters, try a backsplash, 
wainscoting or a floor. Fabric or canvas 
pot holders, tablecloths, coasters, book 
bags and the like can also be decorated. If 
you want to apply stencils to an actual 
ceramic tile, however, you should consult a 
professional ceramics studio because the 
tiles have to be fired to an extremely hard 
finish. 

Here’s one idea for immediate gratifica- 
tion: Stencil a plate as Ms. Bishop did (left) 
with a rim full of bias checks surrounding 
a primitive vase of fruit or any center motif 
(the simpler the better); the plate’s impact 
comes from its checkered trim, a graphic 
complement to food, too. 

For any large project, like the table and 
the stair risers on the next page, it is im- 
portant to do a layout on graph paper first. 
You want to see the total effect of the 
design before it’s too late. >

earning a craft like stenciling tends 

to be self-propelling. Once you’ve 

mastered the basics, you'll want to 

try mixing patterns or using sever- 
al at once. This armoire (right) used many 
stencils to take in all the elements of the 
design, which was researched in books now 
at New York City’s Cooper-Hewitt Muse- 
um. A perfect complement to these ornate 
tiles, the checkerboard looks as if it’s al- 
ways been there, even though it was added 
as a last, but hardly least, touch. 

Harmonizing in blue and white, a sam- 
pler of different tile patterns was chosen to 
accentuate the stair risers (opposite). Blue 
is the most traditional color for tiles, but 
any color that matches your decor will 
work as long as it contrasts with the tile’s 
background color. While it appears that 
Ms. Bishop used several shades of blue for 
the stair risers, the same color paint actual- 
ly was applied at different thicknesses to 
vary the color’s intensity. Leave it to the 
checkerboard to dramatize the wainscoting 
along this stairway. 

In some cases, it’s necessary to elaborate 
on the colors for a more convincing simu- 
lation of tiles. For example, in a Vermont 
colonial,. Ms. Bishop stenciled the kitchen 
cabinet doors to match antique Dutch tiles 
over the sink and around the windows. 
(The results are shown opposite.) In reali- 
ty, Dutch tile patterns have dark edges; 
therefore, Ms. Bishop outlined the sten- 
ciled shapes with an indelible felt-tip mark- 
er in a darker shade of blue. 

This hands-on decorating is especially 
evident when it comes to finishing fantasy 
tiles with grout lines. Most antique tiles 
have worn or chipped edges and corners. 
To achieve this time-worn quality, Ms. 
Bishop draws grout lines freehand with a 
wide felt-tip marker in a warm gray, using 
the original grid as a guide. @

he more you do, the more you can 
do seems to apply here, for Pia 
also manages to narrate fashion 
shows and contribute time to the 
Salvation Army and The Lighthouse, a 
New York association for the sight im- 
paired. Another of her absorbing interests 
is reading “anything I can learn from.” 
Her taste tends to biographies. Ironically, 
one has just been published about her 
mother whose assorted homes figure prom- 


inently in Pia’s memory 
as well as in her life to- 
day. The first recalled 
was her childhood 
home in Beverly Hills, 
a sequestered environ- 
ment shielded by gates 
and set apart from the 
outside world. Isolated 
though it was, Pia re- 
members the house and 
garden fondly. She re- 
fers to them both when 
reflecting on “the tre- 
mendous attachment 
you develop for a house 
and for the physical 
things.”’ The gates now 
have another associa- 
tion, that of a proud 
independence. 

After graduating 
from college in San Francisco, she 
became a reporter and had the op- 
portunity to meet people from all 
walks of life—a cast of characters 
that included convicts, politicians 
and news-makers tracked down in 
the course of filing a story. ““That’s 
why I became a reporter,”’ she says 
when confronted with personal 
questions. “So J could ask the 
questions!’ Reminiscing about 
home, however, triggers enthusi- 
asm and comment about her moth- 
er and father (Dr. Petter 
Lindstrom) “the most influential 
people in my life, both strong- 
willed characters.” 

There was the house on Danhol- 
men, off the coast of Sweden, 
owned by her stepfather, Lars 
Schmidt (whose glass coffee table 
holds a display of mementos in- 
scribed “‘I.B.’’). Come summer, 
she’ll take a traditional trip back 
with her children to soak up the 
clean air and enjoy the quietude of 
what has been described as “‘a rock 
in the water: a hectare of land, and 
two large, plain wooden houses.” 


n contrast is the country house in Choi- 
sel, France, outside of Paris. Owned by 
her stepfather, it is remembered for tts 
“huge green painted door set in a long 
gray stone wail” and a wide green lawn 
with particularly beautiful cedar trees. 
Here she reunited with her mother before 
moving to Rome in pursuit of a job. Choi- 
sel is remembered affectionately for its 
sense of rootedness and family ties. As it 
happened, Pia took over the management

of the Rossellini household as well as of 
her twin stepsisters, Ingrid and Isabella, 
and stepbrother Robin. During that period 
she acted as parent to these three young 
children and learned Italian, a language in 
which she has become fluent. 

The home she’s established in New York 
is a synthesis of many places in Pia’s life, 
its contents a tapestry of mostly inherited 
things. ““Nothing matches,” she says, in- 
sisting she prefers an undecorated appear- 
ance. And she’s convinced we gravitate 
toward things remembered from _ child- 
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hood—such as the pat- 
terned curtains she 
bought when settling 
in, which her mother 
thought uncannily simi- 
lar to those of a house 
in their shared past. 

While Pia did engage 
a designer, Jeffrey Red- 
dick, to help pull to- 
gether the living room, 
she’s not made whole- 
sale changes for the 
sake of appearing styl- 
ish. However, she does 
talk about “‘upgrading”’ 
certain pieces of furni- 
ture and indulging in 
the urge to acquire. 
About to arrive is a 
painted Austrian ar- 
moire she discovered 
on her last pilgrimage to Europe. 

Apart from the living room with 
its well-stocked library is one boy’s 
room (“he’s into computers”) and 
the gymlike domain of the other, 
who’s taken up weightlifting. This 
typical domestic scene has some- 
thing unusual about it, however. A 
large portrait of Ingrid Bergman as 
Joan of Arc stares at you, a sudden 
reminder of Pia Lindstrom’s 
unique heritage. 


or now the living room is 

her entertaining space; the 

adjoining dining room, 

however, has been tempo- 
rarily converted to a gathering 
place for her sons and their 
friends. Its table surrounded by 
handed-down chairs works fine at 
the far end of the living room for 
the kind of intimate dinner parties 
she prefers. A crystal chandelier is 
the only reminder of the dining 
room’s formal days, and she’s not 
about to change it. Every change, 
after all, has some good reason be- 
hind it. And so long as Pia can hold on to 
certain valued possessions, she notes that 
she can adapt to living just about any- 
where; change, after all, presents the op- 
portunity for adventure. 

Does she find it difficult making deci- 
sions about what to change? Pia’s response 
is one that projects a basic attitude toward 
all manner of decisions. “If it’s yes, it’s yes; 
if it’s no, it’s no. If it’s maybe, it’s no!” 
How’s that adage for a needlepoint 
inscription? @

hen it comes to small houses, architect Duo Dickinson has written the 

book. In his just-published The Small House: An Artful Guide to 

Affordable Residential Design (McGraw-Hill), he uses his own house, 

shown on these pages, to demonstrate what skilled imagination can 
achieve in 1,100 square feet of space with only $75,000 and a problematic lot. ““The 
wetlands lot, part of the backyard of a shingle-style house,” Mr. Dickinson says, 
“represents the very-ugly-duckling bargain that only a trained eye can see as 
having swan potential.’’ However, the site does have its advantages—it is located in 
the coastal Connecticut community where Mr. Dickinson and his wife, Liz, longed 
to live, and three grand old oak trees on the property inspired the solution for 
many of its problems. ‘Seeing how, from early morning until sunset, light struck 
their upper limbs made us realize the potential of raising the house.” » 

















Not an inch of space is wasted on the interior plan, with one 
lofty room serving for cooking, dining and living, and the bedroom and 
bath tucked above the office area on the south side of the house.

style h conscientiously referring to 
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the neighboring house, ours seems as 
though it might be a retrofitted carriage 
house or a somewhat bizarre architectural 
offspring.”’ Although its shingle siding and 
pitched roof recall the neighboring house, 
the Dickinson house, though diminutive, 
has a strong individual character. 

It took a great stretch of the imagination 
to create a house tailored to reflect the 
couple’s lively spirit within the limits of 
their budget. After spending $28,500 for 
the lot, the Dickinsons were left with a 
budget of $75,000 to cover all other costs. 

In addition to its inherent tininess (only 
1,100 square feet of finished, heated space), 
the design of the house reflects several oth- 
er strategies used to keep costs down. Stan- 
dard elements were used in a thoughtful, 
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often innovative way to customize the de- 
sign beyond the ordinary. For example, the 
length of the house was determined by the 
16-inch framing module; the width, by un- 
cut 20-foot-long joists. Windows were ori- 
ented to specific views and light condi- 
tions. The larger windows are used for the 
best light and-view; the smaller ones for 
ventilation, backlighting and small spaces. 
“These guidelines can reduce the num- 
ber of windows in a house, hence the cost, 
while increasing energy efficiency and aes- 
thetic impact,’ Mr. Dickinson explains. 
Speaking of impact, a bay window (op- 
posite) centered in the gable of the living 
room’s south wall offers a surprising focal 
point—and a new use for a standard exteri- 
or element. —SUSAN ZEVON

irst of all, gardening is a dif- 

ferent kind of activity from 

writing in that it is a physical 

activity. One of the difficulties 
about the life of literature is that you 
are chained to a desk. I’m a very 
physical being. I get restless in my 
study. I try to transform the act of 
writing into something physical by 
pacing, by speaking out the poems as 
I’m writing them. I’ve always loved 
working with my hands one way or 
another. That’s why I feel so close to 
the world of painters and sculptors. In 
a way I do envy the activity, the ges- 
ture, that is so much a part of their 
whole art. And so in my other art, 
which is gardening, I find joy and a 
sense of well-being that comes from 
using one’s body both strenuously and 
productively. 

“I say gardening is a counterpoint 
to poetry, but it is also complemen- 
tary. It is an act of creation, and I 
think of it in much the same terms as 
the making of a poem, though it is 
perhaps more analogous to visual art.

(a plus for a Memorial Day barbecue). 
Partially cook food in your microwave 
oven, then grill briefly to add a delicious 
smoky flavor. This eliminates the common 
problem of serving grilled food that is 
charred outside and not fully cooked on 
the inside. 

Having the microwave oven on the patio 
enables you to cook or reheat appetizers, 
vegetables or baked potatoes near the grill. 
(You save steps and can spend more time 
with guests.) 

A few words of caution: Don’t lay an 
extension cord across the patio or terrace; 
plug your oven directly into an electrical 
outlet. And be sure to bring your oven 
indoors when you are finished cooking.

home of their own! That’s a 
dream few young couples can af- 
ford today, especially those 
yearning for an historic old house 
full of character and charm. Yet many 
young people have managed to make that 
dream a reality by applying their energy, 
imagination and patience to restoring and 
remodeling architectural treasures that at 
first glance might seem beyond hope. With 
dedication and the determination to do 
much of the work themselves, even the 
tightest budgets have been eased—and the 
results have proved worth the effort. 

Sometimes major structural work is 
needed to transform interior spaces to ac- 
commodate the 1980s lifestyle. Almost al- 
ways there are floors to be stripped, walls 
to be insulated and old wallpaper to be 
removed, as Virginia and Peter Shihadeh, 
the owners of a lovely, rambling white 
house in Villanova, Pa., can attest. 

“Love and naiveté are powerful ele- 
ments,” says Ms. Shihadeh. “‘We started in 
on our 14,000-square-foot house with a 
package of sandpaper, two scrapers and a 
can of stripper. The grand staircase and 
beautiful wood floors were layered with 
black paint.’ After many months of work 
and countless packages of sandpaper, the 
interiors sparkled with new warmth, 
though memories of stripping 72 spindles 
on the banister will remain with the Shiha- 
dehs for many years. 


It takes time and ingenuity 
Doing the work yourself does take time. 
Mary and Douglas Franz moved into their 
1860 Baltimore town house in the Feder- 


al Hill district right after they were mar- 
ried and are now, finally, finished .. . nine 
years later. 

“Expect to sacrifice some creature com- 
forts at times,” Ms. Franz advises renova- 
tors. She and her husband depended on 
space heaters and electric blankets their 
first winter while insulation was being in- 
stalled and fireplaces were restored (none 
had dampers). Mr. Franz was working side 
by side with the mason to hasten the work, 
mixing the mortar and laying brick. As 
they didn’t need six or seven bedrooms and 
preferred open space, the Franzes decided 
to knock out half of the second-floor ceil- 
ing and create a balcony overlooking their 
den. They did preserve some of the histori- 
cal details such as a curved wall in the 
living room and the original windows—the 
glass was carefully removed, recaulked, 
then reinserted. 

For any young homeowner undertaking 
Major renovation, cutting expenses re- 
quires resourcefulness and ingenuity. With 
winter on the way, the prospect of heating 
a drafty 235-year-old colonial in rural 
Connecticut seemed formidable to new 
owners Dede and John LeComte. The fire- 
places were enormous, however, so the Le- 
Comtes temporarily installed wood stoves 
in each hearth, running steel pipes right up 
the chimneys. Having three floors and six 
bedrooms the LeComtes decided they 
could spare the space to create an efficien- 
cy apartment and generate some income to 
help pay bills. They closed off a back stair- 
case leading up to a bedroom and small 
bath on the second floor and a living room

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and kitchen on the third. They did their 
own tiling, Sheetrocking and painting. 

Restoring a damaged old fireplace can 
create a dilemma—how to find an afford- 
able mantelpiece appropriate to the age 
and character of the house, for example. 
John and Emily Andren faced this prob- 
lem in their Long Island, N.Y., home. The 
major expense of their renovation was re- 
building a damaged chimney and fireplace. 
Thus it was a thrill to discover a wonderful 
carved wood Victorian mantelpiece and an 
elegant marble one at United House 
Wrecking, and use them to adorn the two 
new hearths. The shingled interior of the 
Andren home, also in need of attention, 
was sandblasted to remove old peeling 
paint, the result of years of sea air expo- 
sure. Rather than assume the expense of 
repainting the house frequently, due to its 
location, they opted to have the shingles 
stained to look like paint; the stain will last 
longer and cost less. 

One of the biggest renovating challenges 
is how to deal with the antiquated use of 
space in old houses. With the help of archi- 
tect Fred Gorree, photographer Duane 
Michals opened up his 1825 farmhouse in 
rural New York State, pulling down ceil- 
ings and knocking down walls to create 
airy rooms and a dramatic entrance hall 
with a freestanding staircase, and adding 
12 new windows and seven skylights to 
yield more light. The primary motivation 
was to simplify the interior by eliminating 
some of the little rooms and odd closets 
without compromising the house’s vintage 
charm and, at the same time, bringing the 
house into the late 20th century with new 
wiring and plumbing (previous owners 
used an outhouse). 

The interior of the house continued to 
evolve spontaneously during the remodel- 
ing process. Beautiful chestnut beams were 
discovered while crumbling plaster ceilings 
were being removed, and the architect and 
owner decided to leave them exposed. 
Floors of chestnut, pine, ash and hickory 
were found hidden beneath layers of lino- 
leum and paint—in fact, the sander who 
spent two months on these floors alone 
retired after the job was done! The door 
moldings were carefully salvaged from the 
walls knocked down on the first floor and 
recycled to surround the new windows. 


Getting hands-on assistance 
Some young renovators succeed in get- 
ting family and friends involved. When 
(Continued on page 140) 
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Cynthia Lieblich and her husband, Dan, decided they wanted 
to save a dilapidated woodshed on their Avon, Conn., property, 
the biggest problem was that the shed leaned to one side. The 
solution: Call on friends with a station wagon. Ropes were 
attached so the Lieblich car could pull the shed erect as the 
station wagon pushed it from the other side. Another day, while 
having plumbing work done so a new clothes washer could be 
installed, they had to corral everyone they could find to set up a 
bucket brigade. Unable to close off the valve completely, they 
were horrified when water began gushing out of the pipes in a 
dozen places in their basement. Fortunately the flooding lasted 
only a few hours, until the washer was hooked up completely 
and the bucket brigade could be disbanded. 

Like many new homeowners, the Lieblichs are somewhat 
strapped for space. Right now they are trying to devise a way to 
convert a tiny hallway and attic staircase into a half bath. One 
idea they’re considering is to install a trap door in the ceiling; it 
would pull down and unfold a ladder that would retract easily 
when the bath was not in use. 


School for renovators 

Perhaps one of the most unusual renovation examples in- 
volves a young couple in Boulder, Colo., who bought and 
moved into a home 65 people had helped renovate, and all of 
them had paid for the privilege! 

The genesis of this was a 1905 frame house that was the focus 
of a renovation-education project for Historic Boulder/Preser- 
vation in Action, a class designed to give community members 
the practical skills and techniques needed before attempting to 
renovate homes on their own. Historic Boulder/Preservation in 
Action planned the restoration, which was funded in part by a 
National Trust for Historic Preservation loan, and invited local 
architects, interior designers, landscape architects, carpenters 
and other professionals to donate their time and talent as 
instructors. Evening lectures were held, and weekend hands-on 
experience was offered so that “students” like Bill Coburn (now 
co-owner) could learn to knock down walls, repoint masonry, 
install windows, sand floors and plan interior spaces. 

Not all the work was done by students; a professional con- 
tractor donated his time to demonstrate his methods and also 
help get the job done. When the course ended, the house was 
offered for sale. Mr. Coburn and his fiancée, who were to be 
married a month later, had fallen in love with the house and 
decided to bid on it. They returned from their honeymoon to 
discover the house was theirs. It was a particular thrill moving 
in to a “new” home that Mr. Coburn had worked on himself 
while learning to be a home restorer. 

Renovating, restoring, remodeling—in many cases making 
something wonderful out of virtually nothing—continue to 
grow in popularity as more and more young families determine 
to have homes of their own despite the high cost of new home 
construction. The largest segment of the residential construc- 
tion market has for some years been devoted to remodeling, 
whose annual growth rate has risen to nearly 20 percent. 

Mary Franz puts it best: “When all is said and done, it’s 
worth the years of work because you have exactly what you 
want.

t seems so simple and obvious, gathering houseplants from 
the wild. Yet of all the thriving sprays of greenery perched 
on windowsills today, ’'d venture that fewer than one 
percent of them are native to the neighborhood. 

If you enjoy the challenge of learning to grow a plant indoors 
that has not already proved successful for millions, if you share 
a love of the natural world, if you like the idea of opening up a 
whole new world of plants, growing wildflowers on the win- 
dowsill can be a satisfying pastime. It’s ironic to think that a 
common weed makes a more exotic houseplant than some 
faraway jungle’s vine. 

Certain rules of thumb should guide the gathering and grow- 
ing of wild plants. Sensitivity to these particulars makes for a 
more successful windowsill garden.

Cycles of growth 
At first glance, the daily life of plants 


* seems unchanging. Plants don’t move un- 


less a wind breezes by. Plants don’t seem 
to sleep or wake. But in the larger picture, 
we know that plants revolve with the day, 
just as animals do. 

Anyone who gathers wild plants must 
respect these daily cycles, especially during 
summer. When you uproot a plant, you are 
temporarily intercepting the lower end of 
that water conduction channel. If you do 
so at a time when the upper end—the 
pores or stomata in the leaves—are wide 
open, as they are in response to the bright 
light of midday, you risk a total wilt that 
may prove hard to revive. With no more 
water coming in through the roots and 
water still pouring out through the leaves, 
the plant becomes desiccated, its cells col- 
lapse, and it falls to wilt. 

To avoid this disaster, gather. living 
plants at a time of day or during weather 
in which the plant is less vulnerable: early 
morning, late afternoon or evening, or dur- 
ing an overcast or rainy day. During the 
spring, autumn and winter months these 
rules matter less, as in the case of gathering 
shade-dwelling plants. But in general re- 
member that the toughest period through 
which you'll put that plant is the first week 
of transplantation. 

Sprouting seed requires more patience 
and control than transplanting from the 
wild. Not only the gathering and separat- 
ing of seed from stalk, but also the process 
of germination requires diligence. Many of 
the most common weeds, which are the 
plants I’ve used for sprouting, seem not to 
require vernalization (the creation of a lit- 
tle winter for the seed). If you live in a 
locale that freezes over in winter, remem- 
ber that the plant seeds you gather may 
need that freeze to sprout. Wrap them in a 
dry paper towel and a plastic bag; leave 
them in the freezer for about six weeks. 
Botanical records about the needs of wild 
plant seeds are hard to find, so you may 
have to conduct a few experiments on your 
own. 


Making a home for wild plants 
If you’re successful at growing house- 
plants, many of the practices you’re al- 
ready following will serve you well in the 
day-to-day care of growing wild plants. 
Just a few refinements, a few adjustments 
to respond to wild plants’ needs, will en-

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large significantly your repertoire of plants 
grown at home 
Choosing the pot in which to put a plant 
involves considerations both practical and 


aesthetic. Clay pots have a natural, earthy 
appearance. They are porous, allowing 
moisture and air flow in and out of the 
sides of the pot. That same quality also 
means they retain less moisture over time 
than their plastic counterparts. Many wild 
plants require more frequent watering than 
common houseplants. So despite the odd 
juxtaposition—going natural with wild 


plants and going synthetic with plastic 
pots—I am inclined toward plastic. 

Some wild plants, nevertheless, are suit- 
able for clay pots, though they may need 
watering more often. Yucca is a good ex- 
ample. At the other extreme, some wild 
plants (wild madder, for example) need 
such moist soil to support them that a clay 
pot environment would require more than 
daily watering. 

What about decorator pots—glazed ce- 
ramic, Lucite, glass? Each of these materi- 
als shares with plain old plastic a high rate 
of moisture retention, so they should serve 
you well. Watch out for pots with no 
drainage holes at the bottom, however; use 
those only for plants like yucca or aloe, 
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whose native environments reveal that 
they can do without regular watering. 

Of course it’s not just the pot that deter- 
mines the moisture-holding qualities of 
your windowsill garden. The composition 
of the soil in your pots will make a big 
difference too. I have come up with a basic 
recipe for wild potting soil that remains 
constant throughout: three parts potting 
soil, sifted garden soil or compost; one part 
perlite, sand or fine gravel; one part ver- 
miculite or humus. For ferns, the recipe 
requires higher amounts of humus; for 
aloe, it needs less humus but more perlite 
or sand. 

Spread sifted soil in a baking pan with 
one- to two-inch-tall sides. Cover with a lid 
or a Sheet of foil, then place in a 300° oven 
for one hour. Let the soil cool before mix- 
ing with other ingredients in the wild soil 
mixture. 

When gathering plants from the wild, 
the natural inclination is to bring home 
wild soil in which to grow them. This incli- 
nation can be followed if you also follow 
certain rules. When uprooting a wild plant, 
leave the roots embedded in a ball of soil 
for the journey home. Once home, gently 
persuade the roots out by breaking up the 
soil around them. Speedily set them into a 
pot where the soil is loose and friable, thus 
providing the best environment for root 
regeneration and growth. Roots bound 
with a soil ball, even if it is the soil the 
plant chose on its own, often never pene- 
trate into the new soil environment, and 
their growth is limited severely. 

Water and light are the raw materials 
from which every plant makes its own 
food, so watering and lighting practices are 
crucial to growing any plant indoors suc- 
cessfully. The very best rule of thumb for 
when to water a houseplant, wild or tame, 
says: When the soil feels dry to the touch, 
water so thoroughly that the water seeps 
out of the pot’s drainage holes below. 

Indoor lighting levels greatly limit the 
numbers and types of wild plants able to 
grow indoors. Even a summer wildflower 
that can manage a bloom in forest shadows 
gets more light—higher intensity, longer 
daylight hours—than any indoor window 
exposure can give. Exceptions to this rule 
include porches, balconies and sunrooms, 
where windows bring in light from two or 
three directions. 

If you want to make the effort, you can 
fabricate growing situations with higher 
light intensities than your windows pro- 
vide. Grow-lights come in a variety of 
shapes and prices nowadays; they offer in- 
door gardeners more possibilities without

having to depend upon sunlight entering 
from outside. 

While water and light form the basic 
ingredients of green plants’ diets, other nu- 
trients are needed to ensure a healthy 
growth rate. We colloquially consider fer- 
tilizer plant food, but it’s no more food 
than the vitamins we take: It provides the 
trace minerals that keep plant metabolism 
running right. Wild plants get their fertiliz- 
er from natural sources, so it you’re going 
to adopt them, you’re going to have to 
fertilize them too. 

Commercial houseplant fertilizers are 
blended to encourage green leafy growth; 
that’s the primary reason most people 
grow plants indoors. Many wild plants, 
different from tropical houseplants, vary in 
their growth rate through the year. Their 
fertilizer needs vary simultaneously—the 
more vigorous the growth, the more fertil- 
izer needed. 

For plants grown for foliage the follow- 
ing fertilizing schedule should work: once 
every two months from October to April, 
once a month the rest of the year. If you’re 
using a commercial fertilizer, mix as indi- 
cated for houseplants and fertilize follow- 
ing this schedule. 

Other than these particulars about in- 
door care for wild plants you’ve adopted, 
you can follow the customs of houseplants 
that have succeeded for you already. Wild 
plants really aren’t all that different from 
the plants sold for houseplants nowadays. 
Philodendrons are wild plants somewhere 
in the world, and dandelions really do take 
well to potting. 





Going out ready 

One way to shoulder your responsibility 
as a steward of the wild is by making sure 
the plants you adopt make it home alive. 
You can’t very well decide in the midst of 
a walk in the woods that you want to 
gather seeds or cuttings. You have to go 
out ready to gather, with the proper equip- 
ment at hand. 

For gathering living plants, a bucket and 
trowel are imperative. The size of each 
depends, of course, on the size of the plants 
you are gathering. Often a plastic gallon 
milk jug, trimmed to include the handle 
but not the cap, is a handy container to 
carry along in a knapsack. Larger plants 
may need a five-gallon bucket—and a larg- 
er shovel. Gloves are handy, as is a jack- 
knife to trim and prune. An extra cup

a Japanese-style 
garden is a bit of nature 


in microcosm 


By KEN DRUSE 

At first sight Japanese gardens seem per- 
fectly natural. Irregular stone paths mean- 
der past small pools, and moss gardens 
grow beneath tiny bamboo groves. But in 
reality, Japanese gardens are not natural; 
they are man-made mimics of nature in 
microcosm. They conceptualize the wild 
and present it in an idealized, abstract, 
artificial manner. Every stone, tree, drop 
of water has been placed to symbolize part 
of a bigger picture. A stone may represent 
a mountain; a basin of water, the ocean; a 
single tree, the entire forest. All these 
quintessential elements must be perfectly 
placed and meticulously maintained. So 
unlike nature, which functions quite well 
on its own, the Japanese interpretation is a 
high-maintenance affair. Trees must be 
pruned to a certain size, the moss must be 
raked, cleaned and groomed. 

When Americans choose to create a Jap- 
anese garden, they usually opt for a Japa- 
nese-style garden. Even if you could find a 
trained master gardener, you would still 
have to cope with your local climate, busy 
schedule and the recreational needs ful- 
filled by the landscape. 

The Japanese garden evolved through 
he centuries, influenced by religious 
teachings and also by crowded city and 
town conditions. Limited garden space re- 


stricted outdoor space uses. Instead of 
touch football, the Japanese are more in- 
lined to have quiet recreation—perhaps a 
y; but more often, the garden 

r quiet contemplation, a lei- 

ust a space to gaze out on. 


J le gardens may be best for 





small city spaces, interior courtyards or 
quiet corners of larger landscapes. 

Although stylistically pared down and 
simple, the Japanese garden is rich in de- 
tail. The simple stone path has pebbles 
intricately arranged; a visitor can also en- 
joy the sound of the wind in the bamboo or 
trickling water in the fountain. The Japa- 
nese style is best when a garden is meant 
for viewing. Tiny gardens in Japan become 
part of the house when paper screen walls 
are opened in good weather. In America, 
sliding glass doors are very common, so 
the viewing garden can be enjoyed in a 
similar way, year-round. 

When beginning your Japanese-style 
garden, don’t impulsively purchase a stone 
lantern or build a moon bridge. Start with 
a plan. Draw the space and sketch in major 
elements such as the path and boundary 
(bamboo fence or rock wall). Then consid- 
er the plants, paying special attention to 
the play of foliage textures and colors. The 
Japanese arrange contrasting plants to in- 
crease the perceived size of their gardens. 
You should use flowering plants sparingly 
and with much thought to effect. Ideal are 
Asian species such as azalea, hosta, cherry 
and bamboo, and familiar plants that can 
simulate the Japanese look—weeping hem- 
lock, for example, or cascading juniper. 
Then attend to the details: sculpture, water 
elements (stone bowls, troughs and foun- 
tains), pebble streams and the ubiquitous 
stone lantern. Take a tip from the Japa- 
nese, masters at employing such items. Use 
them sparingly, in an understated manner 
that glorifies nature most simply, through 
formal restraint.

often helps, so you can scoop water up out 
of a lake or stream to soak in around plant 
roots for the journey home. 

Gathering wild seed requires different 
equipment, but again your needs will be 
dictated by the plants you seek. I have 
found that for many small-seeded plants, 
ordinary stationery envelopes work very 
well. Gather a handful of seed, or even tip 
the seed head into the envelope and tap the 
seeds off into it. You can easily carry sev- 
eral envelopes to collect different kinds of 
seed, and you can also store the seed in 
those envelopes if you don’t want to sprout 
them immediately. 

Gathering wild plants to grow indoors is 
an adventure born of a curiosity that never 
fades. As important as the equipment car- 
ried with you is that spirit: the love of the 
wild. And once that spirit’s in you, it will 
never die.@

Is there an easy way to date my quilt? It is made of red, 
green, yellow and blue calico. The stitching and pattern 
look old. 

—R.J., Boise, Ida. 


A. The most obvious way 
is the simplest way to date 
a quilt. Examine the stitch- 
ing and the fabrics. A ma- 
chine-stitched quilt is 
probably from the 20th 
century. The green and red 
dye used in the early 19th 
century often faded. A fast 
green color was not avail- 
able in the United States 
until about 1820. The red, 
green, blue and black color 
combination was popular 
from 1830 to 1860. Calico was easily available and affordable after 
1856. Colorfast dyes and machinery to make the small designs had 
been invented. Calico quilts lost some of their popularity after 
1890. A hand-stitched quilt that is over 100 years old with a design 
as attractive as yours would sell for $1,000 or more at a good 
antiques show. Price is affected by the condition of the fabric and 
the quality of the stitching.

A. The small, round brass knobs, simple lines and short, splayed 
legs are typical of George III furniture designs. Your chest was 
probably made in England about 1810. It is a collector’s chest, 
designed to hold coins, butterflies, fossils or other small items 
cherished by

This conversation is excerpted from an tnter- 


view by Barbaralee Diamonstein. 


hilip Johnson is recognized by vir- 
tually the dean of 
American architecture. His influ- 
ence began in the 1930s when he 
founded and was director of the Museum 
of Modern Art’s Department of Architec- 
ture. Since then his role has been central— 
as master builder, critic, historian, patron 
and gadfly of contemporary architecture. 
BLDD: How does it feel to have 
evolved from what you yourself 
have described as the bad boy of 
American architecture to its cur- 
rent most eminent figure? 
PJ: I didn’t know I was such a 
famous and delightful person! But 
I suppose being dean just means 
I'm old. 
BLDD: Venerated.... How do 
you think the public feels about the 
built environment today? 
PJ: I think they hate it, cordially. 
BLDD: Do you think they notice it? 
PJ: Yes, some subconsciously, but most of 
them consciously. At least the people who 
write to me or call me find enough to 
scream about, especially when I build 
something they resent. They seem to notice 
buildings they don’t like much more than 
those they do like. 
BLDD: Are you saying that the public 
really cares? 
PJ; They’re starting to. One example is the 
landmark preservation movement. 
BLDD: Your early influence was as a 
teacher and a curator. In 1932 you and 
Henry-Russell Hitchcock were the cura- 
tors of an exhibition at the Museum of 
Modern Art entitled “Modern Architec- 
ture: International Exhibition.” The exhi- 
bition

PJ: It was a perfectly natural one. The 
International Style was a very severe, high-

BLDD: So in addition to being a style of 
architecture, it was a philosophy. You real- 
ly believed that architecture would make a 
difference. 
PJ: We did. Le Corbusier once said that 
people will be better people if they live 
behind glass. Today, of course, that sounds 
absurd, but in the ’20s, when the best In- 
ternational Style work was done in Europe, 
the rules were very strict and the hopes for 
the future were endless. It was the old 
socialist dream that everybody could be 
happy. We don’t have these illusions 
anymore. 
BLDD: What has replaced them? 
PJ: A perfectly delightful sense of living 
in the real world. 
BLDD: During 1948 and 1949 you de- 
signed the now-famous Glass House for 
yourself in Connecticut. How does that 
look to you today? 
lous. I wouldn’t want to live 
But I also wouldn’t build 
isn’t interesting enough. 
interesting has been 
[Robert] Venturi. 
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Philip Johnson's Glass House, designed by him in 1948-1949 
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The Glass House is too simpleminded. 
BLDD: You are noted as a kind of patron 
of younger architects. ... By your own ad- 
mission you have favorites. Who are some 
of them? 

PJ: Robert Venturi seems to me the most 
important architect in the world today. 
You'll notice I use the word “important.” 
I don’t care so much for his work as I do 
for his thinking. He revolutionized archi- 
tecture in 1966 with his book Complexity 
and Contradiction in Architecture. It was a 
seminal book. It freed architects, 
loosing all the chains with one 
brief stroke. He is a great architect, 
too, but he just hasn’t yet had a 
chance to get into the big time. 
Another favorite is, of course, 
Michael Graves, who’s also a 
“classicist.” 

BLDD: What other architects do 
you consider major today? What 
makes each of them important? 
PJ: Richard Meier’s work is en- 
tirely different, but I like it just as 
much. I also like the work of 
Frank Gehry and Peter Eisenman. There’s 
a whole slew of them. 

BLDD: You have alluded to the idea that 
architecture is a profession of money and 
patrons. What are your feelings on devel- 
oping and upgrading housing for the poor? 
PJ: I am a plaything of the rich and there- 
fore don’t know enough about that field. I 
regret that deeply. To my own moral 
sense, especially before I threw it all over 
and became a success boy, it did seem that 
the only important project for an architect 
was to house the people of the United 
States. Why is it that a country with more 
money than the rest of the world put to- 
gether has people living the way they do? 
It doesn’t make any sense. 

BLDD: You say that both historians and 
architects make very bad prophets. If there 
was a prophecy you’d dare to make, what 
would it be? 

PJ: That we are entering an unbelievably 
glorious age of mélange, eclecticism, ran- 
dom choices and leadership. It’s impossible 
to pin down, but it should be the greatest 
period architecture has ever seen. 

BLDD: And you have helped. 

PJ: I blasted a few things a little...

ream house”’ is a term Id like to 

revive from clichédom because I 

think many of us harbor vision- 

ary dwellings in our heads. These 
places, shaped by our yearnings, are often 
simple and personal, rather than grand and 
pretentious. Sometimes they may be com- 
posites of country inns, cottages we’ve seen 
on our travels. They grow with us and 
reflect the changes in our lives. 

I know I carry at least a village worth of 
dream houses in my imagination. Most of 
these, no doubt, will never be built. But 
one very special one was—the little Vic- 
torian kit house we show you on pages 49 
to 61. 

How does a tiny, romantic house that is 
the stuff of dreams become a reality? I had 
the good fortune to share my vision with 
architect Les Walker, the winner of our 
Best Small House ’84 design competition 
(HB, October 1984). Les, his wife and I 
were having dinner after that house was 
finished and photographed and suddenly I 
found myself confiding that I’d always 
wanted to build a little Victorian house 
designed as a kit so our readers could or- 
der by mail just like the tiny bungalows 





that Sears Roebuck sold in the early 1900s. 

Evidently Les had a similar dream house 
in his head, because two months later he 
surprised me at my office with a tiny mod- 
el of the very house you see in this issue. 
Naturally, I was captivated. I only made 
one change. I took one of the four upstairs 
rooms and made it a luxurious master 
bath. Even the tiniest of dream houses 
should never compromise on luxury! 

Model in hand, we embarked on a year- 
long saga of building our house, a story 
that would rival Tracy Kidder’s best-sell- 
ing House. For me, nothing tops the drama 
of seeing a kit house evolve. It’s almost like 
an Amish barn raising. The house, its parts 
all precut, arrives on a flatbed truck. The 
foundation and the first-floor platform are 
already in place. Once the parts are un- 
loaded, the house takes shape in remark- 
ably few days. Actually, compared to a 
real barn, our house is small potatoes— 
only 1,000 square feet. That seemed fine on 
paper, but once the walls were up and I 
walked around, I began to wonder what I 
had gotten myself into this time. 

Les Walker, however, is wonderfully re- 
assuring to talk to. He lives in a 1,000- 
square-foot house with his wife and son 
and even has space for two offices. He 
designed rooms in our kit house so that 
each borrows sunlight from a wonderful 
cupola. Wherever you are, the house sim- 
ply never fee/s small. 

In terms of decorating, the trick was to 
engineer the furnishings so the house was 
as shipshape as a luxury yacht. That meant 
building in banquettes for seating in the 
living room and, upstairs, crafting a Nor- 
wegian cupboard bed. Some of you may 
remember a similar painted bed on the 
cover of our April 1984 issue. I’m always 
advising you to borrow ideas from the 
magazine, and now you know that I prac- 
tice what I preach! Secretly, that bed had 
always been in my tiny dream house be- 
cause I knew with such a small space, each 
piece of furniture, even a bed, would have 
to have maximum character, personality 
and design impact. 


Reality, I’m happy to report, can be 
more wonderful than dreams. And much 
of this has to do with people: the wood- 
worker, painter, artist, even the upholster- 
er who got caught up in the spirit of our 
romantic little house. Leonard Wise, work- 
ing with Mennonite craftsmen, made much 
of the wood furniture in the house, includ- 
ing my favorite cupboard bed. And artist 
Kate Williams proved unstoppable with 
her brush. She started by coloring the 
floors, worked her way up the stairs and by 
the time she got to the bedroom surprised 
us with a vanity full of painted flowers. 
This little house seemed to pull at every- 
one’s heartstrings; all the craftspeople gave 
far more than was asked. 

Once we had decorated the house, we 
gave it the ultimate break-in test. Photog- 
raphy involved six people on location for 
five days. Could we coexist without trip- 
ping over each other? Not only did we 
come out unscathed, but we ended up bet- 
ter friends. We also met a number of resi- 
dents of Windham, N.Y., in the course of 
our stay. As with any major project, it’s 
hard not to end up being the talk of the 
town. Our new neighbors were always 
dropping by to check on our progress and 
we found ourselves giving many a tour. 

Behind all those months of work and 
occasional moments of panic as our dead- 
line neared, we were thinking of you. We 
really wanted this to be a possible dream 
house, a second home you'd love to own. 
Since ours 1s so personal with all the artis- 
tic touches, the one you build may be very 
different. And that’s as it should be. We’ve 
included suggestions for expansion because 
we don’t view this as a “cookie cutter” 
house. It should be colored and shaped by 
your dreams, the ones you’ve been nutur- 
ing in your imagination. @

n their own time, the Shakers, 19th- 
century America’s largest utopian so- 
ciety, were known for their unusual 
celibate, communal lifestyle, not for 
design. Today, however, the grace and 
simplicity of Shaker design is appreciated 
by a growing number of collectors. And 
the Whitney Museum of American Art is 
spotlighting “Shaker Design” from May 
29 to August 31. 

Almost half of the 114 items loaned to 
this major exhibition, which includes fur- 
niture, tools, textiles and graphics, are pri- 
vately owned. The experience of the 25 
lending private collectors varies widely. 


Some of them began acquiring early in the 
20th century, when no more than a hand- 
ful of dealers, collectors and curators rec- 
ognized the stark beauty of Shaker design. 
Charles Sheeler, the American painter, was 
among the earliest admirers. The Shakers, 
he wrote, “recognized no justifiable differ- 
ence in the quality of workmanship for any 
object, no gradations in the importance of 
the task. All must be done equally well. 
Whether it was the laying of a stone floor 
in the cellar, the making of closet doors in 
the attic, or the building of a meeting 
house, the work required nothing less than 
all the skill of the workmen.” 

Mr. Sheeler’s appreciation of the preci- 


sion and quality of Shaker work led him 
not only to collect—tables, chairs, oval 
boxes—but to use Shaker objects as well as 
barns and other buildings as the subject of 
several of his paintings and drawings. A 
tall case of drawers with elegant propor- 
tions, formerly owned by Sheeler and now 
at Hancock Shaker Village, is included in 
the Whitney exhibition. 

Other pioneer collectors in the 1930s 
were Faith and Edward Deming Andrews, 
whose books on many aspects of Shaker 
life helped introduce the sect to an Ameri- 
can audience. Today there are fewer than a 
dozen Shakers, but in the 730s there were

probably between 5O and 100. As personal 
friends of many of these remaining Shak- 
ers, the Andrewses assembled an outstand- 
ing collection ... with the added luster of 
colorful anecdotes. On one visit to the 
Shakers at Mount Lebanon, N.Y., they 
spotted a classic candlestand. It was in the 
room occupied by Brother Ferdinand, but 
there was nothing on the stand and it 
seemed to have no use. On asking if they 
could buy the stand, however, they were 
informed that it simply could not be sold: 
It was “‘Ferdinand’s stand.” He had used it 
for over 5O years, and it did indeed have a 
use—he kept his watch on it at night. And 
to make sure that the stand remained at his 
bedside, Ferdinand had long since screwed 
one gracefully curved leg to the floor! Only 
after the aged Brother died some years 


later were the Andrewses allowed to ac- 
quire the stand they coveted. The couple 
were also the first “world’s people” to be 
shown the Shakers’ strangely beautiful 
“sift” or “spirit” drawings—watercolors 
of divinely inspired visions, including the 
now-familiar “Tree of Life’’ painted by Sis- 
ter Hannah Cohoon in 1854. According to 
their Shaker friend, the hidden drawings 
would have been destroyed if the couple 
had laughed at the works of art. 


he enthusiasm of Dr. and Mrs. An- 
drews led to the first Shaker exhi- 
bition in New York more than 50 
years ago. “Shaker Handicrafts,” 
which featured 53 examples of Shaker 
work, opened at the Whitney Museum at 
its original Eighth St. address on Novem- 


ber 12, 1935, and ran for a month. 

Early collectors usually bought directly 
from the last remaining Shaker settle- 
ments. Since demand was relatively low, so 
were prices. Early collectors recall buying 
fine baskets, chairs and other items for a 
few dollars up through the 1950s—perhaps 
$1.50 for a wooden oval box, or $10 or $15 
for a classic ladder-back chair. An artist 
and his wife from New York furnished an 
entire summer house in Connecticut in the 
1920s with pieces bought from the Han- 
cock Shakers, because the prices were so 
reasonable for such well-made objects. 

In contrast to the old-time Shaker col- 
lectors are the newer ranks, those who 
have been collecting for the past decade or 
two. Most of these collectors have bought

from dealers or at auctions, since most of 
the Shaker villages have since closed. An 
increase in appreciation of Shaker design 
has led to increasing prices. For example, a 
table that might have sold for $50 in 
1960 and $500 in 1970 would bring 
perhaps $5,000 in today’s market. 
Baskets that went for under $20 in 
1960 now sell for as much as 
$1,000. Perhaps the most 
dramatic increase is in high- 
quality case pieces, prized by col- 
lectors for their usefulness as well as 
for their looks. A cupboard and case 
of drawers that sold for $1,500 in 
1960 was resold for $10,000 in 1970 
and might bring $65,000 today. 

Because of their small size, bright color 
and great appeal, oval boxes command 
particularly high prices. Some of the best 
brought $2,000 or $3,000 at Sotheby’s in 
1981. Collectors seeking to build a stack of 
up to a dozen boxes will pay almost any- 
thing to finish it—small surprise, when a 
complete stack brings $50,000. 

One reason for the leaps in value is sim- 
ple supply-and-demand. Between 1790 and 
the present there have only been about 
10,000 to 20,000 Shakers in this country. 
Of those, a relatively small number were 
masters of their crafts; and of those, still 
fewer lived and worked between about 
1825 and 1850, the period of the Shakers’ 
greatest achievement. The involvement of 
celebrity collectors has also affected the 
market. Although they keep a low profile, 
the Bill Cosbys are known to be collectors. 
According to the grapevine, Barbra Strei- 
sand has also shown interest. 


s an alternative to buying from 
auctions and dealers, a few enter- 
prising collectors are seeking out 
classic examples in old, unknown 
private collections. Good sleuthing can 
produce spectacular finds and considerable 
savings. One collector discovered a classic

the objects sold years ago for the museum 
and restoration on the premises.) Prospec- 
tive buyers should expect to pay top price 
for items at Sabbathday Lake. The quality 
is good, the provenance impeccable. 

In spite of their different backgrounds, 
the collectors share a deep appreciation of 
Shaker work. Virtually all live with and 
enjoy their Shaker furniture in daily use. 
One of its attractions is durability. The 
Shakers, believing that they were building 
for a new millennium, constructed their 
homes and furnishings with exceptional 
care. Drawers slide with ease because they 
were made of properly seasoned wood. 
Pulls are often threaded into the drawer 
face so they are virtually impossible to 
remove. Collectors also appreciate the use- 
fulness of Shaker works. Trestle tables for 
dining provide ample leg room. A 12-foot 
table has wheels to facilitate moving. Sew- 
ing desks and side tables may have drawers 


on two or three sides for convenient access. 
Shaker furniture is easy to clean because it 
as no dust-catching ornament. Mother 
\nn Lee, the English founder of the Shak- 
er’s religion who lived from 1735 to 1784, 
told followers, ‘‘Good spirits will not live 
where there is dirt there is no dirt in 
heaven.” Collectors also like Shaker order- 


liness. Mother Ann had said, “Provide 
places for all your things, so that you may 
know where to find them at any time, day 
or night.” 
Despite Shaker functionalism and 
value, private collectors say that 
their main reason for appreciation is 
visual. Far from crude “country” 
Americana, Shaker work is sub- 
tle and sophisticated in the 
manner of Japanese design. 
The best Shaker work combines 
well with a range of furnishings. 
There is great variety in the 
homes of people who collect Shaker. 
Some furnish entirely with Shaker, but 
others combine Shaker with design 
classics. One couple hangs a Calder mobile 
over a Shaker rocker; an oil landscape by 
O’Keeffe is nearby. Downstairs, a sculp- 
ture by Noguchi balances a spectacular 
group of over 70 colored oval boxes. An- 
other collector combines Shaker case 
pieces with African and pre-Columbian 
figures and bold Amish quilts. Still another 
couple uses Shaker furniture and contem- 
porary art in their original Shaker home. 
The effect is reminiscent of Japanese interi- 
or design—light, simple, with a feeling for 
proportion and excellence in craftsman- 
ship. A Robert Venturi mantel harmonizes 
with the rest. 

Shaker design radiates a sense of opti- 
mism. Those who lavished care on the 
humblest household objects clearly believed 
their efforts were worthwhile. The Shakers 
have all but disappeared, but the work of 
Shaker hands endures in common things, 
made with an uncommon grace that tran- 
scends but does not diminish utility. 

“Shaker Design” will appear in New 
York City at the Whitney Museum of 
American Art from May 29 through Au- 
gust 31. It will subsequently appear in 
Washington, D.C., at the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art from October 4 through January 4, 
1987. A color catalog is available from the 
museums and through bookstores.

By DEE HARDIE ———— 
hen our grandson Albert was 
a little younger his “th” al- 
ways slipped into an “‘s.””

It’s very pleasant, but I must admit, as a 
bird-listener, I don’t always know the lyri- 
cal beat of a bluebird from the call of a 
quail.

It’s 
much easier being a bird-watcher, and I’m 
thrilled every time I see a squadron of 
bluebirds sweep by or a vivid red cardinal 
sitting by the purple iris in the spring.

There was some degree of privacy as we 
all had our own nests—small, compact 
staterooms below deck. But on the whole it 
was communal living, moving along with 
the will of the wind, exploring the island 
homes of water birds, their migratory 
trails, their nesting patterns. 

After thousands of seagulls, or so it 
seemed, I found myself people-watching 
more than eyeing the birds. It was a won- 
derful mixed group—the young and the 
retired; environmental educators like Ju- 
liet, David and Frank; an English teacher; 
Noel, a nurse; an insurance salesman; a 
banker with his lovely college student 
daughter Auriel, or Oriole as I called her, 
with a head of carrot-colored hair. 

I soon realized that it was fun relaxing 
in public, especially every evening playing 
cribbage with Juanita and her husband, 
Bob, a game I hadn’t enjoyed since child- 
hood when I played with my father. Time 
stood still for a while on an old-fashioned 
schooner. At night we would anchor near 
islands where tribes of Algonquin and Iro- 
quois once also followed the birds. 

Once we returned home, we seemed to 
be even more in tune, more sensitive to the 
birds of Thornhill. Although we don’t have 
the hermit thrush of Vermont, every once 
in awhile we’re privileged to catch a fleet- 
ing glimpse of a Baltimore oriole on a limb 
of the old locust tree. 

And now in the fall I'll watch even more 
closely the neat chevrons of Canada geese 
flying south over the Thornhill fields of 
beige autumn corn. @

THE TIME TO COLLECT SAMPLERS IS NOW— 
BEFORE THEIR PRICES SKYROCKET EVEN FURTHER 


n 1974, the record auction 
price for a sampler was 
about $3,850. Last Janu- 
ary, this c. 1800 needle- 
work (right) attributed to a 
nine-year-old Newburyport, 
Mass., girl sold for $101,750 at 
Sotheby’s. Such record-break- 
ing prices are one sign that 
samplers, long the step-child of 
folk art, are coming into their 
own as a significant art form. 

Among the least surprised at 
samplers’ current high esteem 
would be the parents of the 
girls who stitched them. They 
knew, as did neighbors and pro- 
spective suitors, that samplers 
were not just a hallmark of a 
young lady’s accomplishment 
but also of her affluence. “A 
family was considered poor in- 
deed if they didn’t have a sampler to hang 
in the parlor,” says Elizabeth Warren, cu- 
rator of the Museum of American Folk 
Art. Since samplers were made in school, a 
costly luxury, they provided ‘‘a way of dis- 
playing your daughter’s worth and the fact 
that you could afford proper education.” 

Though it has long been known that 
samplers were made under the tutelage of 
talented instructresses, “the cozy myth 
that they were stitched at mother’s knee 
has persisted,’ says Nancy Druckman, 
vice president and head of American folk 
art at Sotheby’s. The reason has much to 
do with the fact that until recently sam- 
plers were a low-ticket antique, therefore a 
low scholarship priority. 

One exhibit that proved an eye-opener 
was the 1983 “Let Virtue Be a Guide to 
Thee: Needlework in the Education of 
Rhode Island Women, 1730 to 1830.” Or-

Society, it toured museums including. th:

did this exhibit illustrate the stunning simi- 
larity among samplers made by girls who 
attended the same school, it contained 
what the society’s curator, Nina Zannier1, 
calls ‘‘a missing link”—samplers by Sarah 
Rogers and her daughter Mary Balch that 
were very different, illustrating that pat- 
terns weren’t passed down within a family. 
“Samplers were like fashion,” says Ms. 
Zannieri. “A girl didn’t dress like her 
mother but like her friends at school.” 

Interestingly, research into samplers has 
shown that formal education for women 
was far more widespread than historians 
generally recognized. Though girls, like 
boys, attended only when they could be 
spared, they learned basic reading and 
arithmetic and sometimes advanced even 
to French. Needlework was always their 
most important subject, however. 

Its origin in the school curriculum was 
practical. At the dame or nursery school 
that a girl might attend from about age 
hree to eight, she would work alphabet 


and numeral, silk-on-linen sam- 
plers. Learning to cross-stitch 
letters was a_ skill she’d need 
for initialing family’s linens. 

From basic samplers, a girl 
would graduate to art pieces 
with verses, pictures and bor- 
ders. In the Federal period, she 
might also learn to work expen- 
sive silk-on-silk embroideries. 
To learn these skills, she would 
attend a local academy or travel 
several states away to a board- 
ing school run by a talented 
needlewoman. Silk was used 
only by advanced students be- 
cause “the margin for error was 
so slim. In linen a misstitch 
could be pulled out,” notes Ms. 
Druckman, “but once a needle 
punctures silk, the hole is per- 
manent.” 

When a daughter brought home her nee- 
dlework, her parents may have exhibited it 
with great pride, but the artistry behind it 
really wasn’t hers. After all, she lived in an 
era in which originality among children 
wasn’t encouraged. The talent lay clearly 
with the instructress, a point about which 
sampler scholar Betty Ring is passionate. 
Guest curator of the Rhode Island exhibit, 
she’s researching a 1987 show for the Mu- 
seum of American Folk Art tentatively ti- 
tled “Documents of Education.” “I want 
to put the credit squarely with teachers 
who guided every stitch,” says Mrs. Ring. 
She notes that the only way a nine-year-old 
girl could have made the elaborate sampler 
that sold for over $100,000 was with a 
teacher hovering over her shoulder. 

A talented teacher could reshape the 
look of samplers in her area. If she hit on a 
popular formula, pupils were sure to flock 
to her school—and her rivals were quick to 
copy her style. In this way, regional char- 
(Continued on page 34) 
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acteristics in samplers were born; they de- 
veloped about 1725 when regional traits 
became noticeable in American furniture. 

However, unlike furniture artisans, the 
talented American needlework instruc- 
tresses have been largely forgotten. ‘““We 
know about 18 regional sampler styles in 
the 18th century and about 40 or 50 in the 
first half of the 19th century, but only a 
handful of teachers,’ laments Mrs. Ring. 

Uncovering the teachers is a painstaking 
task. For example, Mary Balch, who 
taught from 1785 to 1831 and helped shape 
Providence, R.I.’s, distinctive style, has 
never been mentioned in any history of 
American education. Mrs. Ring’s strategy 
has been to research the girls’ families and 
hope to uncover receipts for schools or 
diaries that mention an instructress. She’s 
also combed through early newspapers to 
find a chance advertisement for a school. 

The majority of samplers are still in pri- 
vate hands, which is good news for collec- 
tors though it may mean they have to pay 
a premium—$20,000 to $30,000 for a great 
example. The estimate for the Sotheby’s 
$101,750 sampler was actually lower— 
$8,000 to $10,000. What accounted for its 
record-breaking price? Its pictorial style 
appealed to folk art fanciers—rather than 
Just needlework collectors—and two deter- 
mined bidders were going head to head. 

The Sotheby’s sampler, which had been 
handed down within the family of the 
maker, sums up everything a collector 
should look for: rarity, quality, condition 
and a good provenance. Provenance is es- 
pecially important because many English 
samplers are being confused with their 
sought-after and higher-priced American 
counterparts. Some American regional 
styles are readily discernible. The Provi- 
dence samplers made in Mary Balch’s 
school, for example, usually featured local 
buildings. However, “unless a piece is very 
important,” notes Mrs. Ring, “‘it’s really 
difficult to tell where it’s made.” Even the 
stellar Sotheby’s needlework picture can’t 
be linked with any school at this point. 

No matter the style of a sampler, condi- 
tion is extremely important. Nina Zannieri 
advises comparing threads on the front 
and back. Fading may indicate a sampler 
has been exposed to sunlight and its fabric 
has weakened. With silk embroideries, 
look for splits or shredding. If a piece is 
linen, make sure the threads are still tight. 
Finally, as with any collectible, what you 
love is what counts most.

ho would take a 

summer vacation 

in the glorious 

Green Mountains 
of Vermont to get up at 6 A.M. 
every day, spend mornings in- 
side a classroom and long hot 
afternoons sawing and ham- 
mering on a construction site? 
And why? Diane Evans of Pe- 
quannock, N.J., is a good ex- 
ample of who and why. “The 
two weeks revived me—it was 
just what I needed,” she says 
about the cram course for lay 
people at the Yestermorrow 
School of Design/Build in War- 
ren, Vt. The course provides an 
overview of the design and building pro- 
cess as well as lessons in plumbing, carpen- 
try and wiring. After completing the 
program Ms. Evans went home to com- 
pletely renovate her 1920s bungalow. An- 
other Yestermorrow graduate, John Hoyt 
of Rye, N.H., built a house for his parents 
by the Atlantic Ocean. Hoyt says: “I got so 
involved in what I was doing that I forgot 
about time. I would have liked two more 
weeks.” 

To most people the idea of building a 
house after a two-week house-building 
class is almost as farfetched as performing 
an operation after a correspondence course 
in surgery. But if those couple of weeks are 
spent immersed in the study of architec- 
ture and building, it is possible to learn 
enough to take an active part in the design 
and construction of one’s own home. This 
is the view of the Yestermorrow School, 
and judging from the many graduates who 
go on to design, construct or renovate their 
houses, the program works. 

Richard and Roberta Hittinger, for in- 
stance, dreamed of a home for their retire- 
ment on a wooded property atop South 
Mountain, near Allentown, Pa. But they 
had no design experience. Richard, a re- 
tired engineer, and Roberta, a housewife, 
spent two weeks at the Yestermorrow 
School in June 1983 and worked on a plan

for a three-bedroom house, which they 
hired subcontractors to build. A year later 
they were putting the final touches on their 
new home. Says Mr. Hittinger, “At Yes- 
termorrow we all /ived architecture. For 
two weeks we ate, slept and breathed it.” 

The Hittingers were among the 165,000 
Americans who built their own houses in 
1984, according to the U.S. Bureau of the 
Census. Since 1980, owner-built houses 
have represented 9 to 14 percent of total 
single-family home construction each year. 

The desire to build one’s own home is 
rooted in American history and culture, 
according to John Connell, director of the 
Yestermorrow School. “‘This country has a 
long tradition of owner-builders, starting 
with the earliest settlers,” he explains. 
“The impulse to build also reflects the do- 
it-yourself spirit of America, and, more 
recently, do-it-yourselfers have also been 
interested in alternative forms of energy, 
such as solar power.” 

Schools have formed all around the 
country to coach today’s builders, and 
each has a slightly different emphasis (see 
box on page 46). The Shelter Institute in 
Bath, Me., founded in 1974 and the oldest 
owner-builder school in the country, teach- 
es students to build energy-efficient houses 
as inexpensively as possible. The Owner 
Builder Center, headquartered in Berkeley, 


Calif., is the country’s largest. 
It recommends that students 
use kit-house packages that can 
be customized. The Yestermor- 
row School stresses design. 

“We are primarily a design 
school that also teaches people 
how to build,” says John Con- 
nell. “The other schools teach 
techniques—the ‘how’ of build- 
ing. We ask ‘why’ things are 
done a certain way.” 

Mr. Connell, a Yale-educat- 
ed architect who wears boots 
and baggy pants with suspend- 
ers, started the school in 1980 
for architects and architecture 
students. Today the school 
also offers four two-week summer courses 
for lay people. These courses, limited to 15 
students, have attracted men and women 
of all ages, backgrounds and levels of ex- 
pertise. Many of them do not know the 
first thing about hammering a nail, let 
alone designing a home. But most people 
have an idea for a project. Some, like the 
Hittingers, are ready to sell the large fam- 
ily house and build a smaller dwelling for 
their retirement. 

Diane Evans had another project in 
mind. A land surveyor and single mother, 
she had just bought a 1920s bungalow that 
needed renovating. Her son’s room was 
tiny with a low ceiling, and the original 
kitchen was sadly outdated. At the Yester- 
morrow School, Diane constructed a mod- 
el of her house and designed improvements 
for it—then returned home and executed 
them herself. She ripped off the ceiling in 
her son’s room and erected a sleeping loft, 
modernized the kitchen and added a side 
deck off the kitchen with a framed arbor 
for hanging plants. “The course gave me 
tremendous energy and dispelled the fear I 
had of things like wiring,” says Ms. Evans. 
But, she cautions, “‘It’s a lot of work.” 

Indeed the rigorous program leaves time 
for little else. A typical day begins with the 
sunrise. As early as 6 A.M. students can get 
(Continued on page 42) 
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a cup of coffee in the dining room of the 
Pitcher Inn, the rambling bed-and-break- 
fast establishment where they stay. By 8 


"A.M. everyone is in the studio for the de- 


sign lesson. Because so many students lack 
design expertise, the instructors, all prac- 
ticing architects, start with easy assign- 
ments—they ask students to sketch a 
familiar structure such as a phone booth. 
At first everyone draws with crayons and 
ball-point pens, instead of drafting equip- 
ment, but by the second week students are 
using the tools and vocabulary of the pro- 
fession. They draw plans, sections and ele- 
vations and make models of their projects, 
which are critiqued by classmates and 
staff. Students learn to consider all design 
alternatives and to choose among them. 

This problem-solving approach is car- 
ried over to the construction site. Every 
afternoon students work on new buildings 
and remodeling projects under the supervi- 
sion of professionals. (The Yestermorrow 
School is affiliated with a design/build 
firm whose projects become sites for stu- 
dents to work on.) At each site students 
practice a particular skill—roofing, for ex- 
ample, or pouring concrete. This practical 
training is especially valuable for women, 
says Mr. Connell. “It teaches them skills 
many men already have, and gives them 
confidence in their own ability to build.” 
In the evenings, students return to the 
schoolhouse, a restored c. 1830 building, to 
hear a lecture by a guest architect or listen 
to a “tech talk” on the finer points of 
building, such as sizing a beam or planning 
a heating system. 

The Easleys, a Pittsburgh couple with 
three children, used points like these to 
steer their lives in a new direction. Dan, a 
high school biology teacher, and Susan, a 
bank official, were in their late 30s and 
looking for “something new” when they 
enrolled at Yestermorrow. After complet- 
ing the course, they bought a seven-unit 
apartment building in Pittsburgh, and Dan 
took a sabbatical to redesign and renovate 
the units himself. But the couple had been 
so taken with the Green Mountains that 
they eventually returned and purchased a 
c. 1832 breakfast inn, which they restored 
and now run themselves. 

The Easleys’s love affair with the valley 
is not hard to understand. The landscape is 
spectacular, with thickly wooded moun- 
tains, flower-flecked meadows, lakes and 
mountain streams. And opportunities 
abound for hiking, sailing and water-skiing.

file. The architect created a cruciform plan 
(below) that extends outward from the 
stairwell. At the foot of the stairs is the 
dining area, the heart of the house. 

You can build our Victorian cottage 
from plans or buy the shell, shipped to 
your building site, from Timberpeg, Inc. 
Timberpeg’s system calls for smooth pine 
and traditional post-and-beam construc- 
tion. Where possible, structural elements 
have been left exposed to enrich the texture 
of interior spaces. The cupola provides ad- 
ditional natural light. 
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“Shandy” gazebo comes with 
or without screening. 
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The house you see 
(right) comprises 1,000 
square feet, but it could 
be expanded. You 
could 
screened porch to cre- 
ate a family room or 
separate dining room. 
Or you could go one 
step further. The archi- 
tect designed the house 
so each leg of the cross 
could be lengthened. 
The larger gables, con- 
taining the living room- 
master bedroom and kitchen-master bath, 
could expand by one or two increments 
(each is 34 inches). The other two gables 
could be expanded similarly in increments 
of 24 inches. You could add to one, two, 
three or all four gables—for a maximum of 
1,450 square feet. 

Our house was built on a wooded site in 
New York’s Catskill Mountains. The gaze-

n a house this size, unused space is out of 
the question,” says the designer. “Every 
area works.” Thus the upstairs hall is 
treated almost as a room, an area for relax- 
ing and reading (below). Beyond it, through the 
doorway, is a huge master bath. ““We wanted at 
least one surprise!’ explains the architect. 
“Who would suspect that this tiny cottage 
would have an imperial-sized bathroom with 
whirlpool tub?” 

The bath, though bathed in light from a high 
window, is entirely private—and luxurious.

The guest bedroom (opposite and on our cover) 1s pre- 
sented as a showcase for collectibles—from the antique 
Swedish bed to the Staffordshire cottages displayed above 
it. The three-tier shelf unit with its charming heart cutout 
was made by Leonard Wise. The floral ““Rosehill” pattern 
on three of the pillows shaped the color scheme for the 
room. All the other colors were pulled from it: the “Aqua 
Gingham” fabric on the table skirt and remaining pillows, 


the pink-striped fabric that was made into a comforter. 
These fabrics plus the white linen used for the “Priscilla” 
curtains are from The Ralph Lauren Home Collection. 


The floor in the guest bedroom was stained by the same 
process that lightened walls, ceilings and floors through- 
out. Three coats of polyurethane protect the lightened 
surface. Not visible here are two pairs of built-in ward- 
robes, each with closed overhead cabinets. Thus, despite 
their diminutive size, the bedrooms have adequate space 
and comfort for weekend and vacation living. 

Closets in the master bedroom are included in the house 
plans available to readers and in the Timberpeg “*package.” 
The wardrobes and other built-ins were conceived by 
House Beautiful to show the house’s ultimate flexibility. 
Depending on how it’s used and on the amenities desired, 
the house can be made luxurious or spare. Price of the 
Timberpeg package, delivered to your building site, is 
$36,409. The cost of home-building varies nationwide, but 
you should expect to spend roughly $100,000 more for 
kitchen and bathrooms (the house has two), site prepara- 
tion, landscaping and, of course, for all construction and 
finish work done by your local builder.

or most of us, living with less is a 

fleeting luxury, a freeing interlude 

that follows a move to a larger 

house or the completion of an ad- 
dition to a home we have outgrown in 
space but not in spirit. For Finland’s Ris- 
tomatti Ratia it is a realistic vision. In the 
interiors he designs, like the one shown 
here, he fashions a gallerylike space for the 
art of living, a light-filled backdrop for 
people and beautiful objects. “Enjoy the 
moments of emptiness,” his work urges. 
Many of us forfeit that pleasure soon 
enough, as our inventory of possessions 
expands to fill the space alotted. 

Perched above Helsinki with a view of 
the Baltic Sea, this apartment—created as 
a pied-a-terre for his brother and sister-in- 
law—has the charm of an atelier, with 





angular walls and eyebrow windows that 
follow the mansard roof of the Art Nou- 
veau building. Mr. Ratia chose to preserve 
the atticlike feeling and its appealing irreg- 
ularities, yet clean up the shadows cast by 
its many corners through whitewashing 
the whole. An open living-dining area, 
kitchen, sleeping loft and bath were inge- 
niously carved out of the 500-square-foot 
space with no loss of either character or 
room to maneuver. 

Strong perspectives created by the open- 
ness are softened by the dairy-white floor, 
arched window niches and the play of 
light. Accent tones of storm-gray, sunny 
blue and the spark of a single clear yellow 
chair give definition to the wraparound 
whites.

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On its 100th anniversary, Pierre Lorillard’s 
planned community celebrates the rebirth 
of an era of architectural triumph 


t is 100 years since livery coaches, painted gaily in yellow and 

green, welcomed three trainloads of fashionable visitors to Tuxe- 

do Park. On opening day of this gala celebration, the gates of the 

massive stone entrance towers swung open to admit 700 of New 
York’s social elite into Pierre Lorillard 1V’s dream community. In less 
than a year’s time, he had created an elite sportsman’s preserve out of 
a mountain wilderness. Today, after a century of change and difficult 
adjustment, Tuxedo Park is an even more complete realization of 
Pierre Lorillard’s vision. It is a greenbelt of mansions and fine homes 
clustered around three sparkling lakes beneath the brow of the Rama- 
po Mountains, less than an hour’s drive from New York City. 

The roads are still perilously narrow and wind through 400 acres of 
parkland, peeking through ancient trees and palatial iron gates at an 
Italian palazzo here, a French chateau there. They meander past half- 
timbered cottages and gardens that resemble quaint English villages. 
Wildlife—deer, raccoons, partridge and woodcock—inhabits the 
woodlands, surprised by the pets, ranging from mastiffs to prancing 
poodles that roam the grounds just as freely. 

On its centennial, Tuxedo Park remains a place of myth, legend and 
lore. The original residents—Astors, Mortimers, Juilliards, Tucker- 
mans and Pells—are long gone, although some of their descendants 
still live here. They mingle with the newcomers who are equally

charmed by its craggy beauty. It was here 
that court tennis, racquets, bridge and golf 
were pioneered by Americans in the 1890s. 
The first Autumn Ball was inaugurated 
here in October 1886. 

Griswold Lorillard, Pierre’s son, came 
to the ball in a dinner jacket without the 
tails. He had copied the fashion from the 
Prince of Wales. The abbreviated jacket 
was sarcastically called the “tuxedo.” 


t was here, too, that American eti- 

quette was codified for generations of 

gentry. Emily Post, the daughter of 

Tuxedo Park’s architect, Bruce Price, 
experienced it here firsthand as a youth 
and then went on to record it in her fa- 
mous etiquette books. 

Dorothy Draper, one of the country’s 
first and most famous woman decorators, 
grew up here. (She left because she 
couldn’t stand the eight-foot-high barbed 
wire fence that Lorillard put up around 
Tuxedo Park to keep out the riffraff.) It is 
not for these amusing tales, though, that 
the place intrigues us today, but for its 
architecture and environmental planning. 

Tuxedo Park is a well-preserved village 
in Orange County, N.Y., with a remark- 
able number of significant residences dat- 
ing from 1886. Its vitality derives from the 
judicious planning and siting of these 
houses by some of the best-known archi- 
tects of the day. Because it enjoyed the 
patronage of America’s wealthiest families, 
Tuxedo Park harbors examples of nearly 
every important style of American domes- 
tic architecture. Lorillard’s great-grandfa- 
ther, the tobacco tycoon, foreclosed a 
mortgage on the property in 1814. Three 
generations later, it passed from Peter Lor- 
illard III to his seven children. Pierre IV, 
the oldest son, bought out his brothers ® 


The glacial lake set in the Ramapo 
Mountains inspired Lorillard to develop 
the property in the 1880s.

and sisters (or beat them at poker) to acquire all the property by 1885. 
A man of iron will and imperious manner, Pierre wished to carve out 
of this rocky cleft a rustic community of weekend retreats and a 
clubhouse for the exclusive use of the member-owners. In 1884 Loril- 
lard had sold his Newport, R.I., mansion, The Breakers, to the 
Vanderbilts, hoping to simplify his social life. He had recently spon- 
sored an archaeological expedition to Mayan ruins in Mexico and was 
impressed by the brooding buildings that seemed hewn out of the 
megalithic rock. He envisioned a colony of rustic “cottages” where he 
and a select group of friends could hunt or otherwise commune with 
nature. (That the cottagers would require five to ten bedrooms, 
gardens, stables, housing for a retinue of servants, plus all the ameni- 
ties of privileged living, was not considered contradictory.) It was an 
early instance of attempting to wed the houses to their sites. The 
architect he chose for this herculean task, Bruce Price, was well 
known in both social and architectural circles. 


na cold, rainy day in September 1885, Lorillard and Price 

slogged through three miles of thickets to review the site. So 
miserable was the day and drenching the rain that the driver 

who met them protested that the only road was too rough 

for the horse-drawn wagon. So Lorillard himself took the reins. 
Reaching the top of a windswept ridge overlooking the lake, he 
stopped, pointing. ‘““That’s a good site for the clubhouse,” he ex- 
claimed, ‘‘and we can have a row of cottages between there and here.” 
It was a monumental idea. The more than 5,000-acre tract of virgin 
forest was almost impenetrable. The nearest ‘town’? was a small 
primitive settlement. Yet these were the days when money could

move mountains. With a crew of 1,800 
immigrant laborers and in eight months 
time, the forest yielded 30 miles of roads, 
water and sewer systems, a village with 
shops, police station and stables plus 22 
new cottages and the clubhouse. 

Price’s original houses for Tuxedo Park 
are important models of the Shingle Style, 
a distinctive development in American ar- 
chitecture. Lorillard encouraged Price to 
exploit the rough materials found on the 
site and to subordinate the design of the 
residences to the natural beauty of the en- 
vironment. Price’s simple, shingled cot- 
tages were brought to a point of mo- 
mentary perfection unequaled elsewhere, 
according to Donald Clark, Orange Coun- 
ty historian. 

Several of these early Shingle Style 
houses designed by Price remain intact. 
One of the first, bought by Grenville Kane, 
the first family to take up year-round resi- 
dence in Tuxedo Park, exemplifies the 
most important aspects of the style. It is a

eled, but still retains many of its original 
features. Bought by W. Chanler in 1886, 
this house was published in Building, an 
architectural journal of the day. It made 
quite an impression on a 17-year-old archi- 
tect, Frank Lloyd Wright. Three years lat- 
er, when Wright designed a house for 
himself in Oak Park, IIl., he borrowed 
heavily from the Chanler house (above). 

In his book, The Shingle Style and the 
Stick Style (Yale, 1971), architectural his- 
torian Vincent Scully noted that Wright 
was seeking inspiration from the masters of 
the developed Shingle Style—and especial- 
ly from Bruce Price. 

By the turn of the century, the new 
fortunes demanded a more ostentatious 
style. It was the heyday of transatlantic 
travel, and affluent Americans were seeing 
firsthand the luxuries of aristocratic Eu- 
rope. With their often greater wealth, they 
were not content with humble houses of 
sticks and shingles. 

The most popular styles of contempo- 
rary architecture were built in Tuxedo 
Park in the 1890s. Structures in Tudor 
Revival, Spanish Mission, Georgian, Jaco- 
bean, Gothic Revival, Queen Anne and 
Dutch Colonial Revival are all represented 
there. Architects often incorporated ele- 
ments of these styles, combining motifs of 
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TUXEDO PARK

Old-world mansions are being 
rejuvenated, ensuring a place in history 
Jor the “monumental style” of the 1890s 


and Tuxedo Park’s future. Within a few years of the crash, mansions 
were being torn down or purposely burned down to save real estate 
taxes. Over the next 20 years Tuxedo Park slumbered like Rip Van 
Winkle in the Hudson Valley, the largest buildings turned into reli- 
gious retreats, girls’ schools or simply boarded up. 


uxedo Park’s reawakening began in the late 1950s and 1960s 

as new residents trickled in. Although the gargantuan man- 

sions were being sold for a song, the new owners sought the 

smaller, more financially manageable utility buildings—car- 
riage houses, stables, old garages, servants’ houses. Today these are 
the true examples of Tuxedo Park’s enduring charm. Richard Dela- 
field’s potting shed is a stunning contemporary home with modern 
wings built atop the stone foundations of the former greenhouses. The 
horse trainer’s cottage is an antiques dealer’s treasure-filled home. The 
stables of the c. 1892 Cooper estate are still another collecting couple’s 
converted gem. 





Today even the white elephants are being rejuvenated. The once- 
derelict George C. Cooper residence, a three-story Jacobean-style 
mansion of red brick and limestone trim, with castellated tower, porte 
cochere and belfry, is being painstakingly pieced back together. 

Once again, the sound of hammer and saw is heard in Tuxedo Park 
as new homes take up residence alongside the old ones. Romantic 
ruins still haunt the park... remnants of stone gate stanchions, stone 
staircases curling their way up ravines and teahouses, forgotten gar- 
dens tangled in vines. On a silent summer eve, one can almost sense 
the ghosts from the past, that seem to shimmer in the moon’s glow. 
Even Pierre Lorillard would find Tuxedo Park an enchanting place to 
live in today.

KOR A’50s RANCH | 


| With changes more visual than | 
structural a designer creates extraordinary 
rooms in an ordinary house 








fter buying a typical ranch-style house many a new homeowner might 

want to grab a sledgehammer—to raise ceilings, knock down walls 

and demolish clamshell moldings everywhere. Not Stephen Farish, 

however, who kept major structural changes to a minimum in his 
1954 Houston tract house. He chose instead to redefine some spaces and to use 
his expertise as an interior designer to create the architectural distinction that, 
was sadly lacking. In explaining the room changes, Mr. Farish says, “I knew 
the first time I saw the house—and walked straight through the front door into oa 
the living room—that the tiny dining room could be a formal entrance hall, 
which I think every house should have. It was fairly easy to make an existing 
window into a new front door.” Mr. Farish then made the former family room 
(more than twice the size of the original dining room) into an elegant space 
(right) for dining and sitting, with back-to-back sofas and a cast-concrete table. 
He mirrored one wall all the way up to the ceiling, then spray-painted the 
ceiling with six coats of glossy enamel. The shimmering reflections make the 
room seem much higher than 8 feet and wider than 11 12. 
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A sensuous variety of textures enriches the house’s subtle colors. “So many 
neutrals might seem bland without all those different materials, 
weaves and fabrics,” says Mr. Farish, who covered his bedroom walls with 

raw silk (above). Desk and chair are covered in goatskin. 








‘30s GLAMOUR 
FOR A‘50s RANCH 


hen I am designing for other 

people I try not to impose my 

own tastes and prejudices,” 

says Stephen Farish, “but in 
my own house I wanted to make a strong 
decorating statement—to choose two or 
three colors and use them repeatedly, even 
in the bedrooms and garden. This house 
would have been choppy if I had used a lot 
of different colors. This way it has a nice 
flow.” Indeed, the gray and beige of the 
more public rooms flow right on into Mr. 
Farish’s bedroom. Here, the third color, 
red—which was used only as a subtle ac- 
cent in the living and dining rooms— 
makes a stronger statement in the paprika 
chamois chair. 

Although most interior walls were left as 
Mr. Farish found them, he combined two 
cramped bedrooms to create his own spa- 
cious suite (complete with dressing room), 
which also accommodates his office. Here, 
as in the dining room, the designer in- 
stalled French doors to overlook the gar- 
den and swimming pool. “It wasn’t 
immediately obvious to me—the way the 
front door was—how more windows 
would transform the house,”’ he says. “It 
wasn’t until I decided to put in the swim- 
ming pool that I knew I wanted French 
doors all along the back. What’s the point 
of a beautiful garden if you can’t see it?” 

“Even in the garden I chose two or three 
colors and used them repeatedly,” says 
Mr. Farish, who knew that the cedar of the 
arbor (right) and the teak of the garden 
benches (reproductions of designs by Ed- 
win Lutyens) would weather to the same 
silvery gray. All flowers—azaleas in very 
early spring, crepe myrtle, begonias and 
pink verbenas in summer—were chosen be- 
cause they Shade from pink to lavender. 
Even leaf textures create a recurring motif. 
The arbor (/eft), which is 26 feet long and 
8 feet deep, was equipped with electric fans 
to make dining outside comfortable in the 
hot summer months.

Vistas, allées and serene niches make 
Rosemary Verey’s garden at Barnsley House a special delight

hen you've got a lovely site, it’s wick- 
ed not tc make use of it,” says Rose- 
mary Verey, speaking swiftly in a 
pleasant, high-pitched voice, her lilt- 

ing accent charmingly British. We are sitting on a 

garden bench designed by her son, Charles. It is

It cre- 
ates a new vista from here. I think one should 
always strive to have surprises and interesting focal 
points in the garden, don’t you?” 


he garden and its 17th-century manor 

house are located on about four acres in 

the limestone countryside of the Cots- 

wolds, a land of stone walls, pastures, 
trickling trout streams and thatch-roofed cottages. 
The garden adds its own alchemy to the scene. 
There are allees of trees and shrub walls, billowing 
herbaceous borders, an 
Elizabethan knot garden, 
scented herb garden, wa- 
ter garden complete with 
classical temple and a 
sprawling, patterned veg- 
etable garden behind a 
high stone wall. The wall 
itself, built in 1770, is en- 
hanced by traceries of 
climbing plants—roses, 
clematis, euonymus, a 
large-leafed ivy are 
among the many variet- 
ies. There are romantic 
vistas ending at fountains 
and sculptures, and se- 
rene niches within the 
sound of falling water.

Rosemary Verey has

creating her garden in the book The 
Englishwoman’s Garden. About 1960, 
after her four children were grown, 
she found that gardening offered the 
challenge she wanted, and she set 
about learning all she could. She 
joined the Royal Horticultural Soci- 
ety, attended lectures, visited other 
gardens, and studied classical and 
modern garden books—all the while 
making notes of ideas for her own 
dream garden. 

“Tm totally noncompetitive,” she 
says, reminiscing about this early peri- 
od, “but when something interests 
me, I become intensely involved and 
try to do my best. I don’t know why it 
is. I suppose it’s pride of some sort.” 

She planted a number of long-range 
trees—cedar, a tulip tree, catalpas, 
wellingtonia, two metasequoias—in a 
“wilderness” area along the western 
perimeter near an existing Gothic 
summerhouse. She planted seeds of 
rock roses and violets along the main 
path leading from the back terrace 
into the garden. The path is flanked 
by dramatic Irish yews that date from 
1948. With Russell Page’s Education 
of a Gardener at her elbow, she 
planned the surrounding beds and 
borders, developing a section at a 
time, and added her garden orna- 
ments of statuary and fountains, made 
by Simon Verity, a local sculptor. A 
classic temple was brought in from a

alifornia cooking is characterized 

by the use of fresh local products 

(such as grain-fed chickens); by 

combining ingredients to heighten, 
but never mask, natural flavors; by cook- 
ing methods such as grilling that preserve 
texture and natural juices; and by simple, 
unfussy presentations that respect the in- 
herent shapes and colors of the food itself. 
And when Californians entertain, location 
tends to be as important as the food on the 
table. They, perhaps more than anyone 
else, utilize the outdoors to create mood 
and ambience. Indeed, sunshine, balmy 
breezes and starlit skies both relax and 
stimulate. 

In addition to the obvious—a sandy 
beach—boat decks, tennis courts and roof- 
tops are frequently set up for festive eating. 
The straightforward nature of the dishes 
featured here is perfectly suited to alfresco 
entertaining. Some—such as the tomato- 
orange soup and the poached figs—may be 
prepared all or partially in advance, and

nother important aspect of Cali- 

fornia cuisine. results from that 

area’s love affair with health and 

fitness. Not surprisingly,, the re- 
gion that gave rise to whirlpool baths, hot 
tubs and workout cassettes relies on an 
abundance of fresh produce, innumerable 
meals with salads as the main focus, and 
desserts based on fresh fruit. 

In addition, the “health food’ craze of 
the ’60s and ’70s has resulted in a current 
awareness of fiber, vitamins and minerals. 
But instead of tofu burgers and steamed 
wheat berries, inspired California cooks 
are combining classic cooking techniques 
with whole grains, soy products, legumes 
and the freshest fish, produce and dairy 
products imaginable for modern, healthy 
dishes—a kind of “refined, whole-foods 
cuisine.” Some of California’s most stylish 
new restaurants—such as Square One and 
Stars in San Francisco and the Border 
Grill in Los Angeles—regularly feature 
vegetarian entreés on their menus. Even 
meat lovers now know that a well made 
tabbouleh salad can be as satisfying as a 
roast beef sandwich.

Not to be overlooked is the influence that 
the Chinese, Japanese, Middle Eastern, 
Mexican and Italian populations have had 
on California cooking. Balsamic vinegar, 
Oriental noodles and fresh corn tortillas— 
while still somewhat exotic in other parts 
of the country—are familiar California 
fare that is easily available throughout 
most of the state. 

Perhaps most important, California 
cooking glorifies what the region itself pro- 
duces: from walnuts, almonds and pista- 
chios, which are mass-produced, to fresh 
goat cheese, avocado oil and wine grape 
jams made by booming cottage industries. 

Gifts from the sea include some of the 
finest shellfish available including mussels, 
scallops, crayfish, oysters, shrimp, Dunge- 
ness crab and abalone. And for salad-mak- 
ing, California garlic, olives, artichokes 
and avocados are hard to beat. Papayas, 
figs, strawberries, honey-sweet mangoes 
and, of course, grapes for both eating and 
winemaking are inspiration for anyone 
who loves to spend time in the kitchen—or 
at table.

None of them were 
around before 1980, but they’ve all distin- 
guished themselves by producing several 
vintages of brilliant wines. Six are Napa 
Valley newcomers: Look for Cabernet Sau- 
vignon, Sauvignon Blanc, and Chardonnay 
from Silverado, Groth, and Monticello; 
Chardonnay and Cabernet Sauvignon from 
Girard; Chardonnay and Pinot Noir from 
Chateau Bouchaine; and Sauvignon Blanc 
and Semillon from Robert Pepi. Sonoma 
has three unusual new wineries: Carmenet, 
producing a Sauvignon Blanc and a red (a 
Cabernet blend); similarly Lyeth produces 
a red (a Cabernet blend) and a white (a 
Sauvignon blanc blend); tiny Laurel Glen 
makes Cabernet Sauvignon and Merlot ex- 
clusively.

ENTERTAINING WITH WINE, NAPA VALLEY STYLE 


he winemakers in California’s ver- 
dant Napa Valley not only know 
how to make superb wine, they 
also know how to entertain with 
wine in a casual but sophisticated way. In 
spring, summer, and early fall, lunch (and 
often dinner) with a winemaker invariably 
takes place outdoors in a picniclike setting 
that has a hint of elegance—a long table 
with a white tablecloth on the grass under 
a group of oak trees, or in the middle of a 
garden, or at the edge of a vineyard.

Despite the relaxed atmosphere, wine is 
always served in lovely glasses and food on 
china plates (though I remember one dish 
served on a large leaf).

most us can take advantage of warmer 
weathe ‘ve an outdoor lunch or din- 
ner Napa Valiey style.

Have an ice buck- 
et handy to keep the bottles pleasantly 
cool. And consider these pairs of Napa 
Valley wines for your menu: 

1984 Robert Mondavi Fumé Blanc ($9) 
and °84 Beringer Fumé Blanc ($8) with 
soup or cold fish; °83 Chateau Montelena 
Chardonnay ($13) and ’°83 Trefethen Char- 
donnay (about $16) with grilled poultry; 
°82 Rutherford Hill Merlot ($10) and ’82 
Pine Ridge Merlot ($12) with California 
goat cheese and aged Sonoma jack cheese. 
For dessert, just dip ripe strawberries in 
what’s left of the Merlots.

TO ADD LIVING SPACE 


By making garages into family rooms, bedrooms, kitchens and 
living rooms, homeowners are adding new spaces—or rearranging 
Old spaces—at half the cost of building from the ground up

Without sacrificing car storage, a garage can provide room 
Jor expansion by the skillful design of its attic

superior example of 
how unused garage 
space can be turned 
into livable rooms ap- 

pears at right and on the previous 
page. What prompted this con- 
version was a sequence of events 
that began when the owners de- 
cided they needed more living 
space near their kitchen and opt- 
ed for a family room. Shope 
Reno Wharton Associates of 
Greenwich, Conn., was called in 
to create a new design. The archi- 
tects soon discovered that local 
zoning regulations prevented 
adding any more living space 
alongside the kitchen, which is 
directly behind the garage. 

Their solution—a finished 
room in the bare space above the 
working portion of the garage— 
turned up at least two advantages 
over a family room on the ground level: 
1, From the second-level dramatically 
glazed opening seen here, there is a far 
better view of a wooded foreground and 
glistening, duck-frequented pond in the 
background. The architects managed, with 
this single, massive fenestration for the 
family room, to maintain the house’s tradi- 
tional feeling without jeopardizing its one- 
of-a-kind flair. Arched headers over the 
clerestory windows echo the barrel-vault 
ceiling, shown on the previous page. 

2. The new family room fulfills the original 

need to give the kitchen more “breathing 

room.” Yet it now has the qualities of a 

retreat. This dual atmosphere flows from 

an opening between family room and 

kitchen that is six feet wide and a mere six 

steps in height. Normal floor-to-floor stairs 

require 12 steps. The short run to the fam- 
: ily room results from setting the garage 
- floor lower than the house’s first floor and 
making the ceiling above the cars lower 
than it would be in a living space. 

Two more aspects of the design—a fire-

place and an abundance of closets and 
shelves—complete the family room in a 
mood that recalls colonial keeping rooms. 
What happened here is not atypical. 


eople convert garages to living 

space for a variety of reasons: be- 

cause older parents or relatives 

need to be close by; because bal- 
let-smitten daughters want a practice stu- 
dio of their own; because a collection of 
rare china needs a room for proper display; 
because a couple with four strapping sons 
seeks space for a mini-gymnasium. 

Not a few homeowners act pragmatical- 
ly. Considered for what it is, an enclosed 
garage makes a running head start toward 
new living space. This collect-all car barn 
is framed, clad on the outside, roofed and 
shingled, and rests on a proper foundation. 
Already contained are the basics of exteri- 
or construction. According to Jack P. 
Jones, author of The Manual of Profession- 
al Remodeling (Craftsman, 1982) and for 
28 years owner of his own contracting 


business, finishing a garage can 
cost between 40 and 50 percent 
less than producing the same 
space from foundation to roof, all 
finish materials being equal. This 
holds true only for a garage al- 
ready attached to the house and 
positioned so that its planned 
new function makes sense. 

A separate garage throws up a 
challenge. In our editorial search, 
we saw this gap bridged a num- 
ber of times with a new breeze- 
way. One Dearborn, Mich., 
family turned their garage into a 
teenager’s room where their son, 
a would-be drummer, and his 
friends could play their own ver- 
sion of hard rock music—loudly. 
The parents, spared the output 
by a breezeway separation, fol- 
lowed their own courses, quietly. 
The breezeway naturally added 
to the cost, but not enough to 
wipe Out savings over building a teenager’s 
music room elsewhere on the property. 

There are times when moving a separate 
garage to the house saves money over 
building anew. And there are times when it 
doesn’t. You may be as lucky as a client of 
architect Roderic Hartung’s. His goal: 
moving a sturdy, 1930s garage 30 feet to a 
new foundation alongside the client’s 
house. His solution: spending a few hours 
to set cable around the garage and a single 
hour’s rental of a construction crane. The 
charges were well below what they would 
have been to raze the old garage and build 
up again next to the house. 

Much depends on the condition of the 
garage. According to house mover Fred 
Turgeon of Newington, Conn., “From our 
own experience, 90 percent of the time it 
costs less to move a garage in good condi- 
tion than to tear down the old one and 
build up from scratch. But if the old ga- 
rage is weak, raze it.” 

Here’s another example: In a single 
sweep, an attractive but flawed house &

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A cramped, clumsily placed garage can become a handsome home addition

When the architect 
began, he was confronted with (a) the nar- 
rowest of standard two-car garages, allow- 
ing cars mere inches through the doors and 
making yard-gear storage laughable; (b) an 
entry on the long house wall that was nev-

er used (everyone entered through the 
kitchen); and (c) a 1950s screened-porch 
appendage that blocked north light from 
the kitchen. 

Using the structure of the old garage, 
Mr. Dickinson fashioned a scooped-shell 
entry made energy-efficient by an airlock, 
a den-office, a laundry, a powder room and 
a small, sunny sitting area between entry 
and kitchen. “The new airlock entry and 
adjacent mud-room-laundry create a now- 
classic accommodation for children and 
groceries, while limiting access for cold air 


and dirty feet into the house,” Mr. Dickin- 
son observes. 

Prominent in the informal area is a cast- 
iron wood stove. The stove and airlock 
entry, plus solar gain through new south- 
facing windows (see exterior view above), 
add up to less need for winter heat than the 
house required before the changes. 

The rarely used screened porch was re- 
moved, a step that vastly improved the 
appearance of the facade as well as opening 
the house to more daylight. A new garage,

Take the Deutsch house in Bos-

expanded. When what they wanted was 
finally matched by what they could afford 
to spend, Graham Gund Associates, Inc.

dows, dividers in the nine-light square win- 
dows firmly repeating the lattice design— 
all contribute to subtle differences that sep- 
arate this house from its neighbors.

Even the wrought-iron gate and win- 
dow bars (enclosing the carport and 
general storage) lend a hint of mystery. A 
street-side brick wall extending from the 
lower-level brickwork has an iron gate 
leading to a precious parcel of urban gar- 
den enjoyed by the owners.

Because urban building codes call for 
super-solid construction, adding second-story 
living space to a city garage ts feasible 


allowed ample space for each in the entry 
foyer on the first floor. Since this space 
includes the stairwell linking the second 
floor, there is a pleasant reverberation for 
the music that would have been missing in 
a small, closed room. Also laid out on the 
first level are the master suite with private 
bath, a second bedroom and separate bath. 

On the second level, a built-in mass (up- 
per left in the cutaway, page 128) accom- 
modates the fireplace, wood storage, stereo 
speakers, kitchen cabinets and refrigerator. 
In the platform reached by a ladder are a 
desk, chair and storage for books. 

An urban garage conversion rarely of- 
fers any reason for concern over redirect- 
ing or disguising a driveway. Probably 
there isn’t one. Another favorable consid- 
eration for the city garage, depending on 
the building age, is its sound construction. 
Urban building codes demand heavy ma- 
sonry construction for a garage to prevent 
fire from spreading. That same strength 
opens the way for adding a second story, as 
Graham Gund did here, without expensive 
foundation shoring. That isn’t to say a 
wood-framed suburban garage can’t be ex- 
panded to two stories. Most can, but some 
do require deeper footing beneath the walls 
and additional framing. 


isguising a suburban driveway 

that leads now to a converted ga- 

rage calls for a bit of imagination. 

Paul Hentzen of Wichita, Kans., 
a contractor who has converted many a 
garage to living space, usually redirects the 
driveway to whatever car storage is 
planned—pad, new garage, carport—and 
removes that patch of driveway leading to 
the old garage. Simple and direct. 

A landscape designer is, in most cases, 
the person who can offer the best ideas for 
bringing harmony to the new exterior ap- 
pearance of the house. For example, one 
designer converted the remaining portion 
of a drive to a courtyard, fenced for priva- 
cy and softened with a collection of plants 
in redwood tubs. Another changed a gravel 
driveway remnant to a Japanese garden 





with rocks and walks amid recirculating 
pools. “One dead giveaway of a former 
garage,” Mr. Hentzen observes, “‘is bushy 
plants that once flanked the garage. The 
first thing I tell my customers is, ‘Take out 
the bushes.’”’ He also points out that 
breaking up an old drive, even one made of 
concrete, isn’t much of a chore for a well- 
equipped contractor. 

Moving was not a solution for the own- 
ers of a 1950s Connecticut A-frame-house- 
with-addition. Their secluded, wooded 
location was perfect, but the house was 
dated and cramped, conditions that led 
them to architect Roderic Hartung of Old 
Lyme. Mr. Hartung and his clients agreed 
that filling in the space occupied by the 
family car would prove the most direct 
solution (see photos, next page). 

“To have done nothing more than fill in 
the space would have created a boxy look,” 
says Mr. Hartung. “Architecturally, it 
seemed appropriate to pick up the theme 
of geometric forms that already existed by 
introducing a curvilinear element to bal- 
ance the triangle of the house and a mas- 
sive rectangular chimney” (not in view). 
Also, rather than fight the existing sidewall 
material, the architect chose to copy it, 
particularly since the vertical lines in the 
material were so strong. 

Immediately behind the large arched 
windows lies a small breakfast area, which 
has proved a joyful spot to observe the 
changing seasons. The new kitchen, featur- 
ing a row of windows under cabinets, is 
cheery and light-filled by day. The old 
kitchen is now a study-guestroom and 
three-quarter bath; both were part of the 
program Mr. Hartung was given. 

As on many Connecticut country prop- 
erties, enclosed auto storage isn’t consid- 
ered vital, despite relatively harsh winters. 
The owners here opted to leave their car 
outside. While their decision was a person- 
al one, you may not always have a free 
choice. In some communities, especially in 
California, ordinances dictate the replace- 
ment of any converted garage with a new 
garage or carport. Make inquiries B®

Shelter for the family 
car becomes part of 
a redesign that gives 
this house important 
new living space 


before you take the plunge. The rules, ap- 
parently, are to assure neighboring resi- 
dents that property values won’t be lowered 
by the sight of cars parked on the street. 

In areas where your own choice holds 
sway, what to do with garage contents 
after the garage itself is converted can be 
troublesome. But as long as you have time 
to plan the disposition of accumulated 
paraphernalia, there should be no cause for 
panic. You have, at the start, three choices: 
1. Build a new garage or carport. This is 
more than a practical solution. A new be- 
ginning gives you the opportunity to plan 
for space not previously available. For ex- 
ample, after years of stowing a trailered 
power launch in the yard over the winter, 
one family made space for the boat in a 
widened garage. 

Allowing room for cars and craft is the 
easy part. The bane of most families’ ga- 
rage experiences is the small storable. A 
new garage, in the design stage, presents an 
opportunity to allow for practical, easily 
reachable storage of all those disparate 
items that find their way into the peripher- 
ies of a garage. Consider more than making 
yard gear accessible; plan so that equipment 
is within reach on a seasonal basis. 

One designer solved the problem by 
lengthening a garage. Then between the 
back wall and the front of the parked cars 
he arranged a row of “ports” for the power 
lawnmower, snowblower, Rototiller and 
barrow. Thick sheets of plywood placed 
over these “‘ports’? made shelving for 
stored buckets and bags tapped rarely &

There are points to keep in mind 
if you decide to build a new garage to replace 
the one you've converted 


Some garage basics 

In the event you plan to replace a con- 
verted garage with a new structure, here 
are some design details to consider. 

© Separate garage doors for each car bay 
are more convenient and more energy effi- 
cient, and only slightly more expensive 
than a single door for all bays. 

e A radio-controlled garage door is all 
but standard today, a small expense in re- 
turn for genuine convenience and a good 
measure of reassurance at night. 

© Closed-cell foamed insulation sand- 
wiched between garage door panels, plus 
weather stripping, go a long way toward 
maintaining bearable temperatures during 
icy winters inside an unheated garage. 

© Heat for a garage—to make a wood- 
working corner comfortable—is best pro- 
vided by hot-water registers, safe in an 
atmosphere that may be infused with occa- 
sional gas fumes. No working garage 
should be without some ventilation. 

e Space between a standard pitched roof 
and garage rafters is a usable area for long- 
term storage. Reaching the space is easily 
managed with a set of folding retractable 
stairs, fitted into a ceiling opening. 

@ A source of water simplifies the job of 
washing cars outside the garage. A floor 
drain inside the garage must be connected 
to a dry well, not to a storm or sanitary 
sewer. The idea of installing any drain 
brings up a risk: Gas fumes fall and could 
collect and linger in the dry well. 

® Where winter ice and snow pile up, a 
new driveway might well include a heat 
cable to keep the car path clear in winter. 


More conversion ideas 

There is space in this section to show 
only a few of the many garage transforma- 
tions we collected. Some not shown are 
worth describing. For example, Wichita 
contractor Paul Hentzen recalls seeing a 
greenhouse that began as a garage. The 
change was made with installation of five 
venting skylights across the southeast-fac- 
ing garage roof. New sidewall windows 
completed the exterior picture. Inside, the 


concrete floor was covered with loose 
wood pallets, and potting benches lined the 
new window wall. Water and heat were 
piped in, but the garage door was left in- 
tact to provide easy access for bags of fer- 
tilizer, peat moss and pebbles. The 
unglazed half of the roof sheltered outdoor 
garden tool storage. 

One of the more delightful and innova- 
tive conversions took place on Cape Cod 
beach property. There, Centerbrook Ar- 
chitects of Essex, Conn., changed a house- 
less one-car garage into an airy light-filled 
vacation retreat that sleeps six. Not only 
did they manage this, but project architect 
Chad Floyd, in collaboration with J. Whit- 
ney Huber, did so under the constraints of 
a $20,000 budget (fee included). Here are 
some of their observations: 

“To help provide a sense of airiness ap- 
propriate to the seashore, we used a palette 
of light colors in combination with pine 
beadboard and plenty of natural light. We 
also kept many of the original garage ele- 
ments, including the old overhead door 
whose wooden panels were replaced with 
glass to make a wall of light. 

“In the bedroom French doors with cur- 
tains frame the doorway, making this inner 
sanctum private and romantic. But when 
the doors are open, their five-foot width 
enlarges both bedroom and living area. 

“To sleep all six people comfortably, we 
added a loft for two over the kitchen and 
made sure the living area had a fold-out 
couch for two more.” 

Atop the roof is a new widow’s walk, 
reached by a ladder permanently attached. 
From the walk, there is a view of salt 
marshes and ponds in the foreground and 
the Atlantic Ocean beyond. 

In Washington, D.C., a turn-of-the-cen- 
tury ‘‘automobile house” in mid-city was 
reshaped by Richard Ridley & Associates 
into a one-bedroom duplex apartment. The 
living room, dining room and kitchen ex- 
tend through ground-floor space once de- 
voted perhaps to a Pierce Arrow. Though 
the space is small because the original stone 
structure housed but a single car, the

In 99 out of 100 cases, a house becomes 
even more valuable after its garage has 
been turned into living space 


architect managed to squeeze out comfort- 
able living quarters, snapped up in the cap- 
ital city for its prime location and pleasant 
surroundings. 

A transformation from garage to apart- 
ment is hardly limited to urban areas. Ar- 
chitect John D. Bloodgood of Des Moines, 
Iowa, converted a former garage on his 
own property to a handsome, roomy one- 
bedroom suite, rented presently to a family 
friend. Mr. Bloodgood replaced the garage 
doors (usually something of a design prob- 
lem) with a bay window looking out from 
what is now the living area and French 
doors opening to the dining area. Because 
of the direction of the former garage entry, 
both openings face pleasant countryside. 

Befitting country sizes, the bedroom is 
coupled with a dressing room/closet equal 
in size to the bedroom; the kitchen has 
space enough for a breakfast nook; there is 
a study, and even a loft overhead for long- 
term storage. A new garage now connects 
the apartment with the main house. 


ometimes, because of other changes 
planned fora house, a transformed 
garage is devoted to a single pur- 
pose. Such was the case when archi- 
tect William Remick of Piedmont, Calif., 
converted a two-car garage into a master 
bedroom suite. Like dominoes falling, one 
change brought about another in a plan 
that turned a rather ordinary development 
house into an elegant experience in living, 
a situation that came about only because 
the family had lived through and absorbed 
what the house was lacking for them. 
While the redesigns cited here were di- 
rected by professionals—architects or inte- 
rior designers—by far the vast majority of 
garage makeovers are handled on an exclu- 
sive basis by contractors. That isn’t by it- 
self discouraging. Many well-established 
remodeling contractors use designers on a 
retainer or have a designer on staff. The 
results are often as carefully detailed and 
as pleasing to the eye as any on our pages. 
However, if you prefer to begin such a 
project with the help of a design profes- 


sional, you may find the search taxing. 
Perhaps 20 percent of those in the design 
professions concern themselves exclusively 
with residential design. Many among that 
segment concentrate on new work. And a 
portion of the remainder—designers who 
enjoy the challenge of a remodeling—are 
sometimes “‘too busy” to take on a garage 
remake. The reason is usually economics. 
Based on the generally modest cost of a 
garage conversion, a designer’s fee is low. 


Finding design help 

There are several ways to get what you 
want. Most direct is finding the designer 
whose work impresses you and negotiating 
a flat fee, unrelated to the reconstruction 
cost. Another route could lead you to re- 
cent design graduates eager to try their 
wings and willing to accept a relatively 
small fee. Most likely, such work is moon- 
lighted. Persistence also pays. An estab- 
lished designer can be persuaded to help 
with a garage conversion if there is hope 
that you will become a permanent client. 
At some point, after all, you may want to 
build a vacation cottage or a smaller hide- 
away when the children have moved on. 

Finding a dependable contractor to ac- 
tually do the work calls for the same care 
you would take to locate any contractor. 
Begin by asking friends for recommenda- 
tions. Take the time to see work completed 
by the contractor, particularly garage con- 
versions. Narrow the field to two firms and 
ask both for bids. If your search has been 
thorough, you should feel confident the 
work will be done as you wish. 


After conversion 

Will the house be more valuable after 
your garage has been transformed? The 
answer in 99 percent of cases is yes. Few 
houses today have too much space. A ga- 
rage, once converted, can easily be re- 
shaped for a new purpose by new owners. 
Where winters are cold, lack of a new 
garage could delay the sale of a house, but 
is unlikely to deflate house value below 
what it had been prior to conversion. @

Paying Better Than Ever — 
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Bright ideas to rekindle 
spring gardening fever— 
from exotic vegetables 


to unexpected arrangements 


By KEN DRUSE 
Last spring, I made a mad dash to the 
garden center and purchased started seed- 
lings of every appealing vegetable plant. I 
plunged the little plants into prepared 
rows, watered and waited. By July my en- 
thusiasm had waned. Worst of all, when I 
prepared some of nature’s bounty, I found 
that no one would eat my “nouvelle okra 
surprise” anyway. So now I’m finding new 
ways to refresh my interest. 

This year I'll grow vegetables that are 
best fresh or sometimes hard to find in the 
market. I'll also make a small experimental 
garden. Oriental vegetables are the rage 
this season so I’m trying bok choy, bitter 
melon and a new snow pea, “Blizzard.” 
One of last year’s Asian experiments, as- 
paragus bean, will become a permanent 
part of the garden. 

Another way to add interest in growing 
is by taking the edibles out of the tradition- 
al vegetable garden format. Out of rows, 
they'll be grown in clumps like herbaceous 
perennials. Vegetables don’t always grow 
better lined up like soldiers. 

Mel Bartholomew’s popular Public 
Television show and book Square Foot 
Gardening (Rodale Press, 1981) presents 
new planting ideas. He suggests growing 
four-by-four-foot blocks divided into four 
sections. I’m taking this easy idea another 
step and making one-foot-square, two-foot- 
Square and even circular beds and siting 
them in unexpected areas of the landscape. 
Clumps of Swiss chard ‘‘Vulcan,’ which 
have bright red stalks, will be grown along 
with ornamental hot peppers in a place 
shared by flowering annuals. Basil “Spicy 


Globe” 





will become an annual edging for 
the shrub border. Scarlet runner bean will 
limb over the garden gate. 

To reduce the expense and frenzy of 
buying new plants each year, I’m turning 


tables. Rhubarb is a 


some perennial vege 





beautiful plant. I’m placing clumps at ei- 
ther end of the perennial border as speci- 
mens to anchor the planting. Ill harvest 
some stalks (leaves are poisonous) and al- 
low the rest to grow. Sometimes rhubarb 
“bolts’”—sending up magnificent flower 
spikes. 

Asparagus is perhaps the best known 
perennial vegetable. Beds produce for 50 
years or more. I’ve made plantings behind 
the flower border. After early harvest, 
some shoots are allowed to grow to replen- 
ish the roots for next year’s crop. They 
mature into tall feathery green plumes. 

In a warmer climate, I would grow arti- 
chokes. These giant thistles are often 
grown for ornament in England where 
they are called cardoons. If allowed to 
flower, the edible buds become huge purple 
thistles that are magnificent cut flowers 
and can be dried for winter. 

Jerusalem artichokes are perennial sun- 
flowers that grow five to seven feet tall and 
are topped by yellow daisylike flowers. The 
sweet, artichoke-flavored tubers can be 
sliced raw for salads or prepared as pota- 
toes. Fried, they are particularly delicious. 
My plants grow as a screen on the north 
boundary of the property so the tall plants 
won't shade others. They also grow alone 
for some sunflowers release a chemical into 
the ground that inhibits the growth of oth- 
er plants. Also these plants can become 
invasive, so try to dig up as many tubers as 
possible. ' 

My favorite ornamental “vegetable” is 
the daylily. The Chinese sauté the un- 
opened buds, but I pick the flowers in the 
evening of their single day’s blossoming, 
shred them into salads and use them whole 
for a garnish. It may seem strange at first 
to eat a flower, but it’s proved more popu- 
lar than my okra, and everyone who sam- 
ples it agrees that the taste—somewhat like 
sweet lettuce—is irresistible. Ml

vista from the temple across the 
she planted a laburnum tunnel at 
the end of an avenue of lime trees 

Through it all her aim was to build 
‘‘sood bones” for her plantings, to create a 
flow between areas with “surprises” along 
the way, and to create a garden that would 
be interesting in all seasons. 

Since she dislikes garden beds showing 
spots of bare earth, a propagating shed 
became indispensable for producing the 
many plants that fill the garden. (She dis- 
cusses the strengths, weaknesses and idio- 
syncrasies of these plants in her book The 
Scented Garden; her Classic Garden Design 
deals with the principles of planning the 
basic structure of a garden.) The propagat- 
ing shed and a seedbed in the vegetable 
garden are now used to grow plants for 
sale to the public as well. 

As with other outstanding private gar- 
dens in England that are coping with to- 
day’s hostile economic climate, Mrs. 
Verey’s Barnsley House is open to the pub- 
lic each summer. ‘“‘The whole thing 
evolved like a snowball,”’ she muses. “‘One 
is always wanting to grow more plants and 
to open other areas for gardening. Then, 
because more gardeners are needed to han- 
dle the additional work, we began selling 
plants to pay the extra wages. In order to 
sell enough plants, one must maintain a 
garden that will entice the public.” 

She recalls being enchanted by Filoli 
and several private gardens in California 
during an autumn visit to the United 
States several years ago.

Her writing career began years ago with 
1 garden column for the local newspaper; 
it was a way to help finance the costly 
project of laying the paths she wanted for 
an ornamental vegetable garden. The gar- 
den, a rectangle measuring roughly 75 by 
100 feet, is reached through a gate in the 
wall that borders the main garden on the 
south. It is patterned on designs from the 
17th-century book Country Housewife’s 
Garden by William Lawson. The beds are 
kept to a maximum width of five feet, 


allowing gardeners to tend them from the 


paths on either side without treading on 
the beds themselves. The varied shapes of 
the beds, laid out with old brick and block 
paths, are attractive even in winter, and 
Mrs. Verey is now thinking of putting a 
viewing platform in a far corner of the 
garden so that ‘‘one can look down and 
enjoy the patterns.”” Along the perimeter 
there are “roosting places’’—sitting areas 
in arbors and pergolas sheltered by vines 
and climbing roses. 

Vegetables, fruits, trees, shrubs and 
herbs are used with bravura, and at times a 
touch of whimsy. In a circular bed in the 
center of the garden, a small ginkgo, a tree 
whose lineage dates back to prehistoric

times, is surrounded by thyme. French 
runner beans climb up an “apple tunnel” 
at the end of the main path; parsley edges 
one side and asparagus the other. Orna- 
mental vegetable varieties, some bedecked 
with black-spotted ladybugs against glossy 
green leaves, are planted in rows, blocks 
and edgings. There are crinkly savoy cab- 
bages and ruffle-leaved kale; chives with 
strong smooth vertical lines; head lettuces, 
red-leafed kinds as well as green. 

In one corner four apple trees trained in 
the shape of goblets, an idea copied form 
the fruit garden at Versailles, add architec- 
tural interest. Pear and apple trees are es- 
paliered into single-tiered fences along 


beds of peas, broad beans and squashes. 
Mrs. Verey is fond of Victoria plums on a 
pixie root stalk and Portugal laurel, which 
is grown into “nice balls to sell to people.” 
Box, lavender, catnip and mints grow as 
contemporary edging plants in the garden, 
and then are potted and offered for sale. 

She sees a vegetable garden as serving 
still another role: ‘I think it’s a marvelous 
way for beginning gardeners to learn about 
the soil and how plants grow from seed, all 
in one brief season.” Then, too, there will 
be a harvest for the table. 

Although she designs gardens for others, 
Mrs. Verey feels that anyone beginning a 
garden should, if possible, “try out one’s

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own ideas, and shape and make the beds 
and paths oneself. Call into your house the 
interior decorator to avoid expensive mis- 
takes if you must, but I would hate to have 
a garden totally designed by someone else. 
It’s much more fun and infinitely more 
satisfying to find one’s own way.” 

Does she have preferences in flowers? In 
general she likes single flowers better than 
double, and these days harbors a penchant 
for soft colors—pale pink, mauve, yellow, 
blue, white—although in the early years 
she had a red border, “just as I frequently 
dressed in red then.” She also likes evening 
primroses, which fascinate her younger 
grandchildren (there are nine, ranging in 
age from 2 to 19) because they can watch 
the flowers open. 

What gardening legacy does she hope to 
hand down to them? “I try not to impose 
my own ideas too much,” she says after a 
pause. “If they see that you are enjoying 
what you are doing, they will enjoy it too. 
And the one thing you must never do is to 
give them work to do in the garden.” Then 
her eyes brighten. ‘It’s much better to play 
hide-and-seek with them.” &

As the son of Armi Ratia—the founder of 

farimekko, whose vision for the textiles 
and dresses that made her famous was as 
clear as the colors and modernistic pat- 
terns linked with that name—Mr. Ratia 
was weaned on the strength of simplicity 
and design with clean character. Schooled 
in England at Leicester Polytechnic, he 
followed his natural inclination to interior 
and industrial design by immersing himself 
in a variety of disciplines—from graphics 
and filmmaking to furniture and architec- 
ture. Perhaps that accounts for his ulti- 
mately becoming multifaceted creative 
director of Marimekko Inc. for a stint of 
eight years (when he lived in this country) 
and for the ease with which he is able to 
shift from interiors to furnishings to object 
design today as head of his own firm in 
Finland. 

“It may have to de with the kind of 
work I do, but at home I want peace. A 
white interior gives me room to think,” 
says Mr. Ratia, understating the quiet 
power of the atmosphere he creates. His 
special gift seems to be in devising a crisp 
white envelope in which to live that is 
keenly graphic and warmly appealing at 
the same time. Much like the Finnish land- 
scape—so starkly white with snow in win- 
ter and so brightly lit with the long, sunny 
days of summer—such an environment is 
the perfect foil for people and objects, set- 
ting them off and highlighting them in 
ways that change with the seasons. 

“Light travels beautifully on a white sur- 
face, both the sunlight and, in winter, the 
fire and candlelight,” he explains. ““When 
it is dark and the fireplace is lit, the quality 
of that light becomes part of the whole 
room, especially because of the white 
floor.” In his own apartment, as in the one 
he designed for his brother (shown on pages 
62 to 65), walls, floors and ceilings of all 
the rooms are white, though surfaces vary 
with the texture of the materials chosen. 
The glossy white floor is a Ratia signature, 
adding final polish to a space bleached to 
unequivocal freshness. Against the white- 
hites he places a few well-chosen ob-

the mood of the season, and in Finland we 
have four strong seasons. I rotate not only 
flowers and branches but my other things. 
Sometimes I like to see my small antique 
cabinets that stand on tabletops, and other 
times I get tired of the wood look and I put 
them away. The things you love stand up 
better when they stand alone, uncrowded. 
I believe there is a renaissance of things of 
substance, fewer stronger objects that 
make powerful statements...a kind of 
new monumentalism.” 

The starkness of a Ratia interior is tem- 
pered by the mix of furnishings he chooses 
and their color. If you look closely, you 
can see that even the whites are varied: 
Walls and ceilings are painted with an egg- 
shell finish; glossy white enamel is used on 
all sills as well as the floor (both for the 
gleam and the ease of cleaning); flat white 
laminate encases all kitchen fixtures (in- 
cluding the refrigerator) so they read as a 
streamlined whoie; and gray-veined white 
marble is used for the dining table, certain 
work surfaces and kitchen windowsills. 
Then, according to Mr. Ratia, ‘an interior 
is ready to let itself take things in. People 
bring things to it, adding another element 
of life and contrast to the space.’ He him- 
self often chooses primitive, unpainted pine 
nieces from the Finnish countryside—

small cabinets, carved-back chairs, an old 
rocking horse. In his view, the antiques 
must be “‘excellent ones, never massive.” 
And one of his tricks is to hide state-of- 
the-art video and stereo equipment inside a 
stripped-pine cabinet. ““A home shouldn’t 
look like a high tech expo,” he explains. 

Other pieces brought in to take the edge 
off the all-white look range from architec- 
tural fragments to Burmese stone heads to 
quality international modern furniture in a 
lively palette that is not pastel, but not 
primary either. Le Corbusier sofas in white 
canvas with sky-blue frames might be used 
near a modern rolltop cabinet in a similar 
shade of blue. “I like to create islands in 
the white space by grouping color,” he 
notes. (See his own apartment in HB, De- 
cember 1982.) More and more these days, 
he likes to contrast bright tones with 
touches of dead gray, using it for balance 
as he would the stripped pine. And big 
bouquets of blossoms in clear glass vases 
are another Ratia trademark. ““When it 
comes to flowers, I am a ‘grossist’,” he 
confesses. “I love to go to the Helsinki 
marketplace—it’s one of my favorite 
places—and buy huge bunches. In New 
York I lived on Fifth Avenue near the 
flower district and I did the same thing.” 
His preference is for one-of-a-kind flowers 
massed in containers set around the rooms, 
almost as if they were growing there in 
profusion. 

“But none of this is meant to be perma- 
nent,” he explains. “People are either lazy 
or active in their interiors. I am the active 
type, I love change.” The clean white set- 
tings facilitate the process, providing well- 
lit neutrality with few restrictions. So do 
the ledges that Ratia has constructed in 
many of his rooms. “Ledges to me are the 
‘change world’,” he says. “I always use 
ledges, even in the bathroom. So I can 
suddenly put three or four antique doll 
houses on a ledge with votive candles in- 
side and have a wonderful bath, as if I am 
in a little village. Other times I put lots of 
stones along them.

marble. A long, low ledge in the living 
room could be painted lacquer white to 
grow out of the floor. His ledges are deco- 
rative elements of great virtue: They dis- 
play sculpture or found objects with equal 
dignity. Sometimes ledges hide electrical 
and heating systems, or give architectural 
punch to an otherwise standard space. 

Over the years the attractive 44-year-old 
designer has been responsible for many of 
the home designs associated with the Mari- 
mekko look. Together with the Mari- 
mekko team, he created the classic 
“Picket” stripe sheets that set a graphic 
standard against which other bed linens 
are judged. Before that he was known for 
his storage units for Palaset, first produced 
in 1972 and still available, as well as for his 
Décembre canvas bags. 

Today, Ristomatti Ratia is broadening 
his base of design projects. He has recently 
completed a line of sports equipment bags 
for the Finnish company Koho plus a 
group of office and desk accessories for 
Jean Paul. He is now working on commu- 
nications-age storage systems for the home 
that will be laminated in materials to go 
with silver or black audiovisual equipment 
and in clear colors. “I am designing them 
because I can’t find them,” he states. “I 
want simple, straightforward, nondisturb- 
ing objects in my life. I hope there are 
more people out there in the world who 
also want them!’ His newest dream is to 
create a modern cluster village inspired by 
old wooden Finnish barns, a close arrange- 
ment of 15 or 16 housing units. 

At this point does he consider himself a 
Finnish or international designer? “I think 
I have always been a Finnish designer, but 
my work seems to be able to travel interna- 
tionally,”’ he replies. ““As Armi once said,

My old stool is made of dark mahogany-colored wood. It 
measures 18 inches in height. The needlepoint seat is in 
good condition. How old is it? 

—L.P., King Island, Ga. 


A. Up until the 16th centu- 
ry only the head of the 
household was permitted 
to sit on a chair. Stools 
were the acceptable seats 
for all others. Your stool 
was made about 1750 in 
England. Mahogany was 
used for furniture after 
1720. The drop-in seat was 
also popular at that time. 
The carved knees and 
curved legs are typical of 
the Chippendale period. Because of drafts and unsanitary condi- 
ions the stretcher was used as a footrest. The stretcher also added 
to the stability of the stool. By the 1780s straight square legs and 
circular tops were introduced. Your stool, if it is old and orignial, 
is worth about $2,500. 





These blackamoors of carved, painted wood are a little 
over 4 feet high. When were such figures popular, and 
what are they? 

—R.K., Hendersonville, N.C. 


A. Movable stands that held 
candles for lighting were used 
in late-17th-century England. 
The blackamoor stand was 
usually imported from Italy. 
it was named for the black 
Moorish page boys who wait- 
>d on fashionable ladies. At 
first the carved figure actually 
held a candlestick. Later, the 
stands were made with small 
trays held in the hand or on 
the head of the boy. That 
way, a candlestick, flower or 
ornaments could be placed on 
the tray. The pair of carved 
figures was usually placed in 
the hall or at the foot of a us iY 
staircase. Modern carvings of this type are now available. A pair of 
plackamoors that can be dated before 1820 is worth over $10,000. 
Victorian examples sell for about $5,000. 





My covered silver dish is marked with an oval topped by 
a crown. Inside is the name “Georg Jensen.” It is about 
11 inches in diameter. How should I polish it? Can it be 

put in a dishwasher? 
—J.D.D., South 
Amboy, N.J. 


A. Georg Jensen 
opened a workshop in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, 
in 1904. He made hand- 
hammered silver pieces 
decorated with stylized 
birds and flowers. The 
company is still making silver in many of the old styles plus new 
patterns. Your dish can be dated from the crown above the oval- 
shaped hallmark. It was used by the company from 1925 to 1932. 
Since 1945 the hallmark has had the company name printed inside 
an oval with a dotted border. Your dish is worth about $2,500. It 
should be polished with any good commerical liquid or paste 
polish. Tarnish-preventing silicone polish is safe for the silver and 
the food. Antique silver can be safely washed in a dishwasher if the 
piece does not have a hollow handle or a filled base. 


My grandmother said my rug was made by a friend about 
60 years ago. It measures 25 by 48 inches. Is it valuable? 
—G.C., Eldon, Mo. 


A. In the 19th century leftover scraps of material were recycled 
into useful rugs. They went out of style in the big cities when 
manufactured carpets and linoleum became an inexpensive floor 
covering in the 20th century. After World War I the handcrafted 
hooked rug regained favor. Your rug, in a style that was popular 
during the 1920s, is worth at least $800. The price could be higher 
if the colors are very bright and the backing is undamaged. Houses, 
buildings and fanciful large trees were popular motifs. @

This conversation is from an inter- 
view by Barbaralee Diamonstein. 


obert Venturi and John 
Rauch have been busi- 
ness partners since 
1964. Denise Scott 
Brown joined the Philadelphia- 
based architecture firm three 
years later. At about the same 
time Venturi and Scott Brown 
became partners in marriage. In 
the late ’60s their theories helped 
launch the postmodernist movement. To- 
day their work and their many fresh 
ideas—involving a nondoctrinaire and ac- 
commodating approach that uses architec- 
tural forms from different periods and gives 
them new meaning—have made the firm a 
leader in contemporary architecture. 


BLDD: Bob, you recently commented that 
your rather complex message has to be 
viewed more simply. What is your message 
and how has it been misinterpreted? 
RV: One of its important characteristics is 
that it is hard to simplify. ... But one way 
to understand it is by referring to the titles 
of the two books I have written: Complex- 
ity and Contradiction in Architecture and 
Learning from Las Vegas (the latter I 
wrote with Denise and Steven Izenour). 
Complexity and Contradiction was con- 
cerned essentially with architectural form, 
and Learning from Las Vegas was more 
about architectural symbolism than about 
Las Vegas. What I was trying to say in 
those books is that in our time architects 
should acknowledge complexity, contra- 
diction and ambiguity more than simplic- 
ity, unity and clarity. 
BLDD: Denise, you were born and raised 
in Zambia, South Africa. How has your 
background influenced your architectural 
style and your ideas about planning? 
DSB: Living in Africa I think I acquired a 
xenophobia about Africa that was translat- 
ed into a xenophobia about America when 
e here. I’ve always felt that we must

that affect your practice of architecture? 
RV: It makes it exciting, allowing us to 
understand what being different is all 
about ... It makes our architecture varied 
and, we hope, rich. 

BLDD: You've spoken of the role of the 
“ugly and ordinary building” in the land- 
scape. Obviously you don’t intend to make 
ugly and ordinary buildings. That idea is, 
of course, full of paradoxes. What do you 
really mean when you use the phrase “ugly 
and ordinary?” 

DSB: [t sounds simple and it’s complex. It 
is paradoxical. Basically, the idea is that 
with everyone striving to be revolutionary, 
you will be most revolutionary if you try to 
be ordinary. 

BLDD: Like many young architects, Bob, 
you once had a member of your family as a 





client. I’m referring to the now 
legendary house that you de- 
signed for your mother in Chest- 
nut Hill, Pennsylvania, about 
twenty years ago. That design 
has become a sort of icon among 
architects. Some people describe 
it as one of the earliest postmo- 
dern buildings. Did you expect 
the house to become such an 
important part of architectural 
history? ! 

RV: No. I don’t think most peo- 
ple work that way. I just worked very long 
and very hard on the project. I had the 
time then, and I was able to concentrate 
and work on that house for about five 
years. It was a significant learning process. 
In a sense, almost everything that I’ve 
done and everything our firm has done 
since has come out of that house—at ieast 
our highly spatial and formal buildings .. . 
That house was important to me because 
through it I could really work things out. 
It was a seminal experience. While design- 
ing and redesigning that house (which I 
did a great many times) I confronted most 
of the issues with which I’ve been involved 
since as an architect. 

BLDD: Ada Louise Huxtable has de- 
scribed your firm’s contribution as “be- 
yond debate” and has said that it passes 
the one conclusive test of art and history: 
As a result of your work we are never 
going to look at the world the same again. 
That is very high praise, particularly from 
such a respected source. How should we be 
looking at the world today? 

RV: We should look at it with very open 
eyes, and we should be both tolerant and 
critical. As an architect you have to have 
some kind of love and enthusiasm for your 
time; you have to be part of it and work 
from within it. At the same time you have 
to be critical of your time in order to 
enhance or focus it. So you have to be 
respectful and disrespectful of your era. 
That’s the way we were with Las Vegas. 
We loved it and we hated it. This kind of 
love-hate relationship can be healthy for an 
artist. Observing one’s environment and 
involving one’s environment, working 
within it and working against it are all 
important. @

his is the time of year when coun- 

try villages and back-road byways 

offer up a special dividend. It’s the 

season of open-air flea markets, 
country antiques fairs, auctions and the 
chance to experience the joy of sudden 
discovery. 

In any season I’m unable to resist a sign 
that says “antiques” and points down a 
quaint country road. But in summer, so 
many more temptations abound. Antiques 
fairs seem to be everywhere. There’s not 
only the promise of finding something that 
“speaks” to you and begs to be taken 
home, but there’s also the opportunity to 
get to know a whole world of interesting 
people whose enthusiastic offering of old 
merchandise is as much for love as money. 


Wherever I go, I have a desire to wander 
and learn. Back roads beckon! Last year, 
driving along a minor in Pennsylva- 
nia; I saw a load old furniture set out 
next to a parked t I screeched to a 
halt (my husband jo} t our cal pre- 
srogrammed to st times) and 





discovered wonderful handmade country 
pieces. Soon the dealer had me entranced 
with his stories. A friendship developed 
and he took me on a personal tour of the 
Amish countryside where his furniture had 
been crafted. 

Just last week, I was traveling along a 
winding country road and I spotted a bird- 
house, in the form of a miniature church, 
sitting outside an antiques dealer’s shop. 
Since I collect old birdhouses, I had to pull 
over for a closer look. Not that I need 
another birdhouse to make my life com- 
plete, but how could I resist the possibility 
of another discovery? My curiosity led to a 
conversation with the dealer, a local sage 
whose knowledge could fill a book. The 
learning was the best part of the day. 

I have my passions for certain genres of 
objects, but on the whole, I only dabble in 
collecting. For some friends, however, col- 
lecting is a year-round obsession. They 
don’t wait until summer to wander and 
happen upon the find. They alert all the 
dealers they know to look for the best 
examples of a certain kind of regional pot- 
tery or folk art. They read volumes and 
volumes and pore over museum exhibits to 
learn everything they can. And sometimes, 
to my surprise, they sell an entire collec- 
tion. The joy, as we all know, is as much in 
the pursuit as the ownership; finishing a 
collection can signal that it’s time to move 
on to a new quest. 

Collecting is a very practical passion. 
There’s simply no better way to give char- 
acter to a room than with a wonderful twig 
rocker Or grain-painted armoire that is not 
Just a functional piece of furniture but a 
character-filled work of folk art. Often, in 
decorating a new house, art is the last 
thing we have room for in our budget. But 
if we splurge on one or two beautiful pieces 
of furniture that virtually double as art, 
they somehow make up for the empty 
spaces in our decorating (see our special 
section on “Your New House Beautiful’ in 


this issue). 


Collecting is always done with an eye to 
the future, even if we haven’t bought that 
first home. Arthur Klebanoff and Susan 
Hirschhorn are a case in point (see their 
house on page 50). While cabbing through 
New York City’s Bowery, they spotted a 
set of dusty wicker furniture on the side- 
walk. Convinced that someday they’d have 
a porch to house it, they directed the cab 
driver to pull over and bargained for the 
set. You can be sure that, with its fresh 
coat of paint, it has a value no price could 
equal. 

While not every adventure yields such 
tangible rewards, there is always the ele- 
ment of shared experiences that makes the 
trip worthwhile. One friend who makes 
annual pilgrimages to the popular Brim- 
field flea market in Massachusetts tells of 
the time she rounded up her family for an 
outing there. Upon arriving, they all scat- 
tered. Her son headed in the direction of 
old tools and toys; her husband searched 
out kitchen utensils. Her passion (mine 
too!) being old lace, she darted off in pur- 
suit of antique fabrics. Hours later, they all 
met at the hot dog stand to exclaim over 
the interesting objects and fascinating peo- 
ple discovered along their individual paths. 
And, by the way, her husband—a pediatri- 
cian—found the treasure of the day: a 
weathervane in the shape of a stork! Now a 
focal point in their living room, it’s a won- 
derful reminder of a pleasure-filled sum- 
mer Outing together. 

For me, the combination of old treasures 
and new friends is irresistible. Roaming 
antiques markets and country fairs is a 
journey down roads filled with memorabil- 
ia of past lives, the pleasure of new ac- 
quaintances and, once in a while, the 
happy discovery of a near-perfect piece to 
add warmth and joy in the future. @

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MEMPHIS, THE AVANT-GARDE DESIGNS AT A NEW TURNING POINT

he Italians, who practically in- 
vented “designer culture,’ seem 
to have outdone themselves when 
they introduced ‘“‘Memphis.” The 
emperor's new clothes came to mind 
whenever the pieces were published or 
occasionally shown on television. “‘The 
shock of the new”’ initially made the fur- 
nishings and accessories a media event, 
but now, five years after the fact, they are 
being reassessed. In fact, there is much 
more to Memphis than meets the eye. 
The more you know the more interesting 
it gets. The furniture we loved to hate is 
now thought to be an important contri- 
bution here and abroad to “art furni- 
ture,” and its resonances are still being 
felt throughout the rest of the design 
world—in fashion, home furnishings and 
the arts. 

Memphis, the highly stylized collec- 
tion of furniture, fabrics and objects, 
burst on the design scene in 1981 full- 
blown—aggressive, contradictory, out- 
landish in the extreme. There were 
bookshelves that seemed to sprout antlers, 
chairs with “floating” disks for backs, ta- 
bles bearing conflicting patterns of plastic 
laminate, and all of it in the hottest colors 
out of the crayon box. It appeared to be 
wholly without precedent, a tough orphan 
that refused to fit in. 

There are precedents, though, and they 
stretch back 1n Italian design history to the 
first decade of the 20th century. Up to now 
Memphis’s closest relative was thought to 
be designs from America’s ’50s decade— 
retro-style, butterfly chairs in bubble gum 
pink canvas, and plastic laminate galore. 
The Memphis revolution turns out to be an 
evolution of ideas familiar to Italians— 
especially the relationship between man 
and his machines. (Who else but the Ital- 
ians could have produced those sexy cars?) 

The wizard responsible for Memphis is 
Italian sculptor, ceramist, painter and de- 
signer Ettore Sottsass. His father was an 
architect in the 1930s, and much of Ettore 
Sottsass’s early professional efforts in 
sculpture and ceramics are interpreted as

an effort to distinguish himself from his 
father. “Being different for being differ- 
ent’s sake” is a universal dynamic among 
artists, though it seldom produces quality, 
originality or success. In Ettore Sottsass’s 
case, it did. The post-World War II Italian 
“marketing miracle” brought a demand 
for Italian style that gave Sottsass global 
opportunities to experiment within the de- 
mands of the marketplace, but with a twist. 


The Architect-designers 

In America, architects designed build- 
ings. In postwar Italy they often as not 
designed flatware. The ’60s and ’70s pro- 
duced an extraordinary number of archi- 
tect-designers in Italy focusing on 
everyday household objects. Emilio Am- 
basz, former curator of design for The Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, says that to him, 
““Memphis’s fascination resides in the fact 
that having realized that the designer has 
little chance of physically affecting the 
larger urban environment, he has chosen 
to take refuge in the interior of the house— 


the last domain of individual freedom.” 

Today Memphis designs and manufac- 
tures its own products. The original 
eight-member cadre of young, bright, 
iconoclastic designers has broken up, 
though there are plenty of offshoots of 
the original look being brought to market 
by Sottsass’s team. Says Guido Buratto, 
executive vice-president of the United 
States branch of Artemide Spa, which 
owns Memphis, ‘“‘They take an attitude in 
Milan. Daring people recognize each oth- 
er. Sottsass didn’t care one way or the 
other whether his furniture was a com- 
mercial success or not. He wanted to do 
‘something fun.’ ”’ 

That ‘“‘something fun” came after a pe- 
riod of disillusionment in Sottsass’s life 
and career. He felt that Western culture 
had been sapped of its vitality and rele- 
vance to the world through over-com- 
mercialization, something many Italian 
artists and designers, most notably Fel- 
lini, complain of constantly. Studio Al- 
chymia, which later came to be called 
Memphis, attempted to bring back the 

mystery and magic of the creative process. 
Hints of other artistic movements—the 
Italian Style Floreale, the Novecento (the 
new century), the Futurists, the Rational- 
ists, the moderns and postmoderns—are 
evident to those with strong backgrounds 
in art history who recognize glimmers of 
Balla, Boccioni and Joe Colombo’s famous 
“Module for Living’? in the Memphis 
work. Americans, who do not share all the 
cultural references seething under the sur- 
face design, are more likely to look at the 
work and ask, “‘Is it comfortable?” 

Lorry Parks—co-owner of Grace De- 
signs in Dallas, whose firm was the first to 
display Memphis furniture in America in a 
showroom designed by Sottsass—hails its 
practicality. ‘‘Most of the pieces are small- 
scale for small apartments,”’ she says. 
“They’re mobile and modular, always de- 
signed with an eye to being multifunc- 
tional.” And what about comfort? ““While 
they don’t look comfortable, they are. 
They’re made so that the body feels in

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WITH ITS LACY, SENSUOUS CHARM, WICKER FURNITURE “HAS AN UNCANNY 
ABILITY TO HARMONIZE WITH ALMOST ANY DECORATING SCHEME”

erhaps no other furni- 
ture material is so im- 
bued with emotion 
and historical associa- 
tions as is antique wicker. 
Romantic sentiment and nos- 
talgia are woven right into it. 
Certainly no other single type 
of antique furniture has been 
so admired, so widely used or 
so coveted in the past 100 
years. And during the past 20 
years it has been fervently 
sought as a collectible. 
Although it almost auto- 
matically evokes memories of 
porch swings, picnic hampers 
and the wide verandas of sea- 
side resorts, wicker furniture 
came indoors long ago. Con- 
trary to popular assumption, 
even the Victorians put wick- 








er pieces inside their homes, 
sometimes furnishing entire rooms with it. 
Good-quality Victorian wicker, handmade 
between about 1880 and 1910, is still the 
most popular style. It is becoming hard to 
find and increasingly expensive, thanks to 
diehard collectors and dealers. 

Among casual collectors and non-collec- 
tors who love old wicker’s lacy look, the 
scarcity and cost of Victorian wicker have 
led to a long-overdue reappraisal of other 
wicker furniture styles. In starting a collec- 
tion or seeking one or two pieces to bring 
charm to a room, you might want to 
broaden your options by looking at the 
alternatives to Victorian design. Art Nou- 


veau wicker, made around 1900, is often 
characterized by organic motifs, such as 
sensuous vines and flowers, female figures, 
butterflies and dragonflies. Craftsman or 
Mission-style wicker (1905 to 1920s) has a 
rugged, rustic, boxy look free of curlicues 
and ornament. Art Deco wicker (1920s

curves of tightly woven wicker and often 
has distinctive geometric shapes woven 
into chair and sofa backs. 

According to Sally Scott of Mary’s, a St. 
Louis shop, Art Deco wicker is a favorite 
among families with children and among 
male buyers who consider vintage Victori- 
an too fussy. “People will put a Victorian 
accent piece in the master bedroom and 
use less delicate pieces from the twenties in 
other rooms,” she says. 

Interest definitely Aas broadened into 
other styles and periods, confirms Lee 
Stewart of The Collected Works in 
Wilmette, Ill. “People are now evaluating 
pieces more for the design, the lines, the 
charm and what I call the homey come-in- 
sit-down-and-be-comfortable look.” 

Even wicker pieces constructed of man- 
made fiber—usually spaghettilike reeds of 
kraft paper rolled tightly and glued—are 
treated respectfully now. The best of this 





fiber wickerwork is made from paper 
upped around a thin strand of wire and 


then hand-woven around a 
hardwood frame. Fiber’s use 
is limited to the indoors, how- 
ever; rainwater will cause the 
paper to unravel. 

On the ladder of desirabil- 
ity, machine-loomed wicker is 
still the lowest rung. But it 
too is gaining in popularity. It 
was made of rolled paper and 
manufactured in sheets, then 
applied like upholstery to pre- 
assembled furniture frames. 
Named for Marshall B. 
Lloyd, who patented the proc- 
ess in 1917, Lloyd loom wick- 
er is increasingly in demand— 
if not among the most pas- 
sionate collectors, then cer- 
tainly among those who value 
loomed wicker’s tight weave, 
its streamlined appearance 
and its affordability. 

Roz Gradinger of R&R 
Antiques in Hackensack, N.J., says there is 
a constant demand for all wicker styles: 
“The true collector still looks for genuine 
Victorian because, compared to other 
styles, it’s a better investment. But don’t 
let a good piece go by because it’s woven of 
fiber. That would be a real mistake.” 

Nor should you automatically rule out 
reproduction wicker, newly minted pieces 
rendered in authentic period styles and 
available at quality furniture stores and 
specialty shops. True, it lacks the cachet of 
vintage wicker, but it still gives you the 
romantic, gracious look of a genuine an- 
tique. Quality reproductions usually cost 
as much or more than their antique equiv- 
alents, but, of course, you’re getting brand- 
new furniture. Repairs are unnecessary, 
and you may even be able to choose from a 
range of new pastel colors. Also, buying a 
line-for-line reproduction allows you to 
have a piece of furniture that may be ex- 
tremely rare or even extinct in the antiques

wicker, a rare accomplishment when deal- 
ing with antiques. 

At Hays’s House,of Wicker in Los An- 
geles, Calif., reproduction Victorian, Bar 
Harbor and Art Deco wicker outsell an- 
tique wicker four to one. “Unless my cus- 
tomers are dedicated collectors,” says Mr. 
Hays, “they don’t really care if a piece is a 
reproduction. It’s the antique look they’re 
after. Another reason reproductions are 
popular out here: There’s not all that much 
antique wicker around.” 


Is it genuine? 

The availability of reproduction wicker 
raises a question, of course, especially if 
you decide that only vintage wicker will 
do. How can you tell is what you’re look- 
ing at is a genuine collectible? 

If you’re dealing with a reputable an- 
tiques dealer, you can probably trust him 
or her to give you reliable information. 
They know that to do otherwise jeopar- 
dizes their reputation and their business. If 
you’re buying from a flea market, an estate 
sale or an auction, however, you owe it to 
yourself to train your eyes to distinguish 
between old and not-so-old. 

First, look for original paper, metal or 
celluloid labels on the undersides of furni- 
ture. You probably won't find a date, but 
you may find the name of the manufactur- 
er. Historical societies and museums in the 
city or town where the piece was made can 
probably tell you when the company was 
in business. 

Some of the best antique wicker was 
produced by two major firms—indepen- 
dently at first, jointly after they merged— 
from 1855 to 1921. Look on the label for 
Wakefield or Heywood, or a combination 
of the two, and you can determine the 
approximate age of the piece. According to 
wicker expert Richard Saunders, Wake- 
field Rattan Co. was in business from 1855 
to 1897; Heywood Brothers, from 1868 to 
1897; Heywood Brothers & Wakefield Co., 
from 1897 to 1921; and Heywood-Wake- 
field Co. after 1921. Analyzing the materi- 
als will also help you to date a piece. Up 
until about 1904 all wicker furniture was 
made of willow, rattan, cane or reed. If a 
piece you like is hand-woven paper fiber, 
you know it was made after 1904. If it’s 
machine-loomed fiber wickerwork, it was 
made after 1917. 


Learning to recognize vintage design 


styles—Victorian, Art Nouveau, Mission 
and Art Deco—is yet another way to date 
a piece of furniture. Take the time to visit 
museums, to shop the antiques stores and 
to ask questions—you'll be able to spot the 
distinctive characteristics of various styles 
in no time at all. 

Naturally, as with any collectible, the 
condition of a piece of wicker has a direct 
bearing on its value and price. Furniture 
with its original finish—painted, or even 
more highly prized, unpainted “natural” 
wicker—is a real find. Look too for sturdi- 
ness, hardwood frames (not bamboo or rat- 
tan—both of which indicate recent manu- 
facture) and noticeable repairs (a botched 
restoration can greatly reduce value). 

In greatest demand today are these rela- 
tively rare wicker pieces: sewing stands, 
birdcages, footstools, tea carts, children’s 
furniture, doll furniture, matching dining 
room sets and settee-and-chair sets. How- 
ever, it makes little sense to limit your 
search to hard-to-find pieces if all you want 
is the compatible charm of old wicker. 

Today’s best buys are the relatively plen- 
tiful post-1900 pieces that experts avoid 
despite their beauty and utility. Right now, 
collectible wicker rockers and armchairs 
from as early as the turn of the century can 
be found priced at $200 to $600; settees 
and sofas, $300 to $800; small tables, $175 
to $300; dining-size tables, $250 to $700; 
plant stands, $135 to $225; and desks, $200 
to $350. 


“Old wicker’s voice” 

No matter what kind of collectible wick- 
er furniture you buy, don’t treat it as a 
museum piece. The real pleasure of owning 
wicker is in displaying it so it can be seen, 
admired and used every day. Because 
wicker has an uncanny ability to harmo- 
nize with almost any decorating scheme, 
from country to contemporary, integrating 
one or more pieces into your home is near- 
ly effortless. 

To spread wicker’s summery aura 
throughout your house, stick to individual 
chairs—an ornate rocker in the bedroom, 
say—and small pieces like dressing tables, 
desks, fern stands and lamp tables that will 
fit in anywhere. 

In addition to telegraphing images and 
emotions from the past, old wicker’s voice 
is literally audible. Just sit in a wicker 
chair and listen to it speak to you in 
breathy sighs and welcoming whispers as it 
conforms to your shape and relaxes and 
readjusts its ever-reliable reeds. Wicker’s 
voice has sounded for more than a century 
and, judging by its continued popularity, 
we may never grow tired of hearing it.

MATCHMAKER 

“The more you know about yourself, the more you can bring into 
your decorating,” says Karen Fisher (left) of Decorator Previews, 
an innovative service committed to matching homeowners and 
decorators.

By JOHN VAUGHAN—————— 
ost American visitors to 
Holland beat a very 
well-trodden path in- 
deed. Through no real 
fault of their own they often stay 
based in Amsterdam taking in the 
“instant Dutch tour’: the Rem- 
brandts at the Rijksmuseum, the 
Van Gogh Museum and a ride on a 
canal boat. 

Now, to be fair, these sights are 
obvious “musts,” but the adven- 
turous traveler will want to see 
more of Amsterdam than Rem- 
brandts, and more of Holland than 
Amsterdam, especially since the 
character of the country is still ori- 
ented toward the farm and sea, 
and many towns and villages 
haven’t changed much since the 
famous Dutch masters painted 
them. The trick is not to rely too 
heavily on the Dutch tourist offices. Locat- 
ed in every town (even quite small ones) 
under the sign V.V.V., these offices are 
extraordinarily helpful once you know 
where you want to go, but are not 
equipped to propose excursions to unex- 
plored regions or to help you find the se- 
cret treasures of Holland. If you go into 
the main V.V.V. (right opposite the Cen- 
traal Station in Amsterdam) with no ideas 
or suggestions of your own, you are likely 
to come out with a package of information 
Just like every other tourist has. The object 
here is to give you the names of enough 
towns to visit and places to see that you 
can tell the people at the nearest V.V.V. 
exactly where you 
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vant to go. 


Even in Amsterdam there are little-visit- 
ed places that would appeal especially to 
decorative-arts enthusiasts. For example, 
after admiring the painting galleries on the 
first floor of the ksmuseum (normally

of 17th-century delftware alone makes the 
trip worthwhile. 

To see Dutch antiques in a more natural 
setting, there are two canal houses—both 
maintained in their original 17th- and 
18th-century splendor. The Museum Van 
Loon, Keizersgracht 672, with beautifully 
furnished rooms, a charming little formal 
garden and an elaborate baroque summer- 
house gives you a good idea of how the 
larger canal houses were planned before 
the 20th century. The Museum Willet 
Holthuysen, Herengracht 605, has a glori- 
ous basement kitchen with shimmering 
milky tiles, glittering copper pots and inge- 
nious old kitchen gadgets. It is so like the 
familiar Dutch kitchens in many paintings 
that you half expect to come upon a Ver- 
meer lady pouring milk or peeling apples. 

Shopping in Amsterdam is good, but for 
specifically Dutch crafts it’s best to get out 
of town. There are, however, excellent an- 
tiques shops. Conveniently they are nearly 
all on one street, or just off it—the Nieuwe 
Spiegelstraat that runs from the front of 
the Rijksmuseum, over the canals, almost 
into the city center. The famous Amster- 


dam flea market, Waterlooplein, is 
not as extensive as it once was, but 
with luck it is still possible to un- 
earth a bargain or two, mostly 
from the 1920s or 30s. The indoor 
antiques markets on the Looiers- 
gracht and Elandsgracht are best 
visited on a Saturday. Brimming 
with bric-a-brac that is not really 
antique but not quite junk either, 
they offer a challenge to anyone 
who enjoys rummaging about. 
Don’t hesitate to bargain—the 
stall holders expect it. These in- 
door markets are particularly good 
for old costume jewelry, Leerdam 
glass of the ’30s and simple Dutch 
pottery. 

The very best way to explore the 
countryside is to hire a car and set 
off for the provinces. Holland is so 
small that you can see quite a lot in 
a few days. The three following 
excursions were planned as day trips (long 
days) from Amsterdam, but could just as 
easily be combined into a leisurely tour. 

Though Dutch roads are good—perhaps 
the best in Europe—and well marked, you 
should buy a detailed map before exploring 
the countryside. There is a lot of water in 
Holland with only a limited number of 
bridges and ferries, and you don’t want to 
end up staring at an expanse of canal or 
river with a long detour to get to the other 
side. You won’t have any trouble asking 
directions, however, because almost every- 
one in Holland speaks English and enjoys 
showing it off. You need only stop on the 
street and pour over your map in obvious 
bewilderment to have a passerby pause and 
politely ask if he can put you back on the 
right track. 

Don’t worry about the swarms of bicy- 
cles on the roads. They can be alarming, 
but the Dutch are the experts on two 
wheels, and you will discover—to your re- 
lief—that collisions are miraculously rare. 

The first excursion will take you north 
from Amsterdam along the west coast of

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the IJsselmeer, a huge body of water which 
was once an inlet of the North Sea called 
the Zuider Zee. This route includes some 
of the most beautiful small towns and vil- 
lages in Holland, and shows traditional 
Dutch architecture at its best. The towns 
around the IJsselmeer were important 
trading and fishing ports before the Afs- 
luitdijk (barrier dam) cut them off from 
the North Sea. Now they harbor thousands 
of small boats and, as the Dutch take to 
the water like ducks, they are bursting 
with activity. Towns like Edam (of cheese 
fame), Hoorn and Enkhuizen have beauti- 
fully preserved 17th-century harbor build- 
ings including magnificent warehouses. 

Farther inland De Rijp, a lovely un- 
spoiled town rarely known to tourists, is 
set in lush green meadows dotted with 
black and white cows. Built mostly of mel- 
low old brick (the town hall is a minuscule 
masterpiece of 17th-century architecture), 
De Rijp also has houses in the local style of 
green painted timber with crisp white 
frames and gable boards. At first glance 
the houses appear much the same, giving 
the architecture a sense of unity, but if you 
look carefully you will see that each house 
is built with a tiny variation. 


Friesland 

After De Rijp turn back to the coast 
road and drive up through Hoorn and 
Enkhuizen to the barrier dam that turned 
the Zuider Zee into the IJsselmeer. The 22- 
mile highway across the top of the Afsluit- 
dijk will take you into Friesland. Friesland 
is part of Holland, but the Frisians don’t 
seem to think so. They speak a dialect the 
Dutch can’t understand, and are very 
proud of their local traditions. To get an 
instant and unforgettable first taste of 
Friesland, drive to Bolsward and take the 
clearly marked Aldfaers Erf Route. Here a 
group of typical Frisian villages are strung 
along a meandering country road. In AI- 
lingawier you can see magnificent old 
farmhouses and the village schoolhouse 
just as they were over 100 years ago, but 
each village along the route has something 
special to offer. 

The coastal town of Makkum is famous 
for pottery and tiles that have been hand- 
made since 1641 from the local clay and 
white tin glaze. The hand rolling (done 
with a rolling pin just like pastry) of the 
tiles gives them a slightly uneven surface 
that reflects the light, and the hand-paint- 
ed designs are wonderfully alive.

Farther down the coast is Hindeloopen 
with its craft of hand-painted wooden fur- 
niture. The form of the furniture is usually 
very simple, but the decoration could be 
roughly described as primitive baroque. 
The painted designs are cheerful flowery 
scrolls meticulously worked on a rich 
brick-red or slate-blue background. 

South of Hindeloopen is Giethoorn, a 
unique village even for Holland, that is 
built—one might say floating—on a net- 
work of canals. As there are no roads ev- 
erything has to go by boat, and it’s not in 
the least unusual to see a small herd of 
cows being punted placidly to and fro for 
milking. If you can arrange to be at Gieth- 
oorn just before lunch or dinner, drive west 
to the village of Blokzijl, which just hap- 
pens to have one of Holland’s best restau- 
rants with a tiny hotel attached—Kaatje 
bij de Sluis (Katie by the Creek). 

South of Bloksjil is the fascinating town 
of Staphorst. Founded and lived in by a 
strict religious sect not unlike the Amish in 
the United States, the town is famous for 
the fabric it produces. Simple blue, black, 
green or red and white checked cotton is 
made for the local dress, and different 
checks are worn on different occasions. 


Zeeland 

A second excursion to the southwest of 
Holland will take you to Zeeland. Really a 
group of islands connected by a series of 
bridges, dikes and ferries, the province has 
a character all its own with blue skies over- 
head and clear, often dramatic light. This 
must have something to do with the reflec- 
tion of the daylight on the vast expanse of 
water, but whatever the reason painters 
have always flocked to Zeeland for the 
light as well as for the compositions of the 
countryside. Sharp and graphic with a 
clump of trees, a soaring church steeple or 
a windmill standing out vividly against the 
horizon, this is the Holland captured by 
the 17th-century landscape painters, and 
the names of Zeeland towns, from Middel- 
burg to Middelharnis, are familiar in every 
art gallery in the world. The local architec- 
ture has the same directness as the paint- 
ings, and can be seen to perfection in 
Zierikzee where the style is sober with that 
special Dutch attention to detail. 


Nederlands Openlucht and Het Loo 
A trip to Arnhem and Apeldoorn makes 
up the third day-trip from Amsterdam, but

images of war, but one of Holland’s most 
peaceful museums is just outside the city. 
The Open Air Museum is a collection of 
more than 70 old buildings gathered from 
all over the country and rebuilt in a spa- 
cious park. It provides one of the best 
overviews of Dutch rural architecture. 
With an emphasis on the daily life of ordi- 
nary people living in the 19th century, the 
Openlucht museum includes an herb gar- 
den and an exhibit of regional costumes. 
(Editor’s note: The owners of the farmhouse 
and hunting lodge on pages 41 to 49 went to 
Arnhem during their restoration project to 
study the farmhouses.) j 
Just outside Apeldoorn is the palace of 
Het Loo (pronounced het low), too recent- 
ly restored to be well publicized yet. It was 
built between 1685 and 1692 by William 
III, Prince of Orange-Nassau, as a summer 
estate with a formal garden. The palace 
was the home of the Dutch royal family 
until 1971 when Queen Juliana gave it to 
the nation. By that time the building had 
been altered beyond recognition. Even the 
formal gardens had vanished under 10 feet 
of earth in the early 19th century—filled in 
to make the then-fashionable romantic 
landscaped park. Nine years ago the task 
of restoring the building and gardens to 
their original state was begun. The 19th- 
century top floor was removed as well as a 
ballroom that had been added to one side. 
The old gardens were excavated, and to 
everybody’s amazement, the formal plan 
was still clearly visible with many of the 
statues buried where they had stood, as 
though overwhelmed by a volcano. The 
gardens have been restored completely and 
planted exactly as they were when laid out. 
The restored interior is a surprising feast 
of color with a lively, almost theatrical 
atmosphere and none of the solemnity of a 
museum.

PRESERVING HOLLAND'S PAST 


The sculptural shape of the thatched roof 
and intricate pattern of brick recapture 
the charm of early Dutch farmhouses 


ince about 1700 two small houses 
have stood companionably close to- 
gether on farmland in the east of 
Holland. Although different in style 
and function—the house with tiled roof 
(see preceding page) was built as a noble- 
man’s hunting lodge, and the farmhouse 
with thatched roof was probably built for 
the caretaker—the buildings have been 
thought of as a pair, and around 1910 an 
owner even tried to make them into one 
house by adding a connecting room. 
According to the present owners, a 
Dutch woman and her American husband, 
the place was a “real mess’”’ when they saw 


it 20 years ago. Most of the front wall of 
the farmhouse (right) had been taken down 
when the clumsy “connection” was added, 
and the thatch was in complete disrepair. 
Intrigued, however, by the beautiful old 
paneling and high ceilings in the lodge, the 
couple decided to separate the buildings 
again and restore them for vacations. Un- 
derneath the connection they found part of 
the original brickwork around the window 
(below) and were able to reconstruct the 
pattern of bricks under the eaves. Repair- 
ing the sculpted thatch was no problem 
because many houses still have the old- 
style roofs. &

ll restoration projects require a 

lot of detective work, but not all 
preservationists have such a good 

team of sleuths and witnesses as 

did the Dutch-American couple who re- 
stored these houses in Holland. Both their 
architect and contractor were specialists in 
preservation. In fact, it was the same archi- 
tect who had discovered the paneled walls 
in the hunting lodge, and on the strength 
of their beauty had the building registered 
on Holland’s national landmark list. He 
also discovered the shutters for the win- 
dow here in the keuken (they had become 
closet doors in 1900) and from them knew 
how wide and tall to make the window. 
“But it was an old man named Poppen- 
dieks who helped us the most with the 
farmhouse,” says the owner. Their sitting 
room, in the original keuken, has been 
almost completely rebuilt. It had no ceiling 
when the couple bought it; the fireplace 


was gone; and most of the outside wall 
with the front door had been removed 
when the two houses were joined. “Pop- 
pendieks told us exactly where to put the 
farmhouse door,’’ says the owner. “He 
lived here before the houses were joined 
and remembered where everything had 
been. He told us where the fireplace should 
be and that it had a stove in it when he was 
little. And he also told us where to put the 
bench with the high back and the storage 
space for peat under the seat.’”’ Mr. Pop- 
pendieks’s portrait hangs between the fire- 
place and the bench (see preceding pages). 

The couple found the fireside bench and 
an oak table stored away in the hunting 
lodge, but most of the furniture in both 
houses reflects their passion for collecting 
Dutch antiques. For the farmhouse they 
concentrate on early pieces made of oak 
like the kist, beside the storeroom door, 
and the rush-bottom chairs. >

space, Ms. Bishop took full advantage of 


its romantic qualities. Perhaps she was in- 
spired by the Viennese armoire, once part 
of a bride’s dowry. Gaily painted furniture 


and antique quilts play against a backdrop 


of peach-tinted walls while a chair and 
ottoman dressed in chintz invite reading or 
just relaxing near the warmth of a fire. The 
bookcase was a closet in its former life. 

The ultimate test of this house is its 
livability. Even though the house rests easy 
in its restoration and well-edited decorat- 
ing, the interiors continue to evolve as Mr. 
Klebanoff and Ms. Hirschhorn add an- 
tiques, contemporary art and other fur- 
nishings. “The house isn’t finished yet. 
Someday we might fix up the attic and 
move the children’s rooms upstairs,” says 
Ms. Hirschhorn. The home’s interiors al- 
low them this flexibility. Since living is a 
process of transition, it makes sense that a 
home should be receptive to change. This 
one surely is.

blanketed magazines and newspa- 
pers, and Americans outdid them- 
selves to show the royal couple a 
good time. The gala dinner in their 
honor at the National Gallery was 
the crowning event. “We thought 
it would be exciting in mid-No- 
vember to create an English gar- 
den right in the West Building,” 
says Tom Pritchard of Madder- 
lake, the New York City flower 
shop that also decorated each table 
with a Georgian wine cooler filled 
with full-blown roses and pendant 
pepperberries (opposite). 

One of the more illuminating 
projects inspired by the “Treasure 
Houses” exhibit was a show house 
organized by Libros y Artes, a cul- 
tural organization which benefits 
the community of San Juan Capistrano in 
California. It was initiated by Gep Duren- 
berger, an antiques dealer, and the rooms 
were decorated by Imogen Taylor, manag- 
ing director of Colefax & Fowler in Lon- 
don and the leading practitioner of the 
John Fowler style of decorating. Miss Tay- 
lor sent furniture and Colefax & Fowler 
chintz from England, then came herself to 
oversee the installation and the painting of 
walls in the famous Fowler tradition (see 
following pages). ® 














THE REIGN OF ENGLISH DECORATING 


John Fowler’s English style flourishes on both sides of the Atlantic 


ver since Americans first caught 

English fever, much energy has 

been expended—and much ink 

spilled—in an effort to define, de- 
scribe, categorize and summarize English 
country house style and to prescribe just 
the right amounts of 18th-century an- 
tiques, 19th-century prints, upholstered 
furniture and family bibelots. 

The truth is simpler. What we call En- 
glish country house style can be traced to 
the work of one person—John Fowler. Al- 
though he died in 1977, his successor, Imo- 
gen Taylor (opposite), who has worked at 
Colefax & Fowler for 36 years, continues 
to decorate in the true Fowler spirit. 

John Cornforth writes in The Inspiration 
of the Past (Viking, 1985), “John Fowler’s 
postwar work has proved to be the basis of 
virtually all traditional decoration carried 
out in England for a period of 30 years, in 
terms not only of overall look but of much 
of the detail as well. Moreover, his influ- 
ence has not been confined to England: It 
has become significant in America too.” 
The significance of Mr. Fowler’s influence 
in this country can best be appreciated 
when we realize that two of our most influ- 
ential decorators, Keith Irvine and Geor- 
gina Fairholme, worked directly under Mr. 
Fowler in England. A third decorator, 
Mario Buatta, was his friend and protégé 
for many years. While Mr. Fowler’s spirit 
does live on in this country, these three 
designers and countless others who have 
been influenced by his work have created 
styles of their own. Imogen Taylor ex- 
plains it this way: “In crossing the Atlan- 
tic, English country house decorating does

change. To epitomize the look, American 
designers have had to exaggerate some- 
what, the way you would in designing a 
stage set. They have added glamour to 
punch home the message. At Colefax & 
Fowler we like to let a house tell its own 
story. I am happiest if I can achieve some- 
thing that looks as if I haven’t been there 
at all.” The living room (below) that Miss 
Taylor decorated in California illustrates 
her point about English understatement. 
Miss Taylor admits that it was far sim- 
pler to let a house tell its own story in the 
years just after World War II when the 
Fowler style reached its peak. ‘Life had 
been very austere during the war, and peo- 
ple had started to live again in country 
houses that needed a great deal of refur- 
bishing, but were not yet heavily taxed. My 
old clients had beautiful houses and beauti- 


ful things—though they quite often were 
all in a muddle. For instance, we might 
find an 18th-century sofa hidden away in 
the attic. I now work for people who have 
a bare space and only a handful of things, 
but I still try to create an amalgam of 
periods and of family things.” 

And in everything she does Miss Tay- 
lor’s preference for decorating understate- 
ment prevails. ““We often glaze and strié a 
wall, but we ‘drag’ that top layer with a 
brush—never with a glazing comb. The 
effect is always meant to register on a sub- 
conscious level—never to be noticeable.” 
Miss Taylor explains the origins of this 
wall treatment: “John Fowler got a lot of 
painting inspiration from French furniture, 
like the ‘broken’ patina on an old French 
chair. He liked that look of dry color— 
never oily—put on in thin layers.” &

John Cornforth’s book The Inspiration of 
the Past, in which six chapters are devoted 
to John Fowler’s work, traces Mr. 
Fowler’s evolution as a decorator and as- 
sesses his influence. The following are 
meaningful excerpts 

“John Fowler’s great contribution was 
to the English country house, to its decora- 
tion, preservation and understanding. In 
setting out to achieve unity and balance, he 
was fully aware of the flatness of perfec- 
tion. His best rooms are sparkling and 
comfortable at the same time, apparently 
simple but actually very elaborate. The 
elaboration was partly a matter of the 
number of paint colors and how the color 
was applied, and partly of the number of 
materials used for upholstery 

“What is remarkable about John 
Fowler’s upholstery and his use of materi- 
als and wallpapers is that he never lost his 
love of simplicity, and even on the gran- 
dest occasions he would work in unexpect- 
edly simple materials to play up the richer 
ones. Thus it was natural to him to mix 
silks with linen and cottons, to use matting 
instead of carpets, to introduce comfort- 
able sofas and chairs upholstered in simple 
weaves or chintzes into rooms with gilt 
furniture. 

“It has become a commonplace of deco- 
ration to use simple materials in that kind 
of way, but John Fowler was one of the 
first people to develop a definite style out 
of the traditional practice of using slip cov- 
ers for practical purposes. In the early 19th 
century these covers were often made of 
chintz, and John was always on the look- 
out for old fragments that might provide 
him with a design to copy or adapt. So 
over the years he built up at Colefax & 
Fowler a remarkable repertory of fabrics. 
Although his main interest lay in the 18th 
century, he did not confine himself to that 
period when it came to patterns. Indeed, 
most of his chintzes were taken from early- 
19th-century designs.” >

Californians were given the opportunity 
to learn about Colefax & Fowler’s style firsthand 
at a recent show house decorated by Imogen Taylor 


“In his early days John Fowler evidently 
had little interest in providing comfort, but 
it became an essential ingredient of his 
mature work,” writes John Cornforth in 
The Inspiration of the Past. “His generous 
chairs and sofas of unfussy shape, basically 
Edwardian and looking as if they hailed 
from a smoking room or library, not only 
look but are comfortable, and even luxuri- 
ous with their down-filled cushions. Chairs 
are invariably in the right positions to pro 


mote conversation—he used to speak of 


chairs talking to each other—and a light of 


the right brightness at the right height on a 
table big enough to hold a book and a 
drink made it always possible to read 

“At the beginning of his career he 
brought a country style to London, and 


even in London many of his drawing 


rooms seem to be infused with the spirit of 


a sunny June afternoon in the country; 
here in the city he seems able to suggest 


bees buzzing among roses. It was probably 


his feeling for the play of light that made 





him dislike dark shiny floors and dark pat- 
terned Oriental carpets, because they ab- 
sorbed too much of the light. Whenever an 
owner would consent to it, he would have 
the floor stripped to give the effect of dry 
scrubbing, a traditional practice in 18th- 
century English houses. And from his ear- 
liest days he used rush matting for the 
same reason. Or, if he wanted to cover a 
floor completely, he would use a plain 
wool carpet in a shade of gray he called 
‘mouse’s back’ that would not be noticed. 

‘As far as artificial light was concerned 
he tended to create atmosphere in a room 
by breaking up the space with pools of 
light. He liked simple wooden column 
lamps painted in different tones, and he 
always chose shades of simple shape with a 
steep slope. Waisted shades and coolie hats 
were never admitted; nor were very rich 
materials, elaborate braids or bobble 
fringes. The sole trimming, and that only 
occasionally, was a plain deep silk fringe 
on a plain silk shade. 

“He often liked to have what he called a 
‘dash of French’ in a room. He found that 
one piece of French furniture made a valu- 
able contribution to an English room, per- 
haps because of its greater discipline of 
line, its different sense of scale and its 
obvious foreignness.”

here were, from the beginning, 
those two old-fashioned rosebushes 
that came with the house and ev- 
ery June since have carried masses 
of pink and fragrance throughout the sum- 
mer. Their fidelity is unquestionable, their 
blooms so generous that for weeks on end I 
cut them every morning, knowing full well 
that their family will increase by the next 
day. They never ask for any extra atten- 
tion, except pruning. They simply perform. 

And they are old, probably about my 
age. I was once given a wrinkled black and 
white photograph by a neighbor of her 
Uncle Bill, who had lived in our house. 
Grinning at the 1930s camera, Uncle Bill 
was Standing in front of one of my pink 
rosebushes. Perhaps he gave them a 
healthy start, fertilizing with small favors 
from his barnyard. Whatever, they are a 
lovely gift. And it seemed the right time 
for me to add to the bouquet. 

Roses are much more serious than dai- 
sles; roses are an expense, both in time and 
money. And so I went on the road, toured 
the circuit. I visited public gardens and 
had private interviews with friends known 
for their roses. I made daily house calls on 
Liz’s garden in the country, seeing how her 
garden grew, taking note of the roses I 
thought would make me happy. I audi- 
tioned gardens the way Flo Ziegfeld chose 
his own long-stemmed beauties. Looking 
back on it now, I was probably an awful 
pest, but people who grow roses are a spe- 
cial clan. They /ove their roses, love show- 
ing them off, but sometimes don’t 
understand, even have hurt feelings, if you 
don’t find the deep coral of Tropicana or 
the slight green tint of a white John F 
Kennedy as enticing as they do. Yet I now 
understand their pride, their affection. 
When I first learned I was becoming a 
rosarian, or one who grows roses, I knew I 
was in the right bed. You never hear about 
a petunian, or even a foxglovian. 

I even found a new friend along the 
garden path. Tom and I were at an after- 
noon wedding reception in town, and I was 
so blinded by the bouquets of roses every- 
where in the house I could hardly take in 
the bridal party. I asked where they came 
from. The answer—right next door. And 
so after a few glasses of champagne I 
climbed the fence and met Clover and her 
garden. The blooms were more beautiful 
than I had ever seen, but then Liz, my 
country expert, has always said roses love 
pollution, the exhaust of the city. Maybe 
she’s right, but whatever, Clover is a special 
rosarian, even tests roses for a national 
nursery. And she, a complete stranger, in 
one afternoon became my close friend, my 
rose expert in the city.

lover, and what a lovely name for a 

gardener, encouraged me. She gave 

mie books to read, called me on the 

telephone with ideas. I was com- 
pletely hooked, insatiable, studying and al- 
ways carrying a small rose handbook as 
faithfully as I remember the nuns reading 
their prayer books in the Paris Metro. It 
seems whenever Tom would be reading a 
newspaper, I’d be reading my rose book. 
And I certainly investigated rose pedigrees 
far more intently than Tom’s before our 
marriage. But then when you’re young, it’s 
love rather than lineage. Anyhow that day 
in December when we were married, I 
wasn’t planting a rose garden, I was walk- 
ing down the primrose path, carrying the 
only white flowers we could find in Paris— 
tulips and lilacs. 

I knew what I wanted—in marriage, and 
in a rose garden—and finally the day came 
to dig the garden. Most of the rose gardens 
I had seen were in squares or rectangles, 
symmetrical and secure. And my friend 
Beau plants his roses alphabetically. It’s 
probably more convenient, easier to re- 
member the names, but to me it seemed as 
if all his roses were in the Army. I always 
feel like saluting as if on review. Instead I 


wanted something more fanciful: a bow- 
knot, a big bowknot of roses on the lawn. 

I didn’t want a rose garden like everyone 
else’s, but still I needed help. I called up 
Liz, pleading with her to come over to give 
me courage. And with a garden hose, we 
laid out a rose bed in the shape of a bow- 
knot. Once we were satisfied with the pat- 
tern, we carved a deep bow with a 
Rototiller on a gentle slope of the green 
lawn. It is on the west side of the house 
where the sun spends most of the day. You 
can see it from the herb garden, the kitch- 
en window, and from the second floor 
guest room you see the full force of this 
bowknot filled with polka dots of color 
every June. 

My original idea of having a lady gar- 
den, with only roses named after women, 
soon faded when Liz told me I had to have 
the dark red of Mister Lincoln. I did every- 
thing she told me to do. But after living 
with him for five summers, I’m still not so 
sure. I admire the rose’s namesake, but to 
me a red rose often looks florist-born. I 
much prefer the fragile pink blush of Mi- 
chele Meilland. But that first May I was 
guided by the taste of others. And it shows.

problem living in a small space. ‘““We be- 
lieve that houses are generally too big,” 
Mr. Wharton says. In fact, to make the 
most of its 1,680 square feet, the house 
incorporates the tight planning and inge- 
nious double-duty spaces of ship design. 
“To cut down as few trees as possible,” 
project architect Gail P. Woodhouse ex- 
plains, “we wanted to keep the footprint of 
the house small.’’ Roof heights were 
pitched to accommodate bedrooms and vi- 
sually expand the small rooms. 

The procession of pavilions linked by an 
enclosed walkway articulates the hill by 
stepping down in size as it descends the 
slope. The iargest unit contains a walk- 
through galley-style kitchen that connects 
the walkway to the main living-dining 
space. The master bedroom is located in a 
loft above the main living space with both 


levels heated by an energy-efficient coal- 
burning stove. 

A series of doors down the walkway can 
be shut so that the Whartons only have to 
heat the portion of the house they’re using. 
The main living pavilion is totally self- 
sufficient, so when the children are away it 
can be closed off from the adjacent unit 
that serves as the son’s living space. 

A teenager’s dream, the son’s study and 
sleeping loft contained within the center 
structure is a separate unit, with its own 
heating stove. But it’s just steps from the 
kitchen. 

Completing the parade of pavilions is a 
screened porch where the Whartons like to 
sleep whenever weather permits. This 
breeze-filled pavilion seems to float above 
the lake recalling the family’s love of the 
sea. —SUSAN ZEVON

etting a room’s emotional temperature is a matter of 

playing with fire and ice, juggling the right mix of hot 

and cool colors. In this instance, the color voltage is 

turned decidedly low: An abundance of whites, ivories 
and neutrals create a soothing atmosphere that makes coming 
in from the heat and humidity a welcome experience. 

As this southern Florida house shows, the decision to play it 
cool in terms of color doesn’t necessitate a boring beige scheme. 
“Actually there are a lot of brilliant tones going on in this 
house,” says its designer, William Hodgins, lured south from 
Boston by clients Ann and Howard Grayson for their second 
home. “The difference is that the purples, pinks, peaches and 
reds are used as accents,”’ he adds. They show up in a vase here, 
a pillow there, a painting in an entryway. “I don’t feel that 
everything has to make a statement and compete for your 
| attention. That’s just exhausting!’ says Mr. Hodgins.

n addition to such flashes of color, Mr. Hodgins added zest 

to the abundance of neutrals with texture. The white wall 

in the entry (opposite left) is nearly the same tone as the 

sandstone table; the woven rattan chair in the living room 
(opposite right) is the same color as the rattan of the coffee table. 
In each instance there is reference as well as variety. 

By day, sunshine filtered through natural matchstick blinds 
also helps infuse the room with vitality; at night, clever lighting 
achieves the same result. Mr. Hodgins fitted the living room’s 
tray ceiling, an architectural detail he added, with recessed 
lights that spotlight the bridge table and art. Uplights beneath 
the palm tree (previous page) and in two corners create dramatic 
shadows. And finally, an abundance of lamps provide eye-level 
light that flatters the inhabitants of a room. 

People, after all, are the point of any decorating plan. “Even 
though the house is what we call simply elegant, you can take 
your shoes off anywhere,”’ says Mrs. Grayson. The living room 
is designed very much for family activities. In addition to the 
bridge table, which is used frequently, there is a TV in a custom 
console under the pastel painting (above left). &

think a dining room should flatter and sparkle; when you're entertaining, 
you should be rewarded with a little glamour,” says designer William 
Hodgins. Here, he accomplished just that in what began as a very 
standard white box room. 

The key to its transformation is a mirror that doubles the romance of 
candlelight and flowers. Rather than running the full length of the wall— 
thereby accentuating the boxy lines of the room—the mirror is elegantly 
framed and set off with a rounded, cantilevered shelf. Mr. Hodgins also 
softened the lines of the room with a new ceiling cornice. 

Lighting is designed with flattery in mind. Ceiling spots are aimed behind 
diners’ seats. “Otherwise guests will have ghoullike shadows under their 
eyes,” says Mr. Hodgins. Sconces, floor uplights and, of course, candles add a 
multifaceted glow. The mirror reflects all this sparkle plus the pink of what 
the Graysons refer to as “the barn door.” Actually a painted canvas hung on a 
track, it slides like a barn door to close off the dining room after guests have 
moved on to the adjacent living room. Its pink tones, painted by Robert 
Jackson, range from pale at the top to dark at the bottom. 

Soft neutrals color the dining room as in the rest of the house. The walls 
here are all painted a matte linen-white from Benjamin Moore, a paint Mr. 
Hodgins prefers, because “‘It’s just a little more matte.” Texture again plays an 
important role in the bamboo chairs, the lacquered raffia table and the creamy 
beige floor tiles whose color varies from square to square. @

icnic fare should have vitality 
in appearance, taste and 
texture. Appetites and senses 
are sharpened outdoors and 
demand more from the food you eat. 
Save subtle, delicately seasoned dishes 
for more subdued indoor gatherings. 
In the dishes here, Ms. Hewell 
employs assertively flavored 
ingredients without restraint. 
Anchovies, garlic, sun-dried tomatoes, 
sauerkraut and spices—such as 
Szechwan peppercorns, cloves and 
Juniper—plus an abundance of fresh 
herbs all contribute to dishes with real 


flavor personality. Spirits—like vodka, 
gin, Cognac and Chartreuse—heighten 
flavors, too. Even her desserts include 
aniseed, orange flower water and 
coffee for emphasis. 

Texture is also important when 
planning picnic fare. The crunch of 
cucumber or fresh corn in a chilled 
soup, the bite of walnuts in a pate, 
crisp salads and crusty breads are 
more satisfying in an outdoor setting 
than suave mousses and silky sauces 
that are too shy to ce mpete with 
nature’s robust surroundings. 

Beverages are an important 
addition, especially if the weather is 
warm. Sparkling water, fruit juice and 
wine could all be included at a single 

picnic. You could even pack along a 
thermos of iced espresso, which could 
be particularly appealing if you’ve 
lolled and napped in the afternoon sun 
and face a drive home. ®

e@ Purchase old or unusual wines that 
aren’t easy to find in the United States.

Professional opinions on finding a house that has the most promise 


ew decisions combine the 

personal and the practical in 

such an intense way as buy- 

ing a house. All sorts of odd 
emotions are brought to the fore. The 
trick is figuring out what really is 
important to you, and that’s often 
very revealing. We thought it would 
be illuminating to ask some talented 
(and opinionated) architects and de- 
signers what they would look for if 
buying a house for themselves today. 
Here’s what they had to say: 


Buzz Yudell: “For me, a house is 
something you have a relationship 
with over time, so you must look for 
one in much the same way as you 
would look for a life companion .. . 
you want to find a house that offers 
the opportunity for growth and 





house in a pretty setting convenient 
to New York, one that is structurally 
sound and only needs cosmetic 
changes. I’d prefer a period house 
dating from about 1830 to 1840.” 
John Robert Moore: “I like the 
charm of a one-of-a-kind house with 
the kind of architectural detail and 
variety of woods that are so expen- 
sive to produce today.” 

Gary Crain: “The first thing is to be 
in a neighborhood that you know and 
like. Because I like to entertain, I’d 
look for a large living room, dining 
room and kitchen. Bedrooms don’t 
have to be tremendous but must all 
have their own baths. Plenty of light 
inside and out is important to me, 
and because I love to garden, I’d 
hope to find some older growth.” 
Ron Grimaldi: ‘I love houses that 


change. I like to find houses that Jn this house Ron Grimaldi found that je ne sais quoi, Cty Out for help—houses that you 





have hidden possibilities. Fairly neu- 
tral houses, such as the stucco boxes from 
the 1930s and 40s that we have here in 
California, appeal to me because with them 
you are not paying for someone else’s vi- 
sion. At the other pole, my imagination is 
ignited by houses with specific character.” 
William Diamond: “More than the partic- 
ular style of a house, what matters to me is 
that the house have architectural integrity. 
I want a piece of real architecture.” 

Charles Gwathmey: “What I would look 
for is a spectacular site. There are few 
great sites left that have not been built on. 
For me the site comes first and the build- 
ing second. I would look at the building as 
something to demolish or remodel.” 

Robert A.M. Stern: “Location. Location. 
Location. I like a house that looks like it 
belongs to a place, as though it has grown 
up there. I’d rather have a few generous- 
sized rooms with a beautiful garden than a 
rabbit warren of little rooms. I prefer old 
houses with beautiful detail, houses with 
character. It’s like meeting someone at a 
party and knowing that beyond the details 
of what they’re wearing or what they say 
this is someone you want to know.” 





Robert K. Lewis: ‘I am interested in old 
houses because of their character and pati- 
na. I look for quality of construction and 
craftsmanship. What I don’t look at are 
bathrooms and kitchens because I’d just as 
soon rip them out and design them new.” 
Walter Chatham: “A sense of spacious- 
ness, especially in regard to ceiling heights 
and proportions of rooms, is important to 
me. Also an attention to detail—doors that 
swing well and a sense of rhythm in the 
way details and light work together.” 
Mariette Himes Gomez: “What’s impor- 
tant is the volume, the number of cubic 
feet, also the glazed areas, good construc- 
tion and beautiful details.” 

Tom Collum: “I would look for a traffic 
pattern that flows easily for both daily liv- 
ing and entertaining. Light is very impor- 
tant to my mental attitude. I prefer a house 
that is under-embellished so that you can 
add to it. Bathrooms are important be- 
cause we spend so much time in them. 
They don’t have to be confined little cubi- 
cles but can be well lit, creative spaces.”’ 
Mario Buatta: “Location and structure are 
most important to me. I would want a 


can make beautiful again by filling 
them with pretty things, music and gaiety. 
I look for houses with something that sets 
them apart from the ordinary. Light and 
easy access to the outside are also impor- 
tant, but mostly I look for houses that have 
that certain je ne sais quoi that say this is 
something I can make beautiful.” 

Bruce Beinfield: “The concept for the 
house could grow out of regional architec- 
tural traditions, but interpreted with un- 
derstanding, wit and whimsy. In the 
absence of a strong historical, regional 
background, the house might be more ab- 
stract in nature, taking its cues from the 
site and climate. The house must fit pro- 
gramatically. It must be efficient. It must 
be constructed with quality materials, and 
with impeccable detailing. It has to be af- 
fordable. Most importantly, it must re- 
spond to my idiosyncratic notions of what 
a home should be.” 

Stanley Tigerman: “Quality. What is au- 
thentic. Something that’s substantial. 
That’s what I look for in a suit of clothes, a 
meal, a human being—so why should a 
house be any different?”

n recent years, the task of buying a 
new home has turned topsy-turvy. It 
used to be so simple: You went to the 
bank to open a checking account then 

you went to the savings and loan to get a 
loan for a house. Now, because of deregu- 
lation, anything goes—you can go either 
place for either checking accounts or for 
mortgages, and you are faced with a bewil- 
dering array of choices. 

As you prepare to buy your new home, 
think of yourself as an investor. Like any 
sharp investor, check around for good 
deals—not only in a home, but in the mon- 
ey you borrow to buy it. 

Start by seeking an expert: a real estate 
agent or a mortgage broker. Real estate 
agents sell houses all the time; they have a 
good sense of what’s available. 


Mortgage brokers 

Mortgage brokers are a new breed of 
professional in housing finance, spawned 
by the need to sort out the ever-changing 
options. “What we do is like a shopping 
service,” explains Cristy Manska, a mort- 
gage broker with Financial Transaction 
Corporation in Mill Valley, Calif. ‘We 
counsel people as to what loan is best for 
their situation.” 

Mortgage brokers do charge a fee if you 
end up taking a loan they find, but often it 
is the same as the lender’s loan origination 
fee that you would have to pay anyway. 
Even if you have to pay extra, it’s usually 
worth it because of the money you'll save 
by getting the best possible loan, says Wil- 
liam C. Young, director of Consumer Af- 
fairs for the National Association of Home 
Builders in Washington, D.C. 

Mr. Young (whose association publishes 
an excellent booklet available free, but only

scream ‘HELP!’—which would be unwise, 
because there is a mortgage known as the 
‘Home Equity Loan Program.’ ” 

What’s the first thing to know about 
housing finance? In brief, it works like this: 
You pay a certain amount—a down pay- 
ment—on your house before you move in. 
You then borrow money to pay the re- 
mainder—a loan called a mortgage. 

What makes mortgages different from 
other loans is a portion of your monthly 
payment (almost all of it at first) is interest 
charges. This proportion decreases over 
time. American tax laws allow homeown- 
ers to deduct the interest portion of their 
house payments straight off the top of their 
income, so there is a huge tax advantage, 
especially in the early years of the loan. 


Fixed or adjustable mortgages 
The most popular form of mortgage fi- 
nancing remains the fixed-rate mortgage. 
Compared to adjustable-rate mortgages, 
which we'll discuss shortly, the interest 
rate on a fixed-rate loan is always higher 
(by about one-and-one-half percentage 
points) to start. The advantage with this 
more expensive loan is you know exactly 
what you will pay each month. 
Traditionally, fixed-rate mortgages run 
or 30 years. Recently, some lenders have 
tarted to promote 15-year fixed-rate mort- 
The 15-year loan has higher month- 
ly payments, but the 30-year loan is far 
mi ystly overall. Each has its advan- 
tages «nd disadvantages—an expert can 
help 1 determine what’s best for you. 
1ewest type of loan, which comes in

many types, is the adjustable-rate mort- 
gage. Just as interest rates in the financial 
markets go up and down over time, so do 
the rates on these loans—and so do your 
payments. Limits—or ‘‘caps’”’—are placed 
on how far and how fast the rates can rise 
(and fall). You can get different types of 
protection on different loans. 

A number of considerations will help 
you decide whether to get a fixed-rate or 
adjustable-rate loan. How long you plan to 
live in the house you’re buying, and wheth- 
er you can pass the loan to the next owner 
are two considerations. Again, an expert 
can be a real help here in determining 
what’s best for you. 


Additional costs 

When you're ready to buy a house, be 
sure to budget additional money for settle- 
ment costs, which are over and above the 
financing cost. These include lawyers’ fees, 
title search fee, ‘‘points’”—additional fees 
for securing financing—and various and 
sundry things such as the cost of inspec- 
tion for termites, and documentation fees. 
Here, ask your real estate agent, builder or 
lender to give you an early warning as to 
what these costs will be. 

Although complexity in home financing 
has reached a record high, this is a good 
year to buy a house—and if you're in the 
market, you'll have lots of company. De- 
mand for housing will be high, and the 
National Association of Realtors predicts 
prices will rise 4.6 percent for existing 
(used) homes and 6.5 percent for new ones. 

However, interest rates are at an all-time 
low, for this decade. Do you remember 
back to 1982 when home loan rates 
reached 17 percent? As mortgage interest 
rates hover under 10 percent this year, 
many more people will find housing af- 
fordable. When the prices start to drop, 
says Liz Johnson, a spokeswoman for the 
National Association of Realtors, the rates 
will go up. “It’s like a teeter-totter,” she 
says. You’ve nothing to gain by waiting, 
and a lot to gain by buying now. @

he crown jewel of the master bed- 
room is a fool-the-eye canopy bed 
crafted with faux bois-painted 
molding and hangings made from 
sheets. ‘“‘La Tulipe”’ (this Martex pattern) 
“has a botanical feel with black butter- 
flies,” says Mr. Blount, who liked the 
crispness of the black and white striped co- 
ordinate that backs the comforter. Taking 
advantage of the stripe’s power, he re- 
peated it on a bed pillow and chair. 

But instead of using black and white 
stripes in abundance, he pulled out the soft 
pink and pistachio tones that now—thanks 
to more sheeting—line the sunburst-cen- 
tered canopy. The dust ruffle and head- 
board add yet more variety; they’re made 
from a gray and white pattern called 
“Seersucker Stripe.’ (For a close-up look at 
the bedroom’s details, see page 000.) Lest 
you think there is no decorative function 
for a plain white sheet, note the corner 
chaise whose new slipcover is just that (a 
revival technique for any tired upholstered 
piece). 

You can see the bed at Burdines in 
Dadeland, Fla., where House Beautiful 
will be presenting a decorating seminar the 
week of June 5.

Pezzaro. Placement of pattern is masterfully arranged; welting, 
ruffles and such all have reasons for being. 

In the great room (below) sheeting patterns were strategically 
dispersed, then outlined or paired with solids to play them up. 
“Scheherezade,” for example, moves from its center-stage posi- 
tion slipcovering the large sofa to accent pillows placed on coral 
wing chairs to the curtains, where it’s paired with a pistachio 
solid and bound in teal-blue. (More teal ties the curtains to their 
wooden rings.) The coordinated flame-stitch pattern is used as a 
complement; in small quantity, it keeps the focus on the main 
print. Coral welting and skirt banding (you see the color in large 


quantity on the wing chairs across the room) “hold the print in 
and give it a nice frame.” 

The master bedroom (opposite) is a cache of pretty dressmaker 
details—the kind of room, says Mr. Blount, that men always 
enjoy being in. “Trimming is the real basis of the design,” he 
says. Stripes—in black and white, gray and white, pink and 
white—appear in abundance. “‘The pink and white on a bias give 
the tulip pattern something to bind it,’ explains Thomas Flem- 
ing. Note how the stripe reappears throughout but with subtle 
variations: It’s a ruffle on the romantic window treatment, welt- 
ing on the bed’s canopy and curtains. On a white sheeting 
slipcover, it provides a delicate way to show off a chaise’s good 
lines while breaking up the expanse of solid color. 

Hung from molding on the ceiling, the fabric canopy stretches 
the room to new heights. An interior of solid pink sheets (topped 


off by a cabbage rosette) assures a rosy start and romantic

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NH. INGERSOLL —— 
here is good news and bad news 
about home security equipment. 
First, the good news. According to 
the FBI’s Uniform Crime Report, 

the number of residential burglaries is de- 

clining. That becomes more startling when 
you consider that over one million new 
homes are added to our stock every year. 

In 1980, 2,380,708 residential burglaries 

were reported by law enforcement agen- 

cies. By 1984 (the latest year reported at 

this writing), the figure had declined 16 

percent. Why? Because more people are 

installing some form of burglar alarm sys- 
tem, and concerned homeowners are initi- 
ating “neighborhood watches.” A recent 

Associated Press report reveals that one of 

every three homes in America has some 

form of burglary protection. 


False alarms 

The bad news is that nine of every ten 
alarms is false. False alarms waste time for 
the police, madden neighbors within ear- 
shot of outdoor sirens or bells and have 
been known to trigger the breakup of a 
marriage. To date, no equipment producer 
has invented a foolproof system. 

To give makers their due, equipment is 
much improved when compared to sys- 
tems sold in the 50s and ’60s. There are 
far fewer mechanical failures. But glitches 
in the system account for only a small 
percentage of false alarms anyway. Human 
error, forgetfulness, electrical storms and 
dense fog trip most false alarms. 

Today, some aid for the forgetful is pro- 
grammed into every system. In wireless 
systems, a dead battery often can trip the 
alarm. Some makers tie an LED signal 
light or buzzer to battery power. When 
battery energy heads downhill, the signal 
switches on. This happens before the alarm 
goes off, in time to replace batteries. 

How do police react to all those false 
alarms? Resignedly perhaps, but ‘they do 
respond,” declares a spokesman for the 
National Institute of Justice. “Some law

fighters) answer an electronic security 
equipment-tripped alarm, you should 
know there are two kinds of systems: 

1. Devices purchased as a package or 
individually and connected to sirens or 
other noisemakers inside or outside the 
house. Calls for help must come from the 
owners or neighbors hearing the alarms. 

2. Systems having on-site alarms and an 
instantaneous connection to a central mon- 
itoring station, a commercial enterprise on 
duty 24 hours a day. When a signal comes 
into the station, the operator can tell 
whether the emergency is burglary, fire or 
a medical problem, and a call goes out to 
the proper authority immediately. 

In some areas of the nations—mostly 
exurban and rural—direct dialing or digi- 
tal signaling to police stations without an 
intermediary central station intercept is 
still permitted. In most metropolitan areas 
this practice is not allowed, because of the 
extra expense shouldered by the police. 

The same direct dialer is capable of sens- 
ing a smoke or heat alarm and alerting the 
fire department. 


The budget alarm 

Low cost is one advantage of the first 
category. Equipment is available from 
mail-order houses, electronics stores and 
hardware outlets. Many owners cut costs 
further by installing their own equipment. 
This approach has its disadvantages. Self- 
installed devices have been known to fail. 

Salespeople will tell you that 95 percent 
of all burglaries are committed by ama- 
teurs—usually young people between the 
ages of 14 and 24, and that the primary 
purpose of an alarm in the house is to scare 
away these would-be intruders. 


DATE ON SECURITY SYSTEMS 


That isn’t the whole story. Young peo- 
ple—male and female—do take part in the 
vast majority of burglaries. But a sizable 
number are recidivists; they've spent six 
months to a year in prison where their 
amateur ways are replaced by tricks of the 
trade passed on by “professionals.’’ Nor 
does that sales story address the five per- 
cent who are hardened pros, many of 
whom are capable of disarming a home 
alarm system and rarely head for any but 
the best neighborhoods. 

Costs for category number-one protec- 
tion could begin under $20 for a single 
door alarm, or an automatic timer-dimmer 
control for a lamp. Equipment from Sears 
to protect an entire house from burglary or 
fire, uninstalled, comes in under $500. This 
is a wired system. Wireless (radio-signal 
controlled) systems are more costly, but 
installation is easier and, if you have it 
done, less costly than wired systems. 


The monitored alarm 

Category number-two protection is fast 
gaining favor, and more companies are get- 
ting into the business. For example, 
Schlage, a manufacturer known for its 
locks, began selling electronic security 
equipment to commercial customers in 
1974. This year, the company jumped into 
home security sales with a national net- 
work of exclusive Schlage central monitor- 
ing stations. It joins ADT and Honeywell 
in that capacity, and the list is growing. 

Second-category systems start around 
$1,000 installed. Some firms offer financ- 
ing. ADT currently delivers and installs a 
basic burglar alarm system, tied to its near- 
est central station (more than 100 through- 
out the United States), for $995, or $29.95 
a month for 47 months. 

The average bill for a whole-house bur- 
glary, fire and medical emergency alert 
system ranges from $1,300 to $2,500, a 
price that includes installation and a cen- 
tral station tie, or a connection to police 
and firefighters directly. 

Monthly charges for 24-hour surveil- 
lance by a central station are under $25 for 
name-brand branches, under $20 for inde- 
pendents. The independents are easily lo- 
cated through your installer. In fact, some 
installers operate their own central station. 

One thing your money buys beyond 
equipment: peace of mind.

Architectural details, wallpaper borders and faux finishes 
can add the charm your home might be missing 


ext to an appealing loca- 
tion, character is what 
most home buyers crave. 
However, unlike location, 
character can be created—and in- 
tegrated as if it were always there. 

The primary source of character 
is the trimmings: moldings, man- 
tels, medallions and other classical 
ornaments that define a certain 
style or period. Years ago, these 
details were carved out of wood or 
stone and included in the basic 
structure. Today, you can super- 
impose lightweight molded repro- 
ductions made of plaster and finish 
them with paint or stain to match 
the surrounding woodwork or 
your furnishings. In response to a 
growing demand for these repro- 
ductions, a number of companies 
now specialize in such details, from alabas- 
terlike columns to baroque medallions (see 
page 150 for a resource list). 

Wallpaper borders work like architec- 
tural ornaments, but they’re even easier to 
apply, and they come in a multitude of 
colors and patterns. Architectural Effects 
by Manuscreens is a noteworthy line of 
vinyl wall coverings that reproduce neo- 
classic ceiling work and borders, with co- 
ordinating papers imitating marble, 
weathered stone, sandblasted stippling, 
painted strié, silk and moiré. Colors range 
from dusty pastels to pewter grays and if 
these don’t match your decor, Manu- 
screens provides custom coloring. The 
faux textures are available at wallpaper 
stores; ceiling papers are available through 
decorators. 

Bassett and Vollum’s historic wallpaper 

ers are more elaborate. Based on 18th- 


h-century designs, these hand-silk- 


mitate lace and roses, nee- 
motifs, balustrades, 
stile’ 1s a deli- 
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sels, becomes a formal room. Write to Bas- 
sett and Vollum for a free brochure. 

In Queen Victoria’s day, the English 
came up with an inexpensive way to add 
texture to a wall: embossed wallcoverings. 
Today, they are still being made on some 
of the original hand-engraved brass rollers 
by Crown Decorative Products Ltd. in En- 
gland. Five varieties are available in a wide 
range of geometric and floral designs, 
which can be treated to any finish. If you 
live east of the Mississippi River, contact 
Bentley Brothers. In the Midwest and 
Rocky Mountain states, contact Mile Hi 
Crown; in the Pacific states, call or write 
Classic Ceilings. 

Another way to create a Victorian envi- 
ronment is by installing an embossed met- 
al ceiling. AA Abbingdon Affiliates Inc. 
makes metal ceilings and cornices in turn- 
of-the-century and contemporary designs. 

Those handy with a paintbrush can try 
their hand at decorative finishes, today’s 
stylish alternative to bare surfaces. For 
starters, stenciling is the easiest and hum- 
blest way to add character. Stenciling’s 
grande dame Adele Bishop offers work- 
shops in four states; her books and supplies 





are available at crafts stores or 
through the Adele Bishop Division. 

For the do-it-yourselfer, Jocasta 
Innes’s Paint Magic (Van Nos- 
trand Reinhold, 1981) is an excel- 
lent source on fancier finishes, and 
lessons are offered at various “‘fin- 
ishing schools” across the country. 
The grandaddy of these is the Isa- 
bel O’Neil Studio Workshop, New 
York City, with special two-week 
summer courses. At the Day Stu- 
dio, San Francisco, learn shortcuts 
to old-world techniques in weekly 
workshops or weekend seminars in 
New York City, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Atlanta. At The 
Finishing School, Great Neck, 
N.Y., one-day classes focus on 
techniques such as nonveined 
marbleizing and custom staining. 
Worth taking a vacation for: five-day deco- 
rative finish classes at The Inchbald School 
of Design in London. 

Artists are also offering their services. 
The decorative arts department of your 
museum will help you start your search. 
Also check art leagues, crafts guilds, your 
public library and the phone book. 

Lately, designers have turned to the win- 
dowpane itself for a number of character- 
building treatments, including etching, 
beveling, and leading the glass. At last 
year’s Southampton show house, for exam- 
ple, Michael de Santis sandblasted the win- 
dows of his contemporary dining room 
with geometric designs. For more ideas or 
names of artists who decorate glass, con- 
tact your local museum, crafts guild, art- 
ists league- or library, or visit the show 
houses where top designers exhibit.

In this rapidly expanding age of elec- 
tronics, equipment to simplify communi- 
cating in the home has proliferated to the 
point that just about any arrangement your 
mind can picture is possible. You can talk 
or listen to any member of the family any- 
where in the house, check on the identity 
of visitors before opening the door, listen 
for baby’s cry, send music through the 
house, call in children from the yard, re- 
cord messages and listen to your favorite 
cassette tape, among other activities. 

While equipment and installation costs 
for a major radio/tape/telephone/inter- 
com system could begin around $1,500, 
there are less expensive options: 

@ A pair of wireless intercoms that plug 
into and use house current are in the $40 
to $90 range. They are small, portable, 
unobtrusive and can be positioned or repo- 








sitioned anywhere in a house or apartment 
where communication is needed. In a 
locked “talk”’ position, one intercom can 
monitor an infant’s afternoon nap. 


¢ A pair of wireless devices operating on

e An apparatus to help the deaf “‘see”’ 
the phone ringing is also an aid in keeping 
a house quiet while baby sleeps. An elec- 
tronic box fits on the phone and attaches 
to a nearby lamp by wire. With the phone 
bell turned off, this device triggers the 
lamp to flash on and off when a call comes. 

@ A box that resembles a miniature ste- 
reo speaker permits you (and anyone else 
in the room) to carry on a no-hands tele- 
phone conversation. The device also has a 
listen-only control. You do have to answer 
the phone to activate it. Prices are in the 
$30 to $60 range. Voices are distorted 
slightly, but the words come though clear- 
ly enough. 

® Cordless phones, from $100 to $150, 
have value for the budget-minded. Instead 
of paying for three or four phone installa- 
tions, a number of young families have a 
single phone installed. Then they buy a 
cordless and use it as a branch circuit 
wherever they wish. A 700-foot range for 
the cordless keeps it useful for most homes. 

Of course, the latest craze on the com- 
munication front is the portable cellular 
phone. Keep in touch from the beach, the 
boat, the car, the hunting trip—wherever. 
The phone is a minimum $1,200, and ac- 
cessories are another $150 or so.

For anyone who hasn’t seen and heard a 
radio/intercom system, what you see is an 
attractively framed, wall-mounted speaker 
with appropriate controls, and what you

COMMUNICATIONS SIMPLIFIED 


At the low-cost end of the price scale 
($400 to $600), systems contain an AM/ 
FM radio, an entry door speak/answer sta- 
tion and one or two remote stations inside 
the home. At the high end of this scale 
($1,100 to $1,500) are systems with a mas- 
ter panel, remote stations at the front entry 
and throughout the home, a built-in tele- 
phone, cassette tape message center, digital 
time read-out as well as a high-quality 
AM/FM radio. 

These are all wired systems. Installing a 
typical system made up of a master panel 
and six remote speakers in a house or 
apartment under construction could cost 
between $250 and $400. In an existing 
home where wires must be “‘snaked”’ 
through walls, the installation charge 
could run as high as three times the cost of 
fitting a system to a new house. 

Here are the conveniences and pleasures 
a radio/intercom will deliver. In general, 
the more capabilities you want in the sys- 
tem the more you pay. 

e Radio music, news, sports—whatev- 
er—selected at the master panel and piped 
to every remote speaker in the home. 

e Learn who your visitor is at the front 
door (or back door) without opening the 
door, a convenience possible from the mas- 
ter panel or any remote station in the 
home. 

e Listen at the master panel for a child’s 
cry in the nursery. 

e@ Use the radio as alarm clock. Other 
family members can avoid the wake-up call 
by turning off their remotes. 

@ Through an outdoor speaker, call in 
the kids for dinner, or send ripples of mu- 
sic over the pool or patio. 

@ While you’re away, record phone mes- 
sages or léave verbal messages for late- 
arriving family members. 

e Record a radio program for playback 
later, or slip in one of your favorite prere- 
corded cassettes for easy listening. 

Electronic communication in the home 
has never been easier. Of course, if you and 
your mate aren’t speaking .. . sorry, that’s 
a shade outside the scope of this report. @

uckily for the owners of this house, the white- 
painted bedroom (below) was so pleasant they felt 
they could postpone any decorating plans and 
concentrate their efforts on the other rooms. The 
only first-stage investment here: a good mattress and box 
spring. Everything else—new bed, chair, wallpaper, fab- 
ric embellishments—came in the second and third stages 
of decorating (right). 

‘Because the house had been a parsonage, it wasn’t too 
fancy on the inside,’ says Mr. Moore. “In dressing it up, 
what I had to rely on were wallpaper, borders, color, 
fabrics and prints.’’ The fabric he chose to establish the 
mood is a rose-strewn chintz, a romantic gesture height- 
ened by the infusion of lace on the bed and at the 
windows. “The lace is light and pretty and gives the 
room the feeling of a cottage.” 

But note how he avoided a fussy look: Window panels 
are topped by a swag; the bed’s canopy is actually a lace 
tablecloth pinned to hold its folds. The bed’s pillows, 
though they look like antiques, are newly made and easy 
to care for. To give the room real warmth, he enveloped 
it in a wonderful salmon and ivory striped wallpaper 
that’s embossed with a dotlike pattern. To top it off 
where there are no moldings: a beribboned wallpaper 
border whose edge was borrowed to trim the lampshade 
brought from stage one.

HOUSE INSPECTION 


By GEORGE HOFFMAN 
Ithough home inspectors are es- 
sential in the final purchase of a 
house, it is not necessary to have 
every house you look at inspected 
by a costly professional. When you do de- 
cide to hire a home inspector, there are a 
few things you should keep in mind. 
Home inspectors are supposed to work 
for the buyer. Remember, the real estate 
agent is not the home expert. Hire a house 
inspector who is totally impartial. That 
means someone who simply inspects the 
house and submits his or her findings but 
does nothing whatsoever to correct any 
fault he or she may find. In that way the 
inspector will not be motivated to find 
work. The inspector should be knowledge- 
able enough to give approximate costs of 
repairs as a guide so that the client can 
make a decision on the house. He or she 
should know, for example, the cost of dif- 
ferent kinds of roofing materials as well as 
the labor costs to install them. He or she 
should also know what new plumbing and 
electric wiring costs are. 


First search 

@ When you hire a home inspector, beware 
of “sweetheart” arrangements. An agent 
may know a friendly contractor or some- 
one with a little experience who will look 
at your house. The contractor remains 
friendly as long as he or she makes favor- 
able reports. You must find an indepen- 
dent expert... 


© When you stand back and study a house, 
it looks like a huge, mysterious monster 
with numerous complexities and hidden 
secrets. But if you take it apart piece by 
piece, you can begin to understand it. The 
tools you’ll need are: a level, screwdriver, 
steel ball of 1/2- to 3/4-inch diameter, a 
flashlight—and a good eye. With these in- 
struments and some basic knowledge, you 
can inspect any house and make your own 
preliminary evaluation. 


The house and its setting 

You have investigated the neighborhood 
for schools, shopping, convenient commut- 
ing, sunshine, possibility of expansion, tax- 
es and the numerous ancillary points of 
personal taste. Think carefully. Is there a

highway nearby? How busy is it? Will it be 
widened and used heavily, thus creating 
noise? Are you pleased with the view? Will 
it remain as it is? Or is there a good possi- 
bility that a development will be going in 
to spoil your view? 

There are many other things to think 
about; their importance depends on how 
you think about them. You may want to 
know the location of the dump and the 
nature of the trash disposal system in the 
area, the distance to the airport or fire 
station and the proximity to movies, bars 
or campus life. How about the nature of 
the neighbors’ activities? Is there a swim- 
ming pool on the other side of the fence 
next to your patio? Is your neighbor a 
weekend mechanic with automobiles 
parked all about? Are there boats and trail- 
ers cluttering the area? Think now, and 
you might not despair later. 


The house itself 

@ Take circulation, for instance. A general 
rule should be to keep traffic out of rooms. 
Corridors are for passing through to get to 
rooms. If there is no way to get to a certain 
room without passing through another 
room, you have an “‘obligated room.” 


e Take time to draw a floor plan; then 
when you get home, you can study it. Mea- 
surements don’t have to be precise, but do 
a little stepping off. Keep in mind that 
many traffic problems can be changed by 
moving a door or two. In a large room, a 
freestanding bookcase or large furniture 
can direct traffic in another direction. 
With your floor plan you can trace in pen- 
cil the traffic patterns that members of the 
family would follow down hallways and 
through doors. You’ll learn as much about 
that house in an hour as you would in six 
months of living in it. 


e Layout is another consideration now. If 
there’s a traffic problem, it may be because 
the layout of the rooms is poor. Consider 
your family lifestyle. Do you use the den 
for family gatherings, or does your family 
prefer assembling in the kitchen? If so, can 
dining be directly off the kitchen? Do you 
eat from trays while watching TV? Think 
about it. Would you like the bedrooms and 
baths to be completely private? Think 
about acoustic as well as visual privacy. 


e “Interior zoning” is another important 
aspect of layout. There are three categories 
of zoning: work, privacy and shared activi- 
ties. Laundering is certainly work and 
should have its own separate area. The 
kitchen is another work zone. Do you want 
to be alone while preparing food, or do you 
like to talk and visit? 


e Think hard before you buy a house that 
has to be completely remodeled to get a 
floor plan that will please you. Now you 
can start examining specifics. Are you a 
reader? Can you sit and read in the living 
room during certain periods of the day 
without being interrupted by people run- 
ning through? Do you have a hobby that 
requires privacy? Keep in mind that there 
are no absolute rules for the layout of a 
house. Every family has a somewhat differ- 
ent lifestyle. 


Foundation and soil 
Without a good foundation, all inspec- 
tion is useless. We talk about foundations 
when we think of house support, but be- 
neath the foundation is the footing, which 
is hidden. Its purpose is to distribute 
weight over a large area. The footing 
should be deep enough to reach firm soil 
and have sufficient steel to give the con- 
crete tensile strength. Cracks in founda- 
tions are frequently caused by poor 
footings or, in some older houses, no foot- 
ing at all. Old common brick foundations 
had no footing as a rule, nor was there 
steel in them. Without steel, concrete will 
crack and break apart. Concrete has good 
compression resistance but little tensile 
strength. Steel wire mesh is required for 
concrete slabs, and in some instances steel 
bars must be embedded 1n the concrete.

While inspecting the foundation, check 
t orners, which are the weak areas. 
Without sufficient steel in the concrete, the 
corners could break. Steel helps make the 
foundation act as one firm unit. Check for 
cracks in a level foundation that are wider 
at the top than the bottom. These are V 
cracks. Undoubtedly the corner of the 
whole structure has settled. You might 
find hairline cracks anywhere; don’t worry 
about them. It’s the V cracks that give 


cause for alarm. 


The drainage dilemma 

If you find dampness under the house or 
evidence of past moisture, it’s probably 
caused by a drainage problem. A wet crawl 
space, when dried, leaves alligator-hide 
patterns 

Which is more important—good drain- 
age or a good foundation? Both, if possible. 
What good is a foundation if it rests on 
poorly drained earth? Consider water soft- 
ening the soil beneath a foundation; the 
result is mud and settling. If the house is 
built on a hillside, a slight slope, lowlands 
or a flat area, there are several indicators 
in the basement (if there is one) that will 
tell you if drainage is poor. 

If all houses could be inspected in the 
winter, you wouldn't need input on drain- 
age, nor would you have to crawl on your 
stomach beneath the house to do any in- 
vestigation; you could shine your flashlight 
to look for dampness. But, alas, it isn’t that 
easy to do a good job. If the earth shows a 
little moisture during the winter but is dry 
during the summer, there’s no danger to 
your foundation. However, if ventilation is 
poor, fungus can start growing, and you 
have wood rot. Mold growing on the wood 
is evidence of this. If there is mold, the 
ventilation may have to be increased. 

Often there is poor air circulation in a 
corner, so a screened hole or two can be 
made in that area. Proper ventilation pre- 
vents mold. How much is proper depends 
upon the moisture condition—ordinarily 
about two square feet of opening for every 
25 lineal feet 

In the summer look for signs of damp- 
ness On earth that has dried. If there have 
been heavy amounts, cracks in the earth 


cks indicate heavy 


sink into the softened earth. This causes 
other stress points bearing additional 
weight, and soon the house has lost stabil- 
ity. It will take new piers and some jacking 
up to correct this condition. 


If there are concrete walls beneath the . 


house with a concrete floor, and the area is 
used for a storage room, garage or game 
room, you’ve got to be more concerned 
about drainage. Concrete is not water- 
proof. If there are boxes stored next to the 
wall, try to move them, then get your nose 
in and smell for mustiness; look at the 
bottom of the boxes for places where water 
has dried. Look for stained areas on the 
concrete. When moisture has evaporated, 
it leaves a yellowish-brown marking. 

Frequently you see flimsy white fuzz 
growing on concrete walls. This is a hy- 
drate, called efflorescence, caused by mois- 
ture mixing with acids in concrete. It does 
no harm, but it does indicate moisture be- 
hind the wall. If it’s slight, don’t worry, 
but if it’s general and heavy, beware of 
worse conditions, such as a wet basement. 

When you find evidence of much water 
beneath a house or in a basement, you 
should first consider whether drain tile can 
be installed to prevent it. But get prices on 
the job before you sign final papers, for 
you may want to change your offering 
price. 


Don’t neglect the roof 

If the seller of a house doesn’t brag 
about the new roof, you can be certain it’s 
old, or suspect. The attic of a house is a 
good place to start an examination of the 
roof. Take a strong flashlight with you and 
find a way up there (usually through a 
closet). 

There’s always dust in an attic. If a leak 
has occurred, it shows when dried. Look, 
too, for stains on the wood overhead, espe- 
cially on the ridge where the rafters meet. 
Now turn off the flashlight and look 
around. Do you see shafts of light? Let’s 
say it’s a wood shingle roof. If it is, you are 
likely to see light. If you see it only on an 
angle, don’t be alarmed; but if you see it 
directly overhead, you should put a piece 
of paper through the holes. Then when you 
get on the roof you can see what is causing 
the holes. 

If the shingles have worn thin or are 
completely worn out, you're in trouble, for 
the sun has probably burned right through 
the wood. If it’s going to take a whole 
notebook of paper to mark all the holes, 
forget it. A new roof is needed. 


Interior inspection 
Doers and Floors, Stand inside the front 





door. With the door a couple inches from 
closing, note the distance from the bottom 
of the door to the floor at the knob end. 
Now open it wide and note the distance to 
the floor. Does the door scrape the floor? 
If so, something is out of line. Either the 
door is not hung properly, the door jamb 
on the hinge side is not plumb, the hinges 
are loose or the floor is not level. If the 
distance is too great, it could be caused by 
any of these faults except loose hinges. 
Close the door. Is the crack even on the top 
and down the lock side? Or does it reveal a 
wedge of air? It shouldn’t. If it does, the 
Opening is probably not square. 

Test the floor all around the doorway. 
Many times I find the floor unlevel in this 
area. Unless it’s severe, I don’t worry too 
much. That part of a house experiences 
more weather changes than Cape Hatteras. 
Woodwork shrinks and expands; this can 
work nails loose. Are the floorboards loose 
from the joists? Bounce on the floor. Rise 
on your toes and drop suddenly to your 
heels. If the boards are loose, you'll hear it. 
Now step to the middle of the room. Rise 
on your toes again and come down hard on 
your heels. Try to see if the floor vibrates 
and shakes the room and walls. If it does, 
it means the joists span too much distance 
without proper support, or perhaps they 
are too far apart. 

Learning what causes faults is fine, but if 
you can’t explain a fault, you’ve got a 
mystery. Don’t buy mysteries, especially 
serious ones. When the owner of a 48-unit 
apartment building I examined wouldn't 
allow me to remove some plaster from a 
closet wall so I could see what was causing 
the crack that showed up on all six floors, I 
advised my client to beware. Luckily, he 
took my advice. 


Plaster Cracks. As you go from room to 
room, use your flashlight to inspect the 
walls and dark corners; look for cracks. 
Plaster cracks are common. There are 
many causes: earthquakes, green shrinking 
lumber, poor diagonal bracing, weak con- 
struction and, of course, foundation set- 
tling or wood rot and termites. Large 
cracks should be checked to see if the plas- 
ter is pulling away from the wall. Run 
your finger over it. If one side is raised, it 
undoubtedly is pulling away. Bubbles or 
raised portions are definitely indications of 
pulling away. Be careful. If you press too 
hard against them, you're likely to lose 
plaster. Ceiling bubbles are potential trou- 
ble spots. 

One cause of plaster coming away from a 
wall is moisture. For years there could

have been a slight leak that has eventually 
caused decay of the lime in the plaster; 
then the plaster literally loses its grip. 


Gypsum Board Cracks. Gypsum board 
cracks are something else. If there are 
straight cracks, it is usually at a joint. Poor 
taping is generally the cause. You'll fre- 
quently find cracks on either side of a 
doorway or window at the top of the open- 
ing. These are header cracks, and not very 
important. 

If the interior walls are Sheetrock (a 
trade name for gypsum board) and you 
find a large diagonal crack, you can be 
certain it was caused by a severe move- 
ment, a shifting or settling. Note whether 
the floor is unlevel near the wall. Check 
the baseboard; is it firmly touching the 
floor? It takes a drastic movement to break 
Sheetrock diagonally. Perhaps we’ll find 
the cause beneath the floor. Make a note to 
look. 

Wherever you see cracks in plaster or 
Sheetrock, and the edges of the cracks are 
darkened, it’s an indication of moisture—a 
leak. It may be from an old leak, but be 
sure. Cracks that have clean edges are the 
result of movement only. 





Testing for Insulation. In two or three 
rooms, remove the plate from an electric 
outlet on the exterior walls only. Be sure to 
check that all exposed wires are connected 
before wedging the screwdriver between 
the box and the wall covering. Do not 
attempt this insulation test if any wires are 
disconnected. Push the screwdriver gently 
through to the exterior wall. Feel for a 
slight resistance; you’re determining 
whether or not there is insulation in the 
wall. Move the instrument about a little. 
Nothing? Okay. Try in a few more rooms. 
One test is not conclusive. You'll know if 
you meet a spongy resistance; if so, you’ve 
got insulation in that wall. It’s good to 
know. 

House inspection means looking for 
faults, but it is not all negative. While 
poking and prodding about, you may find 
hidden quality also. If you decide to buy, 
it’s good to know where your money is 
going to. @

perfect harmony with the piece. It’s a par- 
ticular pleasure with the sofas and love 
seats. The body feels in perfect balance.” 

Does Memphis have a bestseller to its 
credit? We’re told it’s the “First” chair 
designed by Michele de Lucchi, it’s the 
“neutral” of the group, the one with the 
“floating” disk for a back. It has all the 
traditional Italian references to machines, 
plastics, color and geometry reflecting the 
intellectual infrastructure that supports the 
style. It’s also cute. And at $365, it’s with- 
in reach. 

Could there be a post-Memphis move- 
ment now that Sottsass is shifting his inter- 
est to the technical manipulation of wood? 
He’s invented reconstituted wood veneers 
that offer possibilities for color unlike any- 
thing we’ve ever seen. He has discovered a 
way to expand wood’s grain, altering its 
texture, lengthening its pattern and mak- 
ing it receptive to colors once thought pos- 
sible only by lacquering. As he said in a 
recent interview in Philadelphia: “It’s real 
wood, but you think it’s fake so you don’t 
know if it’s really wood or if it’s fake or 
painted.” 

If Memphis is about anything it’s about 
mind games. 

Are there American precursors of Mem- 
phis? Yes. Stanley Tigerman, the Chicago 
architect created the “Fish Lamp,” which 
he crafted from plastic laminate. Robert 
Venturi’s chairs, critically a great success, 
are our national equivalents. Art dealer 
Holly Solomon was and is America’s com- 
mercial purveyor of the avant-garde. Dur- 
ing the ’70s her apartment was the venue 
for the new and impossible. But she was 
selling one-of-a-kind works of art. Mem- 
phis is a relatively mass-produced phenom- 
enon. The question is always posed—can 
designed objects be ‘‘commercial”’ and 
“art” at the same time? Some would argue 
that Memphis is the classic example of 
design and architecture transformed into 
consumer commodities. According to Dr. 
Penny Sparke, a professor at the Royal 
College of Art in London, and recognized 
as Sottsass’s biographer the way Barbara 
Radice is deemed the group’s chronicler, 
“the way to comprehend Memphis is to 
think of it as a summing up of everything 
that’s going on in the culture anyway.” 
Audacious marketing and fashionable out- 
rage have landed Memphis in a _ place 
wholly different from where it began. The 
orphan has succeded in making a lot of 
new friends.

If it hadn’t been for Mood Gibson, a 
handy fellow I borrowed from my mother- 
in-law’s garden, there might not have been 
a rose garden at Thornhill. Together we 
dug 15 holes, two spades deep and wider 
than the rose roots—18 to 24 inches in 
diameter. We mixed the soil with peat 
moss and manure for a fertilized bed. Then 
we anchored one end of the bowknot with 
Mister Lincoln, and the other end with 
Gypsy, named after a striptease artist. Per- 
haps she wasn’t a fitting companion for a 
president, but she was my only other red 
rose. And Queen Elizabeth, a pink grandi- 
flora, sat right in the middle of the bow. In 
all, 15 bushes, mostly hybrid tea roses, 
started the garden, with spaces left in be- 
tween for ones I would order later from 
winter catalogs. 

While working in my rose garden that 
first summer I felt as if I were back in our 
children’s nursery again. Roses need a lot 
of attention—formula feedings, formula 
spraying. And a wheelbarrow of wood 
chips for mulching is a great deal harder to 
push than a baby carriage. But the satisfac- 
tion of going out to the garden and picking 
one perfect Pristine made it all worthwhile. 
If I went away for a day or so I could 
hardly wait to get back to see if Sonia, a 
pale peach, had bloomed. And as Queen 
Elizabeth grew tall and strong, I wanted to 
measure her against our closet doors as we 
had once kept track of our children’s 
heights. 

This new family kept me content until 
the middle of October. Then I mulched the 
bed thick with hay, protection against win- 
ter, and started thinking of what roses I 
would plant next March. There was one I 
had to have: a white rose named Madame 
Hardy. She was an old rose, a damask, 
introduced in France in 1832, and named 
for the wife of the head gardener at the 
Tuileries in Paris. 

She was rare then and she’s rare now. 
Only a few are grown each year at a nur- 
sery famous for old roses called Roses of 
Yesterday and Today, in Watsonville, 
Calif. I found myself writing weekly love 
letters to the nursery. I explained my rose 
garden; I drew the design. I wanted to be 
one of the chosen few. 

I ordered other roses as well, 17 of 
them—five yellow, five pink, five white, 
and two apricot—some from California, 
others from Oregon and Georgia. But it 
was Madame Hardy who kept me wonder- 
ing all winter, truly, if I was going to be 
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able to plant her, come late March. 

That last week in March I never left 
home. United Parcel Service was my 
Prince Charming, riding in on a big brown 
truck, delivering my treasures of spring. 
As for Madame Hardy, or ‘““mah-DAHM 
are-DEE,”’ as she is spelled phonetically in 
the catalog, she was right on time. 

Mood Gibson and I did our rose routine 
again—first digging holes, preparing the 
soil, trimming damaged roots, spreading 
those roots about naturally. Most of the 
roses were hybrid teas, which I prefer—tall 
and tidy and beautiful. But I also added a 
floribunda, flowers in a cluster, which I 
had seen in Clover’s garden. Ivory Fashion 
is a lovely ivory white with a flush of 
yellow in the center, and looks as velvety 
as a gardenia. My garden, I thought, was 
complete. I had captured the crown, Ma- 
dame Hardy, and she was surrounded by a 
court of 31 other roses. 

About April I start poking around, 
“mothering” as Tom calls it. I visit each 
rose and make a note in my garden book as 
to whether the bush 1s strong, doubtful, or 
perhaps gone forever. Each year I lose two 
or three roses to winter. The first spring I 
couldn’t believe Savannah, a lovely peach 
rose from Georgia, had left me. Another 
year it was Fragrant Cloud. If I care about 
the rose, I replace it, if not I try another. 

My spring list doesn’t really prove any- 
thing except that I’m impatient to get back 
to my rose garden. A doubtful bush in 
April usually produces a glorious rose in 
June. I still refer to the American Rose 
Society Guide, the handbook I carried con- 
stantly at first. It lists roses from A to Z, 
Accent through Zwerglonig, their classifi- 
cation, colors and ratings. A perfect score 
is 10. Madame Hardy and Queen Elizabeth 
are nines. But I don’t raise my roses for 
their scores, or to make bountiful arrange- 
ments. My roses are more than that. They 
give me a lift when I need it, and they’re 
my friends. When life bears down, I go 
into the garden to work. Physical toil, I 
find, eases emotional pain. 

And I like delving into the ancestry of 
my roses. Families, in the rose world, can 
be most provocative. Peace, the most pop- 
ular rose, for instance, has as many regal 
offspring as Queen Victoria once had all 
over Europe; a child of Crimson Glory is 
rosy Charlotte Armstrong, and Charlotte’s 
child is Helen Traubel, paler than her 
mother but just as buxom; Seashell is a 
grandchild of Tropicana. It helps me un- 
derstand my roses, their strengths, an oc- 
casional weakness, or why a pink bud 
unfurls into a yellow rose.

When I first read about Peace, a big 
yellow hybrid tea with pink ribbons, I ac- 
tually cried. It first flowered for its French 
breeder, Francis Meilland, in 1942, just as 
the German army of occupation was mov- 
ing across France. Monsieur Meilland real- 
ized this rose was special and smuggled 
some budwood to the American consul as 
if he were evacuating a child or hiding a 
family jewel. For three years he had no 
idea what had happened. But when France 
was freed, Monsieur Meilland learned that 
the consul had managed to get the bud- 
wood to the United States where it was 
propagated. When delegates met in San 
Francisco to frame the charter of the Unit- 
ed Nations, this rose graced every table. It 
was then named Peace. 

June mornings I wake early, and even 
before breakfast I put on my Wellingtons 
and walk to the garden, the grass moist 
with dew, the scent of wild honeysuckle 
pungent. First there is inspection. Sweet 
Afton is always waiting, while others hide 
their heads. I hustle them a bit, give en- 
couragement. “Apollo, where are you? 
Confidence, will you ever grow up?” Then 
I indulge. I may only cut one rose for 
Tom’s breakfast, but more often I am 
tempted by five or six. Sometimes I put 
them in a basket with other flowers of 
June—the plush pink peonies, the lacy lav- 
ender of Anthony Waterer, the fey, deli- 
cate columbine.

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Color is the keynote of 
dramatic gardens: 
here, some pointers for 
creative combinations 


aE US ————— 
Many gardening styles throughout history 
were based on architecture and ignored 
color. Islamic and Egyptian gardens 
evolved around irrigation systems. French 
parterres and Elizabethan knot gardens 
were derived from geometric cloister gar- 
dens. In America, gardens traditionally in- 
clude foundation plantings, shrub hedges 
and lawns—all of which consider form 
over color. With today’s renewed interest 
in perennials and flower plantings, howev- 
er, color is becoming the focal point of the 
garden. Many of us are a little frightened 
of color. We see it as the ultimate refine- 
ment in our gardens, the detail that reveals 
our artistry. 

When I first began gardening with per- 
ennials I concentrated on just keeping 
them alive. Then I put my efforts into 
having flowers at all moments of the grow- 
ing season. Now I long for the color gar- 
dens of Monet. Color can be a little 
mind-boggling, but there are some general 
guidelines that will help us with the fine 
art of color gardening. 

On the color wheel, red, yellow and blue 
(more precisely, magenta, yellow and 
cyan) lie at three points of an equilateral 
triangle. These are the primary colors be- 
cause all other colors are made by combin- 
ing two or three of them. Arrangements of 
the primary colors are said to ‘‘contrast” 
and to be too jarring for the garden. Colors 
made from 50 percent of two primary col- 
ors lie at three midpoints on the color 
wheel between the primary points. They 
are violet, green and orange. Arrange- 
ments of these colors and variations of 
them “‘harmonize”’ because they have col- 

rs In common. An example would be pur- 
ple loosestrife and tawny daylily. 

{f you divide the color wheel into two 
halves you can create a simple and effec- 





tive color scheme: Choose any colors from 
one semicircle. If the dividing line leads 
from red to green, you can safely combine 
blue, violet, pink, mauve and indigo set off 
by green foliage and accented with an oc- 
casional red highlight. 

Another easy scheme is the all-of-a-color 
garden. The white garden at Sissinghurst is 
a popular attraction in England. Imagine 
beautiful white roses, delphiniums and Iil- 
ies along with foliage in colors of silver, 
gray and pale and dark green. 

This subtle garden points out the impor- 
tance of color “‘balancing.”’ An all-yellow 
garden would not be a garden at all if it 
were made of 100 marigolds of the same 
variety. Different shades, tones and tints 
have to be carefully arranged. Blend colors 
gradually. A pale, soft, creamy-yellow 
might be attractive next to a dusty, maize- 
colored planting. The golden maize could 
blend into a brighter, vibrant yellow. 

Another use for various hues is to create 
the illusion of depth in the border. When 
you look at mountains, ones that are far- 
ther away appear lighter. Besides planting 
taller varieties toward the rear of the bor- 
der, place paler shades there as well. 

At opposite ends of the line that divides 
the color wheel in half lie the complemen- 
tary colors. Across from violet is yellow; 
across from blue, orange. Complementary 
colors are used as ‘‘accents”’ in a planting. 
Sweeps of blue phlox in early spring can be 
perfectly highlighted by dots of clear yel- 
low alyssum “‘basket of gold.” 

These are some basic ideas for beginning 
your color experiments. I would not call 
them rules, for gardening with color is 
highly subjective. Don’t be afraid, once 
you have some knowledge of the principles 
of color gardening, to break some rules 
and create arrangements that please you 
most of all.

_| This large bowl measures over 24 inches in length. It is made of 
silver with a gold wash. There are some marks on the bottom that 
include initials I can’t read. There is also a lion that I’m told 
indicates the bowl is made of English sterling silver. Should I use 
silver polish to clean the gold finish? —J.G., Columbia, S.C. 


A. Your center- 
piece bowl is 
probably made 
of silver gilt. 
Real gold is dis- 
solved in mer- 
cury making a 
gold amalgam. 
This can be 
rubbed on copper or silver. After heating it will remain as a thin 
gold-colored surface. This thin layer can be unintentionally re- 
moved by using any abrasive polish. Only the exposed silver will 
need to be cleaned. Use a liyuid cleaner and never use too much 
“elbow grease.” Part of the value of your bowl, which appears to 
be an early-20th-century English piece, is the gold color. Removing 
part of it will lower the value. 





__| How old is this chest of drawers? It is made of walnut and oak 

and is more than 5 feet high. The legs are a very different color, 

and we believe that they are newer than the rest of the piece. 
—E.B., Springfield, N.J. 


A. Your chest on stand is in the William and Mary style that was 
popular in England from about 1690 to 1715. The overall propor- 
tions of the chest, the lower sec- 
tion or stand with drawers, and 
the six turned legs with curved 
stretchers are typical of the style. 
Your piece has an attractive 
grained walnut front that adds to 
the value but the replaced feet 
lower the value by more than 
half. If the piece was all original 
it would be worth over $6,000. 
With replaced legs it is a decora-

L How old are my grandmother’s chairs? I have a set of four. 
—M.S., Concord, N.H. 


A. Your chairs were made from about 1850 to 1890. Collectors 
now refer to them as “balloon 
backs” although they were known as 
Louis XV style when they were 
made. The chairs were used as par- 
lor chairs and were made in singles, 
pairs or sets of four to be used with a 
sofa. The curved front legs, the 
straight back legs, carving at the top 
of the back and curved seat front are 
all typical of the design. Arms were 
used on some chairs. Similar side 
chairs without arms were also popu- 
lar. The most popular wood was 
black walnut but rosewood or ma- 
hogany was also used. There was a 
structural weakness in the design of 
the chairs. They tend to break at the 
curved section where the back 
joined the seat. This is probably be- 
cause 20th-century people tend to lean back on the chair, taking all 
of the weight off the front legs. If your chairs are not damaged or 
repaired at the back of the leg, the set is worth $400 to $500. 





a This beautiful china mug is decorated with grapes, strawberries, 
pears, pineapple and other fruit. There is a basket and a watering 
can. The border is gold. It is marked on the bottom with a crown, 
crossed lines, dots and a script letter D. When was it made? 
—R.L., Haywood, Calif. 


A. Your mug looks like an 18th-century 
“coffee cann.’’ These straight-sided cylin- 
drical cups were first made at the famous 
Sevres factory in France. They were soon 
copied by many English factories. The 
cups or cans were about 2°/, inches high. 
The English first made them about 1750, 
and they remained in style until about 
1825. The marks are the “crossed battons, crown and D” used by 
the Derby factory from 1782 to 1825. The fruit painting was done 
by several artists who worked at Derby before 1800. One of the 
most famous, George Complin, painted scenes like yours. An 
authentic Derby coffee can with top-quality decoration dating 
from the 1790s is worth over $3,500. A can from the same period 
with less skillful decoration is worth from $200 to $300.

BLDD: You espouse, at least architectur- 
ally speaking, a very well-mannered ap- 
proach to one’s neighbors. Can you tell us 
why that view also brings about good 
architecture? 

HJ: From the beginning, I’ve looked at all 
architecture as a matter of good manners, 
being part of the whole street, being part of 
the fabric of the city. Good architecture, 
rather than beating its chest or shouting at 
neighbors, behaves like a well-mannered 
lady. There is politeness in every great 
city—Florence, Rome and especially Paris. 
The streets have continuity, but each 
building also has its own individuality. The 
buildings are at once proud and humane, 
standing strong in their mutual respect. 
BLDD: How did you decide that you 
wanted to practice architecture? 

HJ: I really loved being a student and I 
was terrified of going to work. As an un- 
dergraduate, I majored in fine arts and I 
studied painting. When I was about to 





graduate, my father found out that I was 
painting instead of studying business ad- 
ministration. He pragmatically put busi- 
ness and art together and said, ‘Would 
u like to be an architect?” I hardly knew

that everything I had ever studied as a kid 
began to make some sense. Architecture 
touches every walk of life. It is the whole 
reason for man’s efforts. It reflects every- 
thing man has done. As Mies said, it is the 
translation of an epoch into space, and that 
is the joy of it. Architecture turned me 
around; everything finally had a reason. 
BLDD: Light is something you know a lot 
about. If there is a recurring theme in your 
career, in fact an obsession, this is it. 

HJ: It’s an unending, beautiful thing to 
play with, one of the many tools architects 
use. There’s little that is new in architec- 
tue; men have been playing with light for 
centuries. 

BLDD: Why do so few architects use light 
properly? 

HJ: Light has order. Architecture has or- 
der. Glass has integrity unto itself. Light 
has integrity unto itself. The architect has 
to recognize all of these factors within the 
palette in order to use light as a tool. Most 
people don’t understand this. They seem to 
think that glass in an opening is a void. 
This does not take into account the aes- 
thetic of glass—that it is a sheer, taut ten- 
sion of reflection, not a void. 

BLDD: A few years ago you built a re- 
markable house—or would you say it was 
seven houses?—in Pennsylvania. It has 
been described as a synthesis of tradition, 
modernism and postmodernism. What 
were your intentions there? 

HJ: I’m really pleased with that house 
because it expresses so much of what I’ve 
been trying to do. In the interior it ad- 
dresses itself responsibly to the quality of 
the light and to the scale. The exterior is a 


little house; when chil- 
dren come along, they would add a small 
house next to the first, and sometimes a 
third one. These were called telescope 
houses. We did a telescope house made up 
of seven units, each one four feet smaller 
than the one before. 
BLDD: And ended it with a surprise. 
HJ: The end of each house was in reflec- 
tive glass, so that the big gabled end was a 
forty-two-foot-tall mirrored surface. On 
the outside, the house is very historicist 
and almost disappears in an inverted per- 
spective. The facade is truly a facade, built 
to be kind to the street and the neighbor- 
hood. Yet when you open the front door, 
you realize it’s an extremely modern 
house: the second-story windows are part 
of the entrance hall, the basement is also 
part of the living room. Of course, you 
knew all along that it was a modern house 
because of its essential irrationality. The 
use of mirrors on the outside certainly tells 
you it wasn’t built in 1753. We deliberately 
made the facade look like it was a decal 
stuck on this mirrored series of boxes, a 
house form like the houses in Monopoly. 
Whenever a kid is asked to draw a house, it 
always takes that form. I’ve used that form 
a great deal in my work because it says 
“house,”’ not “factory,” “insurance head- 
quarters,” or “school.” This is important. 
BLDD: It’s quite clear that you love your 
profession but that you also see putting up 
a building as an awesome responsibility. 
HJ: Oh, it’s fun. It really is. I feel sorry for 
anybody who’s not an architect. Once you 
get a building up and walk into it, you 
can’t believe that it all began on the back 
of an envelope... @
